Saratoga.  X.  Y.,  Sept.  15.— The  morn- 
ing cf  the  second  day  of  the  Republi- 
can state  convention  disclosed  no  ma- 
terial change  in  the  situation  as  re- 
gards   ti.e    gubcrnatcrial    nomination. 

This    morning    there    appeared     little 

possibility    of   any   concessions    on    the 

part  of   Kings   county  people   to  avert 

the  threatened  clash  on  the  convention 

flour.  It  was  expected  when  the  con- 
vention came  to  order  that  the  pro- 
ceedings would  be  completed  this  af- 
ternoon without  a  recess. 

When  the  convention  was  called  to 
order.  Senator  Maltby  cf  !?t.  Litwrence 
county  was  presented  as  permanent 
chairman.  Marching  clubs  from  Al- 
bany and  other  cities  had  come  In  up- 
wards of  lOOi)  strong  and  filled  the  gal- 
leries, and  in  every  way  the  session's 
beginning  was  in  contmst  with  yester- 
days  preliminary  session. 

The  cheering  which  greeted  the  en- 
trance of  Piatt  was  a  great  outburst. 
Most  of  the  audience  arose  to  welcome 
him  when  he  passed  down  the  aisle. 

Mr.  Woodruff,  who  immediately  fol- 
Jowed.  received  a  scarcely  less  enthu- 
siastic welcome,  and  Governor  Odell 
was  welcomed  with  a  ringing  yell,  the 
band  playing  "Hail  to  the  Chief."  As 
soon  as  tjuiet  v,as  restored.  Chairman 
Maltby  was  introduced  and  began  his 
speech,  which  was  chiefly  devoted  to  a 
review  of  the  Republican  administra- 
tion for  the  last  ten  years.  The  chair- 
man called  for  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee on  resolutions,  and  tlie  platform 
was  presented  to  the  convention,  and. 
after  being  read,  was  adopted  without 
discussion.    It  follows: 

The  Fupuhlieaiis  of  the  Empire  state, 
the  home  of  Theodore  Ruosevelt,  In  con- 
vention assembled,  Hfty  years  after  the 
birth  of  the  partv.  congratulate  the  coun- 
try on  tlie  splendid  results  of  the  recent 
elections  in  Oregon,  Vermont,  and  Maine. 
an  inspiration  they  have  givtn  to  the 
cause  of  Roostvelt  and  Fairbanks. 

We  eiidoc-e  the  platform  of  the  Re- 
publican national  convention  in  Chicago, 
In  June  last,  in  all  its  declarations,  par- 
ticularlv  tho.'-e  in  favor  of  the  mamten- 
ance  of  the  gold  standard  and  protection 
to  American  workmen  and  the  industries 
by  which  they  thrive. 

We  appeal  for  support  to  the  common 
sense  of  those  who  do  not  believe  in 
a.  change  for  the  sake  of  making  a  change 
and  who  are  willing  to  "let  well  enougii 
alone."  To  those  who  believe  in  the 
kind  of  protection  the  Republican  party 
has  always  stood  for  and  not  in  the  kind 
■with  whi'h  the  Democratic  party  with  its 
free  trade  tilli-'S  is  trying  to  delude  in- 
dustrial workt-rs. 

National  as  well  as  state  policies;  are 
Involed  in  the  outcome  of  our  state  elec- 
tion, and  W"  commend  to  every  citizen  the 
faithful  x>erforrnance  of  his  patriotic  dut>. 

The  resolution  presented  yesterday 
by  the  Kings  c-punty  delegation,  de- 
manding an  indnidual  vote  on  the 
nomination  for  governor,  was  adopted 
withotit  dissent. 

Assemblyman  A.  C  Wade  named 
Lieut. -Ciovernor  Frank  W.  Higgins  for 
governor,  and  Wm.

"practical  acclamation." 

Lieut. -Governor  Frank  W.  Higgins 
was  unanimously  nominated. 

Mr.  Prendergasfs  mention  of  the 
name  of  Woodruff  was  the  signal  for  a 
demonstration  which  brought  out  the 
first  open  indication  of  the  lines  upon 
which  the  battle  would  be  foueht. 
Kings  county  delegates  leaped  to  their 
feet  yelling,  quickly  followed  by 
Broome.  Chenango  .and  Tioga,  Senator 
Piatt  stood  and  the  cheering  in  that 
quarter  v.as  led  by  Col.  Dunn,  Assem- 
blyman Rogers,  and  others  in  the  close 
following  of  Senator  Piatt.  A  long 
continued  demonstration  followed  Mr. 
Prendergast's  assertion  that  the  ob- 
Btacles  in  the  way  of  Wot>druff'K  nom- 
inaticn  were  a  form  of  punishment  for 
his  approval  of  Senator  Piatt. 

Sept.  15.— Walter  Wellman 
Bavs  in  a  New  York  dispatch  to  the  Rec- 
ord-Herald: •  •Difference  of  opinion  exists 
as  to  whether  or  not  Hlpglns  will  hurt 
Roosevelt's  chances  of  carrying  New 
York  Higgins  is  not  very  well  known.

A  DISASTROUS  WIND 
STORM  IN  THE  EAST 

Several   Vessels  Lost  and  Great 
Damage  Done  By  Heavy  Rains. 


New  York,  Sept.  15. — A  storm  of  wind 
and  rain  of  almost  unprecedented  vio- 
lence raged  over  New  York  and  vicin- 
ity last  night  causing  damage  to  pro- 
perty both  on  sea  and  shore.  Ample 
warning  of  the  coming  storm  had  been 
given  by  the  weather  bureau,  and  few- 
coastwise  craft  ventured  to  sea  yes- 
terday, but  it  is  thought  that  some 
small  vessels  which  were  working 
along  the  coast  may  have  been  caught 
by  the  storm.  Two  fishing  schooners 
are  ashore  at  Coney  Island  point  and 
many  small  crafts  are  lying  on  the 
beach  and  all  along  the  shore. 

In  this  city  and  in  the  suburbs  hun- 
dreds of  windows  were  broken  by  tiie 
wind  and  the  torrents  of  rain  filled 
cellars  Pud  turned  streets  into  rivers. 
The  storm  broke  during  last  evening 
and  increased  in  violence  with  every 
hour  until  day  break.  When  the  thea- 
ter crowds  surged  out  into  Broadway 
the  water  was  ankle  deep.  At  mid- 
night the  conditions  were  even  worse. 
At  4  o'clock  the  wind  was  Vjlowing  at 
eighty  miles  an  hour  and  the  rain  was 
coming  down  in  sheets.  It  was  then 
that  trolley  cars  came  to  a  standstill. 
Elevated  trains  stopped  and  traffic  of 
all  kinds  was  paralyzed.  Along  the 
streets  through  the  market  section  of 
the  city,  wagons  were  overturned  and 
horses  hurled  from  their  feet. 

Many  plate  glass  windows  succumb- 
ed to  the  wind,  especially  in  the  down- 
town section  of  the  city.  Soon  after 
daybreak  the  rain  ceased  and  the 
clouds  celared  away.  There  was  a 
decided   drop   In   the   temperature. 

The    storm    did    considerable    damage 


m  Jersey  City.  Trees  and  fences  were 
blown  down  in  the  streets  and  in  the 
parks.  All  over  the  city  wires  were 
blown  down. 


Philadelphia.  Sept.  15. —  During  a  rain 
and  wind  storm  which  began  in  this 
vicinity  shortly  after  5  o'clock!  last 
night  and  ceased  at  4  o'clock  this 
morning,  the  rainfall  was  5.54  inches, 
the  heaviest  ever  registered  at  the  local 
weather  bureau.  The  wind  increased 
in  velocity  from  forty  miles  an  hour 
last  night  to  58  miles  an  hour  at  3 
o'clock  this  morning.  Streets  in  all 
section  of  the  city  were  flooded  and 
the  cellars  of  business  houses  and 
dwellings  Inundated.  Trees  In  the 
city  parks  were  stripped  and  in  many 
instances  uprooted  entirely. 

Reportes  from  Delaware  Breakwater, 
Del.,  indicate  that  the  storm  assumed 
hurricane  proportions  there.  The 
schooner  Allen  from  Philadelphia  for 
Gardiner,  Maine,  was  blown  ashore 
and  one  of  her  crew  killed. 

The  sloop  John  Leonard  and  schoon- 
ers Mulford,  Millie  Frank  and  Henry 
P.  Havens  and  the  pilot  boat  Edmunds 
are  ashore  near  the  breakwater. 

Five  steamers  of  the  American  Fish- 
eries company,  of  New  York,  are  either 
ashore  or  have  sustained  damage. 


New  York.  Sent.  15.— The  storm, 
which  is  sweeping  this  section  has 
'caused  much  damage  in  Brooklyn.  In 
some  sections  scores  of  hou.ses  were 
flooded,  several  blocks  of  sewer  caved 
in  and  many  trees  were  uprooted. 
Miles  of  telephone  wires  were  blown 
down  in  the  suburbs  and  many  trolley 
lines  were  put  out  of  commission.

Peary's  Polar  Expedition 

to  Be  Composed  Largely 

of  Them. 

New  York.  Sept.  15.— Commander  Robert 
E.  Peary,  in  announcing  gebore  the  Geo- 
graphical society  that  a  new  vessel  is 
being  built  in  which  he  will  again  seek 
to  reach  the  North  Pole  said: 

"The  expedition  upon  which  I  have 
been  putting  my  energies  for  the  past 
two  years  Is  now  lifted  out  of  the  realm 
of  uncertainty,  and  if  I  am  alive  I  shall 
start  north  again  next  summer  in  another 
attempt  on  the  North  Pole. 

'•The  new  vessel  will  po.sses  such  shape 
as  will  tnable  her  to  rise  to  tiie  pressure 
of  the  ice  floes  and  escaiie  destruction. 
She  will  possess  such  features  of  bow  as 
v.ill  enable  her  to  smash  ice  in  her  path 
and  will  contain  such  engine  power  as 
will  enable  her  to  force  her  way  through 
the  ice. 

"My  plan  of  campaign  is  to  force  this 
ship  to  the  north  shorts  of  Grant  land 
taking  on  Vjoanl  at  Whale  sound,  the  j)ick 
and  flower  of  the  Esquimax  with  whom  1 
have  worked  and  lived  so  long:  to  go  into 
winter  (juarters  on  that  shore;  and  to 
start  with  the  earliest  returning  light  on 
the  sledge  Journey  across  the  centr.al 
polar  p.ick,  utilizing  these  Esquimaux, 
the  people  whose  heritage  is  life  and  work 
in  that  very  regicm  entirely,  for  the  rank 
and  rtle  of  my  party." 

PLAGUE  IN  PARAGUAY. 
New  York.  Sept.  15.— A  letter  received 
from  Ascunsion.  Paraguay,  says,  acco.-d- 
ing  to  yhe  Herald's  Bueno..s  Ayres  cor- 
espondent that  several  cases  of  bubonic 
plague  hnve  appeared  fnere.  It  is  feared 
the  epidemic  W'lU  be  more  serious  than 
on  previous  occasions  because  of  the  pres- 
ence of  large  numbers  of  troops.  Sani- 
tary conditions  in  the  city  are  said  to  be 
not  of  the  best. 


Permanent   Organization 

of  American  Party 

Is  Effected. 

Salt  Lake  City,  Sept.  15.— Permanent 
organization  of  the  new  American  party, 
whose   avowed   purpose   is   to   oppose    the 

j  alleged  interference  of  the  Mormon  church 
in   politics,   has   been   effected   at   a   mass 

I  meeting.  The  metting  was  largely  at- 
tended by  men  of  all  political  beliefs. 
A  state  centra!  committee  of  five  members 
was  appointed  and  was  authorized  to  ap- 
point other  committees  to  conduct  the 
campaign  in  the  state,  and  to  call  a  mass 
convention  for  the  purpose  of  nominat- 
ing a  member  of  congress  and  complete 
state  t'cket.  No  nominations  for  presi- 
dential electors  will  be  made. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the  meeting  was 
Senator  Fred  Dubois,  of  Idaho,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  privileges  and  elections 
committee  of  the  United  States  senate 
which  is  investigating  the  charges  against 
Senator  Reed  Smoot.  Senator  Dubois 
gave  assurance  that  the  charges  would  be 
probed   to  the  bottom.

fAll  advices  from  the  far  East 
indicate  that  another  battle  is 
not  imminent,  but  that  the  Jap- 
anese are  carefully  preparing 
for  a  further  advance  north- 
ward. They  are  preparing  to 
send  a  large  force  up  the  Liao 
river  to  Tie  pass  by  boats,  while 
small  detachments  are  moving 
north  of  the  Taitse  river  daily. 
A  dispatch  from  Mukden  says 
that  the  Japanese  preliminary 
movements  will  probably  occupy 
a  month.  There  to  no  official 
reports  from  St.  Petersburg,  but 
Marshal  Oyama  reports  that  the 
positions  of  the  Russians 
around  Mukden  are  unchanged. 
Gen.  Stoessel  reports  that  the 
Japanese  continue  to  bombard  ^ 
Port  Arthur  and  are  actively 
constructing:  fortifications  they 
have  occupied. 

Mukden,  Sept.  15. — (Delayed.) — Ac- 
cording to  Chinese  advices,  the  evacu- 
ation of  Liao  Yang  by  the  Japanese  has 
been  forced,  owing  to  the  fearful  stench 
arising  from  dead  bodies. 

The  Japanese  were  today  (Wednes- 
day) fortifying  the  approaches  by  way 
of  the  river.  Small  detachments  of 
Japanese  movid  northward  from  the 
Taitse  river,  preparations  for  an  ad- 
vance evidently  still  continuing,  al- 
though the  second  stage  of  the  Jap- 
anese movement  has  not  yet  been  com- 
pleted by  any  means.  The  first  was 
to  the  north,  as  if  for  a  turning  move- 
ment, but  Gen.  Kurokl  is  now  going 
east  while,  to  the  westward,  prepar- 
ations are  being  made  to  send  a  large 
force  up  the  Liao  river.  For  this  pur- 
pose the  Japanese  already  have  taken 
100  large  barges,  with  which  they  in- 
tend to  ascend  as  far  as  Tie  pass. 

It  Is  stated  that  the  Japanese  are 
carefully  preparing  their  turning  and 
flanking  movements,  and  will  not  en- 
gage in  another  big  battle  before  the 
occupation  of  Tie  pass.  These  prepar- 
ations are  expected  to  occupy  one 
month. 

BOMBARD  PORT  ARTHUR. 

Japanese  Have  A§:aiii  Asked 
Russians  to  Surrender. 

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  15. — A  dispatch 
from  Lieut. -Gen.  Stoessel,  commander 
of  the  Russian  military  forces  at  Port 
Arthur,  says  the  Japanese  are  actively 
constructing  fortifications  on  Samakjn 
mountain  and  at  other  points  and  that 
they  continue  to  bombard  the  forts, 
and  harbor.  On  Sept.  2,  they  threw 
250   shells   into    the   town. 

The  Japanese,  the  dispatch  adds,  have 
Issued  a  proclamation  to  the  Russian 
troops,    demanding   iheir   surrender. 

QUIET  AT  MUKDEN. 

JIukden,  Sept.  l.'i.— (Delayed  in  trans- 
mission.)— Everything  is  quiet  here. 
The  Japanese  have  ret.ired  southward 
and  It  Is  even  reported  that  they  have 
evacuated  Yentai.  The  belief  prevails 
here  that  the  lull  raay  continue  for 
several   weeks.  ' 

Stirring  incidents  kt  the  battle  of 
Liao  Yang  are  the  sole  topics  among 
the  officers  and  soldiers  here.  Heroic 
feats  are  recounted  and  the  desperate 
nature  of  the  Japanese  charges  south 
of  Liao  Yang  and  their  Incredible  ad- 
vance, repeatedly  over  the  dead  bodies 
of  their  comrades,  are  constantly  al- 
luded to.  The  Russians  also  made  sev- 
eral baynot  charges,  among  the  most 
brilliant  being  that  of  the  Morshansk 
regiment,  headed  by  its  wounded  col- 
onel.

to  Captain  Berlinsky.  The  statement 
is  made  at  the  navy  department  that 
the  invariable  precedent  on  this  point 
Is  for  the  crew  of  the  dismantled  ship 
to  remain  in  port  where  the  ship  lias 
been  Interned  to  the  end  of  the  war. 
Minister  Takahira  called  upon  Secie- 
taory  Adee  today  in  connection  with 
this  case.  He  has  had  no  inslruetlons 
from  his  own  government  as  to  any 
representations  that  he  should  make 
to  the  state  department  and  he  is  con- 
sequently at  liberty  to  act  on  his  own 
Initiative.  However,  he  told  Mr.  Adee 
that  his  government  had  such  perfect 
confidence  in  the  disposition  of  the 
United  States  government  to  do  the 
right  thing  in  relation  to  the  case  that 
he  felt  it  was  unnecessary  for  him  to 
even  make  a  suggestion  as  to  the  dis- 
position of  the  case.  His  call  today 
was  only  for  the  purpose  of  inciuiring 
whether  any  new  phase  had  developed 
and  Mr.  Adee  was  able  to  assure  him 
that  the  matter  would  be  disposed  of 
today.

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  15.— Gen.  Kuro- 
patkiii's  official  report,  which  was 
given  out  last  night,  comes  as  a  con- 
siderable relief,  as  setting  at  rest 
alarmist  stories  of  the  loss  of  guns,  the 
cutting  off  of  divisions  and  the  death 
or  capture  of  prominent  commanders, 
which  had  been  freely  circulated.  The 
report  enters  at  considerable  detail 
into  the  various  phases  of  the  battle 
of  Liao  Yang,  and  entirely  bears  out 
the  decl.iratlon  of  the  Associated  Press 
at  the  time  that  Gen.  Orloff's  failure  to 
hold  the  vital  position  at  the  Yentai 
mines  was  responsible  for  the  breaking 
down  of  the  whole  of  Gen.  Kuropatkin's 
plan  of  battle,  and  turned  a  potential 


stolen.  On  advice  of  Congdon  the 
clerk  moved  to  the  city  hall,  of  which 
he  took  possession  by  aid  of  the  police, 
and  changed  the  combination  of  the 
safe.

The  whole  district  is  in 
turmoil  and  the  federal  government 
has  been  appealed  to.

In  November 
of  the  same  year,  he  promises  to  inecl 
her  at   Chicago   for   a  day's  visit. 

In  December,  1900,  Potter  writes  that 
he  cannot  understand  why  she  should 
pay  $15  per  month  for  a  servant,  that 
she  ought  to  be  able  to  get  a  young 
girl  to  stay  with  her  for  the  winter 
for  her.  board.  He  refers  to  under- 
wear he  has  ordered  for  her  and  some 
medicine  for  a  cold,  which  he  has  for- 
warded by  express.  That  medicine 
was  a  topic  discussed  In  a  large  num- 
ber of  letters  following.  It  was  com- 
pounded of  a  pint  of  hickory-nut  oil 
and  a  quart  of  whisky  and  Miss  Ham 
was  to  take  it  three  times  a  day.  Tne 
tenor  of  the  letters  showed  that  the 
medicine  got  lost  somewhere  by  the 
express  company  and  Potter  advised  her 
to  make  a  claim  for  it,  88  cents  m  all, 
covering  the  original  cost  of  the  medi- 
cine and  express  charges. 

In  a  later  letter  he  begins  with  "Dear 
Friend  Sade"  and  asks  if  she  cannot 
get  $500  on  her  house  and  pay  up  her 
bills.  He  says  he  may  be  able  later 
to  pay  the  Interest  on  the  mortga«e. 

Letters  along  about  this  time  came 
to  Miss  Ham  beginning  with  "Dear 
Sade"  and  "Dear  Friend,"  and  ending 
with  just  plain   "Geo."  or  "G.   A.   P." 

"It  was  about  this  time  that  you 
sent  her  hickory-nut  oil  Instead  of 
love,"  was  a  sarcastic  query  of  Mr. 
HoUister,  but  as  it  was  objected  to 
he  withdrew   the  question. 

In  Jan.  1901,  Potter  writes  Miss  Hain 
that  he  cannot  understand  why  she 
should  get  hurt  because  he  does  not 
say  anything  about  her  long  letters. 
He  assures  her  that  he  is  always  glad 
to  get  that   kind. 

A  letter  of  Jan.  15,  1900  speaks  of  a 
sealed  envelope  which  she  sent  Potter 
to  care  for.  He  denied  that  he  under- 
stood it  was  her  will  leaving  all  her 
property  to  him  and  claimed  it  was 
lost  when  he  moved  his  offices. 

In  a  letter  of  April  3,  1901,  Potter  as- 
sures Miss  Ham  that  147  St.  Croix  is 
a  saloon  so  she  could  see  no  "lady  dish 
washer"    could    live    there. 

"That  is  the  number  of  Madame 
Wolfe's  place,  is  It  not?"  asked  Mr.

In  November  he  declares  in  a  letter 
that  he  cannot  understand  what  he 
has  Slid  that  has  caused  her  to  take 
umbrage. 

In  another  letter  about  that  time  he 
reminds  her  that  he  has  already  sent 
her  money  twice  to  pay  a  certain  bill, 
and  is  sending  it  for  the  third  time.

In  October,  1901.  Potter  was  still  ac- 
knowledging receipt  of  kisses  sent  by 
Miss  Ham. 

"Had  you  cut  all  the  love  out  of 
your  letters  in  1901?"  he  was  asked. 

"I  intendc<I  to." 

"You  intended  your  letters  to  fall  on 
her  like  lumps  of  ice?" 

"No.  sir." 


In  a  letter  of  Dec.  20,  1901,  Potter 
tells  Miss  Ham  he  is  sending  her  a 
Christmas  present,  but  that  she  must 
not  send  one  to  him. 

In  letters  re;i4l  yesterday  afternoon, 
at  a  time  which  Potter  now  claims  he 
was  advising  Miss  Ham  to  marry  an- 
other man,  he  urges  his  own  great  love 
for  her,  and  says  he  knows  that  when 
another  suitor  Intercedes  with  her 
father  she  will  tell  him  she  Is  engaged 
to  a  man  who  is  brave  enough  to  speak 
for  him.self.  He  also  wrote  her  not  to 
worry  about  "Pied's"  threat  to  sue  her 
for  breach  of  promise,  that  if  she 
wishes  it  he.  Potter,  will  go  to  Dubuque 
and  whip  the  other  fellow. 

Mr.  Hollister,  attorney  for  Miss  Ham. 
scored  again  when,  after  reading  a 
letter  in  which  Potter  spoke  of  the 
theft  of  $40  in  a  house  at  Winona,  and 
gave  his  opinion  that  It  had  been  taken 
by  another  woman  of  his  acquaintance 
named  M.  Weaver.  Under  questioning 
Potter  had  to  admit  that  one  of  the 
depositions  he  hafl  secured  to  use 
against  Miss  Ham  was  given  by  this

SECOND  SESSION  OF 
MINING  INSTITUTE 


Devoted  to  Blast  Furnace 

Charging  and  Ore 

Formation, 


Thomas  F.  Cole  Upholds 

the  Work   of  the 

Mining  Men. 


In  the  Commercial  club  this  morn- 
ing at  10  o'clock  the  second  session  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Mining  En- 
gineers was  held  with  President  James 
Gayley  In  the  chair  and  Dr.  R.  W. 
Raymond,  as  secretary.  Most  of  the 
work  of  the  session  was  in  the  line  of 
technical  discui^sions  on  blast  furnace 
charging  and  the  geologj-  of  I*ake  Su- 
perior iron  district.^!  witn  especial  re- 
ference to  the  locality  to  be  visited  by 
the  engineers  on  their  trip  tomorrow 
and  Saturday. 

The  two  discussions  referred  to  were 
on  the  following  papers:  "Some  Spec- 
ial Forms  of  Blast  Furnace  Charging 
Apparatus.  "  by  T.  F.  Witherbee,  of 
Durango,  Mex.;  "Improvements  in 
Mechanical  Cliarglng,"  by  David  Bak- 
er, Philiulelphia:  "General  Account  of 
Lake  Superior  Geology,"  by  Pi  of.  C. 
K.   L.eith.   of  Madison,   Wis. 

The  first  two  papers  above  named 
have  been  In  the  hands  of  the  members 
of  the  institute  for  some  time,  having? 
been  issued  in  pamphlet  form.  In 
their  dis^cussion  there  were  such  em- 
inent men  as  Dr.  Raymond.  B.  F.  Fac- 
kenthal.  Jr..  president  of  the  Thomas 
Iron  Co..  Easton,  Pa.;  Julian  Kennedy, 
ocmsultlng  engineer.  Pittsburg.  Pa.; 
and   Prof.    Bernhard   Osmann,    of  Bt-r-

Iln.  The  last  named  read  his  dis- 
cussion from  manuscript  prepared  in 
German  and  his  statements  were  trans- 
lated by  Dr.  Raymond. 

Mr.  Kennedy  stated  among  other 
things  that  he  believed  that  the  fact 
that  a  great  many  experiments  in  blast 
furnace  work  were  done  on  small  sized 
models  wouM  account  for  the  unsatis- 
factory nature  of  the  same.  He  re- 
ferred to  the  swinging  of  the  bell  in 
the  blast  as  tending  to,  make  the  out- 
come of  the  charge  uncertain,  and  said 
that  as  far  as  he  himself  was  concerned 
he  believed  the  big  bell  would  be  out 
of   use   in    time. 

Prof.  C>smann  said  that  a  number 
of  theories  in  the  charging  of  blast 
furnaces  has  been  exploited  in  Ger- 
many but  that  they  were  not  sustained 
by  the  experiments.  The  larger  fur- 
nace would  not  always  show  a  larger 
economy,  and  they  were  frequenily 
unable  to  reduce  the  proportion  of  fuel 
used  or  the  cost  of  the  pr»)duction. 

Prof.  Leilh  in  speaking  on  the  geo- 
logical formation  of  Lake  Superior  ore 
districts  had  a  colored  map  which  he 
used  for  illustration.  in  the  discus- 
sion following  Mr.  Gayley  spoke  in 
commendation  of  the  work  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  Geological  Survey,  which 
he  said  had  been,  by  its  operations 
and  experiments,  a  great  aid  to  the 
mining   interests. 

He  called  upon  Thomas  F.  Cole, 
president  of  the  Oliver'lron  Mining  Co., 
who  took  up  the  cudgel  in  behalf  of 
the  mining  men,  and  in  a  spirited  argu- 
ment made  a  plea  fen-  them  to  ha  .-e 
credit  for  the  efforts  they  had  put  forth 
In  the  development  of  the  iron  c^e  de- 
posits and  the  gaining  of  information 
on  the  formation  of  the  beds.  He  said 
the  geologists  had  said  but  little  of 
the  share  cf  work  done  by  the  mining 
men,  and  for  his  own  part  he  thouKht 
there  was  nothing  i»o  satisfactory  as  a 
big,  deep  shait,  v.ith  plenty  of  drifts 
and  cro.«!s  cuts. 

Mr.  Gayley  referred  to  the  formation 
on  the  Menominee  range,  where  he 
stated  that  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration controlled  16,000  acres,  but  a 
small  proportion  of  which  was  in  di- 
rect bearing  to  the  ore  deposits.  He 
referred  to  the  fact  that  the  coriX)ra- 
tion  had  very  extensive  operations,  and 
wanted  the  experience  of  some  of  its 
practical  men  listened  to. 

He  called  on  Dr.  Nelson  P.  Hulst, 
vlte  president  of  the  Oliver  Iron  Min- 
ing company,  who  ^poke  of  the  work 
in  the  Menominee  range,  and  .«5aid  that 
most  of  the  diamond  drill  results  had 
been  of  a  negative  character.  He  re- 
ferred to  the  canoe-shaped  formation 
of  ore  at  Ely,  and  wapted  to  know 
about  the  relative  e.xient  of  water 
search  underneath  the  surface  of  the 
earth,  as  determined  by  the  amount  of 
its  head.  Professor  Leith  Indicated 
that  such  Information  would  be  difficult 
to  ascertain. 

Mr.  Cole  took  the  floor  again  and  en- 
tered into  a  wann  defense  of  Capt. 
Fengilly,  former  superintendent  for  his 
company  at  Ely.  He  said  that  any  in- 
sinuation that  the  fracture  of  the  ore 
beds  tbere  was  due  to  the  method  em- 
ployed there  by  Capt.  Pengilly  he  con- 
sidered unfour»ded,  as  he  believed  that 
the  captain  was  one  of  the  most  pains- 
taking and  conscientious  men  in  the 
iron  mines  in  this  region,  and  that  it 
was  the  captain's  policy  to  make  his 
method  of  working  a  mine  conform  to 
the  conditions  demanded  by  the  mine, 
rather  than  try  to  work  a  mine  by  a 
method  not  adapted  to  its  best  develop- 
ment. 

He  said  the  record  of  Capt.  Pengilly 
was  such  as  to  be  an  inspiration  to  the 
younger  generation  of  mining  men  to 
put  more  energy  and  interest  in  their 
work,  and  that  he  had  always  been 
looked  upon  by  the  younger  men  as  a 
well  posted  and  thoroughly  practical 
man.  He  alluded  to  the  long  years  of 
continuous  .service  put  in  by  Capt.  Pen- 
gilly. and  said  the  earnest  work  of  the 
captain  had  been  such  as  to  make  it 
neecssary  for  him  to  take  a  rest  from 
his  labors,  which  he  was  now  doing. 

Mr.  Cole  believed  in  the  diamond  drill 
as  an  auxiliary,  and  said  that  the  com- 
pany had  learned  a  few  days  ago  that 


ore  was  to  be  had  at  1250  feet,  and 
more  recently  had  discovered  it  1500 
feet  down.  He  was  anxious  and  confi- 
dent that  a  2000-foot  depth  would  be 
practicable  in  the  future,  or  even  2500 
feet,  on  the  Gogebic  range. 

Mr.  Gayley  said  the  only  new  mines,  ac- 
cording to  his  observation,  had  been  from 
outcroppings  or  the  extension  of  out- 
croppings. 

At  the  dose  of  the  meeting  he  an- 
nounced that  owing  to  the  inability  to 
get  the  dining  cars  stocked  in  readiness 
For  the  proposed  trip  up  the  ranges,  the 
visitors  could  not  start  until  this  even- 
ing at  8  o'clock,  when  the  special  train 
would  go  to  the  Vermilion  range  first  and 
stop  at  Two  Harbors  on  the  way   back. 

The  special  train  arrived  tills  morning 
over  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic 
after  a  trip  up  from  Chicago  over  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  road,  via 
Sidnaw.  The  train  is  furnished  by  the 
Chicago.  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  road  es- 
pecially for  the  engineers  and  every  pre- 
caution has  been  taken  to  give  tlie  best 
equipment  tliat  road  possesses,  so  tliat  a 
train  has  been  composed  which  is  equal 
in  caliber  to  either  the  Southwest  or  Pio- 
neer  limiteds   of   that  line. 

There  are  four  slet-pei-s.  including  com- 
partment cars,  one  dining,  one  buffet  and 
obsen'ation  and  one  baggage  car,  full 
veslibuled  and  electric  liglited.  In  order 
that  the  service  furnished  the  eminent 
technical  men  while  on  the  road  shall  be 
at  the  zenith  of  the  company's  standard, 
there  have  been  sent  to  keep  charge  or 
the  train  and  attend  to  the  wants  of  the 
engineers  P.  W.  Getty,  superintendent  and 
F.  L..  Wanner,  Inspector  of  the  dining. 
Sleeping  and  parlor  car  service  of  the 
company. 

In  addition  to  this  train  there  is  a  din- 
ing car  of  the  Wisconsin  Central  ro;id  and 
the  private  cars  Frontenac  and  Soudan, 
which  will  be  used  on  the  trip  to  the 
ranges.  The  return  to  this  city  will  be 
made  Saturday  evening  and  on  Sunday 
evening  the  special  train  will  take  the 
engineers  to  the  copper  corntry,  where 
they  will  visit  the  mines  there  and  later 
go  to  Chicago,  where  the  special  train 
will  go  out  of  commLssion. 

This  afternoon  the  enfilneers  are  taking 
a  boat  ride  and  an  inspection  of  the 
Zenith  furnace,  where  a  lunch  was 
served.  When  the  big  steamer  Augustus 
H.  VV'olvin  aiTlves,  she  will  be  lield  over 
Sunday  to  enable  the  visitors  to  see  the 
largest  freight  steamer  on  tlie  great 
lakes. 

It  is  a  source  of  considerable  gratifica- 
tion to  the  engineers  in  attendance  at  the 
meeting  here  iliat  the  flag  belonging  to 
J.  Harry  Lee,  of  Baltimore,  arrived  this 
morning  by  express  and  wa.s  placed  in 
the  assembly  room  in  a  conspicuous  place. 

Mr.  Lee  thinks  a  great  deal  of  this  fiag, 
which  he  had  made  a  number  of  years 
ago  as  a  banner  of  the  institute,  and  he 
has  had  it  at  every  meeting  since  the 
emblem  was  made,  placing  the  name  and 
vear  of  each  meeting  place  on  the  flag  in 
Its  proper  order. 

This  year,  however.  Mr.  Lee,  was  un- 
able to  attend  the  institute,  as  he  had  de- 
sired, to  bring  the  flag  and  there  were 
fears  lest  It  would  not  be  here.  But  al- 
though he  could  not  come,  the  owner 
thought  the  Institute  would  be  incom- 
plete without  it.  so  had  it  expressed  from 
Baltimore  to  Duluth.  There  was  con- 
siderable enthu.^iasm  when  the  announce- 
ment of  the  flag's  arrival  was  made  to 
the  engineers. 

During  the  Baltimore  fire  some  months 
ago  the  flag  was  in  Mr.  Lee's  office,  and 
he  made  it  a  point  to  get  the  flag  out 
the  first  thing,  although  many  of  his  per- 
sonal effects  were  lost   in   the   flames.

Ownersto  Make  Needed 

Improvements. 

Two  municipal  Improvements,  under- 
taken by  the  property  owners  themselves, 
are  now  under  way  in  different  parts  of 
the  city.

SWEDISH  SYMPATHY 

With  Japan  iTthe  War  With 
Russia. 

C.  Bodln,  of  this  city,  returned  last 
week  from  a  trip  to  Sweden,  where  he 
visited  relatives  and  friends.  His  .stay 
in  the  old  fatherland  was  very  pleasant, 

making  short  visits  in  E>alaland  in  the 
southern  part  of  Scandinavia  and  the 
cities  of  Sundwall  and  Hernasand  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  country,  lo- 
cated at  the  Baltic  sea.  Mr.  Boden 
said  he  observed  that  sympathy  with 
the  Japanese  in  the  conflict  with  Russia 
was  very  strong.  The  press  was  per- 
haps more  outspoken  in  favor  of  Japaji 
than  are  the  newspapers  of  the  United 
States.  The  Swedish  people  follow 
with  keen  interest  the  developments 
of  the  war,  as  It  to  no  secret  that 
the  Russians  are  planning  quietly  to 
adopt  a  similar  aggressive  policy  to- 
wards the  Scandinavian  peninsula,  as 
they  have  done  in  Manchuria,  and  if 
RttssLa  Is  beaten  off  by  the  Japanese 
they  argue  that  Russia  will  let  Norway 
and  Sweden  alone,  ^%  least  for  some 
time  to  come. 

In  speaking  of  the  general  condi- 
tions in  Sweden  Mr.  I'.oden  said  they 
were  fairly  good,  although  the  price  of 
agricultural  products  is  unreasonably 
high.  One  of  the  most  noticealjle  facts  i 
that  impress  a  traveler  from ''abroad 
is  the  extended  result  of  the  temper- 
ance movement  in  Sweden.  The  legis- 
lation for  temperance  has  gone  hand 
in  hand  with  the  agitation.  He  died, 
for  instance,  the  city  of  Sundwall,  a 
great  seaport,  where  only  three  places 
exist  where  liquor  is  sold,  ajid  they  are 
closed  at  5  o'clock  Saturday  evening 
and  open  at  8  o'clock  Monday  morning. 
The  people  agree  to  this  rule  and  it 
has  been  clearly  established  that  by 
thus  making  the  opportunities  smaller 
to  get  intoxicating  drink,  drunkenness 
has  greatly  been  declined  and  the 
temperance  societies  are  in  a  pros- 
perous condition.

Admires  the  President's 

Boldness  But  Questions 

His  Judgment. 


Washington,  Sept.  15.— Two  widely  di- 
vergent views  upon  President  Roosevelt's 
letter  of  acceptance  are  entertained  by 
politicians  and  public  men  in  Washington. 
Republicans  are  praising  it  as  an  excep- 
tionally fine  campaign  utterance,  while 
Democrats  are  picking  flaws  in  It  and 
pointing  out  its  vulnerable  features.  After 
reading  it  through,  Chairman  Cowherd, 
of  the  Democratic  congressional  commit- 
tee, prepared  the  following  severe  com- 
mentary   upon  it: 

"President  Roosevelt's  letter  is  too  long 
to  be  reviewed  in  an  interview,  nor  have  1 
had  an  opportunity  to  go  over  it  with 
sufficient  care  to  attempt  that  task.  Like 
most  of  his  writings,  it  is  virile  and  bold, 
and  likewi.se,  as  most  of  ills  writings,  it 
is  full  of  inatxuracjes.  Few  men  liiive 
the  dramatic  instinct  to  a  greater  degree 
than  President  Roosevelt.  It  is  an  ex- 
cellent quality  in  an  author,  and  a  very 
dangerous  oiie  in  a  president.  It  makes 
all  his  writings  readable,  and  keeps  the 
country  in  continual  alarm  as  to  what 
he  will  do  next.  It  takes  a  bold  man  to 
speak  of  the  shiftiness  and  uncertainty  of 
otliers,  who  has  himself  as  shifty  and  un- 
certain a  record  as  Mr.  Roosevelt.  Tiie 
free  trader  talking  protection  and  the 
combine  buster  grown  gentle,  has  little 
reason  to  talk  of  shittiness  or  uncer- 
tainty   of    otliers. 

"Mr.  Roosevelt's  letter  is  full  of  as- 
sumptions lliat  lack  facts  to  back  them. 
When  he  says,  for  instance,  "Do  they  Uhe 
Democrats)  object  to  the  way  in  which 
the  Monroe  doctrine  has  been  strength- 
ened and  upheld?'  he  assumes  the  very 
thing  which  never  occurred.  The  Mon- 
roe doctrine,  as  every  one  knows,  has 
been  weakened  by  Mr.  Rooseveit's  at- 
tempted definition  and  limitation  of  it. 
\\  hen  he  says  that  'Never  before  has  this 
doctrine  been  acquiesced  in  abroad  as  it 
is  now,"  he  should  qualify  by  stating  that 
it  is  his  Monroe  doctrine  that  is  ac- 
quiesced in  abroad,  and  not  the  Monroe 
doctrine  as  it  was  known  before  he 
amended  it.  His  construction  lias  been 
acquiesced  in  because  it  was  in  confor- 
mity with  foreign  interests,  ile  has  ihe 
temerity,  also,  to  ask  whether  we  ob- 
jected to  his  action  on  the  ptition  of  the 
American  citizens  against  the  Kishnelf 
massacre?  In  the  ligiit  of  Mr.  Roosea- 
velt's  complete  backdown  on  hia  pio- 
posed  forwarding  of  that  petition  to  the 
czar   this   statement   is   amusing. 

"Mr.  Roosevelt  also  says  tnat  'the  Dem- 
ocrats assert  their  belief  in  reciprocity, 
but  their  action  on  the  Cuban  treaty  does 
not  carry  out  the  assertion.'  This  is  a 
plain  attempt  to  misstate  the  facts  of 
history.  Mr.  Roosevelt  knows  his  Cuban 
policy"  never  could  have  l>een  put  into  ex- 
ecution except  by  the  unanimous  aid  of 
the  Demccratic  party.  He  knows  that  it 
was  fcught,  and  bitterly  fought,  by  a 
large  and  influential  portion  of  the  Re- 
publican party,  both  in  the  house  and 
senate.  It  is  true,  the  Democrats  desired 
to  take  off  the  protection  to  the  sugar 
combine;  it  is  also  true,  they  opposed  the 
clause  In  the  Cuban  treaty  which  prac- 
tically prohibited  reciprocity  toward  any 
other  country.  Rut.  though  they  could  not 
get  their  Ideas  into  the  treaty,  they  ac- 
cepted it  as  the  best  they  coo  Id  do,  and 
stood  by  the  policy  of  reciprocity. 

"Mr.  Roosevelt's  talk  of  Uberality  to  the 
veterans  by  his  executive  order  and  criti- 
cism of  the  Democrats  comes  dangerously 
near  being  the  plea  of  a  small  lawyer  in 
a  justice  court.  The  Democratic  policy 
was  shown  when  the  party  offered  to 
make  his  illegal  order  a  law  by  putting  it 
>n  the  statute  book,  thus  securing  to  the 
veteran  that  which  he  holds  now  by  the 
precarious  tenure  of  an  executive  order. 

"On  the  question  of  expenditures  the 
president  announces  that  the  expenses  of 
the  government  have  not  Increased,  and 
then  explains  how  they  have  increased, 
and  in  his  explanation  he  includes  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Panama  canal  and  the  cost 
of  Irrigating  arid  land.  Neither  of  these 
are  Included  in  the  appropriations  for  this 
year,  nor  in  the  statement  Issued  show- 
ing the  expent^es  under  his  admini.stratioo. 
which  were,  in  tlie  four  years  pa.st.  j:;!!,- 
(KtO.OCKt  more  than  under  McKinley,  al- 
though he  carried  on  a  war  with  Spain, 
and  more  than  SsciO.OOO.OiKt  under  Mr.  Cleve- 
land during  his  last  term. 

"Mr.  Roosevelt  has  no  idea  of  the  con- 
stitutional limitations  on  his  power.  His 
letter  show.'!  conclusively  that  when  he 
thinks  a  thing  ought  to  be  done  he  also 
thinks  he  ought  to  do  it,  regardless  of 
whether  the  law  has  given  that  r>ower  into 
his  hands  or  not.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the 
letter  is  a  bold,  defiant  expression  of  the 
"tig  stick.'  This  administration  suits  the 
president  and  he  thinks  it  suits  the  people, 
and  projxtses  to  stand  by  it.  I  admire 
his  boldness,  but  I  question  his  judg- 
ment."

Accident  Emphasizes  Need 

of  Proposed  Reservoir 

In  Lloyd's  Addition. 


For  the  second  time  this  year  the 
bursting  of  the  Michigan  street  water 
main  today  shut  off  the  West  Duluth 
water  supply,  and  since  5:45  o'clock 
this  morning  everyone  residing  west  of 
Thirteenth  avenue  west,  has  had  to  get 
along  without  city  water. 

The  break  which.  It  is  expected,  will 
be  repaired  some  time  tonight,  empha- 
sizes the  need  of  an  auxiliary  water 
system  in  West  Duluth,  and  some  of 
the  people  in  the  affected  district  this 
morning  expressed  themselves  a*  being 
pleased  that  the  accident  occurred  at 
this  time,  bringing,  as  it  does,  in  a 
.orcible  mannesr  to  the  attention  of  the 
city  fathers  th^  need  of  hastening  the 
desired  improvemf^Jnt.  Should  there  be 
a  fire  in  the  West  lind  or  West  Duluth 
today,  with  thte  vjfater  shut  off.  there 
might  be  very  strious  results.  The 
break  is  betwfcen  J  Twelfth  and  Thir- 
teenth avenues' weat.  Two  crews  of  men 
are  at  work  i-epaiejng  it. 

Some  time  afro  ftie  city  council  took 
up  the  matter' of  isupplying  an  auxil- 
iary water  syslenr^for  West  Duluth.  as 
the  result  of  the  bursting  of  a  water 
main  at  Michigan  and  Superior  streets, 
which  deprived  th^  western  part  of  the 
city  of  water  for*!  twenty-four  hours?. 
The  water  and  liglw  board  was  request- 
ed to  designate  the  most  feasible  plan 
for  the  establLshnjent  of  an  auxiliary 
system.  A  report;  was  received  show- 
ing that  the  suggestion  of  the  West 
First  street  line  would  be  inadvisable, 
on  account  of  the  heavy  expense.  The 
board  urged  a  separate  reservoir,  in 
Lloyd's  addition,  and  stated  that  the 
supply  under  this  plan  would  be  suf- 
llcient  for  alj  needs  for  some  time  to 
come.  Recently  condemnation  proceed- 
ings to  acquire  the  necessary  land  for 
the  reservoir  were  ordered  started. 

West  Duluthians  were  this  morning 
offering  objections  to  the  manner  in 
which  their  water  supply  was  shut  off, 
without  a  notification  of  the  fact  that 
it  was  to  be  shut  off  first  being  sent  to 
those  of  them  who  had  telephones. 
Speaking  of  the  matter  this  morning,  a 
Central  avenue  business  man  said: 

'It  seems  to  me  that  before  our 
water  supply  was  entirely  shut  off  we 
«hould  have  been  pytified,  those  of  us 
at  least  who  had  telephones,  so  that 
we  might  act  accordingly,  and  lay  in  a 
supply  of  water  for  ourselves  and 
neighbors.  A  good  plan  would  have 
been  for  the  water  and  light  depart- 
ment to  call  up  the  West  Duluth  lire 
department  and  have  It  notify  those  of 
us  with  telephones  in  the  house,  there- 
by saving  us  a  great  deal  of  inconveni- 
ence."

TELLS  ABOUT 
ALASKA  ROAD 

Progress   of   Work   on 

the  Alaska  Central 

Line. 

Quite  a  number  of  Duluth  people 
have  been  and  are  now  interested  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  in  the  develop- 
ment work  that  is  under  way  in  the 
Alaska  gold  fields  and  in  the  coujitrv 
which  is  being  opened  up  by  the  Ala->ka 
Central'  railroad. 

In  answer  to  a  letter  of  inauiry 
written  by  Charles  B.  Aske,  a  well 
known  local  dealer  in  pine  lands.  Judge 
H.  H.  Hildreth,  United  States  com- 
missioner at  Seward,  Alaska,  writes 
the  following  detailed  information, 
which  will  be  of  interest  to  many  at  the 
head   of   the   lakes: 

Seward,  Alaska,  Aug.  ISth,  1904.— 
Charles  B.  Aske.  Escj.,  Duluth,  Minn.; 
Dear  .Sir, — In  reply  to  your  favor  of 
July  13th  inquiring  about  the  Alaska 
Central  railway  I  am  pleased  to  make 
the      following   reply: 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  150-miie 
trip    over    the    proposed    route    of    this 
road,    having    acccmipanied    several    of 
the    Chicago   financiers   who   have   been 
here  for  several  da.vs  investigating  the 
business    affairs    of    the    company    and 
looking  into  the  resources  of  the  coun- 
try, through  which  the  road  is  to  run. 
The    road      is      under      construction. 
Twelve  miles  of  track  is  laid  and  work 
trains  are  running  over  it  several  times 
a   day.      Over  450  men  are  at  work  on 
the    grade,    and    the    right    of    way    is 
cleared  for  about  20  miles  and  15  miles 
of  grading  is  completed.       I   think   the 
j  first    section    of    25   miles,    which    takes 
I  the   road   to    Lake    Kenai,    will    be    Im- 
i  ished  by  the  middle  of  October.       The 


.  i  wonderfully  rich  country  almost  beyond 
comprehension,  and  that  it  will  be  a 
paying  institution. 

Reports  have  been  circulated  by  un- 
scrupulous  and   unreliable  per.sons  and 
newspapers    that     the    Alaska    Central 
railroad  did  not  run  through  a  mincial 
country.      This  is  a  most  Ilagrant  fab- 
rication.       From    the    very    first    mile 
this  road  will  run  through  a  iTr*!  min- 
eral   country,    and    a    country    rich    in 
farming    lanci    and    grazing    land    and 
timber.       In   the  first  75  miles  through 
which   the  road   runs  there  are  now  18 
large    hydraulic    outfits    at    work,    and 
when  the  road   is  completed  there   will 
be    placer    and    cjuartz    mines    at    work 
on    a    paying    basis    every    few    miles. 
At   150   miles   the   road   reaches   one   of 
the  richest  coal   sections    in    the   coun- 
try.     This  coal  is  second  only  to  Penn- 
sylvania coal  from  numerous  tests  and 
analysis,    and    there   nre   mountains    of 
it.       On    the   river   alone    we    found    56 
feet   of  hard  coal   in   veins   from   thieo 
to   twelve    feet,    and    we    were   told    by 
I  reliable   parties   that   this   one  body   of 
coal    could    be    traced    for   sixt3'    miles. 
When  the  road  reaches  this  point   then 
the  travel  to  the  Yukon  river,  the  Tan- 
ana,   the   Copi)er  River  and  /The   winter 
travel    to    Nome    will    all    go    via    this 
road.

"I  have  heard  from  tht  newspaiiers 
that  Frank  is  dead,  but  I  do  not  know 
where  he  died  or  what  he  died  of," 
wrote  Mrs.  Petremoux  of  the  little 
village  of  Pinconning,  in  Michigan,  to 
the    local    health   department.

"Did  he  have  enough  money  to  »ay 
for  his  funeral  with?  Did  he  leave 
any  clothes  or  things  that  we  cuuld 
have  to  remember  him  by? 

"Hia  father  and  I  are  anxious  to 
hear  about  him.  We  are  poor  and 
cannot  reward  you,  but  we  will  thank 
you  and  pray  the  Lord  to  bless  you 
if  you  will  write  and  tell  us  about 
Frank.' 

Secretary  Coons  of  the  health  depart- 
ment made  a  search  through  the  re- 
cords this  morning,  and  discovered  the 
name  of  Frank  Petermore,  among  ths 
deaths  for  August.  This  is  doubtless 
the  man  concerning  whom  information 
was  desired.  His  death  report  statts 
that  the  name  of  his  parents  was  un- 
known and  that  he  had  no  known 
friends  or  relatives  in  the  city.  His 
home  was  given  as  "Michigan"  and 
his    age   as    twenty-four    years. 

Mr.  Coons  answered  the  letter  of 
the  young  man's  mother  this  morning, 
Informing  her  of  the  nature  of  the  dis- 
ease, and  the  cemetery  in  which  the 
young  man  wiis  buried.  He  also  turn- 
ed her  letter  over  to  the  sisters  of  St.

THE  MAN-HUNT 
IS  ABANDONED 

Rock  Island  Bandits  Be- 
lieved to  Have  Secured 

Booty. 

I>es  Moines,  Iowa,  Sept.  15.— After 
having  spent  the  entire  day  in  fruitless 
search  for  the  five  bandits  who  held  up 
and  robbed  south-bound  train  No.  11 
on  the  Rock  Island,  near  Letts,  two 
posses  returned  to  Muscatine  last  night 

without  having  caught  sight  of  even  a 
suspect.  They  abandoned  the  manhunt 
and  it  is  believed  no  other  pwsses  will 
be  organized,  as  the  rain  has  matle  it 
Impossible  for  the  packs  of  bltodhounds 
tu  follow  the  trail. 

Statements  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  Express  company  that  no  money 
was  obtained  are  flatly  contradicted  by 
members  of  the  train  crew.  Engin.cr 
Steve  Dunham  gives  a  graphic  account 
in  which  he  says  that  he  saw  the  ban- 
dits remove  the  contents  tf  the  safe 
and  carry  them  away  in  a  big.  PJoii- 
mates  of  the  value  of  the  plunder  range 
from  one  to  twenty  Ihousaijd  dollars. 
None  but  employees  of  the  express  com- 
pany know,   and,  they   will  not   tell. 

Dunliam  was  stopped  by  a  red  light 
swung  across  the  track.  When  he 
alighted  from  his  engine  two  men  cov- 
ered him  with  revolvers  and  marclied 
him  to  the  express  car.  They  required 
bim  to  call  upon  the  express  messenger 
to  open  the  door,  but  the  messenger 
escaped  through  the  end  of  the  car. 
The  robbers  placed  a  dynamite  cau 
under  the  car  door,  blew  it  open  and 
then  blew  the  safe  in  the  same  way. 
They  wore  no  masks,  and  Dunham  ac- 
curately  descriljes    them. 

They  dismissed  him  with  the  state- 
ment that  they  could  run  the  engine 
themselves.  They  uncoupled  the  engine 
and  the  entire  party  boarded  it  and  dis- 
appeared down  the  track  with  the 
booty  without  so  much  as  having  fired 
one  shot. 

From  Dunham's  description  it  has 
been  determined  that  the  bandits  were 


five  men  who  have  been  camping 
along  the  Iowa  river  for  several  days. 
They  will  be  easily  identified  if  cap- 
i  tured.  Two  hats  were  found  near  the 
engine  which  they  had  evidently  drop- 
ped in  their  haste. 

A  scrap  of  paper  was  also  found  on 
the  engine  with  a  name  tliat  appeared 
to  be  "A.  .'^hrader."  A  stranger  caHed 
for  a  package  at  the  Muscatine  Uni- 
ted States  Express  company  office, 
Sept.  8.  addressed  to  "A.  Shaubt  r." 
with  these  clues  it  is  hoped  convic- 
tions will  be  possible.  The  railroad 
and  express  companie.*?  have  offred  a 
joint  reward  of  $5000  for  the  convic- 
tion of  the  bandfts,  who  are  thought 
to  have  escaped  down  the  Mississippi 
in   rowboats.

Six  years  ago  Millie  Kruger,  with 
sparkling  hazel  eyes  and  rosy  clieeks, 
came  from  Austria  ar.d  joined  her  brother 
and  sister  in  Elizabethport,  N.  J.  She  wa-^ 
then  but  fourteen  years  of  age.  When 
sixteen  she  came  to  New  York  and  was  | 
first  employed  as  a  maid  In  a  wealthy 
family  in  the  Palisades.  Then  she  learned 
manicuring,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
she  went  to  work  for  A.  Babberl,  878  Mad- 
ison avenue. 

Although  the  girl's  extraordinary  beauty 
attracted  more  ihftn  pa.t'slng  attention, 
she  conducted  herself  with  propriety.  One 
day  she  manicured  the  nails  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Strauss,  107  East  Forty-fourth  street,  wlio 
was  mourning  the  loss  of  a  daughter 
about  Miss  Kruger's  age.     Mis.   Straysa, 


tco,  had  come  from  Austria,  and  Miss 
Kruger  reminded  her  much  of  her  daugh- 
ter. The  woman  took  a  motherly  interest 
In  the  girl  and  persuaded  here  to  make  her 
lioine  witli  her. 

Now  tlie  life  of  tiie  poor  Austrian  girl 
became  a  liappy  one.  Mrs.  Strauss  was 
well-to-do  and  she  provided  well  for  Miss 
Kruger.  But  tlio  girl  did  not  wish  to  be 
dependent,  so  she  continued  her  manicur- 
ing. She  spent  her  evenings  at  homo, 
reading  and  studying  music,  seldom  went 
out  and  made  few  friends. 

Then,  one  day,  the  young,  handsome, 
delionair  Broadway  merchant  sat  at  the 
table  of  the  pretty,  rosy-cheeked  Austrian 
girl.  As  she  worked  over  his  nails  he 
said  pretty,  flattering:  things  about  her 
beauty  and  physical  altractlon.s.  He  came 
again  and  again,  and  siie  l)lushed  in  reply 
to  his  compliments.  When  he  declared 
that  he  loved  her  slie  modestly  hung  her 
head. 

Finally,  the  smooth  tongue  of  the  viper 
won  the  innocent  maiden.  Her  heart,  soul 
and  body  were  his.  They  dined  together, 
and  then  came  the  change  In  her  life -a 
change  from  evenings  In  her  home  to  wine 
dinners  and  variety  theaters. 

The  wedding  was  to  be  .soon.  "The  next 
time  you  hear  from  me  1  will  be  in  Paris, 
and  then  we're  going  on  to  my  old  home 
In  Austria,"  she  remarked  to  a  friend  one 
day.

DULUTH  AND  THE  IRON  INDUSTRY. 

The  people  of  Duluth  wiio  look  forward  with  confi- 
dence to  the  time  when  the  iron  ore  of  the  Mesaba  and 
Yermilion  ranges  will  be  smelted  here,  and  when  steel 
plants  and  kindred  industries  will  be  established  to  con- 
vert the  product  into  finished  material,  will  find  their  be- 
lief in  the  future  of  Duluth  as  an  iron  and  steel  manufac- 
turing center  strengthened  by  the  tone  of  the  addresses 
delivered  at  the  opening  session  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Mining  Engineers  now  holding  its  annual  meeting  in 
this  cit}-.  The  subject  was  introduced  by  Hon.  Joseph 
^-  B.  Cotton  in  his  address  of  welcome  to  the  visiting  mem- 
>  hers  of  the  institute.  Mr.  Cotton  referred  to  the  vast 
and  rich  deposits  of  ore  within  a  short  distance  of  Du- 
luth, the  mining  of  which  forms  one  of  the  chief  indus- 
tries of  this  section  of  the  state,  and  then  gave  ex- 
pression to  the  hope  of  every  resident  of  DuluLh  in  these 
words : 

"We  want  to  make  Duluth  a  manufacturing  center. 
We  may  not  want  it  quite  as  sm<jky  as  Pittsburg,  but  we 
want  the  furnaces,  we  want  the  smokestacks  and  we 
want  the  manufactories.  We  want  to  hear  the  hum  of  un- 
ceasing activity.  We  want  to  see  the  wheels  of  commer- 
cial life  go  one  and  on  in  our  midst  and  somehow,  some 
way,  some  daj-,  we  may  call  on  you  to  help  us  make  Du- 
luth a  Manchester  or  a  Sheffield  compared  with  whose 
commercial  life,  greatness  and  solid  citizenship  the  glory 
of  Rome  when  all  roads  of  the  world  to  her  led,  and  the 
greatness  and  tinsel  power  of  Manhattan  island,  to  which 
all  our  by-ways  now  lead,  shall  be  as  an  iridescent 
dream." 

In  replying  to  the  welcome  extended,  James  Gayley, 
the  president  of  the  institute,  gave  encouragement  to  the 
idea  suggested  by  Mr.  Cotton,  and  the  fact  tiiat  Mr. 
Gayley  is  also  vice-president  of  the  United  States  Steel 
corporation  lends  additional  weight  to  his  words.  "Mr. 
Cotton,"  Mr.  Gayley  is  quoted  as  saying,  "has  referred  to 
the  dream  of  Duluth,  when  the  great  manufactories  of 
iron  and  steel  shall  be  on  the  lake  shore  front.  With  the 
Jitrides  which  are  being  made  by  transportation  toward 
♦he  cheap  carrying  of  freight  in  both  the  railroad  and 
water  divisions,  in  the  latter  as  you  have  had  opportunity 
to  especially  notice  within  the  last  few  years,  it  does 
rot  look  fanciful  for  such  a  prospect  to  be  realized." 

Coming  from  one  of  the  ciiief  officials  of  the  corpora- 
tion that  is  the  greatest  factor  in  the  iron  and  steel  in- 
dustry in  the  world,  these  words  cannot  fail  to  encour- 
age those  who  are  steadily  striving  to  secure  the  location 
of  such  industries  here.  It  is  evident  that  Mr.  Gayley 
expects  that  Duluth  will  some  day  be  an  iron  and  steel 
manufacturing  point  of  importance,  and  in  this  con- 
rection  it  should  be  remembered  that  some  of  the  prin- 
cipal Steel  corporation  men  are  financially  interested  in 
the  Zenith  Furnace  company  at  West  Duluth,  which  is 
row  converting  ore  into  pig  iron.  There  are  good  rea- 
sons to  believe  that  the  not  distant  future  will  see  further 
developments  along  the  line  of  iron  and  steel  manufac- 
ture in  order  to  utilize  the  furnace  company's  output  at 
home.  The  friendly  feeling  which  exists  between  Duluth 
and  the  Steel  corporation  cannot  fail  to  exert  a  con- 
siderable influence  towards  inducing  the  officials  of  that 
corporation  to  look  with  a  favorable  eye  upon  Duluth  as 
p  location  for  any  new  iron  and  steel  plants  which  it  may 
construct  to  supply  the  growing  demands  of  the  West. 


THE  RIGHTS  OF  FREE  LABOR. 

"Within  the  limits  defined  by  the  national  constitu- 
tion the  natioiial  administration  has  sought  to  secure  to 
each  man  the  full  enjoyment  of  his  right  to  live  his  life 
and  dispose  of  his  property  and  his  labor  as  he  deems 
best,  so  long  as  he  wrongs  no  one  else." 

"We  take  this  sentence  from  President  Roosevelt's 
letter  of  acceptance,"  says  the  New  York  Sun.  "We  do 
not  suppose  that  in  all  of  the  writings  of  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  there  is  another  sentence  that  will  survive  it." 

Grand!  Beautiful!  Noble  sentiment!  But  is  there 
any  limit  to  the  national  constitution  which  prevented 
the  president  from  securing  to  the  union  miners  of 
Colorado  the  right  to  remain  in  their  homes  and  to  dis- 
pose of  their  property  and  labor  as  they  deemed  best? 

If  there  is,  the  Sun  would  oblige  greatly  by  pointing 
it  out. 


NOT  A  THIEF.  BUT- 

Whcn  the  president  of  a  New  York  bank  asked  W.  H. 
Harroun,  of  St.  Joseph.  Mo.,  if  he  did  not  realize  that  he 
had  made  himself  hable  to  a  term  in  Sing  Sing,  the  lat- 
ter replied: 

"1  guess  I  have;  but  Sing  Sing  would  be  a  haven  of 
rest  to  me  after  what  I  have  gone  through  with  in  the 
last  two  years." 

Trying  to  get  something  for  nothing  was  the  cause 
of  Harroun's  downfall.  His  liabilities  are  over  $800,000. 
He  speculated  in  grain  on  the  Chicago  board  of  trade  and 
in  an  effort  to  recoup  his  losses  he  forged  bills  of  lading. 

"Harroun  is  not  a  thief,"  said  Graham  G.  Lacy,  vice 
president  of  the  Tootle-Lemon  bank.  "His  one  idea  has 
been  to  save  his  credit  and  put  his  business  on  its  feet. 
There  has  not  been  a  time  in  the  last  year  when  he  could 
not  have  gathered  $500,000  together  and  skipped  out.  He 
told  me  last  night  that  his  only  ambition  is  to  continue 
his  business  and  eventually  pay  every  creditor  in  full." 

Tile  man  who  taps  his  employer's  till  in  order  to  play 
poker  or  the  races  is  not  always  a  thief,  either.  He  is 
generally  the  man  who  has  lost  his  own  money  in  spec- 
ulation or  gambling  and  then  seeks  to  recoup  his  losses 
by  "borrowing"  from  his  employer  while  the  latter  is  not ' 
looking.  When  he  takes  the  money  his  purpose  is  to  pay 
It  back.  If  he  wins  he  is  a  respected  citizen.  If  he  loses, 
as  he  usually  does,  he  is  looked  upon  as  a  thief.  He  may 
not  be  a  thief  at  heart,  but  he  is  something  just  about  as 
bad.  He  is  trying  to  get  something  for  nothing,  and  he 
is  risking  other  people's  money  in  the  effort  to  get  some- 
thing for  nothing  for  himself. 

It  is  on  the  same  principle  that  some  bankers  do 
business,  and  it  is  these  who  usually  fail.    Generally  they 


do  not  intend  to  be  dishonest,  but  the  desire  to  get  some- 
thing for  nothing  leads  them  into  the  use  of  depositors' 
money  for  hazardous  speculation  or  gambling. 

The  lesson  is  that  a  man  should  not  gamble  at  all  or 
speculate  either,  unless  he  can  spare  the  money.  But  if 
he  must  gamble  or  speculate  he  should  stop  short  just  at 
the  very  moment  that  his  own  money  is  gone.  He  may 
not  recoup  his  losses,  but  he  can  retain  his  good  name. 
And  that  is  more  than  riches. 

A  penitentiary  cell  is  indeed  a  haven  of  rest  com- 
pared to  the  hell  a  man  creates  for  himself  by  using 
money  that  does  not  belong  to  him  in  an  effort  to  make 
money  for  himself.

THE  STATE  THEIR  ENEMY. 

Under  the  heading,  "Minnesota  Is  Our  Enemy,"  the 
Guardian  published  at  Little  Fork,  in  Northern  It?sca 
county,  calls  attention  in  vigorous  and  focible  language 
to  a  serious  evil  that  is  afflicting  the  pioneers  opening 
up  the  undeveloped  lands  of  Northern  Minnesota. 

After  noting  the  fact  that  in  every  township.  Sections 

t6  and  36  are  school  lands;  that  a  large  per  cent  of  all  the 

rest  of  the  lands  are  indemnity  school  lands,  and  that 

possibly  one-third  of  all   the   agricultural   lands   in   the 

Little  Fork  valley  belongs  to  the  state,  the  Guardian 
continues: 

"In  this  way  the  state  of  Minnesota  is  depriving  not 
hundreds,  but  thousands  of  the  poorer  class  of  people  of 
homes;  and  in  this  way  the  state  is  preventing  the  coun- 
try from  being  developed — it  stands  in  the  way  of 
progress. 

"The  state  does  not  pay  taxes  on  its  lands,  and  it  is 
not  in  the  business  of  road-building.  It  occupies  at 
once  the  position  of  a  monopolist  and  of  a  tyrant.  It 
wants  everything  and  gives  nothing.  The  homesteader 
is  squeezed  for  the  taxation  the  state  should  pay,  and 
with  the  sweat  of  his  brow  the  homesteader  must  build 
the  state's  portion  of  public  highways.  The  homesteader 
is  making  improvements,  and  this  enhances  the  value  of 
state  lands. 

"The  state  holds  its  lands  with  as  much  tender  affec- 
tion as  a  mother  would  an  infant,  but  such  policy  as 
viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  a  homesteader  and  a 
homeseeker  is  as  painful  and  as  disagreeable  as  is  a 
sore  thumb." 

The  Herald  has  already  called  attention  to  this  mat- 
ter and  now  repeats  that  candidates  for  the  legislature 
from  all  Northern  Minnesota  should  be  asl^ed  to  pledge 
themselves  to  see  that  this  wrong  is  righted  and  righted 
at  once. 

It  would  pay  the  state  to  give  away  its  agricultural 
lands  after  the  valuable  timber  has  been  sold.  Much  of 
the  land  it  has  selected  in  the  Little  Fork  valley  is  only 
valuable  for  agricultural  purposes,  but  it  will  be  of  no  use 
to  either  the  state  or  the  people  until  it  is  put  under  cul- 
tivation. 

The  man  who  goes  into  the  wilderness  to  make  a 
home  deserves  good  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  state 
government.  It  should  not  be  permitted  to  hamper  and 
retard  him  until  by  his  labors  and  his  road  building  he 
has  made  the  state  lands  more  valuable. 

If  the  state  would  open  up  these  lands  to  settlement 
within  a  few  years  it  would  receive  more  in  taxes  than 
the  lands  are  now  worth.  By  holding  the  lands  out  of 
the  market  it  receives  no  revenue  at  all. 

If  it  is  not  desired  to  create  a  homestead  law,  then 
these  lands  should  be  put  on  the  market  to  be  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder  and  somebody  else  besides  the  state 
auditor  should  have  something  to  say  about  the  mini- 
mum price  if  one  is  fixed.  As  the  law  is  now,  the  audi- 
tor can  do  just  as  he  pleases  and  sell  the  lands  or  not 
just  as  he  sees  fit.

WHEAT. 

The  wheat  question  is  always  an  interesting  one  to 
the  citizens  of  Duluth,  the  greatest  primary  wheat  mar- 
ket of  the  world.  Anything  that  will  have  a  tendency  to 
increase  the  importance  of  Duluth  as  a  wheat  mart  is  al- 
so of  great  interest  here.  That  is  the  reason  Duluth's 
citizens,  irrespective  of  party,  are  overwhelmingly  in 
favor  of  reciprocity  arrangements  with  Canada.  They 
know  that  the  Canadian  Northwest  is  to  be  the  great 
wheat  field  of  the  future.  And  they  know  that  unless 
some  steps  are  taken  to  bring  Canadian  wheat  through 
the  United  States,  it  will  eventually  be  shipped  entire- 
ly through  Canada  to  Europe  and  the  East. 

Francis  Wayland  Glenn,  of  Brooklyn,  makes  these 
lacts  plain  in  a  letter  written  to  the  New  York  World 
under  date  of  Sept.  10.  His  statements  are  so  plainly 
put  that  his  entire  letter  is  worthy  of  reproduction.  It  is 
given  below: 

.A.t  no  distant  day  the  Northwestern  Territory  of 
Canada  and  Manitoba  will  export  per  annum  100,0(»0.000 
bushels  of  the  best  quality  of  hard  spring  wheat.  Its 
transportation  from  tlie  farmer  to  the  ve.syel  on  the  At- 
lantic seacoast  will  cost  10  cents  per  bushel,  or  $10,000,- 
000   per   annum. 

The  .surplus  wheat  of  this  hemisphere  will  go  chief- 
ly to  Europe  for  consumption,  and  the  price  will  be  con- 
trolled by  supply  and  demand  in  that  market,  and  not 
in  this  market.  Neither  the  government  of  the  ITnited 
States  nor  of  Canada  can  enact  any  legislation  which 
will  increase  the  price  in  tlie  European  market,  with 
the    exception   of   levying  an   export   duty. 

The  question  for  the  owners  of  our  railways  and 
lake  vessels  is:  "Shall  the  luo,oOO,000  bu.shels  of  wheat 
in  tlie  form  of  giain  or  flour  go  to  Europe  by  the  way 
of  Montreal,  or  by  Boston,  New  Yor-k.  Philadelphia  and 
Baltimore?  Shall  the  $10,000,000  for  tran.sportation  be 
earned  by  American   or  Canadian   raihvaj-s?" 

A  man  with  an  infinite^iimal  atom  of  common  sense 
and  an  idea  of  loyalty  to  tliis  republic  will  si*y:  "By 
American  routes,  of  course!"  Why  not,  then,  admit 
wheat  free  from  customs  duty  and  start  the  stream  this 
way.  and  as  it  grows  it  will  cut  the  cliannel  deeper 
and  deeper  until  it  becomes  a  permanent  commercial 
river? 

It  may  be  set  down  as  an  actual  fact  that  if  the  Re- 
publican party  is  returned  to  power  no  effective  and 
conscientious  effort  will  be  made  to  establish  reciprocal 
trade  relations  with  Canada.  The  men  in 
control  of  that  party  are  so  filled  with 
greed  and  so  blinded  by  selfishness  that  they  can 
not  or  will  not  sec  that  they  are  doing  irreparable  injury 
to  their  own  country  by  holding  the  trade  of  Canada  at 
arms  length. 

Another  four  years  of  inaction  and  the  opportunity 
to  obtain  favorable  trade  relations  will  have  gone  for- 
ever. It  will  be  too  late  to  commence  then  because  the 
Canadians  will  have  successful  imitated  our  own  policy 
of  exclusiveness  and  retaliation.

JUST  FOR  FUN. 


"Did  you  see  tlmt  item  in  the  paper  a 
few  days  ago  about  .some  young  fellow 
out  in  Omaha,  or  somewhere  out  there, 
writing  220  words  «  ilnute  on  a  type- 
writer?" asked  the  ■  stenographer  at  the 
McKay.  \ 

"It  does  seem  to  me  mat  there  Is  more 
faking  of  stories  abo^  typewriter  and 
shorthand  six^ed  than  sjr.  little  bit.  Maybe 
no  more  of  it  than  there  Is  about  other 
lines  of  work,  but  when  you  see  a  record 
of  syeed  like  220  words  a  minute  on  tlie 
typewriter,  sit  down  and  think  it  over. 
Did  you  ever  handle  a  typewriter?  Do 
you  know  anything  at  all  about  how  the 
machine  is   worked? 

"If  you  do  you  will  know  that  it  takes 
a  second  or  more  to  write  tlie  shortest 
word  in  the  alphabet— in  the  dictionary,  I 
noean.  Say  the  shortest  word  Is  two  let- 
ters, it  would  take  a  second  to  write  it,  so 
that  tlie  shortest  word  might  be  written 
sixty  times  in  a  minute,  or  once  to  each 
second. 

"That  may  be  a  low  estimate.  But  take 
230  words  a  minute  and  figure  how  many 
words  a  second  the  young  fellow  had  to 
write  to  get  such  a  speed,  for  you'll  find 
it  wortli  thinking  aljout.  He  would  have 
to  write  nearly  four  words  a  second, 
which  is  impossible.  When  you  are  talking 
of  typewriting  speed  or  records  in  the  use 
of  stenography,  you  should  have  refer- 
ence to  straight  matter  of  some  kind, 
either  something  that  the  operator  has 
memorized  or  something  that  Is  read  off 
to  him.  In  the  highest  records,  however, 
it  must  be  something  that  the  record- 
maker  knows  by  heart,  as  in  dictation, 
especially  on  a  machine,  he  would  ha"e  to 
hesitate  occasionally,  either  for  the  dic- 
tator to  continue  after  a  stop,  or  to  get 
correct  sometliing  he  h.id  misunderstood. 

"That  220-word  record  is  a  fake,  pure 
and  simple.  Get  a  fast  typewriter  opera- 
tor and  ask  him  to  write  anv  small  word 
he  likes  220  times  on  a  machine.  Let  him 
practice  it  a  week  if  he  wants  to,  then 
time  him  for  the  220  times,  aud  I'll  bet  it 
will  take  closer  to  two  minutes  than  one. 

"Or  time  him  for  the  striking  of  a  single 
letter  on  the  machine  220  times,  without 
spacing  or  any  of  the  other  details  of  the 
work  that  have  to  be  done.  Or  try  any 
two  letters  on  the  m.T^hine,  which  will  be 
a  more  economical  wav  of  using  the  time, 
as  he  could  use  both  hands,  and  see  just 
how  many  strokes  he  can  make  with  both 
hands  In  a  minute.  I'll  bet  it  will  be  under 
220. 

"I  have  been  writing  shorthand  for 
several  years.  I  n«^v.M  did  any  court  re- 
porting or  .iny  of  that  sort  of  work,  which 
requires  the  highest  speed,  but  I  have 
worked  in  several  diflerent  places  and  I 
have  learned  in  my  experience  that  any 
stnographer  who  can  write  scventy-flve 
word.s  a  minute  on  ni>w  matter  can  hold 
anv  correspondence  Job. 

'  Con.sequently  it  makes  me  smile  to 
hear  some  of  these  voung  graduates  of 
shorthand  schools  talk  of  writing  150 
words  a  minute.  Saw  one  not  long  ago,  a 
boy  17  years  old.  who  .said  he  could  make 
that  speed.  When  a  per.son  claims  to 
write  that  fast  tht  y  should  mean  new 
matter,  for  the  spe.d  don't  indicate  any- 
thing to  an  employer  if  he  can't  use  an 
employe  for  that  .spt.d  in  his  work.  Any 
stenographer  who  cm  make  150  words  a 
minute  on  new  matter  can  take  about 
anything  that  ever  came  down  the  pike 
excepting  a  speech  that  has  been  commit- 
ted well  to  memory  and  is  rattled  off  as 
fast  as  a  rapid  speaker  can  utter  It,  for 
my  understanding  is  that  rapid  speakers 
can  shed  over  200  worJs  a  minute  on  com- 
mitted matter. 

"Wiien  you  see  a  phorthand  writer  who 
claims     a     sneed     of    150     words     and     is 
working  for  $50  per  month  or  looking  for  a 
job.  It's  time  to  Investigate  him."

MAY  COME 
BACK 

Reported  That  Deported 
Insane  Pole  Intends  Re- 
turning to  Duluth. 

Kaminski  Writes,  How- 
ever, Tliat  He  Prefers 
Remaining:  In  Canada. 


Two  conflicting  reports,  both  from 
seemingly  authentic  sources,  regard- 
ing the  intentions  of  Frank  Kaminski, 
the  young  Pole,  who,  aa  an  alleged  in- 
sane resident  of  the  United  States,  was 
deported  to  Canada,  are  afloat.  One 
report  has  It  that  the  man  will  return 
to  Duluth  tomorrow,  while  the  other  is 
to  the  effect  that  he  found  lucrative 
employment   in    Port   Arthur,    and   has 

announced  it  as  being  his  intention  to 
rtmain  in  the  Canadian  city.  Some  are 
inclined  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  ilie 
latter  is  put  forth  as  a  blind,  to  assist 
lu  covering  Kaminski's  entry  into  the 
United  States  by  way  of  Duluth  at 
Bome  future  date. 

On  Tuesday,  Sept.  6,  the  Pole,  who 
for  the  past  three  years  has  been  an 
alien  resident  of  the  Unittd  States,  liv- 
ing in  and  about  Duluth  and  Superior, 
and  with  a  number  of  relatives  here, 
was  declared  to  be  insane  by  local 
United  .*>tates  immigration  officials  on 
his  return  from  a  week's  trip  to  Can- 
ada. Acting  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  governing  such  cases,  the  govern- 
ment officials  ordered  Kaminski  de- 
ported to  Port  Arthur,  the  Canadian 
port  at  which  he  boarded  the  boat  for 
Duluth.  On  the  following  day,  Wed- 
nesday, he  returned  to  Canada  on  the 
steamer  America.  The  law  expressly 
provides  that  no  insane  foreigner  shall 
be  allowed  to  enter  the  United  Staves. 
As  Kaminski  had  never  taken  out  sec- 
ond naturalization  papers,  he  came 
under  this  ruling. 

The  Pole's  head  of  the  lake  friends 
•were  very  much  wrought  up  over  his 
deportation,  and  at  first  declared  that 
every  stop  would  be  taken  to  secure 
his  return  to  this  country.  They  said 
they  would  appeal  the  Ccise,  but  later 
decided  not  to  do  this.  Henry  Kolanek, 
of  Superior,  even  offered  to'  provide  a 
b<jnd  guaranteeing  Kaminski's  care 
should  he  be  allowed  to  land  here,  but 
those  having  the  matter  in  charge  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  such  a  proceed- 
ing' would  not  be  within  the  limits  of 
the  law,  and  the  proposition  was  re- 
jected. 

Yesterday,  from  an  apparently  re- 
liable source,  it  was  reported  that  the 
Canadian  government  had  taken  the 
matter  in  hand  and  ordered  the  Pole 
returned  to  the  United  States,  and  that 
he  was  expected  to  arrive  In  Duluth 
tomorrow  morning.  Paul  Kaminski,  of 
Superior,  brother  of  Frank,  when  asked 
regarding  the  matter  this  morning  said 
that  he  knew  of  no  such  Intentions  on 
the  part  of  his  brother,  and  asserted 
that  he  was  positive  that  Frank  had  no 
thought  of  trying  to  again  enter  the 
United  States  at  this  time.  He  further

MOUNTAINS 

IN  FLAMES 

Fires  In  Idalio  Are  tlie 

Worst   In   Two 

Decades. 

Butte,  Mont.,  Sept.  15.— Mail  advices 
from  the  Kootemtl  country,  Noriliern 
Idaho,  sav  that  one  of  the  wurst  forest 
tires  in  the  history  of  that  section  Is 
raging  with  unabated  fury.  Old  settlers 
declare  the  destruction  beir.g  wrought  Is 
tlie  greatest  in  twentw-lwo  years.  So 
rapidly  have  the  flames  swept  the  moun- 
tain sides  and  canyons  north  of  Spirit 
lake  that  woodcutters  and  prospectors  in 
several  instances  iiave  had  narrow  es- 
capes, being  compelled  to  drop  everything 
and  flee.  Members  of  a  lumber  crew  under 
James  Baggs,  working  near  the  head  of 
the  lake,  were  liemmed  in  by  the  wind 
shifting  the  course  of  the  flames  and  were 
forced  to  abandon  tools  and  coats  to  save 
their  lives.  All  of  their  cabins  were  de- 
stroyed. A  stiff  breeze  blowing  across  the 
lake  at  night  adds  fury  to  the  ravage.s  of 
the  fire,  ghlch,  fanned  by  wind,  swept 
through  the  limber  and  up  the  sides  of  the 
mountains  with  a  destructlveness  tliat  is 
hard  to  depict.  -<LMmM 

Several  buuuner  homes  of  Spokane  men 
have  been  burned,  wliile  others  have  been 
saved  by  back  firing.  Fires  have  blocked 
the  Rathdrum  stage  road  and  communi- 
cation with  that  place  is  difficult  from  the 
south. 

Rathdrum  mountain  is  reported  to  be 
ablaze  to  the  peak  and  presents  a  magrU- 
ttcent  sight  at  night.  Several  mills  He  In 
the  path  of  the  flames,  and  apparently 
are  doomed.  About  sixty  men  are  com- 
batting the  advance  of  the  fire  at  Mll- 
lers  mill,  about  three  miles  east  of  Ratli- 

drum.  .        ^         .  .   .^ 

The  timber  tracts  in  yrie  vicinity  of 
Coner  d'Alene  City  are  also  being  swept 
by  fire.  The  timber  is  dry  as  the  result 
of  a  continued  drought,  and  fanned  by  the 
wind,  the  fire  is  fairly  mowing  down 
everything  in  its  path.  The  greatest  de- 
.<»truction  has  leen  wrought  on  Mica  bay 
and  in  the  forests  near  Belgrove.  though 
within  five  miles  of  Couer  d'Alene  City 
the  settlers  are  fighting  to  save  their 
homes. 

Many  wild  animals  have  been  driven 
from  their  mountain  haunts  by  the  fires. 
Bear,  deer,  elk  and  countless  flocks  of 
grouse  and  chickens  can  be  seen  making 
their  way  to  the  lowlands.  About  a  half 
doz*»n  bears  have  heen  killed  near  Athol. 

The  settlers  of  Northern  Idaho  are 
praying  for  rain,  as  only  by  that  means,  it 
is  believed,  can  the  fires  be  Quenched.

May  Amend  Method  of 

Taking  Appeals  to 

District  Court. 


During  the  next  three  weeks  or  a 
month  the  members  of  the  charter  com- 
mission will  discuss  among  themselves 
Informally  four  questions  which  they 
now  have  under  consideration,  and  at 
the  end  of  that  time  a  meeting  will  be 
called  by  Chairman  Hud.son  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  action  on  the  pro- 
posed amendmets.  The  questions  will 
not  come  before  the  voters  until  the 
regular  municipal  election  in  February. 

The  four  questions  which  are  being 
considered  are:  The  plan  to  abolish 
the  board  of  public  works;  the  plan 
for  changing  the  method  of  collecting- 
a.s.sessments;  the  plan  to  allow  the 
council  to  order  an  improvement  on  an 
unanimous  vote  without  a  petition  from 
the  property  owners;  and  the  plan  to 
either  repeal  or  modify  ."section  80  of 
the  charter  which  permits  any  seven 
taxpayers  to  appeal  to  the  district 
court  from  an  allowance  of  any  bill 
of  over  $25  by  the  council. 

The  first  three  questions  are  being 
considered  by  a  committee  composed  of 
T.  T.  Hudson.  H.  H.  Phelps  and  Oscar 
Mitchell,  and  that  any  amendment 
will  be  submitted  by  the  commission 
on  the  plan  to  change  the  method  of 
collecting  assessments,  or  of  ordering 
Improvements,  although  the  committee 
is  likely  to  report  in  favor  of  altering 
the  method  of  handling  the  improve- 
ments of  the  city  and  substituting 
some  other  person  or  body  for  the 
board  of  public  works. 

The  plan  to  modify  section  80  has 
not  yet  come  before  the  commission, 
but  will  at  the  next  meeting.  Ex- 
Mayor  Hugo's  statement  that  "you 
could  get  men  to  sign  a  petition  to 
hang  their  own  grandmother"  express- 
es the  sentiment  of  a  number  of  alder- 
men on  the  manner  in  which  appeals 
are  taken  to  the  district  court,  and 
the  council  will  probably  request  the 
commission  to  modify  this  section. 

There  are  now  two  cases  pending  in 
the  courts,  those  of  Oscar  H.  Anderson 
and  the  Barber  Asphalt  company.  It 
was  shown  at  the  council  meeting  Mon- 
day night  that  John  Lowry,  to  whom 
Oscar  H.  Anderson  has  assigned  his 
claims  against  the  city,  was  rightfully 
entitled  to  his  money,  and  the  council 
would  have  ordered  legal  proceedings 
stopped  and  the  money  paid  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  fact  that  a  question 
as  to  the  interpretation  of  a  section  of 
the  charter  was  at  stake,  and  the  city 
attorney  was  anxious  to  get  the  opin- 
ion of  the  supreme  court  in  the  matter.

PHIPPS  GETS_  DIVORCE. 

Pittsburg:  MiHionaire  Secures 
Separation  From  His  Wife. 

Denver,  Col.,  Sept.  15.— I^aurence  C. 
Phipps.  a  Pittsburg  millionaire,  was 
granted  a  divorce  from  his  wife.  Gen- 
evieve Chandler  Phipps  on  the  ground  of 
desertion  by  the  district  court  yesterday.

In  eonsideratii>n  of  the  latter  action 
Mr.  Phipps  agrees  to  place  r?M.O0O  of 
steel  company  bonds  with  a  Pittsburg 
trust  companv.  the  income  of  which  .shall 
he  paid  to  Mrs.  Phipps  as  long  as  she 
remains  unmarried.  Should  she  again 
marry  she  will  have  a  life  income  from 
(250.000  of  the  aforesaid  bonds,  the  income 
from  the  remaining  5S^'0.«<>0  to  be  paid  to 
the  children  of  Mr.  Phipps  by  his  first 
wife,  and  those  by  his  second  wife  share 
and  share  alike.  The  two  children  of 
the  couple  are  to  remain  with  each  parent 
six  months  of  the  year,  the  place  of  resi- 
dence selected  by  Mrs.  Phipps  to  be  the 
residence  also  of  the  children.

At    Republican    Party's 
Semi-Centennial  Cele- 
bration at  Sarato§:a. 

Senator   Depew,    Murat 

Halstead   and  Others 

Addressed  Gathering. 


Saratoga,  Stpt.  15.— liain  in  torrents  did 
not  prevent  a  good  attendance  at  the  Re- 
publican party's  semi-centennial  celebra- 
tion yesterday.  The  desire  to  see  and  hear 
Buch  men  as  Charles  W.  Fairbank.«  and 
Chau;icey  M.  Depew  attracted  many  peo- 
ple. Tho  two  senators  were  loudly  cheered 
when  thijy  came  in. 

The  celebration  was  brought  about  by  a 
oommitt«e  comxx)f?ed  of  surviving  dele- 
gates to  the  Hrst  regular  Republican  con- 
vention held  in  Saratoga  on  Aug.  10,  1^54. 
Occupying  seats  on  the  platform  were  125 
Whitc-liaired  veterans  who  voted  for  John 
C.  Freniont. 

Til.'  celebration  was  opened  by  William 
Barnes.  Sr.,  who  in  his  remarks  went  back 
fort.v  years,  to  the  time  wlitn  Lincoln 
was  a^^sa.-^slnated  and  attempt.s  were  made 
at  the  livfi-  of  other  statesmen.  Touching 
the  attempt  to  kill  William  Seward,  he 
nominated  as  the  piesldlng  oftlcer  of  the 
meeting  Frederick  W.  Seward,  the  son  of 
Lincoln's  secretary  of  state.  Senator  l)e- 
toow  and  Francis  13.  Fremont,  a  son  of 
Gen.  Fremont,  conducted  Air.  Seward  to 
his  chair. 

Chnlnnan  Seward  Introduced  Senator 
Fairbanks  as  "the  next  vice  president  of 
the  United  States,"  and  the  candidate  was 
cheered  when  he  rose  to  speak.

Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  15.— A  staff 
correspondent  of  the  Eagle  send.-?  the 
following  from  Milwaukee:  Analyzing 
the  split  in  the  Republican  party  in 
Wisconsin,  which  has  resulted  in  the 
nomination  of  two  Republican  state 
tickets  and  litigation  In  the  courts  to 
determine  which  of  these  factions  is 
entitled  to  print  the  names  of  the 
presidential  electors  on  the  ballort,  G.>v- 
ernor  Robert  M.  La  Follette,  the  leader 
of  the  "administration"  or  "half-breed" 
wing  of  the  party,  said  to  the  Eagle 
correspondent  today: 

"I  am  glad  to  have  the  Wisconsin  sit- 
uation placed  before  the  people  of  tnis 
country  through  the  medium  of  a  pow- 
erful Eastern  newspaper  like  the 
Brooklyn  Eagle,  which  is  rt^ad  alike 
by  Republicans  and  Democrats,  and 
which  reaches  thousands  of  thoughtful 
and  fair-minded  citizens  who  exercise 
an  independent  and  untrammeled  fran- 
chise. It  is  well  for  the  country  at 
large  to  know  and  understand  just 
what  this  Wisconsin  tight  means,  and 
what  it  stands  for  in  the  history  of 
political  progress.  The  more  widely 
the  significance  of  this  contest  is  un- 
derstood,   the   better. 

"This  fight  between  the  administra- 
tion and  the  sti.lwart  wing  of  the  Re- 
publican party  <if  Wisconsin  is  no  petty 
and  ineignificaiit  factional  squabble,  it 
i£i  a  battle  for  principles  and  policies 
that  reach  down  to  the  very  under- 
pinings  of  government  by  the  people. 
"Not  long  ag(.  I  told  a  close  personal 
friend  of  President  Roosevelt  substan- 
tially this:  The  fight  here  in  W^is- 
consin  is  a  light  for  representative  gov- 
ernment—nothing less  than  that.  It  is 
a  battle  to  insure  to  the  people  the  un- 
hampered choice  of  their  public  ofli- 
cials  and  representatives,  to  prevent 
the  corporations  from  subverting  the 
will  of  the  pe  )ple  by  controlling  the 
party  primaries,  caucuses  and  conven- 
tions, as  they  used  to  control  the  elec- 
tions before  the  adoption  of  the  Aus- 
tralian ballot  system.  The  state  ad- 
ministration does  not  aalc  or  nted  any 
help  from  the  national  administration. 
All  it  asks  is  absolute  impartiality  and 
non-interference— and  that  it  expects 
to  receive.  Anything  less  than  this 
judicial  attitude  would  be  unwarranted 
and  Intolerable.  As  the  administra- 
tion party  in  Wisconsin  is  contending 
for  the  same  right  ideals  that  have 
actuated  President  Roosevelt  through- 
out his  public  career,  it  cannot  bo 
doubted  that  his  position  in  this  mat- 
ter will  be  Impartial  and  in  harmony 
with  all  his  public  acts  and  utter- 
ances. 

"Now,  as  to  the  details  of  the  situa- 
tion, so  far  as  the  positions  of  the 
lighting  lines  are  concerned,  the  facts 
are  these:  Eleven  of  thirteen  Repub- 
lican presidential  electors  tirst  named 
in  the  regular  Republican  state  con- 
vention held  in  the  Madison  gymnas- 
ium, have  recorded  their  wi.sh  to  be 
placed  upon  the  ticket  bearing  my 
name  as  candidate  for  governor,  no 
matter  how  that  ticket  may  be  desig- 
nated or  where  it  may  be  printed  on 
the  ballot  sheet.  Our  statute  plainly 
designates  that  the  name  of  any  can- 
didate cannot  appear  in  two  places  on 
the  ballot,  and  that,  in  case  the  same 


dictates  of  exalted  national  duty.  It  will 
meet  the  supreme  responsibility  in  a 
manner  to  strengthen  and  not  to  subvert 
our    Republican    institutions. 

A  party  which  has  risen  to  the  full 
level  of  duty  In  the  past  may  be  trusted 
in  the  future.

The  contest  in  which  we  arc  engaged  is 
of  far-renching  moment.  W'e  have  un- 
abated faith  In  the  Integrity  of  our  cause. 

It  is  the  cause  of  sound  policies  and 
righteous  government.  Let  us  support 
the  policies  which  have  so  well  met  our 
past  necessities,  and  uphold  to  the  utmost 
the  administration  of  Tlieodore  Roo.sevelt.

Francis  B.  Fremont,  U.  S.  A.,  a  son  of 
John  C.  Fremont,  who  spoke  briefly.  Sen- 
ator Depew  then  spoke. 

Senator  Depew,  speaking  of  the  age  of 
Henry  G.  Davis,  said:  "If  Parker  should 
he  elected,  the  respected  and  honored  citi- 
zen who  is  second  on  the  ticket  will  enter 
upon  his  incumbency  in  his  82nd  year. 
That  presents  al.so  the  possibility  of  the 
constitutional  rule  of  succession  coming 
into  force.  Under  the  law,  if  the  presi- 
dent and  vice  president  die,  the  members 
of  his  cabinet  succeed  in  the  order  of 
creation  of  those  ministries:  First,  the 
secretary  of  state;  second,  the  secretary 
of  the  trea.'iury;  third,  the  secretary  of 
war.  Every  president  must  necessarily 
select  the  men  who  till  these  places  from 
hla  most  distinguished  friends  in  the 
country.  This  rule  is  inviolable  and  can- 
not bo  avoided. 

The  two  gentlemen  who  would  thus  be 
honored  beyond  all  others  would  be  David 
B.  Hill  and  William  J.  Bryan.  Then 
would  come  a  Southern  man,  and  John 
Sharp  Williams  would  be  entitled  to  con- 
sideration. The  contingency,  therefore, 
is  possible,  though  It  may  be  remote,  that 
the  people  of  the  United  States  will  have 
elected  either  one  of  these  gentlemen  in- 
directly for  their  chief  magistrate.  The 
voter  must  take  into  consideration  In 
ca-sting  his  ballot  whether  his  choice 
would  be  any  of  those  gentlemen  as  com- 
pared with  Roosevelt.  Fairbanks.  John 
Hay,  Leslie  M.  Shaw  and  William  H. 
Taft.

compelling  any  man  to  stand  as  the 
candidate  of  a  party  against  his  ,vill 
and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he  has 
designated  his  desire  and  determination 
to  stand  as  the  candidate  ol  another 
and  a  different  party. 

Again,  the  whole  question  at  issue  is 
not  involved  in  the  litigation  now  be- 
fore the  supreme  court  and  it  is  certain 
that  the  full  administration  will  be  in 
the  fight  to  the  end,  and  that  the  peo- 
ple will  have  a  chance  to  sustain  at 
the  ballot  box  the  principles  of  repre- 
sentative government  and  of  just  tax- 
ation for  which  this  administration  has 
fought  in  a  long  and  bitter  struggle. 

"Jud.glng  from  present  appearances, 
I  shall  lose  this  fall  about  the  same 
stalwart  vote  that  I  have  lost  in  prev- 
ious campaigns.  Two  years  ago,  I  had 
a  careful  and  searching  estimate  made 
of  the  number  of  scratched  Republican 
ballots  cast,  and  the  total  indicated  the 
stalwart  vote  to  be  about  30,000.  On 
the  other  hand,  I  polled  enough  inde- 
pendent and  Democratic  voles  practic- 
ally to  make  good  this  loss.  That  my 
strength  from  this  source  will  be  as 
great  this  year  as  it  was  two  years  ago 
I  cannot  doubt.  Why?  because  176 
men  of  the  576  delegates  constituting 
the  recent  Democratic  state  convention 
openly  fought  for  what  they  called 
'La  Follette  principles'- the  primary 
election  measure  and  the  rate  com- 
mission measure,  which  are  the  card- 
inal planks  in  my  platform.  These  176 
men,  as  against  404,  do  not  represent 
less  than  the  proportion  of  the  Demo- 
cratic vote  that  will  support  the  pres- 
ent administration  when  the  vote  is 
cast  in  November. 

"Another  indication  that  points  to  the 
same  conclusion  is  the  expression  I 
hear  on  every  hand  in  traveling 
throughout  the  state,  from  the  em- 
ployes of  the  great  corporations  that 
are  fighting  me  by  every  means  at 
their  command.  Because  of  our  lack 
of  a  primary  election  law,  the  agents 
of  a  corporation  can  follow  an  employe 
to  the  primaries  and  see  that  he  votes 
as  he  is  told  to  vote,  but  when  it 
comes  to  the  electfon  itself,  the  Aus- 
tralian ballot  law  insures  absolute 
secrecy.  Scores,  if  not  hundreds  of 
men  working  for  large  corporations, 
have  said  to  me  personally,  or  to  my 
friends:  "They  can  spot  us  at  the 
primaries,  but  when  it  comes  to  the 
election  we  will  vote  our  own  way  and 
they  can  never  find  it  out  and  charge 
it  up  against  us  individually.' 

""This  class  of  our  voters  realize  that 
their  individual  liberties  arc  at  stake, 
and  that  this  administration  is  the 
only  one  that  has  advocated  the  re- 
enactment  of  the  'employes  bill,'  which 
the  supreme  court  declared  to  be  a 
good  bill. 

"I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  tho 
railways  and  many  of  the  large  fact- 
ories are  combined  In  an  open  fight  to 
accomplish  my  defeat,  no  matter  in 
whose  election  that  defeat  might  result. 
Division  superintendents  and  other  offi- 
cials have  been  making  Hying  trips  in 
special  cars  and  by  special  trains  from 
one  end  of  the  .state  to  the  other,  stop- 
ping at  all  stations  and  giving  instruct- 
ions to  vote  against  La  Follette.  They 
have  stopped  at  no  mode  of  compul- 
sion calculated  to  bring  about  my  re- 
tirement and  kill  the  reforms  they 
know  will  be  made  if  my  administra- 
tion is  returned  to  power  and  sup- 
ported by  a  legislature  that  will  oliey 
the  people  and  not  the  railroads  and 
corporations. 

"I  have  every  confidence  in  the  out- 
come of  this  figlit,  because  I  have  exery 
confidence  in  the  patriotism  and  the 
integrity  of  the  people  of  Wisconsin, 
who  desire  representative  government, 
clean  government  and  government  by 
the  people  instead  of  government  by 
the  corporations." 

On  the  same  subject  Henry  Cochems, 
secretary  of  the  Itepublican  central 
committee,  said:  "The  situation  in 
Wisconsin  has  resolved  itself  into  this: 
The  unfair  decision  of  the  National  Re- 
publican committee,  by  which  it  at- 
tempted to  discredit  the  regular  Re- 
publican party  in  Wisconsin  and  to 
sustain  claims  of  a  small  minority, 
headed  by  Senators  Spooner  and 
Quarles  and  Representative  J.  W. 
Babcock,  has  had  no  effect  upon  the 
afl'airs  of  the  party  in  this  state  so  far 
as  strength  of  the  La  Follette  move 
is  concerned,  unless  it  has  been  to 
materially  strengthen  that  movement.

Portland,  Maine,  Sept.  15.— A  Repub- 
lican plurality  of  27,130  is  shown  by 
complete  returns  from  the  state  elec- 
tion of  Maine,  the  unofficial  tabula- 
tion of  which  from  the  522  cities,  towns 
and  plantations,  was  completed  yes- 
terday. The  total  vote  for  governor, 
as  tabulated,  was  Cobb,  Republican,

RAILWAYS 
PLAN 

Many  New  Lines  In  tlie 

Northwest    During 

Coming  Year. 

The  Soo  Road  May  Build 

Line  East  to  Du- 

luth. 


Bt.  Paul,  Sept.  15.— Reports  from 
points  in  Western  Minnesota  and  the 
DalvJtas  Indicate  an  unusual  activity 
among:  the  railroads  in  building  and 
planning  nev\-  roads  and  extensions.  In 
some  places  the  work  is  now  in  pro- 
gress and  in  others  it  has  only  reaciied 
the  stage  where  the  engineers  are  mak- 
ing the  preliminary  surveys,  and  con- 
Btruction  work  will  probably  not  be- 
gin,  in  many  cases,  until  next  spring. 

A  part  of  the  new  Soo  line  from  Glen- 
v.ood  to  Emerson,  at  the  Canadian 
boundary,  was  buiit  last  year  and  the 
contractors  have  been  at  work  this 
year  in  completing  the  road  to  Emer- 
son. Thf  .Soo  officials  have  announced 
that  the  line  will  be  open  for  traffic 
about  November  1.  It  will  connect 
with  the  Canadian  Pacific  at  Emerson 
and  will  give  the  Soo  road  a  line  to 
\Vinnii'cg. 

Work  on  the  Great  Northern  exten- 
8lon  fiom  Edmore,  N.  D.,  north  to  the 
boundary  line  has  been  started  and  it 
Is  expected  that  the  line  will  be  com- 
pleted this  fall,  enabling  the  farmens 
In  that  section  to  move  their  crops  by 
rail  instead  of  having  to  haul  them 
twtnty  or  more  miles  to  a  railroad 
point.  This  line  will  tap  a  rich  farm- 
ing country  and  one  in  which  the 
crops  this  year  are  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, with  no  damage  tJ  wheat  by  rust. 
While  this  line  is  not  of  great  length 
It  forms  a  part  of  the  net-work  of 
branches  the  Great  Northern  is  build- 
ing in  North  Dakota. 

Keports  of  Great  Northern  activity 
In  the  Dakotas  were  given  additional 
Interest  by  rt-cent  reports  that  a  new 
line  from  Miiiot,  N.  D.,  to  .Sioux  City, 
Iowa,  is  under  consideration  and  prob- 
ably will  be  built.  It  is  now  stated 
that  the  Dakota  Central,  which  has  a 
line  partially  completed,  is  a  Great 
North«=Tn  project. 

The  plan,  according  to  report  involves 
the  cun.^iructicn  of  a  new  north  and 
south  line  reaching  as  far  north  as 
Minot.  and  the  building  uf  other 
branches  from  the  Great  Northern  lines 
south  and  \Nest. 

It  is  also  reported  that  the  Great 
Northern  is  preparing  to  buiid  a  new 
line  running  ea.«t  and  west  from  Park 
River  on  the  Larimore-Hannah  line. 
A  party  of  thirty  Great  Northern  en- 
gnieers  arrived  at  Park  River  a  few 
days  ago  and  is  now  surveying  a  line 
from  a  point  between  that  town  and 
Conwav.     While    no    statement    can    bo 


obtained  from  the  engineers,  it  is 
thought  that  if  a  line  is  to  be  built 
through  Park  River  it  will  run  In  both 
directions  and  will  connect  all  of  the 
branch  lines  running  north  from  the 
main  line,  extending  east  to  Thief 
River  Falls. 

The  Soo  line  Is  reported  to  be  plan- 
ning a  line  from  Duluth  through  North- 
ern Minnesota  and  North  DaKOta  par- 
alleling the  main  line  of  the  Great 
Northern  and  joining  the  main  line  of 
the  Soo  road  at  Kenmare,  near  the 
Canadian   boundary. 

It  is  reported  from  Thief  River  Falls 
that  the  Soo  in  a  few  days  will  begin 
surveying  Warren,  Grafton,  Park  Riv- 
er and  other  North  Dakota  towns  to 
Kenmare  on  the  main  line  of  the  Soo 
PaciHc.  It  is  thought  that  the  line  will 
eventually  be  extended  to  Duluth. 

Reports  from  Crookston  are  that  the 
Great  Northern  officials  in  ihat  town 
are  daily  engaging  workmen  and  lab- 
orers for  the  Thief  River  extension  and 
that  during  the  last  few  days  they 
have  sent  a  large  number  of  men  to 
that  place. 

It  is  also  reported  that  the  line  run- 
ning north  from  Rugby,  N.  D,.  which 
was  begun  by  the  Great  Northern  sev- 
eral years  ago.  is  to  be  completeii. 
Several  years  ago  the  Great  Northern 
graded  several  miles  north  of  Rugby, 
but  the  rails  were  not  laid  and  the 
work  was  abandoned.  Citizens  along 
the  line  now  propose  to  raise  $150,000  of 
the  $350,000  necessary  to  build  the  road, 
to  be  turned  over  to  the  Great  North- 
ern or  the  Northern  Pacific  in  consi- 
deration of  the  completion  of  the  road. 
If  this  offer  is  not  accepted  they  intend 
to  raise  the  rest  of  the  amount  and 
build  the  road  themselves.  The  road 
will  run  from  Rugby  to  Dun.seith,  a 
distance  of  seventy-five  miles,  and  taps 
a  rich  and  productive  country  which 
now  lacks  railroad  facilities.

Booked  to  Take  Stump 

But  Dates  Not  Yet 

Arranged. 

One  of  the  Stron8;est  List 

of  Speakers  Ever 

Prepared. 


New  York,  Sept.  15.— The  Democratic 
national  committee,  through  its  si)eak- 
ers  bureau,  is  willing  to  have  the  pub- 
lic informed  that  Judge  Parker  will 
take  the  stump  in  the  near  future. 
The  statement  came  out  in  the  form 
of  a  typewritten  list  of  speakers,  who, 
according     to     the     introduction,    "will 

open  in  all  the  doubtful  states  of  the 
union,  beginning  the  last  week  of  the 
I  resent  month." 

The  llrst  name  mentioned  is  that  of 
Judge  Parker,  and  though  inquiries 
made  at  national  head«^uarters  elicited 
only  the  guarded  statement  "thai  tht 
inference  that  Judge  Parker  will  speak 
is  most  reasonable,"  the  fact  thai  every 
piece  of  campaign  literature  lea\ing 
the  speakers'  bureau  is  blue  penciled 
by  Its  chairman,  Daniel  McConville, 
justifies  the  belief  in  political  circles 
iiere  that  the  campaign  managers  are 
sure  of  being  able  to  overcome  the  can- 
didate's hesitancy  about  going  on  the 
stump,  or  that  they  have  already  suc- 
ceeded in  this  purpose. 

The  paragraph  containing  the  an- 
nouncement is  a  masterpiece  of  diplo- 
matic fiction.  "The  battle  line  will  ex- 
tend through  many  states,"  it  reads, 
"and  nearly  all  the  notable  Demoorata 
of  the  country  will  participate.  It  is 
known  that  Alton  B.  Parker.  Former 
President  Grover  Cleveland  and  Will- 
iam J.  Bryan  will  each  take  their  part 
in  the  campaign." 

If  there  is  any  doubt  left  as  to  the 
character  or  the  part  these  men  are  to 
take  in  the  canvass,  it  is  dispelled  by 
one  of  the  preceding  sentences,  which 
are  introductory  to  the  names  follow- 
ing them.  It  states  that  "the  list  of 
speakers  prepared  by  Hon.  Daniel  Mc- 
Conville, department  of  speakers' 
bureau,  is  one  of  the  strongest  that  has 
ever  been  engaged  in  a  national  con- 
test by  either  of  the  great  parties." 

Later,  after  mention  has  been  made 
of  Judge  Parker's  name,  the  statement 
introducing  other  oratorical  lights  goes 
on  to  say  that  "in  addition  to  the  gen- 
tlemen whose  names  are  above  given, 
the  following  have  signified  their  in- 
tention to  take  active  part  in  the  cam- 
I)aign  for  the  national  committee." 

Some  of  the  speakers  are  Former 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  John  G. 
Carlisle,  Former  Secretary  of  State 
Itichard  Olney,  Lieut.  Gen.  Nelson  A. 
Miles,  Former  Senator  Charles  A.

COOK  WILL  ABIDE 

BY  COURTS  DECISION. 

Milwaukee,  Sept.  lo — Samuel  A.  Cook, 
who  heads  the  Republican  state  ticket 
nominated  by  the  anti-third  term  fac- 
tion, has  given  to  the  press  a  signed 
statement  announcing  his  determina- 
tion to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  su- 
preme court.  Mr.  Cook  reaffirms  his 
belief  in  the  justice  of  the  cause  with 
which  he  so  prominently  has  been 
identified,  but  he  feels  It  to  be  his  duty, 
as  a  lawlabiding  citizen,  to  announce 
In  advLHlce  of  the  decision  of  the  court 
his  unalterable  determination  to  abide 
by  that  decision,  and  in  case  it  shall 
be  averse  to  the  interest?  of  the  ticket 
at  the  head  of  which  his  name  appears, 
he  will  withdraw  from  the  race. 


New  York,  Sept.  15.— T..ey  were  such 
a  good  Iookin|:,  well  dressed,  and  al- 
together such  "an  interesting  pair  that 
when  they  entered  the  dining  room  of 
the  Hotel  Martha  Washington  at  noon 
folks  In  the  crowded  room  turned 
around  to  look  at  them,  curiously,  as 
they  followed  the  head  waiter  in  search 
of  a  vacant  table. 

The  man  was  about  36  years  old, 
unusually  tall,  straight,  dignified,  and 
dressed  in  perfect  taste.  The  girl,  on 
his  arm,  was  more  than  good  looking.

Her  white  linen  dress  fitted  her  as  if 
she  had  been  poured  into  it.  Her 
worst  enemy  could  not  have  accused 
her  of  being  over  25. 

No  table  was  to  be  had  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  tw  ►,  and  the  head 
waiter  apologized  profusely.  The  man 
and  girl  walked  slowly  out.  In  the 
hall  is  a  big,  comfortable  settee.

She,  too,  was  a  handsome  woman, 
built  upon  large  liiies,  but  clean  cut 
and  graceful.  Her  age  (  ould  not  have 
been  more  than  30.  Hor  hair  was 
black. 

The  blue  serge  and  white  linen  heads 
were  close  together,  sitting  with  their 
backs  toward  the  hotel  entrance.  They 
did  not  see  the  woman  in  black  nor 
hear  the  little  girl's  crying.  The 
woman  in  black  made  straight  for 
them. 

Half  a  dozen  steps  from  the  settee 
the  little  girl  cried:  "O,  mamma,  please 
don't,   I  am   so  frightened." 

"Don't  cry.  You  won't  be  hurt," 
said   the   white  faced  woman,   sharply. 

The  sound  of  the  two  voices  brought 
t^e  blue  serge  and  white  linen  up  to 
their  feet.  For  three  long  breaths  the 
four  faced  each  other  without  a  word 
passing.  The  man  found  his  voice 
first.      It  was  a  weak  and  shaky  voice. 

"My  God,"  he  said,  "what  are  you 
doing   here?" 

The  golden  haired  girl  in  white  had 
more  nerve.  She  sprang  in  front  of 
the  man  and  threw  out  her  left  arm, 
as    if    to    protect    him. 

The  man  sank  back  to  the  settee, 
the  girl  protecting  him  with  her  body. 
The  woman  in  black  pulled  an  ugly 
looking  whip.  The  girl  never  flinch- 
ed. She  took  a  cruel  lash  across  the 
face  without  a  cry.  She  never  gave  a 
back  st&n. 

Men  and  women — women  for  the  most 
part— rushed  out  of  the  dining  room 
pell  mell.  A  drop  of  blood  rolled  down 
the  girl's  cheek  and  fell  on  her  dress, 
staining  it  red.  It  seemed  to  madden 
the  wamon  In  black. 

"I'll  teach  you  to  steal  my  husband 
from  me,"  she  screamed.  "I'll  give  you 
a  lesson  you'll  never  forget.

You  won't  be  quite  so  ready 
to  persuade  a  man  to  desert  his  wife 
and   baby." 

The  whip  fell  again,  and  again  raised 
a  welt  on  the  girl's  cheek.  It  again 
drew  blood.  The  whip  fell  fast  then, 
but  the  girl  did  not  let  a  cry  escape 
her.  Her  white  waist  was  torn  and 
on  her  shoulders  the  crowd  saw  other 
welts.  After  a  moment  the  whip 
wlelder  suddenly  dashed  the  girl  aside, 
crying: 

"Now,  for  you.  you  wretch.  "I'll 
punish  you,  too."  But  the  man  was 
not  there.  He  had  slipped  awav 
through  the  crowd.  Manager  Caldwell 
and  two  husky  porters  finally  got 
through  the  crowd  and  caught  both 
women  by  the  arms. 

Still  holding  to  her  whip  the  woman 
in  black  went  Into  the  street  leading 
her  child.  She  found  a  cab  outside  and 
was    driven    away. 

The  girl  was  badly  bruised.  Cald- 
well and  his  clerk  assisted  her  to  wash 
away  the  marks  of  her  lashing.  Then 
she  was  told  to  go,  and  she,  too,  took 
a  cab  and  disappeared. 

"All  three  were  from  Chicago,"  some 
women  in  the  hotel  s-iid.  "The  wife 
learned  that  her  husband  came  here 
with  the  girl.  She  followed  and  found 
that  they  had  gone  to  the  Martha 
Washington.  The  rest  happened  as  It 
happened." 

NAT  RODMAN  QUITS. 

Farmer  on  Lac  Courte  d'Ore- 
illes  Reserve  Resi§:ns. 

Washington,  Sept.  15.— Indian  Com- 
missioner Jones  said  yesterday  that 
Nat  Rodman,  farmer  on  the  Lriic  Courte 
d'Oreilles  reservation,  near  Hayward, 
Wis.,  had  forwarded  his  resignation  to 
the  bureau.  The  vacancy  will  be  filled 
at  once  by  the  appointment  on  certifica- 
tion from  the  civil  service  commission.

The  department  officials  have  regarded 
him  as  a  trouble  maker  for  some  time, 
but  as  he  stood  high  in  the  esteem  of 
Agent  Campbell,  and  had  that  official's 
confidence,  Con>mi«sioner  Jones  was 
unwilling  to  disturb  Rodman. 

Recently  complaints  against  the 
Hayward  farmer  were  repeated,  and 
then  it  was  that  the  commissioner  de- 
cided that  he  must  quit  the  reserva- 
tion.

Advanced. 


Flax  Trading  Was  Quiet 

and  Prices  Little 

Changed. 


Duluth  Board  of  Trade.  Sept.  15.— The 
wheat  market  started  weak  this^  morning 
on  the  wrmer  wealhtr  in  the  west  and 
northwest,  and  a  sharp  decline  in  corn, 
but  became  stronger  and  advance  on  an 
active  demand  for  shorts,  together  with 
stronger  cable?.  A  Ru.ssian  estimate 
from  semi-official  sotirces  gave  this  view 
of  the  wheat  production:  Winter  wheat, 
»l,360.0t'0  bus,  against  12>i,0«»,(iOO  a  year  ago; 
spring  wheat,  2GO,iW,000  bus,  against  313,- 
320,000  bus  last  year;  total,  351,3W,000  bus, 

against  453,320.000  bus  last  year. 

Liverpool  reported  the  wheat  tendency 
upward,  and  scored  an  advance  on  the  un- 
favorable crop  reports  from  Russia.  Liver- 
pool closed  %il  liigher. 

Duluth  was  the  weakest  of  the  markets 
of  this  countrv  today,  but  is  scored  an 
advanc-  like  all  the  rest.  The  December 
increase  was  ^go  in  Duluth,  l%->/^c  in  Chi- 
cago, ^ic  in  Minneapolis  and  l%c  in  New 
York.

New  York,  Sept.  15.— The  stock  market 
today  opened  active  and  strong  with 
blocks  of  1000  to  4500  shfres  of  several 
of  the  leaders  changing  hands,  ains  ran 
from  %  to  %,  the  latter  figure  showing 
for  St.  Paul,  Chesapeake  &  Ohio,  Kansas 
&  Texas  and  United  States  Steel.  The 
opening  sales  of  Erie  were  4500  shares  at 
32%  and  32J^,  compared  with  32^  last 
night,  and  United  States  Steel  preferred 
opened  with  running  sales  of  3(XiO  shares 
at  671^  and  C7%,  compared  with  %%  last 
night. 

Profit  taking  after  the  opening  was  well 
absorbed  for  a  time,  owing  to  the  sus- 
taining effect  produced  by  further  ad- 
vances in  the  United  States  Steel  stocks 
and  Pennsylvania.  The  pressure  of  of- 
ferings made  inroads  on  prices  later,  and 
some  of  the  opening  advances  were  wiped 
out.  A  drop  of  2V4  in  Colorado  Fuel  and 
severe  pressure  against  Reading  facili- 
tated the  decline,  Pennsylvania,  how- 
ever, moved  up  again  to  182%.  New  York 
Central  made  a  sympathetic  ri.se  of  1^4- 
United  States  Steel  preferred  rose  %  and 
there  were  also  advances  of  1  to  1%  by 
Northwestern,  New  Jersey  Central,  Den- 
ver &  Rio  Grande.  Toledo,  St.  Louis  & 
Western  preferred,  Minneapolis  &  St. 
Louis,  Railway  Steel  Spring  and  Bag  pre- 
ferred. 

With  a  rally  In  the  grain  markets, 
prices  reacted  and  the  general  level  fell 
below  last  night.  Some  of  the  grangers 
and  Pacifies  showed  losses  of  a  large 
fraction.  The  local  tractions  and  smelt- 
ing stocks  lost  1  to  1%  and  Union  Pacific 
%.  United  States  Steel  preferred  lost 
its  rise  and  other  gains  were  reduced. 
There  had  been  gains  of  I14  in  Canadian 
Pacific  and  Slciss-Shef field  Sieel  and  a 
point  in  some  minor  stocks.  Bonds  were 
irregular    at    noon. 

Concerted  buying  of  the  junior  Pennsyl- 
vania stocks  stiffened  the  market,  but  the 
Western  stocks  did  not  rally  very  sub- 
stantially. The  buying  first  appeared  in 
Norfolk  &  Western,  then  spread  in  turn 
to  Chesapeak  &  Ohio  and  Reading  and  fin- 
.ally  assumed  considerable  dimensions  in 
the  United  States  Steel  stocks.  New  York 
Central  touched  128.  Pennsylvania  rose 
again  to  132%  and  the  United  States  Steel 
stocks  brought  17V4  and  67%  respectively. 
Norfolk  &  Western  and  Chesapeake  & 
Ohio  gained  a  point  each  and  Reading  re- 
covered Vi  over  last  night. 

Speculative  bu.ving  shifted  to  Louisville 
&  Nashville  end  controlled  propei"fics, 
and  Now  York  Central  became  buovant, 
.lumping  to  31^  to  12914.  The  United  States 
Steel  stocks  also  continued  to  move  vig- 
orously upward.  The  common  stock  im- 
proved 2  to  I814  and  preferred  1%  to  ('*i,i;. 
Whllo  these  stocks  were  forging  upwards 
the  Western  stocks  held  barely  steady. 
Pennsylvania  ran  off  a  good  fraction  and 
the  whole  market  yielded  before  2  o'clock. 
The  volatile  rise  in  the  Louisville  & 
Nashville  group  proved  rather  unconvin- 
cing to  sentiment  and  traders  were  dis- 
posed to  realize.  Advances  of  2  to  4%  in 
I^ackawanna.  Central  of  Jersey  and  the 
Toledo.  St.  Louis  &  Western  stocks  were 
also    Ignored,      Colora/lo    Fuel    weakened

THE  COTTON  MARKET. 

New  York,  Sept.  15.— The  cotton  market 
opened  steady,  somewhat  irregular,  price 
chan.ges,  first  qi'.otations  being  3  points 
lower  to  4  points  higher.  This  was  in 
(sympathy  with  Liverpool  whfch  after 
opening  lower  than  due  was  rallied  sharp- 
ly on  reports  of  further  delayed  shipments 
from  this  side,  which  attracted  covering 
of  the  near  months  in  that  market.  Trad- 
ing wixs  only  motierateiy  active,  being  cur- 
tailed to  no  small  extent  by  wire  trou- 
ble. The  early  map  did  not  show  the 
predicted  frost  in  the  Northwest,  but  this 
fact  was  off.set  to  some  extent  iyy  uncer- 
tiunty  over  conditions  over  the  Carolinas, 
reports  from  which  were  prevented  by 
wire  trouble.  Prices  at  the  end  of  the 
first  hour  were  about  1  to  3  points  net 
lower,  and  the  market  was  easier  in  sym- 
pathy with   cables.

WEST  END  BOY 
RUNS  AWAY 

Has  Left  For  Parts  Un- 
known With  a  Merry- 
Go- Round. 

Word  was  received  by  Humane  Ofll- 
cer  Withrow  today  that  the  merry-go- 
round,  with  which  Arthur  Smith,  the 
young  West  End  lad  ran  away,  lias 
left  Ashland  for  parts  unknown. 

About  a  week  ago  the  merry-go-rouud 
was  operating  in  the  West  End.  The 
young  Smith  boy  became  intimate  with 
tiie  employes,  and  when  it  left  the  city 
he  is  believed  to  have  accomnanied  it 
to  Ashland.  His  parents  requested 
the  humane  officer  to  investigate  tlie 
case,  and  he  made  Inquiries  of  the 
.\shland  police.  He  received  a  tele- 
gram this  morning  from  Ashland  stat- 
ing that  the  merry-go-round  had  left 
that  city  and  that  the  officers  did  not 
know  anything  concerning  its  next 
stopping  place. 

The  boy's  parents  have  not  heard 
from  him  since  he  loft  home  and  thev 
have  about  given  up  hope  of  finding 
him   unless   he   voluntarily   returns. 

The  boy  is  Just  fifteen  years  of  age, 
and  the  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wallace 
Smith. 


St.  Paul,,  Sept.  15.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Governor  Van  Sant  today  re- 
leased two  reports  bearing  the  signa- 
ture of  Public  Examiner  Johnson,  re- 
lating to  his  investigation  of  the  rec- 
ords of  the  state  auditor's  offlce.  One 
relates  to  the  mineral  land  account 
kept  by  the  state  auditor,  and  at- 
tempts to  show  that  there  are  a  dozen 
fraudulent  mineral  land  leases  in  ex- 
istence.

possession  of  tlie  Itjases,  or  hold  a  part 
interest  in  them.

"Virginia  silver,"  lately  held    to  be    a 

part  of  the  United  States  swamp  land 

grant   to  the  state  of- Minnesota.     This 

lease  was  authorized  Dec.   30,   1902,   the 

last    day    of    Former    Auditor    Dunn's 

tenure    of    office,    and    i-ssued    to    Mrs. 

Mabel   Evans.     She  is  a  sister  of  I.  C 

I  Patterson,  then  assistant  land  clerk  lu 

I  the  auditor's  office.     The  contract  was 

;  for   fifty    years.     Because    of    its    close 

■proximity  to  other  valuable  Iron  mines. 

this   tract  is  held   to  b*  easily     worth 

$5,000,000. 

In  all,  Johnson  in  the  course  of  his 
investigation  claims, to  have  unearthed 
a  dozen  leases  in  which  Mrs,  Evans, 
George  Flinn  and  I.  C.  Patterson  are 
principals.  In  the  majority  of  cases 
Mr.  Johnson  charges  that  the  leases 
enumerated  were  taken  out  in  the  name 
of  Mabel  Evans  or  some  other  party, 
Flinn  and  Patterson  not  figuring  in 
the  transaction  until  later  when  the 
state,  with  the  consent  of  Mabel  Evans, 
issued  a  fifty  year  contract.  Their  con- 
nection in  the  majority  of  cases  did 
not  become  of  record  until  the  first 
year  of  the  lease  passed  and  after  their 
term  of  offlce  expired.  In  this  way, 
Johnson  alleges,  they  escaped  the  lit- 
eral charge  of  fradulent  practices.

EMPLOYMENT 
AGENT  FINED 


Joseph  Sheehy  Is  Con- 
victed of  Using  Pro- 
fane Language. 

Joseph  Sheehy,  the  employment 
agent,  was  fined  $25  and  costs  in  the 
municipal  court  this  morning,  for  In- 
dulging In  a  moment  of  profanity. 

He  was  arrested  on  a  wan-ant  sworn 
out  by  Officer  Toewe,  who  claims  that 
Sheehy  called  a  w^oodsman  a  vile  name 
and  ordered  him  out  of  the  office  j'es- 
teiday  afternoon.  Officer  Toewe  ha4 
taken  the  woodsman  in  to  investigate 
a  complaint  regarding  some  alleged 
unfair  treatment  by  Sheehy. 

Sheehy  refused  to  pay  the  fine  as- 
tressed  by  Judge  Windom,  and  says  he 
will  appeal  the  case  to  the  district 
court. 


Decision  Favors  Newell. 

Officials  of  the  Duluth  land  office  to- 
day rendered  their  decision  in  the  land 
contest  case  of  Jacob  Gruesen  against 
Melvln  G.  Newell,  favoring  the  defend- 
ant. It  is  held  that,  in  view  of  all  the 
curcumstances  of  the  case.  Gruescn's 
application  has  not  so  intervened  as 
to  cut  off  the  rights  of  Newell.  It  is 
held  that  the  final  certificate  may  issue 
to  Newell  on  the  proper  payments  by 
him.  Such  certificate  will  not  be  is- 
sued, however,  until  the  final  determin- 
ation of  the  matter  by  higher  author- 
ities, or  until  Guesen's  failure  to  ap- 
peal. Newell  made  stone  and  tlnilxr 
entry  on  the  land,  a  quarter  section  in 
section  32,  township  57-7,  on  October  8. 
11*03,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  th^ 
notice  announcing  his  determination 
to  make  final  proof  was  not  run  in 
the  papers  the  required  length  of  time 
his  right  to  the  land  was  laid  open  to 
contest.

H.  W.  Chynoweih.  for  tlie  1-a  Follette 
faction,  continued  his  contention  against 
the  court  assuming  any  jurisdiction  of 
the  case.  He  made  a  long  and  exhaustive 
argument  .saying  among  other  things  that 
the  state  had  created  a  proper  tribunal 
to  decide  political  questions  and  the 
courts  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter. 
Even  if  the  state  central  cum:nittee  is  dis- 
qualified, that  fact  does  not  confer  power 
to  act  on  the  court.  He  ridiculed  the 
claims  that  the  old  committee  contained 
a  large  percentage  of  office-holders  and 
intimated  that  even  If  they  were  preju- 
diced their  judgment  must  be  final. 

The  right  of  appeal  is  nut  reeugiiized 
In  common  law,  but  it  is  statutory  and 
if  not  allowe<i  by  tlie  statutes  cannot  be 
lexercised,  even  if  the  body  having  power 
to  determine  should  be  shown  to  be  pre- 
judiced. 

Judge  Marshall  Interrupted  once  to 
say  that  as  he  understood  tiie  matter,  the 
contention  of  the  co:nplalnt  is  that  the 
secreiry  of  state,  being  a  candidate,  is  dis- 
qualified to  finally  decide  a  matter  con- 
cerning himself. 

Mr.  olin  said  that  if  the  secrctarv  acts 
ministerially  he  Is  liable  to  commands  by 
the  court;  if  he  acts  judicially,  he  is  dis- 
qualified from  so  doing  because  he  is  per- 
sonally interested. 

Mr.  Chenoweth  then  took  up  the  na- 
tional committee  and  asked  why  Its  find- 
ings should  be  accepted  as  final,  while  the 
decision  of  a  body  created  l)y  the  legisla- 
ture, namely,  the  state  central  committee, 
should  be  subject  to  review.

Where 
there  is  no  statute  obliging  courts  to  de- 
cide such  questions,  he  said,  the  majoritv 
of  theffi  hold,  and  rightly,  that  tht-y  will 
not  assume  to  decide  such  controversies.

Not  only  this, 
but  the  use  of  a  motor  for  each  sep- 
arate piece  of  machinery  will  enable 
an  economy  of  power  whenever  the  ma- 
chinery Is  not  in  use.  as  the  motor  can 
be  stopped.

Major  James  W.  Cooper,  "the  Confed- 
erate w-ho  never  surrendered."  is  in  tno 
city  and  has  applied  for  membership  In 
Lafayette  ^IcLaws  camp,  U.  C.  V.,  says 
the  Savannah  News. 

Major  Cooper  is  the  famous  fighter  who 
forced  the  armistice  in  Arkansas  and 
haughtily  refused  to  notice  all  orders  to 
surrender.  The  armistice  was  declared 
nearly  three  months  after  Gen.  Lees  sur- 
render. 

When  the  order  was  sent  into  the  moun- 
tains of  Arkansas  by  Majoi-  Moore,  a 
federal  officer,  demanding  the  surrender 
of  Major  Cooper,  he  stnt  baek  the  lam- 
ous  letter.  "1  shall  not  surrender  until 
so  ordered  by  my  commander."  At  the 
time  he  sent  the  note  Major  Cooper  and 
hi.s  men  knew  that  Gen.  Lee  had  suiiend- 
ered  and  that  the  Confederates  had  kit 
the  field. 

Since  the  war  he  has  led  a  varied  life. 
At  first  he  engaged  in  his  chosen  pio- 
tession,  that  ot  an  architect  and  builder. 
When  the  war  with  Spain  was  being 
waged  in  Cuba.  Major  Cooper  ran  the 
blockade  and  enlisted  in  the  Cuban  army. 
He  was  given  a  cominlssioa  at  onee  by  the 
Cuban  commanders,  who  were  not  slow 
to  recognize  his  value. 

Returning  to  this  country  immediately 
after  peace  had  been  declared  with  Spain, 
the  grizzled  old  lighter  soon  made  an- 
other venture  in  the  line  of  war.  At  the 
time  the  European  allies  were  threaieiiing 
Venezuela,  Major  Cooper  received  a  col- 
onel's commission  In  Castro's  army,  ran 
the  blockade  of  the  allies  and  began  an 
active  campaign.  Before  he  could  make 
an  offensive  move,  however,  peace  was 
again  declared.

When  he  wo>s  a  boy  he  remembered 
that  any  amount  of  apricots  and  green- 
gages were  grown  on  the  wall  trees  in 
the  gardens.  The  trees  were  still  there, 
but  for  years  there  had  not  been  such 
a  thing  as  fruit.  There  had  been  as 
much  care  given  to  the  trees,  but  in 
i  the  valley  of  the  Clyde  the  smoke  had 
!  blotted  out  the  vivifying  rays  of  the 
sun,  and  the  consequence  was  that  so 
far  as  the  finer  grades  of  the  fruit 
were  concerned  they  were  aijsolutely 
extinct.

Japanese    Would   Blow   Up 
Russian  Fortilications. 

Che  Foo,  Sept.  16.— The  Japanese 
troops  between  Sept.  8  and  Sept.  10 
captured  a  fort  situated  on  a  high  hill 
two  miles  east  of  Golden  hill  by  as- 
sault. The  fighting  was  not  severe. 
The  Japanese  were  able  to  remain  in 
the  fort  because  the  quality  of  the 
powder  used  at  Golden  hiii  was  so 
poor  that  many  shells  fell  short  and 
others  failed  to  explode.  The  fore- 
going information  was  received  from 
an  Intelligent  Chinese  who  left  Port 
Arthur  on  Sept.  12.  He  had  been  a 
dock  yard  laborer  there  for  many 
years.  He  adds  that  the  Japanese  are 
tunneling  under  the  Russian  forts  with 
tile  intention  of  blowing  them  up.  He 
says  that  the  work  of  tunneling  is 
slow  and  arduous  and  will  probably  be 
unsuccessful. 

The  Russians  have  placed  mines  un- 
der all  the  public  buildings,  arsenals 
and  everything  that  could  possibly  be 
of  use  to  the  Japanese  with  the  inten- 
tion of  causing  their  destruction  should 
the  Japanese  enter  the  city.  The  house 
formerly  occupied  by  Viceroy  Alex- 
iefC  was  hit  by  a  shell  receiuly  and 
partially  wrecked. 

Ammunition  is  growing  scarcer  but 
there  is  plenty  of  breiid.  The  price  of 
Hour  is  now  nine  roubles. 

Another  shell  struck  a  destroyer 
which  was  lying  in  dock  undergoing 
repairs,  knocking  it  into  kindling  wood 
and  killing  seven  sailors.

Mukden,  Sept.  16.— According  to  In- 
formation from  Chinese  sources,  the 
Japanese  are  leaving  a  garrison  at 
Liao  Yang  and  their  main  forces  ara 
moving  out  on  the  Russian  flanks.  The 
whole  Chinese  population  of  Liao  Yang 
is  working  on  the  Japanese  defences 
there.  The  Chinese,  also,  report  that 
the  Japanese  are  running  regular  trains 
between  Port  Dalny  and  Newchwang. 
the  rolling  stock,  according  to  their 
statements,  having  come  from  San 
Francisco.  Mukden  merchants,  who 
have  dealings  with  Newchwang,  say 
that  if  the  Japanese  occupy  Mukden, 
they  intend  to  connect  the  railroad 
with  the  Sinmintln  terminus  of  the 
Shanghaikwan-Tien  T*in  railroad, 
about  thirty-five  miles  west  of  Muk- 
den. 

At  night  the  Russian  sentries  here  can 
discern  the  g!ov  cf  the  Japanese  camp 
tires  in  the  direction  of  Liao  Yang. 

Until  three  days  ago  the  Japanese 
had  not*  finished  burying  or  burning 
their  dead  around   Liao  Yang. 

The  Chinese  are  becoming  more  un- 
friendlj'  as  the  Japanese  advance.  The 
Japanese  are  imposing  their  systems  of 
administrat'on  at  every  town  occupied, 
seizing  the  revenues,  beginning  witli 
the  timber  dues,  in  the  Yalu  district, 
and  ending  with  the  salt  tax  in  Man- 
churia. 

In  Kwantung  province  the  Japanese 
are  quite  at  home.  They  are  already 
installing  Japanese  teachers  in  the 
Chinese  schools. 

At  Mukden  the  chief  Chinese  official 
remains  outwardly  friendly,  but  he  no 
longer  cc>-operates  with  the  Russians, 
and  the  Cliinese  refuse  assistance  to 
the  Russian  transports,  or  to  furnish 
them  with  supplies.  Nevetheless,  al- 
though animated  by  undoubted  sym- 
pathy for  the  Japanese,  the  Chinese 
are  not  yet  confident  of  an  ultimate 
Japanese  victory,  and  thus  they  seek 
to  avoid  an  open  rupture.  The  aban- 
donment of  Mukden,  however,  might 
make  them  throw  off  the  mask  and 
exchange  their  negatively  unfriendly 
attitude  for  one  of  active  hostility. 


All  Willing  at  Port  Arthur 
Excepting  Officers. 

Shanghai,  Sept.  16.— The  North  China 
Dally  News  publishes  a  private  letter 
from  a  Chinese  interpreter  employed 
from  1S97  until  the  end  of  August  last 
In  the  commissariat  department  at 
Port  Arthur.

London,  Sept.  IG.— "Fair-haired  people 
are  more  liable  to  disease  In  childhood, 
and  there  Is  a  greater  mortality  among 
them  than  amuiig  the  dark-haired.  But 
among  the  lattt  r  there  is  more  liability 
beyond  the  age  of  childhood  to  such  dis- 
eases as  consunii)tion,  coupled,  however, 
with  more  power  in  some  otiier  respects 
to  withstand!  the  deleterious  influences  of 
town  life." 

Such  was  the  remarkable  proposition  ad- 
vanced by  Dr,  S'SC-  Siirubsall,  In  a  paper 
read  before  the  ift*  Iwopological  section  of 
tile  British  association,  to  the  proceedings 
of  wlilch  special  interest  attached  as  the 
prime  minister  and  president  ot  tlie  as.so- 
oialion  (Mr.  Balfouiv  occupied  tlie  cliair. 

The  greater  porliuii  of  the  debate  turned 
upon  the  iiue.stiun  of  pliysical  deieriora- 
tifui,  the  prime  minister  himself  contribut- 
ing a  speech  remarliable  lor  its  pessimistic 
tone. 

••fSe  must  distinguish."  Mr.  Balfour 
said,  "between  liiose  causes  of  physical 
change,  whether  ni  tlie  direction  of  de- 
terioration or  Improvement,  wiiich  are 
temporary  in  theii  effects,  and  those  more 
insidious  and  more  serious  causes  which 
are  permanent.  We  liave  to  include  in 
tlie  tlrst  category  that  rather  vague  col- 
lection of  physical  and  physiological 
causes  which  are  roughly  described  as 
town  life. 

■'What  differencl^^  are  there  in  the  ef- 
fects upon  a  factory  worker  in  a  large 
town  and  one  in  a  village  or  small 
town? 

"My  own  home  i^  in  a  rural  part  of  tin 
country,  a  small  corner  of  the  lowlands, 
which,  I  believe,  produce  the  largest  speci- 
mens of  the  human  race.  1  remember  the 
time  when  the  agricultural  laborer  of  that 
district  lived  in  one  small  room  with  his 
wife  and  family,  uud  tlielr  families  were 
large.  That  certainly  appears  to  have  had 
no  detc-loratine  effect. 

"1  presume  int.t  any  Injurious  physical 
results  were  counteracted  by  the  fresh  air 
they  enjoyed  when  they  were  at  work  In 
the  fields. 

"How  far  are  any  physical  differences 
between  urban  and  rural  populations  a 
question  of  the  ventilation  of  tlie  houses 
or  of  the  characlfr  of  the  air  which  per- 
meates the  street.s  and  open  spaces  as  well 
as  the  dwellings  of  the  people  who  live  in 
great  aggregations  in  large  manufacturing 
towns? 

"The  urban  population  are  certainly  not 
its  a  rule  deficient  by  comparl.son  in  the 
quantity  or  qualitK  of  their  food.  It  is, 
however,  more  imP'iftant  to  consider  the 
permanent  causes  which  might  affect  the 
race.  If  some  modern  theories  of  herdity 
are  true,  it  is  only  by  a  process  of  elimina- 
tion that  these  pirraanent  causes  can  be 
affected. 

"In  the  case  of  every  man  who  leaves 
the  laboring  class  and  l>ecomes  a  member 
of  the  middle  or  w»althier  cla.sses,  his  pro- 
geny are  likely  to  tie  diminished,  owing  to 
the  "fact  that  maniages  are  later  in  that 
class.  The  result  i.-^  that  thfe  more  we  con- 
trive our  systems  of  education  so  that 
every  man  or  woman  of  capacity  in  t.lie 
lower  class  has  a  c  iiance  of  waat  is  called 
rising  in  life.  Just  by  so  much  we  do  some- 
thing to  diminish  the  actual  quality  of  the 
breed  of  the  country. 

"I  cannot  see  any  escape  from  the 
rather  melancholy  conclusion  that  every- 
thing which  opens  up  every  career  to  the 
poor  child  of  ability  does  under  existing 
social  conditions  tend  somewhat  In  the  (Ji- 
reotion  of  deteriorating  the  race. 

"Dr.  Shrubsall's  paper  seems  to  indicate 
that  the  effect  of  t>'Wn  life  is  to  encourage 
the  dark-haired  and  to  discourage  the 
light-haired  among  the  population.  I  pre- 
.Tume  anthrnpologl'^ts  will  admit  that  on 
the  whole  the  light-haired  people  were 
those  who  came  from  Northern  regions, 
descendants  of  the  Danes  and  Anglo- 
Saxons. 

"If  that  Is  so.  t:ie  gradual  increase  In 
the  proportion  of  our  population  who  live 
in  towns  as  compared  with  those  who  re- 
main in  the  country  can  only  have  the 
effect  of  de-Germanizing  our  people,  or  of 
altering  the  balar.ce  of  our  population  ; 
against  the  tall.  11-rht-haired  element  de-  | 
scended   from   Northern   Immigrations.         | 

"If.  as  is  most  rmbably  the  case,  it  is 
the  most  enterprising  and  energetic  who 
leave  the  country  for  the  towns,  or  who 
leave  our  shores  for  the  colonies  or  other 
countries,  this  fact  must  have  a  perman- 
ent effect,  tending  in  a  downward  direc- 
tion. ' 

"If,  in  addition  %">  that,  these  energetic 
and    efficient    class>»s    in    town    suffered    a 
process  of  elimination  not  to  the  advant-  i 
age  of  the  race,  evidently  the  gradual  drift  | 
from    the    rural    ioto    the    urban    districts  ' 
gains  in  signiticance  and  presents  elements 
even   less  reassuring  than  tho.se  we  have  ; 
been  accustorried  Xo  take  into  considera- 
tion.   We  can^mprove  drainage,  ventilate 
schools,  diminish  overcrowding  and  make 
the  urban  surroundings  better,  but  when 
we  have  solv^  these  problems  we  have 
not   touched   the  root  of  tlie  larger  aues- 
tlon.'»   which   I   have  brought   under   your 
notice. 

"We  shall  not  hav«»  altered  the  per- 
manent cau.'*es  upon  which  depend  not 
merely  the  weSl  being  of  this  or  the  next 
generations,  but  the  actual  quality  of 
the  race,  looked  at  from  a  natural  hlstorj^ 
point  of  view,  r  fear  that  no  legisla- 
tive machinery  which  we  can  command 
is  likely  permanently  to  modify  these 
causes." 

Sir  Jolin  Gorst,  M.  P..  said  it  was  a  very 
grave  question  whether  the  race  of  Brit- 
ons was  not  now  being  propagated  in  un- 


due proportion  by  the  poorest  and  feeblest 
classi-s  of  the  population.  Wliile  the  gen- 
eral death  rate  in  the  country  was  great- 
1>  dimim.s-hing.  the  death  rate  of  infants 
was  not  diminishing  at  all.  Children  did 
lint  se,m  to  share  in  the  general  ameliora- 
tion of  tlie  sanitary  condition  of  the  popu- 
lation. There  must,  therefore,  be  some 
cause  at-WDik  wlilch  counteracted  the  ad- 
vantages that  had  produced  their  effect  on 
the  general  death  rate. 

BRYATOPmS 
CAMPAIGN 

Speaks  to  Crowded  Hall 

at  Denver  la  Favor 

of  Parker. 

Denver,  Sept.  16.— William  J.  Br>\an 
opened  the  Democratic  camixiisn  in 
Colorado  with  a  speech  at  Coliseum 
hall  last  night.  Hundreds  were  un- 
able to  gain  entrance  to  the  densely 
packed  hpll.  Mr.  Bryan  dwelt-  at 
length  on  what  he  termed  the  Dolicy 
of  militiarism  of  the  Republican  parly, 
which  was  not  influenced  alone  by 
imperialism  far  he  maintained  that  tlie 
strengthening  of  the  army  was  as 
much  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  capital 
in  enforcing  its  demands  against  labor 
as  anything  else.  He  characterized 
President  Roosevelt  as  a  dangerous 
man,  because  of  his  love  of  power  and 
war-like  demonstrations  and  unsuited 
to  be  at  the  head  of  a  nation  that 
wanted  to  be  great  in  moral  force  and 
not  physical  force. 

"You  ask  me,  a  believer  in  free 
silver,  how  I  can  bring  my.self  to 
support  a  man  who  favors  the  gold 
standard.  I  say  I  love  peace  and 
the  gospel  of  peace,  infinitely  more 
than   I    love  either   gold   or   silver." 

Mr.  Bryan  assured  his  hearers  that 
if  Mr.  Parker  was  elected  president, 
peace  would  reign  in  the  United  States 
during  the  next  four  years.  Mr.  Bryan 
spoke  of  the  labor  troubles  and  con.-e- 
quent  occurrences  in  this  state  and 
said   that  the   eye  of  the  country   was 


on  Colorado  and  the  people  were  anxi- 
ous to  learn  the  result  of  the  vote  for 
governor.

Shortly 
after  4  o'clock,  however,  the  wind  sud'- 
denly  shifted  to  the  west  and  turned  th-» 
flames  along  the  wharves  and  warelious- 
e.s. 

The  fire  raged  In  h.wer  AVater  street 
until  7  o'clock  at  uiglit,  wJien  Joo  sailors 
with  torpedo  apparatus,  landed  from 
H.  M.  S.  Ariadne  and  Indefntig  ihle.  and 
with  the  assistance  of  i>ttO  troops  from  the 
garri.son,  checked  further  progress  by 
removing  with  the  aid  of  dvnamite  a 
dozen  small  buildings.  The  fire  eon- 
sumed  six  wharves,  two  coal  piers,  two 
hotels  a  dozen  warehouses  and  a  num- 
ber  of   retail   shops.

Says. 


"I  juFt  wanted  to  take  a  fall  out  of 
her,"  is  claimed  to  have  betn  the  inaii- 
ner  in  which  John  Carpenter  explained 
to  the  police  the  beating  he  adminis- 
tered to  his  wife  last  evening. 

About  6:30  o'clock  last  evening  a  nies- 
sa^re  wujs  received  at  headquarters  that 
a  man  was  beating  his  wife  at  605  Wtst 
First  street.  Officer  Barber  was  sent 
to  the  scene,  and  when  he  arrived  he 
found  the  furniture  in  the  room  scat- 
tered about,  the  rugs  torn  up  and  a 
frail.  siciUy  little  woman  weeping, 
•while  her  husband  Avas  just  putting  un 
his  coat. 

When  the  officer  inquired  what  was 
the  matter,  he  claiins  that  Carpenter 
made  the  above  answer. 

"You'll  have  to  come  along  with  me," 
said  the  officer. 

At  tills  the  delicate  victim  of  the  as- 
sault, who  would  scarcely  tip  the  scales 
at  100  pounds,  interceded  for  her  hus- 
band, claiming  that  he  didn't  mean  to 
hurt  her.  But  meanwhile  the  landlady 
who  keeps  the  boarding  iiouse  in  which 
the  affair  took  place,  had  api>eared  on 
the  ycene,  and  she  informed  the  officer 
that  she  was  tired  of  having  her  rooms 
torn  up  by  Carpenter,  and  urged  the 
officer  to  take  him  along. 

At  this  juncture  Carpenter  informed 
the  policeman  that  he  wouldn't  go  to 
headtiuarters,  whereupon  Officer  Bar- 
ber stepped  to  the  telephone  and  asked 
for  the  patrol  wagon.  When  the 
"hurry-up  cart"  and  another  otliccr  ap- 
pearod.  Carpenter  suddenly  changed 
his  mind,  and  meekly  gave  himself  into 
the  custody  of  the  guardians  of  the 
peace. 

He  was  arraigned  in  court  this  morn- 
ing and  pleaded  giulty  to  beatmg  his 
wife. 

"I  thought  you  had  heard  how  we 
treat  brutes  like  you  in  Duluth.  "  said 
Judge  Windom.  "If  you  haven't,  it'« 
your  misfortune.  I  will  fine  you  $100 
and  cost?,  with  the  alternative  of 
spending  ninety  days  in  the  county  jail. 
This  13  the  most  severe  punishment  1 
am  allov.ed  to  give  under  the  law.  ' 

Carpenter  stated  that  he  owned  a 
hotel  in  one  of  the  border  towns,  from 
which  he  had  an  income  of  $100  a 
month  in  rental,  and  that  he  and  his 
wife  were  spending  a  few  weeks  in  t'ne 
city.     He  will  probably  pay  his  fine.

DESPERADO 
SHOT  DOWN 

Horse  Thief  and  Former 
Convict  Bolts  at  Winni- 
peg Jail. 

Winnipeg,    Man.,    Sept.    16.— With    a 
gaping  wound  in  his  knee,  from  Nvhich 


the  blood  flowed  freely,  and  still  wear- 
ing the  manacles  that  had  been  placed 
on  his  wrists  to  in.sure  against  any 
personal  violence  which  he  might  at- 
tempt against  his  guard,  Louis  Sans- 
rtprret,  horselhief,  ex-convict  and  all- 
around  desperado,  was  picked  up  In  a 
state  of  collapse  in  the  bushes  that 
surround  the  courthouse  here  at  11 
o'clock  Wednesday  night,  after  having 
made  one  of  the  most  daring  attempts 
to  escape  ever  essayed  by  a  prisoner  in 
Winnipeg. 

Sansregret  was  being  taken  from 
Moosomin.  N.  W.  T.,  to  the  Stony 
Mountain  penitentiary  to  serve  a  sen- 
tence of  seven  years  for  horsestealing. 
He  was  in  charge  of  Constable  Logan, 


a  mounted  policeman,  who  had  him 
driven  in  a  hack  from  the  station  to 
the  city  jail,  where  he  was  to  be  kept 
for    the    night    awaiting    a    train    for 

Stony  Mountain. 
About  10  o'clock  the  constable,  with 

his  handcuffed  prisoner,  reached  the 
jail,  and  as  the  former  knocked  on 
the  wicket,  a  light  was  turned  on  and 
shone  in  his  eyes,  whereupon  Sansre- 
gret, who  is  a  halfbreed,  over  six  feet 
tall,  made  a  wild  dash  for  freedom 
onto  the  sidewalk.  The  constable  call- 
ed upon  him  to  halt,  but  he  kept  on. 

Logan  then  drew  a .  heavy  service 
revolver  and  fired  several  shots,  one  of 
which  struck  Sansregret  in  the  leg.  He 
ran  a  little  distance  and  crawled  into 


some  bushes.  The  alarm  was  given 
and  the  wardens  of  the  jail  started  a 
search.  Half  an  hour  later  the  wound- 
ed man  called  from  the  hedge  and  was 
taken  back.  He  said  he  was  prompted 
to  attempt  to  escape  by  knowledge  that 
the  officer  who  had  him  In  charge  was 
aufTering  from  »v  sprained  ankle  sus- 
tained from  a  moving  train  in  pursuit 
of  the  escaping  prisoner  some  time  ago. 
Sansregret  has  a  bad  record.  A  little 
over  a  week  ago  he  was  arrested  at 
the  point  of  a  revolver  at  St.  Norbert, 
near  Winnipeg,  by  Corporal  Pyffe,  of 
the  mounted  police,  on  a  charge  to 
which  he  pleaded  guilty  and  was  sen- 
tenced. He  Ava^  then  at  the  house  of

Plums. 


The  rapid  grrowth  of  the  local  fruit 
market  is  shown  by  the  consignment  of 
Washington  blackberries  received  by 
the  Knudson-Fergusoii  company  dur- 
ing the  past  week.  An  entire  carload 
of  the  fruit  was  received  direct  from 
the  coast.  It,  was  the  first  carload 
shipment  of  Western  blackberries  ever 
received  on  the  local  market,  and  the 
«ntire  550  cases  were  disposed  of  within 
three  days  by  the  retail  grocers  in  Du- 
luth  and  on  the  ranges.  It  is  nothing 
out  of  the  ordinary  tor  one  of  the  com- 
mission houses  to  dispose  of  a  carload 
of  berries  in  a  day  or  two  during  the 
season,  but  in  this  instance  the  ship- 
ment came  when  berries  were  supix)sed 
to  be  a  thins  of  the"  past  and  were 
looked  upon  as  a  luxury.  The  fruit 
was  of  a  very  tine  quality  and  retailed 

at  15  cents  per  quart.

"I  would  advise  Duluth  housekeepers 
to  secure  their  peaches,  plums  and 
pears  tor  canning  as  soon  as  possible 
now,"  said  one  of  the  Michigan  street 
commission  men  yesterday  afternoon. 
"The  market  is  now  at  its  height.  The 
price  may  possibly  get  a  little  lower,  if 
the  market  should  happen  to  become 
flooded,  but  the  chances  are  that  it  Is 
now  at  the  low  water  mark,  and  it  is 
now  more  likely  to  rise  than  to  fall.

Order  Revoking  Captain's 

License  as  Pilot  Will 

Stand. 


John    D.    Sloane,    supervising    steam 

vessel    inspector  of   the   Fifth   district, 

residing  in  Dubuque,  la.,  has  rendered 

a  decision,  unfavorable  to  Capt.  J.  W. 

Mann,  in  the  latter's  appeal  of  August 

16  from  the  decision  of  the  local  board 

of    steam    vessel    inspectors,    whereby 

his   license   as   a  special    pilot    on    the 

steamer  Mary   Mann  was  revoked   for 

the  alleged  willful  violation  of  section 

4465,  United  States  revised  statutes. 
in  the  currying  of  a  greater  number 
of  passengers  than  was  specitted  in 
the  inspection  certiticate. 

"The  evidence  sustains  your  action 
in  the  matter,"  reads  the  supervising 
Inspector's  decision,  "and,  therefore, 
the  order  of  revocation  made  by  you 
must  be  and  is  hereby  sustained." 

With  a  copy  of  the  decision,  received 
today  by  the  local  board,  was  enclosed 
a  letter  from  Geirge  Uhler,  of  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  supervising  inspector  of 
the  steamboat  inspection  service  of 
the  country,  in  which  the  statement  is 
made  that  the  local  inspectors  were 
Justified  in  taking  the  action  they  did. 
Capt.  Mann's  attorney  claimed  that 
the  Duluth  board  had  no  right  to  re- 
voke the  license  of  Mann  as  pilot  with- 
out first  prefering  charges  against  him, 
but  it  appears,  from  the  views  of  Mr. 
Uhler,  and  from  an  old  decision  in  a 
similar  case  which  has  been  cited,  that 
the  attorney  in  (luestlon  was  ml-staken 
in  his  contention.  Capt.  Mann  yet  has 
the  right  to  appeal  the  case  to  the 
Washington  officials,  but  it  is  hardly 
considered  likely  that  he  will  do  so. 

The  steamer  Mary  Mann  is  the  feri-y 
boat  which  formerly  operated  between 
West  Duluth  and  Zenith  Park,  on 
Clough  Island.

WOULD  BLACKEN  THE 
NAME  OF  MISS  HAM 

George  A.  Potter  Takes  Witness 
Stand  In  His  Own  Belialf. 

Says  All  Relations  Were  For  Pecun- 
iary Consideration. 


Geoi-ge  A.  Potter  went  on  the. stand 
In  his  ovm  behalf  thi.s  morning-  in  the 
bleach  of  promi.se  action  brought 
against  him  by  Sara  Ham.  For  about 
an  hour,  under  questioning  of  his  coun- 
sel, he  told  a  story  which,  if  true,  would 
tend  lO  blacken  seriously  the  character 
of  the  woman  with  whom  he  had  sucii 
close  relations  for  thirty  years.  From 
the  middle  of  the  forenoon,  until  the 
noon  recess,  Potter  was  undergoing  a 
scathing  cross-examination  at  the 
hands  of  Miss  Ham's  counsel.  This 
was  not  completed  when  the  court  ad- 
journed at  noon. 

Potter  told  the  following  story,  bar- 
ring some  parts: 

He  lirst  visited  the  Ham  residence  in 
the  early  summer  of  1872  with  the 
porter  of  the  St.  Julian  hotel,  of  Du- 
buque, who  was  to  show  him  where  he 
was  to  have  a  good  liintr.  They  went 
to  the  Ham  residence,  where  he  met 
and  was  entertained  by  .Miss  Ham  for 
tt  pecuniary  consideration.  He  was 
about  30  years  old  then.  He  repeatea 
his  visits  at  Intervals  during  ISTil,  al- 
ways paying  Miss  Ham.  In  1873  he 
met  her  at  various  places,  paying  her 
expenses  and  giving  her  money.  From 
1813  to  and  iniluding  1876,  he  knew  of 
his  ov\n  knowledge  and  from  what  she 
told  him  that  she  and  her  sister  were 
Inmates  of  houses  of  bad  repute  at 
Winona  and  in  St.  Paul,  although  he 
(Potter)  never  went  there  with  her. 
He  would  meet  her  at  the?e  places. 
She  told  him,  he  claimed,  of  various 
men,  most  of  whom  are  now  dead, 
w'hom  she  was  Intimate  with  and  who 
paid  her  money,  lleluctant  at  first  to 
give  the  names,  he  (mally  mentioned  a 
man  named  Stout,  Fred  ThomaJf,  An- 
drew Hamilton  and  Herb  Cooper.  He 
claimed  one  of  his  letters  was  written 
to  Miss  Ham  while  she  was  in  a  bail 
house  at  Winona,  and  that  the  other 
party  mentioned  in  the  letter  as  asking 
her  to  come  to  La  Crosse  was  Andrew 
Hamilton.  Potter  claimed  his  relations 
with  Miss  Ham  were  intinuiii^  •  -ng 
1873,  1874,  1875  and  1876,  and  for  pecuni- 
ary considerations;  that  in  1876  there 
was  a  change,  he  asked  her  to  leave  a 
bad  hou^e  and  go  to  her  home,  after 
which  she  was  to  confine  her  society 
entirely  to  himself,  be  to  help  her 
along  so  she  would  not  receive  other 
meii's  money.  He  claimed  he  gave  her, 
during  that  interval,  a  large  sum  of 
money  in   the  as^grcgate. 

As  to  the  JIJOO  which  one  letter  re- 
ferred to  as  a  gift  from  Potter  to  Miss 
Ham,  he  said  she  at  one  tune  wrote 
that  her  father's  property  was  en- 
oumbered  and  about  to  go  on  a  mort- 
gage, but  that  of  she  had  $ir,oo  the  per- 
son holding  the  mortgage  would  deed 
over  the  homestead  to  her.  Potter 
claims  he  sent  the  money  and  never 
received  any  part  of  it  back  since  that 
time. 

Another  $.^00  which  he  sent  her.  Pot- 
ter claimed,  was  given  to  a  young  man 
named  Blake  Reynclds,  whcse  father 
was  "Diamond  Joe"  Reynolds,  a  steam- 
boat man.  He  says  Miss  Ham  afier- 
wards  told  him  the  boy  was  a  sport 
but  that  his  father  never  gave  him 
any  money  to  spend.  Potter  says  he 
never  know  whether  she  ever  got  any 
part  of  the  money  back  from  young 
Reynolds. 

In  regard  to  the  St.  Paul  invest- 
ments. Potter  said  he  assigned  to  Wall 
&  Parker,  as  partial  payment  for  the 
lots,  a  certificate  of  deposit  on  a  Hills- 
boro  bank  fi>r  $25(iO  and  made  up  the 
dlfTerrnce  of  the  $.3400  with  his  per- 
sonal check. 

Potter  claimed  that  in  ISOl  he  had"  to 
give  up  his  busine.ss  and  go  to  a  sani- 
tarium, where  he  remained  until  dis- 
charged as  cured  in  1897.  He  says  that 
during  four  years  of  that  time  his 
mind  was  in  such  condition  he  does 
not  remember  anything  that  happened. 
Potter  testified  that  cue  time  after  Miss 
Ham  met  him  in  Eau  Claiie,  Wi.^., 
anti  started,  presumably  for  her  homo 
in  Dubuque,  she  pionMsed  f6  write  as 
soon  as  she  got  home.  He  said  he  re- 
ceived the  letter  in  due  season  but  af- 
terward.>j  learned  she  had  not  gone 
home  but  to  the  races  In  <'hicago  with 
am^ther  man,  sending  her  letter  to 
friends  at  Dubuijuf  to  mail  back  to 
Potter.  He  said  that  he  told  her  on 
thi.s  occasion  that  If  she  wfjuld  give  her 
word  of  honor  that  she   was  not  with 


another  man  he  would  believe  her. 

Another  instance  of  alleged  infidelity 
to  Potter  was  in  1891,  when  he  says 
that  she  had  visited  him  in  Eau  Claire 
and  started  for  home.  He  had  occa- 
sion to  go  to  Madison  a  few  days  later 
and,  when  on  the  train  with  his  little 
boy,  saw  Miss  Ham  with  a  man  named 
James  W.  Wallace.  Pottt^r  says  he  was 
hurt  and  never  forgave  her  for  that. 
He  says  she  explained  to  him  that  siie 
happened  to  meet  Wallace  and  he  want- 
ed her  to  stay  a  few  days  with  him. 

Potter  declared  he  always  buined 
Miss  Ham's  letters  at  the  end  of  each 
week,  that  he  addressed  the  envelopes 
to  her  himself,  numbering  ihem  so 
that  he  would  know  if  they  were  fall- 
ing into  other  hands.  He  said  that  he 
did  not  wisli  his  business  associates  or 
family  to  know  he  was  carrying  on 
the  correspondence. 

"At  the  commencement  of  this  trial," 
asked  P.  J.  Neff,  Potter's  attorney, 
"you  had  no  recollection  of  writing 
these  letters?" 

"I  certainly  had  forgotten,"  was  the 
answer. 

"Prior  to  the  trial,  did  you  ever  re- 
collect having  a^ked  the  plaintiff  to  be 
true  to  you?" 

"I  certainly  did  not  recollect  that." 

"What  has  been  the  effect  on  your 
mind,  on  your  recollection  of  hearing 
these  letters   read?" 

"Py  hearing  them  read  I  know  I 
wrote  them.  A  great  many  things  I 
wrote  1  now  remember  I  wrote." 

"They  have  brought  back  to  your 
mind  many  incidents  you  had  forgot- 
ten?" 

"They  have." 

"What  is  the  fact  of  your  relations 
with  other  women,  leaving  out  your 
wife,  during  1880  to  lStK>?" 

"Leaving  out  my  wife,  they  were  de- 
voted entirely  to  this  woman." 

Potter  denied  emphatically  that  he 
promised  to  marry  Miss  Ham  at  the 
Ry^n  hotel,  St.  Paul,  in  1900,  or  at  the 
Palmer  house,  in  Chicago,  in  the  spring 
of  lyoi.  He  denied  he  ever  asked  her 
to  be  his  wife. 

Mr.  Neff  then  took  up  the  matter  of 
the  first  breach  of  promise  action, 
which  was  started  in  Dubuque.  Potter 
said  he  saw  Miss  Ham  at  her  home  in 
Dubuque  .about  Feb.  19.  1!><0,  when  he 
had  a  conversation  with  her  relative 
to  a  settlement.  He  said  he  told  her  he 
was  sorry  to  see  that  she  was  to  reopen 
a  matter  he  supposed  was  settled  in 
1897,  when  she  told  him  that  her  law- 
yers had  said  he  (Potter)  could  be  made 
to  pay  her  more  money.  Potter  said 
he  entertained  the  idea  of  a  settlement 
only  as  a  last  report  to  avoid  a  scandal. 
He  told  of  a  visit  to  the  office  of  Col. 
Lyons,  where  the  day  was  spent  In  fix- 
ing up  a  settlement.  Miss  Ham  desir- 
ing to  deed  her  property  over  to  him, 
he  to  give  her  free  rent  of  the  home 
the  rest  of  her  life  and  to  pay  her  $35 
per  month  for  maintenance.  He  says 
that  her  attorney  held  out  for  from  fBO 
to  $7f>  for  some  time.  Potter  claims 
that  Miss  Ham's  condition  was  normal 
at  this  time,  that  she  had  not  the  ap- 
pearance of  havin.cr  been  taking  too 
much  drink  or  of  being  drugged. 

Potter's  check  for  $28.r)0.  payable  to 
a  Dubuque  real  estate  man  in  Febru- 
ary, 1902,  to  cover  inteerst  on  the  mort- 
Kc^e,  anorher  of  $7fi.riO.  payable  to  S. 
Ham,  a  note  for  S2r)0,  dated  March,  190^. 
running  from  S.  Ham  to  Potter,  and 
his  check  for  S.^.O.  dated  May  .=5.  1902, 
were   introduced   in  evidence. 

Potter  claimed  he  never  a.sked  Miss 
place  an  additional  loan  of 
her    home    to    give    him    the 


1S98.  He  said  he  was  married  Jan.  SO, 
1868,  to  Miss  Lottie  Bosworth,  at 
Worcester,  Mass..  and  had  been  mar- 
ried four  years  when  he  went  to  Du- 
buque. At  tiiat  time  lie  had  one  child 
living  and  one  dead. 

"You  had  a  good  wife?"  he  was 
asked. 

This  was  objected  to  by  Mr.  Neff 
and   the    Interposition    was   sustained. 

Potter  went  on  further  under  the 
cross-examination  to  say  that  he  was 
living  with  his  wife  and  family  at 
Eau  Claire,  in  1872,  when  he  met  Miss 
Ham.  He  was  employed  by  the  In- 
gram &  Kennedy  Lumber  company,  as 
head  ottlce  man,  receiving  a  salary  of 
$31100  per  year,  on  which  he  supported 
his   family. 

"You  went  to  Dubuque  In  1872  and 
immediately  started  out  to  find  some- 
body with  whom  to  have  illicit  rela- 
tions?"    inquired    Mr.    Hollister. 

"Yes,"    was    the    answer. 

"You  knew  that  was  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  Iowa?" 

"I    dont   know   as   I    did." 

"Then  you  supposed  it  was  legitimate 
for  a  married  man  to  have  Illicit  rela- 
tions  with   an   unmarried   woman?" 

"No  sir,  1  did  not." 

"You  knew  it   was  unlawful?" 

"Yes.  " 

"Yet  you  started  cut  with  the  por- 
ter of  the  hotel,  intending  to  commit 
a   crime?" 

This  question  aroused  an  objection 
from  Mr.  Neff,  who  claimed  Potter's 
action  was  no  crime,  and  there  was  a 
passage  of  some  words  between  the 
attorneys  as  to  whether  such  acts  are 
or  are  not  looked  on  by  the  laws  of  the 
difilerent  .states  as  crimes. 

"And  you  committed  a  crime  at  the 
Ham  residence?"  continued  Mr.  Hol- 
lister. 

"i'es,   sir,    if  that   was   a   crime." 

"The  other  man  was  acting  as  a 
pimp   for  you?" 

"Not  for  me,  for  her  maybe." 

"Were   you  seduced?" 

"No,  sir." 

"You  had  never  seen  Miss  Ham  be- 
fore?" 

"Ytys,   in   the  streets  of  Dubutiue." 

"She  was  driving  in  one  of  the  finest 
ri^s  in  Dubuque,  was  she  not?" 

"It  was  a  fine  rig." 

"Isn't  it  a  matter  of  fact  that  the 
Ham  house  was  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
city?" 

"A  fine  looking  house,  a  big  stone 
house,  large  grounds." 

"Mr.  Ham,  his  wife  and  children  were 
living   there   then?" 

"I   don't  know  about  the  children." 

"The  family  was  all  there  when  you 
first  went  there?" 

"I  did  not  see  anybody  else  but  the 
lady." 

"You  struck  your  bargain  pretty 
quick?" 

"Pretty  soon.' 

"You  were  an  old  hand  at  making 
that  kind  of  bargains?" 

"(•h,  no." 

"You  wrote  nice,  clean  letters  after 
you   first   visited   her?" 

"I  don't  remember,  I  think  I  did." 

"Your  letters  were  as  clean  as  a 
brother  might  send  to  a  sister?" 

"I  didn't  intend  anything  else." 

"You  intended  to  treat  her  as  a 
lady?" 

-Ye.''." 

"Always?" 

"No,  not  always." 

"Then  you  poured  out  wcfrds  of  love

Accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Delorlmore's  testimony  this 
would  have  made  Miss  Ham  about 
2S  years  old,  whereas  the  minister's 
return  certificate,  which  has  been  pro- 
duced, says  she  was  but  20  years  old. 
The  certificate  was  this  morning  ruled 


out  as  evidence,  Judge  Ensign  holding 
there  is  nothing  in  it  to  show  that  Me- 
Cormac  was  qualiiied  to  perform  the 
alleged  marriage. 

The  witness  Delorimore  was  made 
very  angiy  by  Mr.  Hollister's  «iues- 
tion  whether  he  did  not  at  one  time 
put  up  $r)00  hush  money  for  being 
caught  in  the  room  of  a  Mrs.  Stark. 

Col.  D.  E.  I.,yons.  of  Dubuque,  who 
was  brought  here  to  testify  as  to  cer- 
tai7i  transactions  as  to  the  previous  al- 
leged settlements  In  which  he  figured 
as  Miss  Ham's  attorney,  was  not  per- 
mitted to  give  any  testimony  of  value 
to  Potter,  the  court  holding,  on  ob- 
jection of  Mr.  Hollister,  that  under 
I  the  statute  it  was  improper  for  an  at- 
torney to  dlvul.ge  the  secrets  of  a  per- 
son by  whom  he  had  been  retained  in 
a  professional  way.

good  native  wo'-kman  accomplishes  one- 
rtfth  as  much  work  ;is  an  American,  and 
does  it  bidly  at  that.  And,  furthermore, 
wh.'n  the  native  has  earned  a  lew  doll^jra, 
he  quits  aiid  loafs,  gambling  at  the  c  jck- 
pils    until    his   money   is  gone. 

The  natiA-e  here  bears  a  striking  re- 
.stmblance  to  Mr.  Dooley's  *Cut>an" 
workman,  who,  when  he  loses  his  job. 
merely  remarks  "Thank  Gawd.  I'm  tirei.  ' 
I've  had  men  under  me  who,  wiien  they 
wanted  to  leave,  would  begin  to  woik  so 
badly  and  nag  me  so  that  I  had  to  let 
them  go. 

••The  coa.st  and  geodetic  survey  re- 
search carries  a  crew  of  about  thirty 
men.  After  a  cruise  of  three  months 
she  had  an  entirely  new  crew  save  for 
ttie  boatswain  and  carpent'^r.  the  latter 
being  a  Japanese.  The  men  had  deserted 
one  by  one.  They  were  getting  $25  and 
chow,  and  within  three  days  after  they 
had  deserted  they  probably  shipped  on 
some  coasting  vessel  for  $fj  Mexican  and 
chow,  with  harder  treatment. 

'But  they  wanted  a  chanc^  to  spend 
their  money,  and  during  those  three  days 
they  rode  in  carriages  dressed  In  spot- 
less white  and  patronized  cockpits.  No 
native  ever  wins  permanently  at  the  cock- 
pit. In  tiie  end  the  Chinese  win  every- 
thing. 

■•Man  for  man,  native  labor  Is  not 
cheaper  than  Chinese  and  Japanese,  and 
the  latter  are  better  workmen.  On  the 
way  over  here  our  ship  coaled  at  Naga- 
saki. The  ports  of  the  bunkers  were 
thrown  open  and  stages  were  rigged  out- 
side, with  ladders  leading  to  the  barges 
below.  The  coal  wa.s  passed  from  hand 
to  hand  in  small  baskets  holding  tlfteen 
or  twenty  pounds  ench.  There  were  men 
in  the  barges  shoveling  to  till  the  baskets, 
but  the  greater  part  of  the  work,  includ- 
ing the  passing  op  of  the  coal,  was  djne 
by  Japanese  women. 

'•Coaling  Ix^gan  at  8:30  a.  m.,  and  was 
over  by  3  in  the  afternoon.  In  that 
time  the  Siberia  took  on  2-TiO  tons  of 
coal.  The  coal  flowed  into  the  twentv- 
odd  ports  with  the  regularity  of  .so  many 
steam  conveyors,  about  one  basket  every 
second,  and  from  th.e  figures  which  the 
captain  gave  me.  I  tigured  the  entire  co^t 
of  loading  the  coal  from  tlie  baige  to  be 
between    two   and    thiee   eents  per   ton. 

"I  see  that  the  commission  wliich  has 
gone  to  St.  Louis  are  all  in  favor  of  al- 
lowing ChlTK'se  immigration,  or,  at  le  ist, 
of  admitting  Chine.'se  contract  labor.  It 
is  the  only  thing  that  will  ever  make  a 
country  of  this  place. 

"That  there  is  money  in  the-se  islands  is 
unquestionably  true.  I  have  he-^n  up 
•lany  of  the  mountains  arourid  h' re  and 
never  have  t  seen  such  magnliicent  tim- 
ber woods.  Giant  trees  of  the  tinesi  liard- 
wood.  cal)lnet  woods  and  structural  tim- 
ber suitable  for  shipbuilding,  four  and 
five  feet  in  diameter  and  towoiing  13.' 
feet  high,  often  SO  or  '>1  feet  to  tiio  flr.st 
limb.  I  saw  some  planks  at  Ma.^iploe 
which  had  brought  down  to  build  a  na- 
tive schooner.  Thev  measured  40  inches 
w'de  and  90  feet  long. 

■'Hemp  is  another  thing.  The  true  Ma- 
nila hemp,  which  is  grown  onlv  on  the 
islands,  is  of  great  value,  hut  tliere  is  also 
a  plant  here  known  as  magov.  a  .sort  of 
pulque  plant  or  pineapple"  wh"ich  furnish- 
es a  valuable  rtt>er.  It  is  not  so  long  as 
the  best  hemp  fiber,  but  it  grows  anv- 
wh.-r.-  in  the  poorest  .sandy  soil  without 
requiring  the  leai^t  cultivation.

Highborn  Capt.  Baron  Von 

Boon    Accused  of 

Many  Crimes. 

New  York,  Sept.  16.— .-V  Munich  cable  to 
the  World  says:  The  Bavarian  nobility, 
which  numbers  some  of  the  olde.st  families 
In  Europe,  and  the  officer.*  of  the  Bavar- 
ian army,  wiio  certainly  are  as  self-re- 
strained and  efficient  as  any  in  the  em- 
glre,  both  regard  them.selves  a.s  disgraced 
y  Capt.  Baron  Maximilian  Von  lloon, 
liimself  a  scion  of  a  proud  and  honorable 
line. 

Capt.  Von  Hoon,  an  ofn<er  in  a  crack 
cavalry  regiment,  only  30  years  old,  mar- 
ried, and  w^ith  three  children,  who  was  a 
favorite  at  court,  has  beeji  sentenced  by 
court-martial  to  six  years'  penal  servi- 
tude, ten  years'  loss  of  hi.-^  rights  as  a 
noble  and  expulsion  from  the  army.  Wo- 
men, wine,  cards  and  liorses  drove  A'on 
Hoon  to  fraud,  forgery  and  desertion  from 
the  army,  and  for  the  first  time  brought 
humiliation  so  deep  upon  his  peers  in  rank 
and  hlfi  comrades  In  arms. 

For  a  few  years  Von  Hoon  appeared  to 
bo  a  gentleman  and  a  soldltr.  yet  secretly 
he  was  plunged  In  dissipation.  This  be- 
came known  to  certain  blackmailers,  and 
the  tribute  Von  Hoon  paid  for  tiieir  silence 
added  to  his  financial  difficulties.  Burden- 
ed by  debt  and  pursued  by  vampires,  the 
baron  forged  "-he  names  of  fellow-officers 
to  bills  amounting;  to  J27,0(W. 

On  the  eve  of  di.scovery  he  fled  to  Lon- 
d'.^n.  where  he  vainly  sought  to  enter  the 
Brltl.-^h  army.  PTe  wandered  about  the 
English  capital  until  he  met  a  former 
friend,  who  paid  his  passage  to  German 
South  and  West  Africa.  He  tried  to  get 
a  commission  to  fight  against  the  Herezos, 
but  failed.

FACES  NEW 
TRIAL 

Letson  Baillet,  With  Only 
His  Father  to  De- 
fend Him. 


Charged  With  Using  the 

Mails  to  Defraud  His 

Customers. 


Des  Moines,  Iowa,  .Sept.  16. — Having 
spent  a  fortune  gained  by  a  bold  stroke 
of  speculation  in  defending  himself 
against  the  charges  prefered  by  gov- 
ernment officials  of  using  the  United 
States  mails  to  defraud,  Letson  Bal- 
liet,  once  known  from  ocean  to  ocean 
as  the  Napoleon  of  mining  finance, 
will  this  month  stand  face  to  face  with 
prison  with  but  a  single  voice  raised 
in  legal  defense. 

That  voice  will  come  from  an  aged 
and  loyal  father  grown  grayer  in  a  re- 
markable battle  to  keep  his  boy  from 

behind  the  Iron  bars. 

When  first  the  charge  was  preferred 
against  young  Baillet,  Iowa,  and  the 
West  were  searched  for  the  best  law- 
yers to  appear  in  his  defense.  At  the 
zenith  of  his  success  he  had  hund- 
reds of  thousands  of  dollars  to  draw 
upon. 

A  remakable  battle  was  raged  and 
he  beiieved  he  had  vindicated  himself 
when  fate  pressed  a  cruel  finger  upon 
his  hopes.  .Sympathy  and  favor  for 
Balliet  seemed  to  beam  upon  the  face 
of  twelve  jurors.  Already  the  youth 
strengthered  in  the  expectancy  of  vin- 
dication. He  entered  the  courtroom 
one  morning  only  to  find  his  high 
hopes  dached  cruelly  to  earth. 

For  some  unknown  cause  and  with- 
out the  slightest  warning,  death  came 
in  the  night  and  .sealed  forever  the  lips 
of  one  of  the  jurors. 

Thus  all  efforts  and  a  small  fortune 
expended  for  his  liberty  were  wasted, 
for  Judge  .Smith  McPherson  of  the  fed- 
eral court  ordered  a  new  trial. 

Again  a  notable  defense  was  made, 
this  time  before  Judge  Munger,  of 
Omaha,  Neb.  A.  B.  Cummins,  consi- 
dered one  of  the  mogi  talented  lawyers 
of  the  state,  had  been  retained  in  the 
first  suit.  After  this  was  concluded 
on  account  of  the  juror's  untimely 
death  Mr.  Cummins  was  elected  gov- 
ernor of  Iowa,  In  which  capacity  he 
now  serve."?.  Robbed  of  this  emmlnent 
counsel,  Charles  A.  Bishop,  a  leading 
legal  authority  of  the  state,  was  chosen 
to  defend  the  second  case. 

He  made  a  remarkable  fight,  but  the 
evidence  of  the  government  weighed 
heaviest  with  the  jury  and  a  verdict  of 
guilty  was  returned.  Judge  Mimger 
sentenced  Letson  Balliet  to  s»x  months 
imprisonment. 

It  might  seem  that  such  a  sentence 
would  not  be  a  heavy  price  to  pay  for 
$250,000,  but  Balliet  and  his  father  re- 
fused to  bear  \he  atafe-iiia  and,  still  as- 
serting the  innocence  of  the  young  Na- 
poleon, took  the  case  up  to  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  at  St. 
Louis.  This  higher  tribunal,  taking  in 
consideration  some  of  the  rules  of  evl- 
d»'nce  governing  the  trial,  reversed  the 
case  and  ordered  a  new  trial. 

Judge  Smith  McPherson.  of  Red  Oak, 
has  set  Sept.  17  as  the  date  for  the 
hearinff. 

Fate  has  again  dealt  a  card  against 
Balliet.  Again  politics  has  robbed  him 
of  a  factor  to  his  vindication.     Charles

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A.  Bishop,  who,  under  the  rules  of  fed- 
eral court  practice,  would  have  been 
compelled  to  continue  In  Baliiet's  de- 
fense, has  been  elected  to  the  supreme 
bench  of  Iowa  and  now  sits  in  a  high 
tribunal's  chair.  Inasmuch  as  he  has 
abandoned  the  practice  of  law  he  will 
not  return  to  the  defense  of  tlie  ac- 
cused. 

It  is  claimed  here  that  the  large  for- 
tune of  Letson  Baillet,  who  is  now  liv- 
ing at  Los  Angeles,  has  dwindled  away 
and  that  Judge  Balliet,  father  of  the 
accused,  is  preparing  to  fight  alone  for 
the  honor  of  his  son.  The  long  years 
of  struggle  against  the  charge  of  dis- 
honor have  weighed  heavily  upon  the 
older  Baillet.  Determined  not  to  leave 
this  world  with  his  name  bearing  a 
single  stain,  he  has  maae  his  life  work 
the  clearing  of  his  son's  name.  The 
sentence  of  the  boy  after  the  jury's 
fatal  verdict  hung  like  a  millstone  upon 
the  father's  heart.  His  near  friends 
noticed  his  features  grow  .sad  and  hard. 
But  with  an  iron  will  he  fell  again  to 
his  task  and  labored  night  and  day  Xc 
accomplish  his  purpose. 

The  first  smile  of  hope  came  back 
when  the  court  of  appeals  decided  in 
hi.s  favor,  and,  as  he  imparted  the  news 
to  bis  friends,  his  eyes  danced  with  de- 
light and  his  gray  head  shook  with 
emotion.  , 

Let.son  Balliet  was  not  parsimonious, 
and  the  fortune  which  was  amassed  as 
by  magic  slipped  freely  between  his 
fingers.  His  whims  and  fancies  were 
gratified  at  any  price.  This  one  fact 
became  a  factor  in  his  early  success 
and  made  him  a  conspicuous  figure 
wherever  he  went.

Leading  magazines  of  the 
country  contained  article;?— presumably 
paid— picturing  the  marvalous  success 
of  this  "Napoleon  of  mining  finance." 
His  picture,  that  of  his  house,  of  his 
horse,  and  of  his  dogs  adorned  the 
pages  of  the  best  literary  productions. 
He  became  known  from  coast  to  coast; 
wherever  he  went  he  was  a  figure  not 
to  be  ignored. 

Straying  into  a  small  Montana  town 
on  July  3,  he  called  at  the  postoflice 
for  mall.

He  was  asked  to  buy  $1  worth  of  vot- 
ing tickets,  but  dumfoundered  all  by 
taking  $100  worth  of  votes  for  the 
postmistress.  Quietly  he  left  and  visit- 
ed four  other  saloons  to  repeat  the  per- 
formance. The  next  day  he  saw  the 
girl  of  his  fancy  crowned  queen  of  In- 
dependence day  and  his  $500  burned  up 
in  spectacular  fireworks,  to  the  delight 
of  the  people. 

Then  came  the  blow.  Upon  the  in- 
formation of  postoffice  inspectors  he 
was  arrested  on  the  charge  of  using 
the  United  States  mails  for  conducting 
a  fraud.

In  fact  he  has  been  found  guilty  of 
thus  abusing  the  mails  and  is  sentenced 
to  serve  his  term  in  prison.  He  is  free, 
however,  under  an  appeal  bond.  He 
will  return  soon  to  Des  Moines  to  ans- 
wer to  the  court  when  his  new  trial 
is  called.  He  has  one  more  chance.  He 
has  one  champion,  one  hope— his 
father.

INCORRIGIBLE 
BOrS  SKULL 

Opened  and  Cause  of  His 

Criminal  Tendencies 

Removed. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Sept.  16.— By  a 
surgical  operation  the  criminal  in- 
stincts of  Jesse  R.  Beard,  aged  15.  have 
been  corrected,  and  this  week  he  will 
enter  the  special  school  maintained 
here  for  truants  and  backward  stu- 
dents. 

The  juvenile  court  was  largely  re- 
sponsible for  the  change  In  young 
Beards  condition.  For  three  years  he 
has  not  attended  school  because  of  In- 
corrigibility. When  he  was  taken  out 
he  had  only  reached  the  second  grade 
—the  class  for  8-year-old  boys.  Last 
March  he  was  brought  Into  court  by 
his  mother,  and  charged  with  being  in- 
corrigible. The  officers  of  the  court 
believed  that  a  physical  defect  was 
due  to  the  boy's  condition.  An  exami- 
nation by  Dr.  John  Kohlmer  bore  out 
their  theory. 

The  mother  and  sister  of  the  boy 
then  recalled  that  when  he  was  3  years 
old  he  fell  while  wading  in  a  stream 
and  struck  his  head  on  a  stone.  Dr. 
Kohlmer's  examination  showed  there 
was  a  concave  formation  of  the  skull, 
where  It  should  have  been  convex. 

An  operation  was  performed  the  first 
week  in  July.  Three  pieces  of  the  skull 
were  removed,  and  on  the  under  side 
the  .surgeon  found  a  thick  growth 
which  has  been  pressing  heavily 
against  the  brain.  Fourteen  days  later 
the  bo>'  was  permitted  to  leave  the 
ho.spital,  and  a  wonderful  change  in 
him  was  evident. 

He  was  no  longer  surly  and  unman- 
agable,  but  ready  to  obey  the  wishes 
of  his  mother.  .She  could  hardly  under- 
stand what  was  responsible  for  the 
complete  transformation,  for  the  boy 
Is  now  as  bright  and  happy  as  other 
children.

Ontonagon. — After  considerable  delay 
in  securing  material  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul  railroad  company 
has  commenced  work  on  the  construct- 
ion of  its  proposed  bridge  across  the 
Ontonagon  river.

UNMATURED  WHEAT 

May  Be  Imported  at  Ten  Cents 
Per  Bushel. 

New  York,  Sept.  IG.— A  customs  decision 
of  considerable  importance  to  wheat  grow- 
ing and  cattle  raising  interests  of  the 
West  and  Northwest  has  been  made  by 
the  board  of  general  appr:users.  It  sus- 
tains a  protest  made  by  a  Minneapolis 
dealer  against  the  classification  for  duty 
as  "wheat"  at  25  cents  a  bushel  of  an 
article  described  in  the  invoice' as  "wheat 
scieenings"  and  returned  by  the  deputy 
collector  at  MIneapolis  us  "feed  wheat." 
In  reaJlty  It  was  stated  to  be  wheat  from 
Canada,  which,  because  of  early  frosts, 
had  not  matured.  -  The  appraisers  declared 
that  the  ordinary  commercial  meaning 
must  be  applied  Interpreting  the  tariff 
law;  that  the  grain  under  consideration  is 
not  fit  to  be  made  into  tloUr  or  for  human 
food,  and  It  is  incapable  of  germination, 
and  Its  only  use  is  as'fo.-d  for  cattle  and 
fowl.  The  claim  that  it  is  dutiable  at 
onlv  10  per  cent  as  an  unenumerated  un- 
manufactured article  was  sustained.

"During  the  eight  years  1  have  been 
there  I  have  made  seven  tours  ar*  und 
the  continent,  traveling  by  steamsiiip, 
boat,  railroad,  canoe,  muleback  and 
hanimotk.  The  chief  centers  of  miss- 
ionary work  are:  <^)n  the  west  coast, 
the  Maderia  Islands,  the  republic  of 
Liberia  and  Angola,  and  on  the  East 
coast,  Portuguese  East  Africa  and 
Rhodesia,  mainly  among  PoriugU'i&e, 
English  speaking  white  people  and  na- 
tive blacks.  We  have  printing  presses, 
industrial  schools,  hospltftls,  literary 
schools  and  churches,  and  carry  on 
all  forms  of  evangelical  and  mission- 
ary  work. 

"There   are  about   200  missir>nary  or- 
ganizations o^  different  kinds  operating 
in  Africa  and  they  represent  the  prin- 
cipal churches  of  America  and  Bum-,-".

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Sept.  16.— William 
Ernst,  Sr.,  famous  for  the  toothsome 
steaks  he  served,  and  probably  the  last 
suivlvor  of  Emperor  Maxmillian's  per- 
sonal household  staff,  died  at  his  home, 
411  South  Presa  street,  last  week  after 
an  illne.ss  of  two  months. 

He  was  74  years  of  age  and  had  lived 
here  nearly  fifty  years.  He  submit- 
ted to  an  operation  upon  one  of  his 
toes  on  July  4  and  blood  poisoning  en- 
sued, causing  death. 

William  Ei-nst  was  born  Oct.  11,  1S30, 
in  Halls  a  d'  Saalle,  Prussia,  and  came 
to    San    Antonio    in    1S56,    and    he    had 
I  lived  hei'e  continuously  since  that  time 
!  with  the  exception  of  two  years  spent 
i  in  Mexico  during  the  war  of  the  Fixiich 
intervention,   when   Maxmillian   discov- 
ered his  culinary  talents  and  attached 
him   to    the    imperial    household. 

His  trade  in  Prus.sia  had  been  tjjat 
of  making  knives,  but  wlieii  he  arrived 
in  San  Antonio  he  evolved  into  a  danc- 
ing master  and  was  one  of  the  lirst 
dancing  masters  of  the  Casino  asso- 
!  elation. 

I  it  was  on  his  long  trips  to  Freder- 
I  icksburg  through  the  Indian  country 
las  cari-ier  of  the  United  States  mail 
that  he  began  to  achieve  fame  as  a 
'cook,  and  became  in  great  demand  with 
i  tlie  wagon  trains  that  went  over  th,e 
I  trail. 

!  At  Castro ville  during  the  civil  war 
'  he  joined  a  wagon  train  owned  by 
;  Capt.  Norton  and  went  with  it  to 
I  Eagle  Pass  and  thence  to  Monterey. 

In    Monteivy    he    took    charge    of   the 
kitchen   of  a   hotel,    and  on   the   occas- 
ion  of   a    supper   given    to    Maxmillian 
]  was    called    upon    to    pi-ovide    the    ser- 
I  vice.      He  captivated  the  emperoi-  with 
'his  meats,   and   the   unhappy   Maxmill- 
ian,   fearing   treachery   on    the   part    of 
his  French  cook,   supplanted  him   with 
Einst. 

After  the  execution  of  the  emperor 
of  Mexico,  Ernst  came  back  to  San 
Antonio  and  opened  a  restaurant  on 
Alamo  plaza.  This  stand  in  those 
days  was  a  formidable  competitor  to 
the  old  Menger  hotel,  and  it  is  .said 
that  when  the  dinner  bell  would  ring 
at  the  hotel  the  army  officers  and  all 
other  per.sons  owning  an  appetite  Illed 
into  Ei-nst's  place. 

The  restaurnnt  was  moved  into  an 
old  building  on  the  site  opposite  the 
Duerler  manufactory,  where  it  remain- 
ed for  23  years. 

In  18'J0  Ernst  opened  a  boarding 
house  on  Presa  street  and  after  a 
short  time  he  reaped  abundant  fruits 
of  his  consummate  culinary  skill.  Two 
years  ago  he  moved  to  124  Main  plalza, 
where  he  continued  up  to  the  time  of 
his  death. 

Ernst  was  a  true  artist  and  he 
bought  his  meat  with  an  artistic  con- 
science. He  purchased  only  a  cer- 
tain kind;  for  he  knew  that  on  each 
steer  there  Is  but  a  limited  number 
of  steaks  that  are  really  worth  while. 
When  this  meat  was  exhausted  he 
closed  up  his  shop  and  nothing  could 
Induce  him  to  handle  an  Inferior  piece 
of  meat.  He  would  turn  bis  best 
customer  away  first.  His  patrons  ap- 
preciated the  fact  that  the  old  man  was 
not  cooking  for  mere  money,  and  were 
constantly  afraid  that  some  day  he 
would  tind  the  ideal  steak  out  of  a 
beef  that  had  been  on  the  ideal  grass 
for  just  the  proper  length  of  time, 
and  that  having  cooked  this  steak,  he 
would  sit  before  It  and  contemplate 
his  work  and  shut  up  his  restaurant 
for  good. 

The    old    man    served    two    kinds    of 
I  steaks,    siidoin    and    "(^pie    Itead,"    also 
'roast  beef.      Along  with  the  meat  the 
i  customer    was   served    with    boiled    po- 
I  tatoes,    frijoles   and    a   cup    of   coffee. 
I     The    secret    of   cooking   a    steak    was 
something    he     shared     only     with     his 
'wife,    who    was    his    confidential    h.lp. 
I  but   when  he   felt   sick   in   his   last   ill- 
ness ho  closed  the  restaurant,  not  even 
trusting  it   to  her. 

His  rare  peculiarities  and  his  ability 
to  please  the  palate  did  much  to  lend 
attractiveness  to  the  city.  The  place 
I  w"as  at  once  sought  out  by  tourists, 
who  held  that  a  trip  to  San  Antonio 
was  vain  without  a  meal  at  ErnstV. 
A  steak  subjected  to  his  process  re- 
tained all  Its  juices  and  its  t.^ste  was 
beyond    the   imagination   to   conceive. 

Ernst  was  a  model  of  the  independ- 
ent citizen.  At  all  times  he  stood  up 
for  his  rights,  and  at  times  when  the 
general  public  did  thing.s  not  to  his 
fancy  and  especially  his  customers, 
without  ceremony  and  in  a  brusqu? 
wiy  he  proceeded  to  give  them  his  ojdii- 
ion.  The  following  little  Incidents, 
still  green  in  the  memory  of  his  st.  ady 
customers,  serve  to  illustrate  his  inde- 
pendent spirit.  , 

A.  R.  Crilzer  strolled  into  the  quaint 
restaurant  and  gave  an  order  for  b.dled 
quail  on  to^st,  eggs  and  .several 
things  to  Mr.  Ernst's  daughter, 
conveved  the  order  to  her  father  who 
was  deep  in  the  mysteries  of  the  kit- 
chen. 

He    came    waddling    forth    from    the 
kitchen  with  a  large  and  generous 
cher  knife  in  his  hand,

IS^ENDED 

By  Two   Harbors   Man 
From  Attack  By  Arch- 
bishop Messmer. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

In   your   issue   of  the   Itth   last,   appears 
an     article    dated     at     Sheboygan.     Wis.,

I   l>elicve   that,   in   justice   to   our- 
selves,    they    ought    to    be    answered    by 
someone,    lest    the   general   public,    seeing 
no    defense    miide.    he    led    to    believe    we 
have  none  to  make;  and.  no  one  ^Ise  ap- 
pearing to  do  so,  I  will  make  the  first  at- 
tempt,    hoping    some     abler     writer     will 
step  into  t\e  breach  I  have  opened. 
I      Nearly    every    ;.:liit<.-ti»e«t    the    arhcblshop

by  the  redraint  of  law  and  customs,  the 
great  maturity  of  the  people  I  know  wouhl 
be  very  unwilling  to  break  their  present 
family  relations,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
would  register  a  very  strenuous  kick  were 
any  attempt  made  to  compel  them  to  do 
sn. 

He  also  makes  the  as.sertoin  that  there  Is 
an  Inner  circle  among  the  Socialists 
where  certain  things  are  taught  and  ad- 
mitted that  are  not  supposed  to  be  known 
to  the  common  herd.  This  inner  circle 
business  is  news  to  me  and  to  all  other 
Socialists  I  know.  We  hold  all  our  meet- 
ings in  public  and  invite  everycme  to 
attend:  we  not  only  invite,  but  urge  all 
w4io  will  do  so  to  investigate  our  phil- 
osophy, Ijelieving  that  no  intelligent  man 
with  a  love  of  justice  and  fairness  can 
fail  to  be  convinced  of  the  justness  of  our 
contentions,  especially  if  he  Is  a  working- 
man;  and  if  we  did  advocate  such  tilings 
as  the  arclibishop  is  trying  to  make  them 
believe  we  do,  how  long  would  it  take  any 
intelligent  man  to  find  it  otit,  and  having 
found  It  out,  how  many  would  counten- 
ance a  political  party  with  such  teach- 
ings? And  yet 'the  fact  remains  that  in 
spite  of  false  representations,  such  as 
are  being  made  by  Archbishop  Messmer 
and  others  of  his  ilk.  the  truth  is  making 
itself  known,  and  Socialism  is  having  an 
unpreci  ■lenttd  growth  all  over  the  world, 
for  you  will  please  note  that  it 
does  not  seek  to  benefit  the  Ameri- 
can nation  alone,  but  is  a  worldwide 
movement  for  the  uplifting  of  the  workers 
of  all  nations  from  the  slough  of  despond 
wherein  they  have  been  mired  so  long. 

After  reading  the  archbishops  speech 
the  first  thing  that  would  strike  a  well- 
posted  man  is  the  fact  that  he  had  t.vl- 
dently  gotten  things  slightly  mixed  and 
had  confused  the  Socialist  philosophy  with 
that  of  the  anarchist's,  which  is  exactly 
the  opposite;  for  it  is  a  fact  tliat  the  an- 
archists do  advocate  almost  identically 
the  ver>'^  things  tliat  the  reverend  gentle- 
man ac(>uses  us  of. 

To  sum  up:  Socialism  does  not  nor 
never  did  aim  to  interfere  with  any  man's 
religion;  it  haves  each  one  at  liberty  to 
choose  his  own  and  to  associate  himself 
with  others  of  the  same  belief  in  practic- 
ing its  teachings.  It  is  true  that  some  of 
us  are  unbelievers;  so  are  a  great  many 
Republi<;ins  and  Democrats,  yet  no  one 
ever  accused  either  of  tho.se  parties  of 
wisliing  to  abolish  religion. 

The  chief  aim  of  Socialism  is  to  give  to 
each  worker  the  full  value  of  all  he  pro- 
duces, instead  of,  as  at  present,  giving 
him  one-fifth,  wasting  another  third  in 
senseless  competition  and  giving  the  bal- 
ance to  parasitic  capitalists  who  produce 
nothing  and  add  not  a  cent  to  the  value 
of  the  various  articles  ijroduced.  To  allow 
each  man  and  woman  who  so  desires  it  to 
demand  work  as  a  right,  instead  of  as 
at  present  having  to  beg  it  as  a  favor.  In 
order  to  encompass  this  end.  it  would  be- 
come necessary  for  the  people  to  collec- 
tively own  and  operate  all  the  means  of 
production  and  distribution,  thus  doing 
away  with  all  profit,  rent  and  interest  and 
producing  for  use  instead  of  profit. 

What  changes  these  things  would  make 
in  tlie  morals  and  customs  of  tlie  iieople 
it  is  of  course  hardly  possible  to  say;  Vnit 
to  try  to  make  us  believe  that  an  improve- 
ment in  the  material  condition  of  the  peo- 
ple would  tend  to  demoralize  them  and 
make  thom  less  amenable  to  good  influ- 
ences is  putting  too  much  of  a  strain  upon 
our  credulity. 

And  now.  if  the  archbishop  or  anyone 
else  can  point  out  a  single  passage  in 
the  woi'ks  of  any  authority  on  Socialism 
or  a  sentence  in  the  Socialist  platform,  or 
the  speeches  of  any  of  the  noted  Socialists 
advocating  any  of  the  things  he  has  claim- 
ed we  advocate,  he  will  be  conferring  a 
boon  on  us  all;  but  I  am  satisfied  he  will 
fail  to  find  it.  unless  he  has  access  to 
works  unknown  to  Socialists,  or  is  him- 
st'lf  .a  member  of  that  inner  circle  of 
which  he  speaks  so  knowingly. 

In  concluding.  I  would  urge  the  worthy 
prelate  to  take  a  little  of  his  own  advice 
and  study  the  question  thorouglily.  and 
to  a.ssist  him  in  so  doing  would  suggest 
that  he  carefully  read  Mark's  "Capital." 
which  contains  In  full  the  philosophy 
upon  whif^h  Socialism  is  founded;  or  if 
he  has  not  the  time  to  go  so  deep,  he  could 
at  least  read  "Merrie  England,''  by  Robert 
Blatchford.  or  "Socialism  Made  Plain." 
by  Allen  B.  Benson,  either  of  which  will 
probably  Vie  furnished  him  by  the  first 
Socialist  he  meets,  free  of  charge.

EASY  FOR  PERMIT  HOLDERS 

Gross  Official  Neglect  Charged 
By  Public  Examiner. 

Gross  official  nesleot  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  state  school  fund  is  charced 
In  connection  with  timber  permits.  Une 
voluminous  schedule  recites  the  record 
of  161  permits  for  cutting  timber  from 
state  school  lands.  In  every  one  of  these 
cases  the  cruisers'  reports  show  <iu:',n- 
title.s  of  timber  cut  and  never  paid  for, 
and  the  greatest  loosene.«.'<  and  neglect. 
The  law  makes  the  holder  of  a  permit 
responsible  for  every  foot  of  timber, 
whether  he  cuts  It  or  not,  but  in  most 
of  these  cases  the  permli-liolders  were 
released  from  all  responsibility  without 
payment,  and  new  permits  issued  to  cut 
what  was  left  on  the  land.  Suoii  great 
discrepancies  are  shown  in  many  of  the 
cases  that  it  is  impo.ssible  to  calculate 
tlie  loss  to  the  stat<'  in  dollars.  The 
only  conclusion  pos.«ible  from  reading 
the  exhibits  is  that  vast  tracts  of  valu- 
able timber  were  allowed  to  be  cut.  and 
the  state  received  little  or  no  money  tor 
them. 

Tlie  second  schedule  is  a  table  of  fifty- 
nine  permits,  a  "sample  lot,"  which 
were  in  force  wlieji  Mr.  Dunn  became 
auditor.  Each  permit  covered  a  section  of 
timber.  These  pern>its  were  never  follow- 
ed up.  Not  a  cent  of  money  was  ever 
collected  from  them  or  for  the  timber  in 
the  tracts  named.  No  timber  has  ever 
been  sold  from  the#c  sections  since,  and 
there  is  no  record  of  any  effort  to  lind  out 
how  much  was  cut  from  ihem.  or  who  cut 
It.  It  is  liHidly  lik^-ly  that  the  timber  Is 
still  standing,  after  ten  .vears. 

Both  schedules  hbve  to  do  \^^ith  state 
land  on  which  permit.^  wtre  is.sued  by 
Mr.  Dunns  predece.^cr.  Auditor  Bier- 
maim.  However,  tliese  permits  were  in 
force  when  Mr.  Dunn  became  auditor, 
under  his  pledges^  of  reform,  and  it  is 
held  that  it  was  his  duty  to  sec  that  the 
state  received  money  for  tiie  timber.  The 
law  of  18;i5  gave  him  new  and  drji-stic  pow- 
ers. He  could  either  cancel  these  eon- 
tracts  or  enforce  them.  None  were  can- 
celed, and  few  seem  to  have  been  en- 
forced. They  were  allowtd  to  run,  much 
or  all  of  the  timber  disajipeared,  and  then 
Mr.  Dunn  Issued  other  iiermits  for  what 
was  left,  without  collecting  from  the  for- 
mer purcha.ser  for  the  limber  that  dissap- 
peared. 

Mr.  Johnson's  Introductory  statement, 
summing  uj»  Die  law  and  his  findings,  is 
given  below  In  full.  About  half  the  ex- 
hibits in  schedule  1  are  reproduced, 
enough  to  show  the  gcnoial  character  of 
the  record.  Those  omitud  involve  smaller 
amounts  of  timber,  but  .sliow  the  same 
loose  methods  and  the  same  losses  to  the 
state.  The  commonest  record  shows  an 
old  permit  on  which  nothing  was  paid. 
The  state  cruiser  goes  over  the  land  and 
reports  "old  cuttings,"  for  wiiich  tlie  per- 
mit holder  should  have  been  compelled  to 
pay.  Instead  a  new  permit  is  issued  and 
tlie  former  buyer  is  released  from  all 
responsibility  for  the  timber  that  has  dis- 
appeared. 

Ihe  })ulilic  examiner  suggests  that  there 
may  still  be  legal  recourse  for  the  state, 
and  that  it  is  worth  wiiilo  to  ascertain 
whether  all  liability,  "private  and  official," 
has  Iteen  wiped  out  by  the  statute  of  limi- 
tations. 

The  text  of  the  report,  which  Is 
labeled  Section  IV  In  the  series,  and 
was  filed  with  the  governor  Aug.  4,  is  as 
follows: 

TEXT  OF  THE  REPORT. 

In  further  response  to  the  Instructions 
of  the  legislature  In  adopting  the  report 
of  their  committee,  who  referred  the  var- 
ious subjects  to  this  department  ;md  rec- 
ommended that  "the  public  examiner  in- 
vestigate thoroughly  Into  these  accounts." 
I  beg  to  submit  herewith  the  facts  ascer- 
tained to  date. 

The  state  legislature,  in  1893,  created  the 
pine  land  Jnve.ctlgatlng  committee,  which, 
after  Investigation,  declared  that  manv 
of  the  existing  permits  to  cui  timber  from 
state  lands  were  Irregularly  Issued  and 
should  be  canceled,  and  they  recommended 
to  the  legislature  a  very  stringent  law. 
This  bill  was  passed,  and  on  Juno  1.  1895. 
it  became  a  law.  being  chapter  1^  of  the 
general  laws  of  1895,  which,  by  Its  terms, 
canceled  all  existing  timber  e.'stimates  and 
prohibited  the  extension  of  any  expiring 
permit  to  cut  state  timber  for  a  longer 
period  than  one  year,  and  then  only  bv  the 
consent  and  sIgnatTire  of  the  governor, 
state  treasurer  and  auditor,  all  indorsed 
thereon.

The  records 
show  that  many  express  provisions  of  law 
have  been  set  aside  and  legal  safeguards 
Ignored;  this  has  resulted"  in  losses  to 
wlilch  your  attention  was  called  by  de- 
partment reports  under  dates  of  March  16 
April  20  ana  May  30  last,  to  which  vour 
further  consideration  Is  herehv  Invited. 

On  Jan.  1.  1895.  some  hundred.'^  of  oi>en 
accounts  with  Individuals  and  firms  w! 
had  in  one  way  and  .another  bought  .. 
claimed  to  have  bought  timber  of  the 
state.  Many  of  these  contracts  the  legis- 
lature of  1&95.  by  the  adoption  of  the  re- 
port of  the  "pine  land  investifirutlng  com- 
mittee." declared  to  have  been  i«8ued 
fraudulently,  and  the  records  do  not 
sliow  the  existence  of  the  conditions  re- 
quired by  law  to  m.ake  their  Issuance- 
legal.  The  estimates  upon  which  these 
so-called  permits  were  issued  were  made 
the  .same  way  as  were  the  estlmats  so 
clearly  proven  before  the  committee  to 
be  fraudulent,  and  which  the  new  law. 
recommended  by  the  committie  and 
pa.s.<<ed  by  the  legislature  of  1x95.  declared 
should  not  be  used  any  further.  Tlie  rec- 
ords do  not  show  that  .any  of  these 
fraudulent  permits  were  cancelled,  or 
that  any  diligence  was  exercised  to  en- 
force the  few  beneficial  conditions  they 
contained,  or  to  protect  the  state's  in- 
terest  In   any   way.

The 
I  records    show   the   estimates    upon    which 
I  the  permits  were  based  to  have  been  verv 
i  unreli.able.    often    estimating    but    a    few 
hundred   thousand   feet   of  logs  on   a  see- 
tion.   when.   In   fact,   there  were  as  many 
millions.        This    makes    it    Impossible    to 
estimate  the  loss  that  the  state  has  sus- 
tained In  the  hundreds  of  cases  simi'ar  to 
the  161.  the  details  of  which  are  set  forth 
In  schedules  "1"  and  "2."  herto  attached. 
These    cases,    like    a    great    m.any   others, 
were  open   accounts  Jan.   1.  1805,   and   al- 
lowed to  run  indefinitely,  without  cancel- 
lation   or    apparent    effort    to    enforce    or 
protect    the    state's    rights.

do  the  records  show  any  effort  to  collect 
for  it,  or  to  ascertain  the  idnetlty  of  or 
to  punish  thoSe  who  may  liave  taken  it 
illegally    or    with    fraudulent    intent. 

This  report  deals  only  with  a  sample  lot 
of  such  cases  as  were  open  contracts  on 
Jan.  1.  lMt5.  and  only  sw'h  cases  as  were 
safely  within  tlie  statute  of  limitation  and 
which  show  dir.-ct  money  loss  to  tlie  stale, 
and  with  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  (161) 
cases  most  of  which  were  contracts  with 
persons  who  were  and  still  are  x'erfectly 
responsible.  They  contracted  to  pay  the 
state  for  all  timber  that  stood  on  the 
land  at,  the  time  the  permit  was  issued. 
The  l.iw  calls  for  annual  settlements  with 
pcmit-hokhrs,  and.  at  the  end  of  the  life 
cf  *the  permit,  for  full  payment  of  all 
timber  that  was  on  the  land  when  the  per- 
mit was  issued,  no  matter  whether  it  had 
been  taken  off  by  the  purchaser  or  not. 
All  timber  left  on  the  ground  when  the 
permit  expired,  although  to  be  paid  for 
by  the  purchaser,  is  nevertheless  the  prop- 
erty of  the  state.  The  records  do  not  show 
tha"t  anv  attemot  has  ever  been  made  to 
enforce  "this  law.  which  w^as  enacted  for 
the  purpose  of  compelling  the  purcliaser 
lo  cut  the  timber  clean,  to  be  careful  not 
to  waste  it.  and  to  take  the  poor  as  well 
as  the  good.  If  any  was  allowed  to  be 
left,  it  would  always  be  the  poorest.  The 
law  has  always  required  that  permit-hold- 
ers should  give  good  and  sufficient  bonds, 
guaranteeing  that  they  would  fully  comply 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  provi- 
sions of  law;  yet,  in  all  of  the  hundred 
of  contract  violations  shown  by  the  rec- 
ords not  one  ca.se  is  shown  whore  any 
legal  steps  have  been  taken  to  enforce  the 
terms  of  the  contracts  upon  either  Drin- 
cloai   or  bondsmt-n. 

Schedule  No.  1  will  .show  you  how  the 
loss  to  the  state  is  proven  in  a  sample  lot 
of  one  hunderd  and  two  (102)  cases,  each 
case  covering  a  section. 

Sche'dule  No.  2  sliows  a  sample  lot  of 
permits  issued  to  cut  pine  timber,  all 
clearly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state 
audiior,  after  18M.  on  which  the  stumpago 
record  shows  no  report  of  timber  cut  or 
money  paid.  Neither  has  there  been  any 
timber  sold  from  these  sections  since,  nor 
do  the  records  show  that  any  effort  has 
ever  been  made  to  find  out  how  much  tim- 
hcT  has  been  cut  from  these  fifty-nine 
sectlorw. 

If  ilie  cruisers'  estimates  were  as  much

;  giving  an  estimated  amo  int  of  1.70.?,tO) 
feet  sold  for  $2.10  per  M.  There  is  report- 
ed under  this  permit  and  paid  for  1.3iiS,>-20 
feet  in  April.  189S.  Cruiser  McKenzie. 
however,  on  Sept.  23,  If 02.  reported  that 
there  were  "new  cuttings."  and  that  he 
estimated  the  amount  of  timber  still 
standing  on  this  section  at  4.0(0.000  feet.

Permit  No.  5(i3,  issued  to  D.  Tozer.  Nov. 
7,  1S9('.  The  record  shows  no  estimated 
number  of  feet,  but  gives  the  .sale  price 
at  $1  per  M.  On  Sept.  16,  1893,  another 
permit  was  issued  to  R.  St.  John,  being 
No,  908.  at  thp  same  price.  There  is  no 
record  showing  that  there  was  ever  any 
return  made  for  timl.'er  cut  under  either 
of  these  permits,  altliiiugh  in  June,  IW^.I. 
the  cruiser  reports  "that  the  section  had 
been  cut  and  there  were  quite  a.  few 
scattering  trees  left."  The  record  show-* 
no  effort  to  find  out  or  to  collect  anytiiinjf 
for  the  intere.'its  of  the  state.  It 
would  .appear  that  the  labor  and  expense 
of  issuing  these  permits  was  superduous. 

The  samples  given  above  are  taken  at 
random  from  the  102  cases  cited  by  Mr. 
Johnson,  There  are  others  that  show 
even  a  greater  loss  to  the  state,  but  their 
length    forbids   publication.

PROPOSED  CHARTER  CHANGES. 

During  the  next  three  weeks  the  charter  com- 
mission will  consider  several  proposed  changes  in 
the  city  charter.  One  of  the  most  important  of 
these  proposes  to  alter  the  manner  of  inaugurating 
local  improvements  so  that  the  city  council  could 
order  any  street  improvement  without  petition  of 
the  property  owners  along  the  street. 

This  change  is  asked  for  by  members  of  the 
council  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  it  is  not  desired  by 
the  propertj'  owners  and  neither  by  the  people. 
The  members  of  the  charter  commission  who  are 
serving  on  the  committee  are  all  understood  to  be 
opposed  to  it,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  it  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  as  desired  bj'  the  council. 

Any  improvement  really  necessary,  and  which 
the  property  owners  refuse  to  petition  for,  should 
by  rights  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund,  or  at 
least  in  part.  It  is  not  advisable  to  confiscate  prop- 
erty in  order  to  make  improvements.  Too  much 
of  that  has  been  done  in  the  past. 

The  next  matter  of  importance  is  the  proposal 
to  abolish  the  board  of  public  works  as  now  consti- 
tuted and  substitute  therefor  one  commissioner  of 
public  works  at  a  fair  salary,  or  have  the  city 
engineer  attend  to  the  duties  now  performed  by  the 
board.  Mayor  Cullum  favors  this  plan  and  the 
idea  is  ratified  and  endorsed  by  a  large  number  of 
representative  citizens. 

The  salaries  paid  to  the  members  of  the  board 
at  present  are  not  sufficient  to  induce  men  of  abil- 
ity and  large  experience  to  accept  the  office  unless 
they  can  devote  part  of  their  time  to  private  bus- 
iness matters.  The  result  is  unsatisfactory  both  to 
the  members  and  to  the  public.  It  is  believed  that 
one  well-paid  man  would  bring  better  results  than 
three  poorly-paid.  The  frequent  resignations  from 
the  board  make  a  convincing  argument  in  favor  of 
the  proposed  amendment. 

Another  change  desired  is  one  that  will  give 
the  general  public  less  power  in  appealing  to  the 
district  court  from  rulings  of  the  council  concern- 
ing contracts.  It  is  claimed  that  under  the  pres- 
ent system  of  appealing  by  petition  it  is  possible 
for  anybody  to  bring  appeals,  whether  there  is 
justice  in  the  case  or  not,  because  nearly  every- 
body will  sign  almost  any  kind  of  a  petition.  The 
councils  claims  that  this  hampers  its  work  and  is  li- 
able to  result  in  making  city  work  more  expensive. 
Perhaps  it  would  be  better  to  place  more  restric- 
tions around  this  right  of  appeal.

''Wealth  ia  not  evenly  divided  anior.g  all  the 
people,  and  never  will  be.  Sonic  work  steadily,  are 
saving  and  accumulate  we.ilth.  Others  are  lazy, 
and  never  save  anythiiig.  Ir  1S60  there  was  .$514 
for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  this  country. 
This  year,  1904,  there  os  $12^^  for  every  man,  wo- 
man and  child  in  this  country.  There  are  about 
80,000,000  people  in  this  country.  Some  are  very 
wealthy.  Some  are  very  poor.  But  in  no  country 
m  the  world  is  wealth  more  evenly  divided  than  in 
this  country,  and  in  no  other  country  in  the  world 
has  a  poor  man,  able  and  willing  to  work,  so  good 
an  opportunity  to  earn  good  wages  and  (o  become 
wealthy  by  economy  and  good  bn.'>iness  manage- 
ment. Wealth  is  not  confined  to  any  party.  There 
are  as  many  wealthy  Democrats  as  there  are  Re- 
publicans. The  frugal  and  industrious,  and  a 
good  business  manager,  is  almost  certain  to  ac- 
cumulate a  comfortable  fortune  in  any  part  of  the 
United  States." 

So  says  the  Mankato  Free  Press.  The  truth 
is  that  many  men  work  steadily  throughout  their 
lives,  are  frugal  and  industrious  and  fail  to  accumu- 
late anything.  The  great  majority  of  .Americans 
are  frugal  and  industrious,  and  yet  statiNtics  prove 
that  few  of  them  do  accumulate  comfortable  for- 
tunes. 

It  is  practically  impossible  for  the  common  la- 
borer, it  he  lives  as  a  human  being  should  live,  to 
accumulate  anything  from  his  wages.  Occasion- 
ally a  workingman  develops  business  ability  and 
makes  a  success.  But  the  great  bulk  of  mankind 
do  not  possess  this  ability.  Their  ability  to  do 
manual  toil  is  their  only  asset. 

While  wealth  may  be  more  evenly  distributed  in 
this  country  than  in  any  other,  the  fact  remains 
that  in  no  country  under  the  sun  does  a  greater 
proportion  of  the  fruits  of  production  go  to  the 
wealthy  few.  In  no  country  are  immense  fortunes 
piled  up  more  rapidly,  and  in  no  country  are  the 
natural  resources  being  more  rapidly  monopolized 
for  the  benefit  of  the  few. 

The  Republican  party  by  its  every  policy  en- 
courages and  promotes  this  very  thing.

A  TIMELY  QUESTION. 

While  paying  tribute  to  President  Roosevelt  for 
his  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  laboringmen,  at 
Buffalo  recently,  Grand  Master  Hannahan  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Firemen  was  nearly 
stumped  for  an  answer  when  a  member  of  the  or- 
der asked  him:  "What  has  the  president  done  for 
you?" 

All  the  reply  Hannahan  could  make  was:  "The 
president  has  proved  to  the  organized  workingmen 
of  this  country,  that  he  has  an  interest  in  their  wel- 
fare by  accepting  an  honorary  membership  in  an 
organization  of  men  whose  faces  are  begrimed  by 
smoke  and  dust  and  who  daily  and  hourly  face  the 
gravest  dangers." 

An  outburst  of  cheers  followed. 

It  is  certainly  wonderful  condescension  for  the 
president  of  the  United  States  to  become  an  hon- 
orary member  of  an  organization  whose  other 
members  have  faces  begrimed  by  smoke!  No 
wonder  there  were  great  cheers.  But  that  act  does 
not  put  any  money  in  their  pockets  nor  prevent 
them  from  facing  "the  gravest  dangers." 

The  answer  was  a  mighty  poor  one.  The  ques- 
tion was  timely.  What  President  Roosevelt  has 
actually  done  for  labor  is  shown  in  his  own  acts. 
His  settlement  of  the  coal  strike,  while  it  brought 
temporary  benefit  to  the  miners,  imposed  upon 
everj'  other  laboringman  of  the  country  the  neces- 
sity of  paj-ing  from  50  cents  to  $r  per  ton  more  for 
all  the  coal  he  consumes.  That  is  the  way  that  Mr. 
Roosevelt  helped  Mr.  Hannahan  and  his  associates 
by  interfering  in  that  matter.  The  coal  operators 
and  the  railroads  could  have  asked  nothing  better. 

When  government  by  injunction  was  first  es- 
tablished as  a  principle  by  the  Republican  party 
and  the  courts,  Mr.  Roosevelt,  in  a  wcllremem- 
bered  magazine  article,  said:  "Men  who  object 
to  what  they  style  'government  by  injunction,'  arc, 
as  regards  the  essential  principles  of  government, 
in  hearty  sympathy  with  their  remote  skin-clad  an- 
cestors, who  lived  in  caves,  fought  one  another 
with  stone-headed  axes  and  ate  the  mammoth  and 
wooly  rhinoceros.  They  are  dangerous  whenever 
there  is  the  least  danger  of  their  making  the  prin- 
ciples of  this  ages-buried  past  living  factors  in  our 
present  life.  Thej-  are  not  in  sympathy  with  men 
of  good  minds  and  good  civic  morality." 

The  labor  union  of  w'hich  President  Roosevelt 
is  an  honorary  member  is  unanimously  opposed  to 
government  by  injunction  and  yet  the  president  i 
denounces  all  those  who  oppose  this  departure 
from  American  principles  as  cannibals,  barbarians 
and  anarchists,  and  this  violent  and  sweeping  stig- 
ma embraces  the  whole  organized  movement  of 
labor,  every  man,  woman  and  child  that  wears  the 
badge  of  union  labor  in  the  United  States.  That  is 
another  thing  that  President  Roosevelt  has  done 
for  Grand  Master  Hannahan  and  his  associates. 

The  policies  of  government  adopted  and  sus- 
tained by  President  Roosevelt  and  the  Republican 
party  have  made  it  necessary  for  nearli'  2,000,000 
children,  between  the  ages  of  10  and  16  years,  in 
this  country  to  toil  in  competition  with,  adults  for 
their  daily  bread  at  the  expense  of  their  mental, 
physical  and  moral  degradation.  That  is  another 
thing  that  President  Roosevelt  and  his  party  have 
done  for  the  laboringmen,  and  the  president  asserts 
that  if  the  party  is  returned  to  power  the  same  pol- 
icies will  be  pursued  in  the  future  that  have  result- 
ed in  this  infamous  child  slavery. 

The  appointment  of  Judge  Taft  to  a  cabinet  po- 
sition is  another  practical  evidence  of  the  presi- 
dent's high  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  toilers  of 
the  nation.  Judge  Taft  first  came  into  national  no- 
toriety when,  some  years  ago,  sitting  with  Judge 
Ricks,  who  was  later  tried  for  malfeasance,  he  is- 
sued the  celebrated  injunction  during  the  Toledo, 
Ann  Arbor  &  North  Michigan  railroad  strike  that 
paralyzed  the  Brotherhoods  of  Locomotive  En- 
gineers and  Firemen.  He  was  hauled  to  Toledo, 
the  headquarters  of  the  railroad,  in  a  special  car, 
pulled  by  a  special  engine,  on  special  time,  and 
after  hastily  consulting  the  railroad  magnates  and 
receiving  instruction.s,  he  issued  his  famous  in- 
junction. It  is  altogether  probable  that  Judge 
Taft  took  this  action  with  the  same  benevolent  in- 
tent that  he  has  manifested  in  his  dealings  with 
the  Filipinos. 

Another  cabinet  appointee  of  President  Roose- 
velt is  Paul  Morton,  an  implacable  enemy  of  union- 
ism, who  was  called  from  the  Democratic  party  to 
serve  in  the  cabinet  solely  because  he  was  a  repre- 
sentative of  railroad  and  corporate  interests. 

Still  further  evidence  of  the  president's  high  re- 
gard for  the  men  who  toil  with  begrimed  faces 
was  shown  in  his  virtual  ipproval  of  the  illegal  and 
unconstitutional  acts  of  Governor  Peabody  and 
Gen.  Bell,  of  Colorado,  and  in  his  refu.lal  to  use  the 
forces  of  the  United  States  to  protect  the  tniners  in 
their  constitutional  rights  when  appealed  to  not 
only  by  the  miners  themselves,  but  by  practically 
all  the  decent,  honorable  and  self-respecting  news- 
papers of  the  United  States.

THE  MAINE  ELECTION. 

Republican  organs  which  gleefully  pointed  to 
the  election  returns  from  Vermont  as  indicating 
the  success  of  their  party  in  November,  find  no  sig- 
nificance in  the  Maine  election,,  where  there  was 
a  net  Democratic  gain  of  6254;  over  the  vote  of 
four  years  ago  and  a  total  gain  In  the  Democratic 
vote  of  11,244.  This,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
Democratic  organization  is  torn  and  weakened  by 
dissensions,  while  the  Republicans,  with  a  care- 
fully organized  and  compact  machi:.e,  made  special 
efforts  to  get  out  a  full  vote. 

The  Republican  plurality  for  governor  this  year 
amounted  to  27,130,  as  compared  with  34,132  in 
1900.  The  gain  in  the  total  Republican  vote  over 
1900  was  4990,  while  the  Democratic  gain  was  11,- 
344.  This  indicates  at  least  that  the  Democrats  of 
Maine  are  not  disposed  to  give  up  the  fight  and 
that  the  nomination  of  Parker  and  Davis  has  filled 
them  with  renewed  hope  of  Democratic  success 
in   the  nation. 

The  result  in  Maine  more  than  offsets  any  ad- 
vantage that  the  Republicans  think  they  have 
gained  from  the  result  in  Vermont.  It  should  also 
inspire  the  Democratic  national  committee  w=th  re- 
newed confidence  and  a  determination  to  do  some 
effective  work  in  the  doubtful  states.

That  in  the  recently  fought  battles  at  Liao 
Yang,  it  is  estimated  that  30,000  of  the  approxi- 
mately 400,000  troops  involved  were  killed,  or 
nearly  lo  per  cent  of  the  forces  actually  engaged. 
This  percentage  completely  overshadows  the 
losses  at  Austerlitz,  Waterloo,  Liepzig,  Antictam 
and  Gettysburg,  probably  the  greatest  percentage 
of  loss  in  inodern  warfare.  Some  would  have  us 
believe  it  the  worst  battle  in  history,  but  it  is  re- 
corded that  at  the  battle  of  Platea,  the  Persians, 
under  Mardonius,  last  260,000  out  of  an  army  of 
300,000.  In  the  battle  of  Silarius  (70  B.  C),  700,000 
men  were  engaged  and  the  insurgents  alone,  under 
Spartacus,  lost  260,000,  while  the  Roman  losses  are 
not  recorded;  at  the  battle  of  Issus,  Alexander, 
with  38,000  men,  inflicted  a  loss  of  110,000  upon 
Darius  who  had  brought  550,000  into  the  conflict. 
It  is  also  recorded  that  at  different  times  Caesar 
confronted  enemies  aggregating  3,000,000  in  num- 
ber, of  whom  he  killed  1,000,000  and  took  another 
1,000,000  prisoners.

ser  Lena  at  San  Francisco  have  not 
yet  been  completed.  They  recjuest  of

THE  ANSWER 
OF  RUSSIA 

To  American  and  British 

Notes  on  Contraband 

Is  Made. 

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  17. — Russia  has 
given  her  answer  to  the  American  and 
British  notes  on  the  matter  of  contra- 
band of  war.  Her  answer  was  com- 
municated to  Ambassador  Hardinge 
yesterdaj'  afternoon  verbally  by  For- 
eign Minister  Lumsdorff.  and  bears  out 
the  predictions  on  the  subject  of  the 
Associated  Press.  The  ambaas*ador 
was  informed  in  effect  that,  according 
lo  the  decllson  of  the  cotnmlssion  which 
has  investigated  the  matter,  the  gov- 
erninent  has  agreed  to  view  as  of  a 
conditionally  contraband  character 
foodstuffs  and  fuel,  and  that  supple- 
mentary instructions  had  been  issued 
to  '.he  Rus.sian  naval  commanders  and 
prize  courts,  calling  their  attention  to 
the  misinterpretation  which  had  been 
placed  upon  the  prize  regulations. 
These  instructions  Sir  CliJirles  Hard- 
inge was  informed  made  a  clear  dis- 
tinction of  articles  enumerated  In  ar- 
ticle 6  in  the  Russian  prize  regulations 
which  are  susceptible  to  dual  u.se,  like 
fuel  and  foodstuff."?,  the  assumption  be- 
ing that  If  they  are  addressed  to  prl- 
vaie  p<»rsons  or  tlrms  In  an  enemy's 
port,  they  are  not  intended  for  warlike 
uses,  but  their  innocent  character  may 
be  subject  to  suspicion  If  the  ship's 
papers  and  the  circumstances  are  ir- 
regular. In  effect,  the  new  Instructions 
will  place  the  burden  of  proof  that  the 
cargo  was  designed  for  belligerent  pur- 
poses upon  the  cjiptor.

IN  COPPER 
CIELES 

Season  Has  Been  Pros- 
perous With  Lake  Pro- 
ducing Mines. 

Mucli  New  Worl(   Done 

and  Is  Stili  Under 

Way. 


Houghton,  Mich.,  Sept.  17.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— The  near  approach  ot 
winter  in  the  far  northern  climate  of 
Lake  Superior  is  heralded  by  occas- 
ional frosts  and  a  decided  crispness  in 
the  air.  The  season  has  been  a  pros- 
perous one  with  the  producing  mines, 
£.s  a  rule,  and  much  new  wurk  haa 
been  done  and  is  still  under  way.  The 
istvere  winter  weather  does  not  entirely 
I^ieclude  surface  labor  at  a  new  mine 
but  does  render  the  work  difficult, 
slow  and  very  costly.  The  deveioped 
mines  cut  down  surface  forces  duruig 
the  winter,  doing  only  such  work  as 
is  absolutely  necessary.  In  the  cas-d 
of  a  new  mine  without  permanent 
shaft-houses,  shaft  sinking  is  render- 
ed difficult  by  water  and  snow  falling 
into  the  openings,  hence  the  new  .shatts 
are  being  equipped  with  temporary 
protection  against  the   winter  weather. 

The  Calumet  &  Hecla  has  done  much 
new  work  this  season.  The  remod- 
eling of  the  Second  sectloR  uf  the  Calu- 
met mill  is  more  advanced  than  \\a.-i 
the  first  section  one  year  ago.  At  the 
mine  a  little  rock  is  now  being  sup- 
plied from  the  southermost  amygdn- 
lold  shafts  on  the  (Jsceola  lode,  and 
two  shafts  are  sinking  on  the  Kear- 
sarge  lode,  both  f»howing  well  in  cop- 
per. Two  dianipnd  drills  are  aiso 
working,  west,  or  the  Tamarack,  in 
an  effort  to  locyite  the  somewhat  myth- 
ical •Tomahawk"  lode,  located,  found 
and  Immediately  thereafter  lost  by  E. 
J.  Hulbert,  the  discoverer  of  the  Calu- 
met conglomerate,. now  living  In  Rome. 
There  is  a  veiy  general  belief  locally 
in  the  existence  of  the  "Tomahawk," 
which  is  supposed  to  be  a  conglomeratic 
at   least   as   rich  as  the   Calumet   lode. 

At  the  Tamarack  much  solid  worK 
has  been  done  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  mine  Is  in  better  shape  than 
lor  some  years  past.  The  badly 
warped  No.  2  shaft  has  been  retimber- 
td  from  top  to  bottom  and  put  in 
excellent  working  condition.  A  num- 
ber of  the  former  heads  of  depart- 
ments at  the  Tamarack  were  let  out 
some  months  ago,  and  the  local  im- 
pression is  to  the  effect  that  the  bad 
condition  of  No.  2  shaft  had  some- 
thing Lo  do  with  the  changes.  At 
No.  5  shaft  ihe  lOO-driU  comiiressor 
is  a  great  boon,  and  the  second  double 
hoist  will  help  this  shaft  to  achieve 
an  enormous  rock  production.  The 
Tamarack  Is  not  as  rich  as  formerly, 
but  with  Its  new  equipment  is  now  in 
condition  to  mike  much  more  copper 
than  during  any  nf  the  past  several 
years,  during  whlci  there  has  been  a 
shrinkage  in  u-atput.  Considerable 
rock  is  mined  by  the  Tamarack  from 
the  Osceola  amgdalold,  which  outcrops 
730  feet  east  of  the  Calumet  conglom- 
erate, and  Is  tapped  by  the  vertical 
shafts  of  the  Tamarack  below  the  con- 
glomerate. The  stamping  of  consid- 
erable quantities  of  Osceola  rock  lowers 
the  average  percentage  of  Tamarack 
rock   crushed. 

At  the  Osceola  there  have  been  no 
important  new  installations,  except 
that  the  policy  of  growth  laid  out  sev- 
eral years  ago  has  been  adhered  to 
faithfully,  and  the  mines  and  mills 
are  now  keyed  up  to  a  production  which 
is  In  keeping  with  the  importance  of 
the  property.  The  Osceola's  1904  out- 
put will  be  much  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  mine,  and  will  be  se- 
cured at  a  large  profit.  The  flnancf:s 
of  the  company  are  getting  into  their 
former  excellent  stat^",  and  greatly  in- 
creased dividends  will  follow  in  1»05. 

The  Mohawk  has  the  advantage  of  its 
rebuilt  shafthouse  and  is  working  like 
clockwork.  Ldke  its  sister  mine,  the 
Wolverine,  the  Mohawk  is  not  Droduc- 
tive  of  news.  Matters  progress  so 
steadily  and  with  such  little  friction 
that  one  not  acquainted  with  the  mine 
might  imagine  there  wa.s  "nothing  do- 
ing." were  it  not  for  the  large  oufout 
being  secured.  The  Mohawk  should 
pay  its  first  dividend  at  the  end  of 
the  present  or  beginning  of  the  next 
year,  and  as  a  large  surplus  has  been 
accumulated  the  payment  of  regular 
semi-annual  dividi^nds  of  substantial 
size  may  he  ahticipated  with   safety. 

The  Wolverine  is  even  a  smaller  pro- 
ducer of  news  thafi  the  Mohawk.  That 
mine  and  mill  are  fully  equipped  for 
years  to  come,  and  the  property  Is 
grinding  out  dividends  with  automatic 
precision.  The  lnerca.«e  of  50  cents  in 
each  semi-annual  dividend,  noted  for 
the  piist  two  years,  raising  the  annual 
dividend  rate  from  $4  to  $s,  scarcely 
can  be  expected  to  continue  indefi- 
nitely, although  the  mine  is  still  earn- 
ing It.  little  more  than  it  is  paying.  Un- 
less there  should  be  an  unlooked  for 
advance  in  the  price  of  copper,  the 
present  dividend  rate  probably  will  be 
the  permanent  one. 

The  Phoenix  has  had  trouble  with  its 
sui.plv  of  wash  water  for  the  mill,  but 
a  series  of  settling  tanks  has  been  in- 
stalled, and  future  trouble  of  the  sort 
should  be  obviated.  The  mine  is  .secur- 
ing a  small  but  steady  production, 
much  of  the  copper  coming  In  mass 
and  barrel  work. 

The  Ahmeek  la  developing  as  rapidly 
as  Is  consistent  with  good  work.  The 
growth  of  a  mine  is  necessarily  slow 
at  first,  as  but  a  limited  number  of 
miners  can  work  in  the  bottom  of  a 
shaft,  and  drifts  can  be  opened  at 
every  hundred  feet  only.  As  depth  Is 
gained  the  available  points  of  attack 
are  greatly  Increased,  and  the  number 
of  feet  of  openings  gained  i>er  month 
augmented  accordingly.  About  twenty 
tons  of  refined  copper  monthly  is  made 
by  the  Ahmeek  from  rock  broken  In 
opening  work  alone,  and  no  sloping 
will  be  attempted  until  the  mine  Is 
opened  sufficiently  to  feed  at  least  one, 
and  probably  two  stamps. 

The  Allouez  is  nearlng  Its  goal,  and 
all  Indications  favor  the  opinion  that 
the  Kearsarge  lode  will  be  found  rich 
In  copper  where  cut  by  the  80-degree 
shaft  now  being  sunk.  The  shaft  will 
be  deflected  to  tiie  angle  of  the  lode 
when  the  amy>gdaloid  Is  reached,  this 
plan  obviating  the  necessity  for  the 
long  and  costly  crosscuts,  with  corre- 
spondingly long  trams,  which  are  In- 
separable from  a  mine  developed  by 
strictly  vertical  shafts  on  lodes  of  flat 
pitch,  as  at  the  Tamarack  and  the  Red 
Jacket  shaft  of  the  Calumet  &  Hecla. 

At  the  Franklin  Junior  the  new  shaft 
Is  proving  a  great  aid,  and  the  tonnage 
stamped  Is  largep  than  ever  before. 
The  old  Franklin  has  ceased  to  be  a 
factor  of  lmpK>rtajioe  in  the  company'^ 
production,  an*  while  a  little  rock  will 
be  mined  for  some  time  to  come,  the 
old  mine  is  pr!ietl<ially  out  of  business. 

At  the  Quincy,  No.  7  hoist  has  been 
remodeled  and  is  giving  better  work. 
No.   8,   the   Mesnard  shaft,   at  the  ex- 


treme northern  end  of  the  mine,  is 
acquiring  great  depth  and  will  soon  be 
connected  with  the  older  workings  of 
the  Quincy  and  Pewabic  mines  by  a 
drift  runtilng  completely  Under  the  low- 
est workings  of  the  old  Franklin.  The 
Quincy  is  about  holding  its  own  in  pro- 
duction, and  Is  earning  handsome 
piofits,  but  owing  to  the  decreeise  In 
the  average  copper  contents  of  the  rock 
mined,  cannot  be  expected  to  gain  in 
output. 

The  Isle  Royale  is  opening  a  shaft, 
on  section  11,  at  the  southern  end  of  its 
property,  that  is  a  wonder  in  the  show- 
ing of  copper.  Should  any  considerable 
amount  of  similar  ground  be  developed, 
as  is  probable  to  be  the  case,  the  Isle 
Royale  will  become  one  of  the  leading 
amygdaloid   mines  of  the  district. 

The  Superior  Copper  company  Is 
sinking  a  shaft  on  section  15,  on  what 
is  undoubtedly  the  northern  continua- 
tion of  the  Baltic  lode.  The  showing 
in  copper  Is  Improving  with  depth,  and 
is  decidedly  erii-ouraging. 

The  section  16  tract  of  the  Atlantic 
must  possess  the  southerly  continua- 
tions of  both  the  Isle  Royale  lode, 
opened  on  section  -11,  and  the  Baltic 
lode,  opened  on  section  15,  and  work 
with  a  view  to  opening  mines  thereon 
will  doubtless  be  undertaken  next  sea- 
son, if  not  sooner. 

The  Baltic,  Trlmountaln  and  Cham- 
pion mines  are  doing  well  and  making 
an  average  of  nearly  1,000,000  pounds  of 
copper  each,  per  month.  The  Cham- 
pion is  to  have  an  addition  to  its  mill, 
with  two  new  stamps,  and  the  general 
condition  of  the  Trimountain  has  been 
much  Improved  during  the  past  vear.

STORY  BY 
INDIAN 

That  May  Solve  the  Mys- 
tery of  the  Dahl 
Murder. 


Eeard  Olher  Indians  Plot- 
ting to  Kill  Man 
and  Girl. 


Bermidji.  Minn.,  .Sept.  17. — A  theory 
which  may  have  an  important  beating 
upon  the  famous  Dahl  murder  case 
has  been  recently  developed  and  those 
who  have  been  connected  with  the 
case  give  the  story  credence  and  think 
that  it  may  lead  to  finding  the  ret! 
perpetrators  of  the  crime,  and  that 
Fouinier  v.iil  be  dismissed. 

The  facts,  according  to  the  story 
given  out  by  them,  are  to  the  eftoct 
that  no  ^\hite  man  committed  the  crime 
of  murdering  N.  <>.  Dahl  and  daughter, 
Aagftt.  but  that  the  deed  was  perpe- 
trated by  Indians.  This,  perhaps,  is  a 
very  sensational  and  improbable  the- 
ory to  those  who  have  not  followed  the 
developments  in  the  case  closely,  but 
the  story  is  supported  by  a  statement 
recently  made  by  an  Indian  to  the 
effect  that  he  heard  his  fellow  braves 
discussing  the  killing  of  the  pair  be- 
fore the  de«-d  was  committed  and  that 
he  would  give  the  whole  story. 

The  Indian  says  that  during  the 
winter  a  number  of  his  brothers  were 
employed  at  the  mouth  of  the  Corm- 
ant  river  cutting  cordwood.  among 
them  being  some  of  the  very  worst 
of  the  tribe,  and  that  he  heard  them 
arranging  the  details.  According  to 
hi.«  stoiy  they  had  heard  that  Mr.  Dahl 
had  a  large  sum  of  money  hid  in  his 
cabin,  and  the  plan  was  to  kill  the  old 
man  and  his  daughter  and  make  way 
with  the  booty. 

Inimediately  after  the  killing,  it  Is 
claimed,  the  Indiiins  who  had  been  em- 
ployed in  the  cordwood  business  left 
the  vicinity  of  Quiring  and  went  lo 
Thief  Kiver  Falls,  where  a  part  of  the 
money  was  rrient  and  where  they  re- 
mained for  two  days  before  going  to 
the   reservation. 

It  Is  said  that  the  Indians  who,  it  is 
claimed,  had  a  hand  in  the  murder,  are 
the  same  that  made  way  with  George 
VV'etsel,  the  game  warden,  who  was 
killed  in  l.-^StS,  and  that  they  are  a  regu- 
larly organized  band  who  have  sp- nt 
the  best  part  of  their  lifetime  in  com- 
mitting robberies  and   other  crimes. 

The  new  theory,  if  proven  true,  will 
put  a  very  different  light  upon  the 
niy«tery,  and  providing  the  Indiifn 
nickes  good  his    word,     will    exonerate 


Fournier  from  ever  having  a  hand  or 
knowing  anything  about  the  crime. 
However,  It  is  claimed  by  the  author- 
itit^s  that  they  have  secured  enough 
evidence  against  Fournier  to  hold  him 
for  trial  at  the  coming  term  of  court.

Buyers 
I  of    dry    goods,    clothing   and    millinery, 
are  notably  active  in  placing  orders  and 
I  other    staple   lines   al.so    feel    the   effect 
[of     gradually      expanding      confidence. 
I  Even   if  the   official   crop   estimates   of 
I  September    1,    have    to    be    moderately 
'  reduced,    because   bad     weather     since 
that    date,    there   is   full    compensation 
to  growers  in  the  enhanced  prices  and 
the    strength    of    securities    indicates 
the  faith  of  the  financial  world.    Many 
mills  and   furnaces   have   resumed   be- 
cause of  the  new  orders  or  adjustment 
of  wage  scales,  and  prices  are  steadier 
in  most  cases  with  a  general  advance

in  footwear.  It  is  not  unusual  to  hear 
fall  trade  spoken  of  as  fully  equal  lo 
last  year's,  although  collections  are 
not  as  frequent  as  they  were  at  this 
time    in    1903. 

It  is  not  yet  po.ssible  to  report  any 
material  expansion  in  the  demand  f>r 
steel  products  as  a  result  of  new  crioe 
lists.  Disappointment  has  been  ex- 
pressed by  these  who  looked  for  un 
immediate  rush  of  orders,  yet  the  bu'ji- 
uess  is  undoubtedly  coming  forwe.rd 
.several  departments  preparing  for  ac- 
tivity in  a  manner  that  denotes  great 
confidence  in  the  future.  Several  large 
orders  for  foundry  and  forge  pig  iron 
have  been  placed,  while  other  con- 
tracts are  still  pending. 

Evidence  that  buyers  are  becoming 
apprehensive  regarding  the  scarcity 
of  cotton  goods,  tends  to  encourage  the 
feeling  that  the  mills  will  soon  be  call- 
ed upon  for  liberal  shipments.  Yei 
the  present  conditicn  of  tliis  industry 
is  no  stronger.  In  the  woolen  divis- 
ion there  was  decided  improvement  in 
dress  goods  and  fair  duplicate  orders 
were  received   in  other  lines. 

Footwear  manufacturers  are  still  re- 
ceiving supplementary  orders  for  late 
fall  shipments  and  plants  are  in  full 
operation  as  a  rule,  while  nroducers 
are  securing  slightly  higher  prices.  At 
the  easier  terms  there  has  appeared  a 
liberal  demand  for  Chicago  packer 
hides,  fully  loO.OOO  being  sold  during 
the  w^eek.  No  recovery  in  prices  is 
noted,  however,  and  foreign  dry  hides 
are  barely  steady.  leather  is  selling 
more  freely,  all  lines  showing  improve- 
ment except  glazed  kid,  of  which  the 
output   is  being  curtailed. 

Failures  this  week  amounted  to  222 
in  the  United  States  against  219  Iflst 
year  and  21  in  Canada,  compared  with 
19  a  year  ago. 


CRIPPLE  CREEK  DISTRICT. 

Producing:  Area  of  the  District 
Is  Extendinjg:. 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  Sept.  17 — The 
fact  that  the  producing  area  in  the 
Cripple  Creek  district  is  extending  will 
give  much  encouragement  to  prospect- 
ors and  lessees.  The  developments  on 
Rhyolite  and  Copper  Mountain,  on  the 
Fluorine  and  other  claims  on  the  North, 
and  the  gradual  extention  of  the  pro- 
ducing properties  south  from  Beacon 
Hill  is  an  indication  that  there  is  much 
territory  yet  to  be  develoi)ed  in  the 
district. 

It  was  learned  on  reliable  authointy 
today  that  the  Henry  Adney  property 
on  Beacon  Hill  has  been  sold  to  Lennox 
&  Giddings,  of  Colorado  Springs,  pres- 
ent owners  of  the  Gold  King  and 
.Strong  mines.  The  price  said  to  have 
heen  paid  is  slightly  over  $100,000.  .Sev- 
eral months  ago  the  Henry  Adney 
claim,  consisting  of  ahout  ten  acres 
on  the  most  productive  part  of  Beason 
Hill,  was  bonded  and  leased  to  M.  B. 
Burke,  of  this  city,  by  H.  S.  Gruetz- 
macher  and  Gecrge  Riddle,  with  a 
graded  l>ond  running  from  $30,000  to 
$60,000.  The  bond  and  lease  was  re- 
corded yesterday  with  the  county  clerk, 
and  Burke  in  turn  delivered  the  bond 
and  lease  to  L.  L.  Aitken.  of  Colorado 
Springs,  as  trustee.  While  Mr.  Burke 
denied  the  story  that  the  sale  had  taken 
place,  yet  it  was  confirmed  by  both  Sam 
McDonald,  manager  of  the  Lennox  and 
Giddings  properties  in  the  district,  and 
Frank  May,  superintendent  of  one  of 
the  properties.  Mr.  McDonald  stated 
that  he  had  orders  to  take  charge  of 
the  property,  and  he  immediately  did 
so.    placing    Thomas    Smith,    formerly 


of  the  Gold  King,  as  superintendent  of 
the  new  holdings.  The  bond  taken  up 
by  Mr.  Burke  on  the  property  was  for 

$45,000. 

The  Henry  Adney  is  one  of  the  latest 
producers  to  be  opened  In  the  district. 
The  exteuision  of  a  rich  shoot  opened  in 
the  C.  K.  &  N.  and  Old  Gold  proper- 
ties traverses  the  Henry  Adney  prop- 
erty. AVhile  the  story  Is  prevalent  that 
a  sale  has  been  made,  yet  it  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  the  price  reported 
could  probably  be  taken  out  of  the 
ground  in  the  course  of  a  very  few 
months.  Mr.  Lennox,  one  of  the  re- 
ported purchasers,  was  one  of  the  early 
supporters  of  the  Cripple  Creek  dis- 
trict, and  in  a  inea.sure  is  responsible 
for  making  the  district  what  it  is.  It 
was  hi."  faith  and  money  that  de- 
veloped the  Gold  King  mine,  in  Poverty 
gulch,  the  hist  producer  opened  in  the 
camp. 

Lessee  Hamill  and  associates,  who 
arc  operating  under  lease  the  Theresa 
property  on  Bull  Hill,  from  surface  to 
a  depth  of  700  feet,  have  opened  up  an 
ore  shoot  on  the  bottom  level,  which, 
from  present  indications,  Is  likely  to 
extend  to  surface  and  prove  to  be  a 
big  shipping  proposition.  The  new  ore 
shoot  is  measuring  between  three  and 
four  feet  in  width  at  this  time,  and 
will  return  values  around  two  ounces 
to  the  ton.  without  close  sorting.

Mrs.  Aiving.  the  wife 
of  a  dissolute  husband,  sends  her  only 
son  Oswald  away  from  home  at  the  age 
of  seven  vears,  to  hide  his  father's  slna 
from  his  knowledge.  The  son  returns  at 
his  father's  death,  and  his  mother,  to 
her  Intense  horror,  learns  that  he  has 
inherited  a  weak  mlnii  as  the  result  of 
his  father's  dissipations.  He  falls  in 
love  with  his  nnothers  maid,  Regina, 
who  is  the  Illegitimate  child  of  his  father, 
and  his  own  half  sister.  The  horrified 
mother  reveals  the  true  condition  of  af- 
fairs to  the  young  people.  The  girl,  raised 
as   a   menial,    upon   discovering    that   she 


is  wcalthv  and  entitled  to  an  criual  posi- 
tion with  the  people  for  whom  she  has 
worked,  leaves  the  home  for  the  city 
bent  upon  tasting  some  of  the  'Joy  of 
life"  which  she  has  missed  in  her  ca- 
pacity  as   a   servant.

Had  the 
play  been  a  lilkle  less  depressing,  she 
would  have  been  -accorded  an  enthusi- 
astic  reception.

assigned  to  hiai.  His  interpretation  of 
tht.-  weak  minded  young  artist,  with  high 
ideals  and  the  i<^-«  Af  life  and  work,  but 
handicapped  by  tiw  terrible  inheritance 
from  his  fatheQ  wTis  very  true  to  life 
and    magnificon±Jy    portrayed.

THAT  PENSION   ORDER. 

As  is  frcquciiLly  done  by  thoae  who  are  in  the 
•wrong.  President  Roosevelt  seeks  to  justify  his  re- 
cent pension  order  by  showing  that  both  Presi- 
dents Cleveland  and  McKinley  took  similar  action 
when  they  were  in  office.  If  the  president's  pen- 
sion order  is  to  be  defended  at  all  it  should  be  de- 
fended on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  only  right, 
but  that  it  was  made  in  accordance  with  law  and 
the  constitution.  It  is  not  the  president's  business 
to  make  laws,  even  if  they  are  just  laws.  It  is  his 
duty  to  enforce  the  laws  as  he  finds  them.  If  he 
encroaches  upon  the  prerogatives  of  the  legislative 
body  he  does  w^ong,  no  matter  how  just  or  how 
beneftccnt  may  be  the  results. 

The  president  says  he  did  not  violate  the  law 
m  making  his  paiision  order.  The  Parker  Consti- 
tution club,  of  New  York,  composed  of  many  of 
the  ablest  men  in  the  legal  profession,  says,  after 
full  investigation,  that  he  did  violate  the  law  by 
that  order  and  offers  as  proof  its  Report  No.  i. 

This  report  does  not  deal  with,  or  in  any  way 
question,  the  wisdom  or  propriety  of  the  pension 
laws  of  the  United  States;  and  it  assumes  the  right 
and  duty  of  congress  to  enact  a  system  of  pen- 
sions. The  report  is  the  first  of  a  series  dwelling 
on  specific  -acts  of  President  Roosevelt  out  of 
which  has  grown  the  accusation  against  him  of  un- 
constitutional conduct.  The  general  inquiry  is  as 
to  the  propriety  of  his  conduct  when  measured  by 
the  constitutional   standard. 

After  quoting  the  pension  laws  regarding  Mex- 
ican war  veterans  and  civil  war  veterans,  the  report 
says:  "Regarding  the  Mexican  war,  congress  pre- 
scribed that  anyone  who  was  62  years  old  or  dis- 
abled, shouUl  receive  a  pension.  In  regard  to  the 
civil  war,  congress  prescribed  that  anyone  who 
was  so  permanently  disabled  as  to  render  him  un- 
able to  earn  support  by  the  performance  of  man- 
ual labor,  should  receive  a  pension;  but  no  pension 
was  granted  for  age. 

"Fourteen  years  after  the  civil  war  statute  was 
passed,  the  president's  pension  order  vvas  issued 
from  the  office  of  the  secretar}'  of  the  interior. 
The  period  that  had  then  elapsed  after  the  civil 
war  vvas  about  the  same  as  the  period  elapsed  after 
the  Mexican  war  when  congress  gave  a  pension  for 
age  to  survivors  of  that  war.  The  time  had  arrived 
for  congress  to  do  the  same  thing,  if  such  vvas  the 
will  of  congress,  for  survivors  of  the  civil  war.  No 
such  statute  vvas  enacted.  Nevertheless,  the  pres- 
ident by  an  executive  order,  deliberately  and  arbi- 
trarily substituted  the  terms  of  the  .Mexican  war 
act  for  the  terms  of  the  civil  war  act,  when  the  two 
were  diametrically  different  upon  the  statute  books 
of  the  United  State.*;." 

Discu^sing  President  Cleveland's  previous  or- 
der the  report  continues:  "This  order  prescribed 
75  years  of  age.  We  need  not  discuss  the  question 
whether  that  order  was  justifiable;  certainly  it  was

Pleads  Guilty  In  Hibbing 
Court  and  Gets  Max- 
imum Penalty. 


Accused  of  fastening  a  horse  with 
ropes  to  the  manger,  and  then  trying 
to  beat  its  brains  out  with  a  heavy 
ham.mer,  George  Corron,  a  teamster, 
living  in  Hibbing.  was  arraigned  before 
Judge  Brady,  of  that  city,  yesterday, 
by  Humane  Officer  Withrow. 

Mr.  Withrow  received  a  telephone 
message  from  Hibbing  yesterday  after- 
noon concerning  the  affair,  and  left  on 
the  afternoon  train.  He  investigated 
the  case  and  had  the  man  arraigned 
iji  court  on  the  charge  of  cruelty  to 
animals.  He  pleaded  guilty,  and  Judge- 
Brady  gave  him  the  extreme  penalty, 
a  line  of  $100  and  costs,  with  the  alter- 
native of  spending  ninety  days  in  the 
county  jail.  The  man  was  unable  to 
pay  the  tine  and  was  brought  to  the 
city  this  morning  by  Chief  Ring  of 
Hibbing  to  begin  his  sentence. 

The  horse  was  the  property  of  Joseph 
Carpenter,  by  whom  Corron  was  em- 
ployed. It  is  valued  at  $200  by  its 
owner.  The  animal  is  now  under  the 
care  of  a  veterinary  surgeon,  but  not 
much  hope  is  entertained  for  its  recov- 
ery. The  hammer  used  was  a  heavy 
carpenter's  hammer,  and  the  thick 
wocden  handle  was  broken  by  the 
blows  administered  by  the  prisoner. 
There  are  no  less  than  twenty-thre 
gashes  on  the  horse's  head,  in  addition 
to  a  number  of  bruises  about  the  neck, 
body  and  legs.  The  cause  of  the  brutal 
attack  is  unknown.  The  man  probably

TO  THE  VOTERS  OF  ST.  LOUIS  COUNTY: 

The  following  is  a  part  of  my  official  record  as  county  attorney 
of  St.  Louis  county  during  the  three  years  and  eight  months  that  I 
have  held  the  office. 

The  records  of  the  criminal  branch  of  the  office  for  the  above 
period  show  330  convictions  and  28  acquittals  in  the  district  court* 
or  approximately  12  convictions  to  one  acquittal.  The  penalty  in- 
flicted has  ranged  all  the  way  from  suspended  sentence  to  the  death 
penalty.  1S6  persons  were  sentenced  to  the  siate  prison  at  Still- 
water or  St  Cloud — three  of  them  for  life,  four  for  30  years  each, 
others  for  20,  15,  10  z.nd  a  smaller  number  of  years.  140  of  those 
convicted  were  sentenced  to  jail  or  fined.  The  fines  and  forfeitures 
imposed,  collected  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  amounted  to 
nearly  $20,000,  a  sum  more  than  twice  as  large  as  the  entire  salary 
paid  me  during  the  time  I  have  been  county  attorney,  and  much 
larger  than  the  whole  amount  collected  from  the  same  source 
tl  -ough  the  prosecutions  of  former  county  attorneys  for  the  pre- 
ceding ten  years.  In  conducting  so  many  prosecutions  I  have  quite 
naturally  made  some  enemies  and  they  do  not  wish  me  to  continue 
in  office.  Some  of  them  have  been  frank  enough  to  say  that  such 
vigorous  prosecution  is  not  to  their  liking  and  that  they  desire  a 
change.  I  understand  the  duty  of  a  public  prosecutor  to  be  to  pros- 
ecute when  the  law  has  been  violated  and  the  evidence  is  obtain- 
able. I  have  simply  tried  to  do  my  duV  in  this  regard,  and  if 
renomin£.ted  and  re-elected,  I  shall  continue  to  try  to  do  my  duty,, 
no  matter  who  is  ciffected  thereby. 

The  office  has  also  a  business  side.  The  county  attorney  is  the 
legal  adviser  to  the  various  county  officers  as  they  conduct  the  af- 
fairs of  this  large  corporation,  whose  property  is  valued  on  the  tax 
rolls  at  over  $80,000,000,  a,nd  whose  annual  revenue  regularly  dis- 
tributed among  ail  the  subordinate  divisions  of  the  county  exceeds 
a  million  and  a  half  dollars.  When  elected  to  the  office  I  named  as 
my  assistant,  Mr.  Wilson  G.  Crosby,  to  take  general  charge  of  the 
civil  business.  Mr.  Crosby  has  had  fourteen  years  practice  at  the 
Duluth  bar  and  is  well  and  favorably  known  throughout  the  state. 
His  connection  with  the  board  of  education  of  Duluth,  as  its  attor- 
ney, for  the  four  years  previous  to  his  appointment  had  given  him 
experience  in  the  conduct  of  public  business.  His  recent  appoint- 
ment a  second  time  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  st^te  as  examiner 
in  law  for  this  congressional  district  (a  purely  honorary  office)  in- 
dicates his  standing  with  our  highest  tribunal. 

Aside  from  the  frequent  advice  furnished  to  the  various  county 
officials  as  occasion  demanded,  the  following  are  a  few  of  the  mat- 
ters of  importance  tha.t  have  been  met  and  disposed  of: 

Six  matters  of  dispute  with  adjoining  counties  were  pre- 
sented to  the  state  auditor  involving  considerable  sums — one  of 
vyhich  was  taken  to  the  supreme  court.  All  these,  with  one  excep- 
tion, were  determined  in  accordance  with  the  contentions  of  this  of- 
fice. The  only  judgments  recovered  against  the  county  during  three 
and  one-half  years'  litigation  do  not  aggregate  $750.  There  is  not 
now  a  single  disputed  tax  case  pending,  and  the  custom  of  con- 
tinuing these  cases  from  term  to  term  involving  delay  and  loss  to 
the  county  has  been  stopped.  The  deposits  of  county  funds  have 
been  placed  upon  a  strictly  legal  basis  and  loose  oractices  in  this 
respect  have  ceased.  As  a  result  of  this  care  and  by  reason  of  the 
prompt  action  of  this  office  a  deposit  of  over  $9000  in  the  defunct 
Commercial  Bank  of  Duluth  was  made  good  by  the  surety  within 
thirty  days  after  the  bank  closed  its  dcors.  Never  before  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  county  was  such  a  thing  heard  of. 

In  the  matter  of  the  collection  of  taxes  this  office  has  done  its 
part.  Shortly  before  my  term  of  office  began,  an  attempt  was  made 
to  sell  to  a  speculator  over  $30,000  of  personal  property  ta.x  judg- 
ments. The  sale  was  set  aside  as  illegal.  After  my  election  I  caused 
over  two  hundred  executions  to  be  issued  upon  tiiese  old  tax  judg- 
ments which  my  predecessors  had  neglected,  with  the  result  that 
within  sixty  days  several  thousand  dollars  were  paid  and  twice  as 
much  realized  from  a  few  as  the  county  had  hoped  to  get  from  all. 
Recently  at  cur  personal  request  the  assessor  of  the  city  of  Duluth 
has  placed  upon  the  tax  rolls  $250,000  of  personal  property  which 
had  previously  escaped  taxation,  together  with  a  very  valuable  piece 
of  omitted  railroad  property,  the  taxes  upon  which  alone  for  the 
last  six  years  amounted  to  more  than  $10,000.  Other  valuable  rail- 
road property  has  during  the  past  been  forced  to  pay  as  the  result 
of  litigation  conducted  by  this  office,  more  than  $3000  in  excess  of 
its  last  assessment. 

Numerous  important  legal  problems  are  before  the  county  at 
the  present  time.  The  suit  involving  the  title  to  the  court  house  site 
has  been  tried  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  court  under  advise- 
ment, and  is  hkely  to  be  appealed  whatever  the  decision  may  b<» 
The  impending  dispute  with  Lake  county  over  territory  worth 
millions  of  dollars  (recently  assessed  for  taxation  at  our  request) 
will  soon  come  before  the  courts  for  determination.  A  courthouse 
is  to  be  built  at  perhaps  a  cost  of  half  a  million  dollars,  and  num- 
erous legal  questions  will  have  to  be  considered  in  that  connection. 

The  duties  of  my  office  have  prevented  me  from  seeing  you 
personally  concerning  mv  candidacy.  I  shall  be  continuously  occu- 
pied in  court  from  this  date  until  after  the  approaching  primary 
election  on  Sept.  20.  T  take  this  method,  therefore,  of  placing  be- 
fore you  a  general  outline  of  some  of  the  things  accomplished  by 
this  office,  and  if  my  record  meets  with  your  approval,  I  solicit  your 
vote  for  a  renomination  at  the  hands  of  the  Republican  party.

Gothtnburg.  Sweden,  Sept. 
to  The  Herald.)— If  you  are  in  Sweden 
and  have  a  Aveek  to  spare,  you  can 
hardly  do  nuith  better  than  spend  it  on 
a  bkycle  trip  from  Stockholm  to  Goth« 
enburg.  By  allowingr  yourself  a  w-eek, 
as  I  did,  you  need  not  rush  at  all,  bui 
■will  have  time  to  enjoy  the  country 
and  the  climate,  and  also  get  in  closer 
touch  with  the  people.  The  distance  is 
about  -90  miles  by  rail  in  a  southwest- 
erly direction,  across  the  peninsula.  I 
chose  a  picturesque  ruute  through 
Sodermanlan<l,  A.«!tergotland  and  Vest- 
ergotland,  jjartly  alongside  the  beauti- 
ful (Uitii  canal  and  across  the  Lake 
Vet  tern. 

In  Stockholm  I  rented  a  wheel  at  $2.70 
for  the  tlrst  week  and  half  as  much 
for  each  succeeding  week.  It  was  an 
American  nake,  us  are  nearly  all 
wheels  in  this  country,  with  coaster- 
brake  and  a  bicycle  bag  to  tit  the  dia- 
mond frame.  A  cravenette  strapped 
across  the  handle  completed  the  outfil, 
not  to  mention  Baedecker  and  a  road 
map  of  Sweden. 

Such  a  map  is  almost  necessary,  as 
it  gives  all  the  inns  along  the  way  and 
the  distance  between  them.  It  is  these 
inns  vhat  make  traveling  comfortable. 
For  <T  I  though  they  are  quite  unrpre- 
tending,  they  are  nearly  always  clean, 
and  furnisii  good,  palatable  food  in  re- 
freshing variety.  The  daily  expenses 
run  about  90  cents  to  $1.  whi<h  is.  of 
course,  much  cheaper  than  in  hotels. 

It  happened  to  be  a  fine  week  for 
cycling.  Hardly  a  drop  of  rain  the 
whole  way.  hut  fresh  high  winds  and 
sunshine.  But  the  winds  were  very 
conirary.  Not  once  did  I  have  a  fol- 
lowing breeze  to  help  me  along.  The 
b<»!^t  plan  Is  to  rest  during  the  middle 
of  the  day  and  make  up  for  it  in  the 
evening.  The  long  twilight  makes  it 
quite  possible  to  keep  on  as  late  as  11 
o'clock. 

The  tlrst  part  of  the  trip  lay  through 
Sodermanland.  justly  known  for  its 
smiling  landscape.  The  ever-winding 
road  up  hill  and  down  dale,  j.ast  castles 
and  cottages,  through  forests  and 
across  field«,  with  many  charming 
lakes,  is  a  treat  to  the  eye.  In  the 
southern  part  is  a  thickly  wooded  sec- 
tion with  the  forbiding  name  of  Skol- 
mordeii.  In  olden  times  it  was  a  rob- 
ber-infested frontier  between  two  prov- 
inces. 

The  first  larger  city  was  Norrkoping, 
and  I  never  5aw  a  place  so  well  policed. 
It  happened  this  way.  I  asked  one  of 
a  pair  standing  by  the  curbing  for  di- 
reitions.  and  received  the  usual  salute 
and  polite  answer.  But  the  other  fel- 
low looked  at  my  whe*:*!  and  said  I 
could  not  ride  in  Xorrkopi»g  on  it.  as 
it  had  a  Stockholm  license.  I  was  told 
to  buy  a  temporary  lit-ense.  This 
sem^ d  a  foolish  waste  c>f  time,  as  I  was 
to  remain  only  a  few  hours,  so  I  walked 
when    thcer   wa.s   a    blue-coat    in    sight.

(Special  I  cobble  stone  pavement.  If  the  coun- 
try roads  are  splendid  models,  the  city 
streets  are  unttt  for  man  or  beast. 

There  is,  however,  one  thing  in  this 
city  highly  appreciated,  or  I  should  say 
two.  They  have  a  north  and  a  south 
promenade,  extending  b>?yond  the  city 
In  both  directions,  consisting  of  four 
rows  of  fine  trees,  and  broad  enough  to 
be  a  park.  Tliis  Norrkoping  is  like 
most  other  citic-3  in  Swede;?,  noted  as 
a  health  resort.  It  has  a  well  arranged 
cold  water  cure  with  its  own 
park. 

I     Not  far  away  lies  Llnkoping,  with  a 
'splendid    stone    cathedral.      But    I    wao 
more  interested  in  a  church  consecrated 
to  St.  Lars,  or  rather,  in  its  three  large 
Gil   paintings.       These     were     executed 
'about  lOu  years  ago  by  Per  Horberg,  a 
peasant   artist.     This   man   received   no 
training   whatever     in     art,    Avas    self- 
taught,    and     yet     produced   canvasses 
such   as   to  surprise    the   visitor.      Per- 
haps the  soul      of      a      Raphael    dwelt 
within  him,  but  circumstances  kept  hiin 
frcni    developing    his    powers.      A    long 
narrow   band   across   the   gallery   front 
I  filled  with  a  throng  of  figures  seemed  to 
I  me  a  striking  piece  of  composition  and 
'quite   unique. 

To  the  northwest  lies  Gota  canal,  one 
'of    tiie    beauty    spots    of    the    country. 
This  I   followed  the  entire  length  from 
Lake  Woxen  to  Lake  Vettern.     At  one 
end  lies  the  old  cloister  church  of  Vreto. 
Here  are  buried  four  kings,  one  a  Dane. 
At   the  other   end   all   is    modern,    with 
,  the   large  factories  of   Motala,   employ- 
ling  1200  men.     The  motive  power  is  de- 
1  rived   from   the  waterfall.     This  is  one 
of  the  factories  open  to  visitors  without 
introduction.      Here   they   build   steam- 
boats,  railway  engines    and     I     hardly 
know    what    not.      By    the    way.    when 
tney   want   an   extra  good   railway   en- 
gine they  come  to  America   for  it. 

Before  crossing  Lake  Vettern  I  made 
a  short  trip  to  Vodsterna,  which  at 
one  time  had  an  abbey  for  monks  and 
nuns,  a  monastery  and  convent  in  one 
establishment.  The  spjendid  church, 
lately  restored,  separated  the  two 
wings.  Now  they  are  used  for  a  hos- 
pital and  an  asylum.  Saint  Bridget 
and  her  daughter.  Catherine,  also  a 
saint,  are  .so  surrounded  with  legen- 
dary story  it  is  impossible  to  tell  how 
much  is  true.  Their  skulls  are  still 
preserved  in  a  casket  in  the  church. 

The   castle  at   the  other   end   of     the 
town    is   also   one   of   the    sights,    as    it  ' 
certainly  is  one  of  the  most  Imposln;?.

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THE  CULTIVATION  OF 
TRAINED  FRUIT  TREES

By  writing  a  few  lines  on  the  culi- 
vation  and  treatment  of  trained  fruit 
trees,  It  is  not  my  intention  to  outline 
anything  new,  or  explain  anything  to 
amateurs  and  gardeners  which  they 
do  not  know,  but  it  is  my  aim  to  in- 
troduce trained  fruit  trees  to  lovers  of 
fruit    trees. 

Why  should  not  these  trees  be  plant- 
ed in  America  the  same  as  in  Europe? 
There  in  almost  every  garden  we  find 
trained  fruit  trees,  and  not  only  In 
gardens,  but  there  are  many  walls  and 
outbuildings  which  can  be  covered 
with  trees  and  delicious  home  grown 
fruit  be  the  result. 

While  quantities  of  fruit  are  grown 
in  America,  nevertheless,  It  frequently 
lacks  that  delicious  flavor  of  full  rip- 
ened, mature,  home-grown  fruit.  Most 
of  our  finest  fruit  is  grown  in  Califor- 
nia and  of  necessity  the  same  is  gath- 
ered before  full  maturity  on  account 
of  shipping,  consequently  the  flavor  Is 
not  as  perfect  as  could  be  expected; 
why  should  we  go  as  far  when  we  can 
have  it  in  our  own  garden  or  y.ird? 
One  reason  is  that  dwarf  trained  fruit 
trees  ai-e  rarely  offered  to  the  nubUc. 
and  private  gardens  are  planted  with- 
out them,  largely  because  they  and 
their  gcod  qualities  ^%  comparatively 
unknown  here. 

The  cultivation  of  trained  fruit  trees 
is  very  simple,  so  much  so  that  ladies 
can  even  attend  to  this.  Nothing  can 
be  more  releasing  to  a  lady  lhnn  to 
gather  fruit  for  her  table  picked 
her  ov.n  garden  and  grown  by 
self. 

The  advantages  of  trained  fruit  trees 
are  numerous:  They  bear  the  first 
year  handsome  fruit  which  will  ripen 
much  better  than  on  an  ordinary  tree, 
all  Insect  enemies  can  readily  be  re- 
moved from  them.  Strong  winds  will 
not  damage  the  trees  or  fruits;  the 
fruit  will  ripen  well  and  evenly  and 
be  better  flavored  because  the  branches 
are  close  to  the  ground  and  the  fruit 


from 
liei- 


has  full  benefit  of  sun  and  air.  Again, 
on  account  of  many  private  gardens 
being  of  small  area,  large  trees  can- 
not be  planted,  while,  the  trained  tree 
can  be  planted  near  walls,  fences  and 
buildings. 

The  general  opinion  that  trained  fruit 
tree  smust  be  cared  for  only  by  expert 
gardeners  is  fullacious.  Formerly  this 
idea  existed  in  Europe,  when  tiday  in 
England,  France  and  other  European 
countries,  nearly  every  garden  and 
often  those  of  few  square  feet  in  area 
are  now  planted  with  these  trees:  and  J 
may  add  there  are  several  vigorous  and 
successful  plantings  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  some  few  of  whicti 
are   in    St.    Louis   county,  Minnesota. 

Success  in  growing  these  trees  d«*< 
pends  largely  upon  the  soil  to  which, 
however,  very  little  attention  is  given 
as  a  general  rule.  But  they  do  not 
require  any  extravagant  or  expensive 
fertilization  or  cultivation;  the  sam« 
conditions  are  required  as  for  a  sue* 
cessful  growth  of  any  fruit  tree. 

Many  failures  in  small  gardens  are 
lergtly  due  to  careless  planting  in  soil 
filled  with  rubbish  on  which  very  little 
of  anything  would  grow;  therefore,  if 
you  anticipate  growing  fruit  tree."* 
on  walls,  fences  or  buildings,  fill  in 
sufl^cient  good  soil  to  begin  with. 

I  have  not  the  least  doubt  that  every 
one  that  make  a  faithful  altemnt  will 
be  more  than  satisfied  with  the  results; 
while  this  class  of  trees  are  initially 
somewhat  expensive,  nevertheless,  they 
will  fully  repay  the  outlay  and  I  can- 
not too  highly  recommend  the  planting 
of  them.  I  shall  be  pleased  to  give 
full  information  as  to  preparing  scil, 
planting,  pruning,  etc.,  to  ail  inquirers. 

That  you  can  rai.se  fruit  success- 
fullv  right  here  in  Duluth— and  in  your 
own  vard— with  little  expense  and  care 
is  entirely  possible,  and  if  you  do  uot 
do  so,  there  is  none  to  blame  but  your- 
self. Apples,  pears,  cherries,  plums, 
and.  in  favored  location.-",  peaches,  ap- 
ricots, and  enctarinses,  can  be  success- 
fully grown,  and  bear  matured  fruit 
riglit  here  in  St.   Louis  county.

Washington,  Sept.  17.— Will  peanuts  put 
you  to  sleep?  Many  people  are  now  using 
them  for  this  purpose,  eating  a  few  ju.st 
before  they  go  to  bed;  and  Bishop  Ly- 
man, of  Baltimore  and  the  Episcopal 
church,  is  tjuoted  as  saying  that  they  cur- 
ed him  of  chronic  Insomnia.  One  evening, 
on  his  way  home,  he  paused  at  a  vender's 
stand,  bought  five  cents'  worth  of  pea- 
nuts and  ate  them.  He  slept  that  night 
"like  a  top,"  and  emplo.vment  of  the  rem- 
edy on  subsequent  occasions  was  attended 
by  the  same  satisfactory  result. 

Certainly,  if  peanuts  are  a  soporific,  one 
great  advantage  they  possess  is  that  they 
are  harmless.  The  trouble  with  most  sleep 
pro«lucers  is  that  their  after  effects  are 
bad,  and  the  last  state  of  the  insomnia  vic- 
tim who  takes  them  Is  liable  to  be  worse 
than  the  first— a  remark  which  specially 
applit  s  to  tho.«e  seeking  relief  in  bromide> 
and  narcotics  derived  from  opium,  which 
create  dangenius  liabit"-.  Groundnuts  (as 
they  are  called  in  the  Soutlii  arc  an  emi- 
nently wlioUsome  article  of  food,  hey  are 
not  at  all  Indigestible,  though  commonly 
supposd  to  be  so.  and  government  experts 
have  asccrtaiiu'd  by  analysis  tliat  they 
contain  more  nutriment  per  pound  than 
beefsteak.

We  publish  to- 
day a  cut  of  a  typical  muskellunge,  and 
venture  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the 
difference  between  this  fish  and  the 
pickerel.  The  Northern  pickerel,  a 
half  brother  of  the  muskellunge,  is  an 
inhabitant  of  the  waters  of  the  great 
lakes  and  of  the  Mississippi.  He  fre- 
quently attains  to  a  weight  of  fifteen 
to  eighteen  pounds  and  liears  many  of 
the  minor  distinctive  markr.  of  bis  il- 
lustrious relative  the  muskellunge.  The 
specific  name  of  the  Northern  pickerel 
is  esox  lucicoides,   while  the  name     of

The  under  jaw  of  the  Northern 
pickerel  is  toothed  entirel.v  around, 
while  in  the  muskellunge  the  front  one- 
third  of  the  lov.er  javr  is  destitute  of 
teeth.  This  distinction  is  characteristic 
and  v.e  have  never,  after  an  experi- 
ence C'f  nearly  half  a  century,  known  it 
lo  fail.  If  Capt.  Lewis  will  take  the 
trouble  to  make  an  examination  f>f  the 
mouth  of  the  next  fish  he  takes  he  will 
have  no  further  difficulty  in  distin- 
guishing the  difference.

RUSSIAN  Bl'SINBSS  DISTRESS. 

It  was  upon  a  sick  world  that  th« 
.«h(»ck  of  th<e  war  fell,  with  its  train  of 
scandal  and  disaster,  says  the  London 
Chronicle.  At  a' stroke  some  of  the  most 
important  markets  and  sources  of  supply 
were  cut  off.  While  prices  were  generally 
rising,  the  drafting  away  of  reserves  still 
further  restricted  the  home  demand,  and 
it  was  no  compensation  that  a  few  con- 
tractors began  to  make  their  fortunes,  as 
contractors   will  in   war   tune. 

Hundreds  of  htou-^ands  of  women  and 
children  hav*-  lo  be  maintained,  largely 
at  the  cost  of  the  town  or  village.  Public 
works  have  been  stopped  all  over  the 
countrv  in  view  of  the  needs  of  the  war 
chest.  "  The  general  restriction  of  credit, 
which  is  so  essential  a  feature  of  Russian 
trade,  has  especially  affiected  the  smaller 
kinds  of  business,  and  there  have  already 
t)een    wholesale   failures. 

The  great  manufacturers,  like  Scheiiller 
and  Poznanski,  of  Lodz,  who  employ  lli.OvO 
and  10.00(»  men  respectively,  have  held  out 
fairly  well  so  far;  among  lesser  firms  .f 
all  kinds  ruin  is  the  order  of  the  day. 
and  in  the  great  industrial  towns  or 
Poland  and  the  central  and  southern 
provinces  relief  agencies  for  the  unem- 
ployed  are  struggling  hopelessly   against

At  the  meeting  of  the  State  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs  this  year  at  Fergus 
Falls,  the  greatest  attention  will  be  paid 
the  que.sticn  of  securing  a  separate 
training  school  for  girls.  During  the 
past  vear  the  subject  has  been  talked  of 
and  considered  by  the  leading  club  women 
all  over  the  state.  It  is  thought  by  those 
who  have  given  the  subject  the  greatest 
consideration  that  more  good  may  be  ac- 
complished and  more  real  reforms  achiev- 
ed if  the  training  schools  for  boys  and 
girls  are  entlrelv  separate.  In  a  thought- 
ful and  forceful  address  dealing  with  this 
subject,  delivered  at  the  normal  school 
hall  of  St.  Cloud,  in  March  of  this  year, 
Edwin  A.  Jaggard,  of  St.  Paul,  said  in 
part.  In  concluding: 

•'As  citizens  and  as  lovers  of  this,  the 
land  of  sky-tinted  waters,'  we  have 
taken  a  Ju§t  pride  In  our  state  institutions; 


portion  of  the  community  knows  of  a  cer- 
tain Western  city  because  of  the  'beer 
that  made  it  famous.'  The  feminine  por- 
tion of  our  community  is  developing  its 
researches  into  the  'separate  industrial 
schools  for  girls'    in  Milwaukee. 

"Last  October  the  ^Iinnesota  Fedemtion 
of  Women's  Clubs  inaugurated  a  move- 
ment to  remedy  this  serious  deficiency 
in  our  existing  system  of  penal  education. 
The.v  announce  a  plan  wiiich  contemplate.? 
a  school  for  girls  entirely  removed  from 
any  similar  insiitution  for  boys,  and  sup- 
plied with  l)utiding's,  grounds  .and  facilities 
designed  exclusively  for  girls.  These  build- 
ings are  to  consist  of  cottages,  in  each  of 
which,  say,  twenty  persons  can  be  cared 
for.  <_')ne  of  these  is  to  serve  as  a  place  of 
reception  where  .the  patients  can  be  sorted 
out:  another,  .an  "honor  cottage"  for  the 
reward  of  merit  and  the  develonment  of 
character;  and  otliers  graded  according 
to  the  history,  endowment  and  circum- 
stances of  each  individual.  A  chap.-I.  cen- 
tral administration  building,  heating  plant, 
barns  and  the  like  are  to  be  constructed. 
Abundant  space  Is  to  be  provided  for 
simple  farm  life,  domestic  training  and 
light  out-of-door  lal)or  to  restore  to  nor- 
mal condition  nervous  systems  decimated 
by  exciting,  unwholesome  or  vicious  sur- 
roundings. Sunshine  and  fresh  air  may 
be  better  than  ph.vsic.  Interest  in  domes- 
tic animals,  observation  of  plant  life,  and 
opporfiinlty  for  development  of  art  or 
craft  may  soften  hearts  hardened  to  ser- 
mons. In  due  time  provision  can  be  made 
for  a  parole  systehi  under  the  superA'ision 
of  the  probation  officers— perhaps  rather 
than  of  district  visiting  agents— for  a  grad- 
uatiim  with  honor  and  not  with  shame, 
of  a  girl  equipped  to  meet  a  real  demand 
for  Intelligent  service:  and  for  her  tactful 
supervision.  In  a  new  environment,  freed 
from  the  snares  of  old  scenes  and  old 
companions. 

"The  management,  including  the  resi- 
dent physician,  it  is  nroposed,  will  be 
composed  essentially  of  women.  Gentle- 
men, we  might  as  well  concede  this  first 
as  last,  for  finnlly  we  will  succumb  to  the 
irresistible  way  women  have  of  having 
their  own  wav.  Moreover,  It  is  natural  for 
women  to  have  charge  of  bringing  up 
children— Indeed,  some  of  them  keep  taat 
up  after  the  boys  and  girls  are  grown  up 
and  married.  But  to  speak  seriously. 
there  is  propriety  in  this  suggestion,  be- 
cause women  nrav  moTf  and  pray  lietter 
than  men.  Thev  can  better  repeat  the 
words  of  the  Brahmin,  'Lord,  be  merciful 
to  the  vicious,  as  thou  hast  shown  mercy

Warren's  Profes.sion"  when  that  play,  by 
the  brilliant  G.  B.  Shaw,  is  brought  out 
in  thi.s  country  by  him.  Mrs.  Warren's 
profession  is  one  never  mentioned  in 
polilio  society,  while  the  story  of  the  play 
deals  with  the  discovery  by  the  daughter 
of  her  mother's  true  standing  in  the 
world  and  her  subsequent  horror.  It  is 
told  with  the  directness  of  a  Shaw  and 
goes  right  to  the  pohit.  It  is  said  that 
Daly  has  thoroughly  flgure<l  It  all  out  and 
is  expecting  that  no  end  of  clerical  criti- 
cism will  be  heaped  upon  him.  but  he  has 
hit  upon  a  novel  way  of  disposing  of  his 
scats  for  the  performances.  All  tickets 
will  be  disposed  of  t)y  subscription  and 
none  will  be  admitted  until  their  applica- 
tions have  been  passed  upon  by  a  board 
of  censors  that  Daly  will  name.  After 
all  this  prei>aration  it  looks  a-s  if  "Mrs. 
Warren".s  Prof<'ssion"  ought  to  create  the 
expected  furor.

He  writes 
tc  hit.  chum,  Archie  Toddleby,  and  in 
making  an  appointment  to  meet  him  at 
the  fch«ip,  he  blots  the  note  on  his  writ- 
ing pad.  His  wife  reads  the  impression 
and  with  her  friend,  Dorothy  Ken- 
worthy,  who  is  the  fiance  of  Jack's 
chum,  goes  to  the  shop.  The  women 
secrets  themselves  behind  a  counter. 
As  Jack  is  about  to  pay  for  the  neck- 
lace, they  confront  him,  and  the  men 
are  .forced  to  a  subteifuge  to  get  out 
of  the  predicament.  Jack  gels  Archie 
to  go  ( ut  on  the  street  and  endeavor  to 
get  someone  who  will  impersonate  a 
man  named  Milliken,  for  tiiey  have 
told  the  women  they  are  purchasing 
the  necklace  for  a  club  friend,  who 
they  know  was  going  to  buy  it  for 
Gloria.

New  York,  Sept.  17,— Of  the  six  new 
plays  brought  out  In  Broadway  within  a 
week,  three  are  extended  and  beautified 
affairs  of  song  and  dance,  classable  in  a 
general  way  as  extravaganzas;  yet  "The 
Schoolgirl"  is  a  musical  comedy;  "The 
Royal  Chef"  is  a  musical  farce,  and  "The 
Rogers  Brothers  In  Paris"  Is  a  subli- 
mate vaudeville  show.  The  Rogerses 
have  grown  fat,  but  their  wit  Is  still  light 
enough  to  float  airily,  and  they  are  as  far 
from  heavy-footed  as  ever.  They  have 
found  three  young  women  to  equal  them 
in  nimbly  rapid  dancing,  and  in  one  of 
these  recruits,  Josepliine  Cohan,  most 
of  the  optning-nighters  thought  liiey  dis- 
covered brand-new  talent.  Broadway 
never  knows  much  that  is  going  on  the- 
atrically as  far  away  as  Third  avenue  or 
Eighth,  and  wasn't  aware  that  Josephine 
had  for  years  been  just  as  active  with  the 
Cohan  family,  in  variety  shows  and  tour- 
ing companies,  lus  she  was  on  Monday 
night  in  the  big  production.  She  is  likely 
as    not    to   become   a    favorite    of   fashion. 

Another  sudden  pet  is  Ida  Renee. 
brought  from  Ix)ndon  and  Interpolated  In 
"The  Royal  Chef."  She  is  a  little  woman, 
who  so  p.ilnts  her  small  face  that  uinler 
calcium  light  it  looks  like  a  vivitled  and 
very  mobile  mask.  The  bill  says  she  is 
"the  English  song  genius,"  and  that  is 
true  enough,  altliough  she  recites  rather 
than  sings.  Whatever  her  salary  may 
be,  she  earns  It  in  nine  minutes  at  each 
performance  with  three  stories  in  vtr.-?? 
spoken  rytnmatlcal>y  to  an  orche'^ir.tl 
accompaniment.  In  vocal  and  facial  ex- 
pression she  Is  as  dramatic  as  anv  actress 
you  ever  saw.  Presumalily  she  lacks  the 
variety  of  method  to  carry  lier  through 
a  long  role,  but  in  the  short  sketclies 
she  is  wonderfully  graphic.  All  of  them 
are  blushable.  One  is  a  comedy  of  a 
husband  who  neglects  his  bride  to  go  to 
other  women,  and  so  sht^  lets  other  men 
come  to  her.  One  is  a  tragedy  of  a  profli- 
gate whom  Satan  leads  hellward  with 
wine,  woman  and  the  turf.  One  Is  a  farce 
of  a  monk  tempted  by  a  siren  to  kiss  her 
and  next  hunt  out  a  spider  that  Is  under 
her  petticoats.  If  Ida  were  not  delicate 
physically,  but  gross,  and  if  her  art  were 
not  exqui.°itely  fine,  no  Broadway  audi- 
ence would  let  her  go  unhlssed,  but  un- 
der the  favoring  circumstances  she  is  ad- 
mired as  Duse  and  Bernhardt  are  in  im- 
moral plays. 

"The  Schoolgirl"  has  Edna  May  at  first 
as  one  of  many  schoolgirls  at  a  convent 
seminary,  where  all  Is  decorous,  and  at 
last  as  a  guest  at  a  ball  In  a  Paris  stu- 
dio, where  all  Is  delirious.  Her  errand 
is  to  find  her  cla.ssmates  lover  and  re- 
unite them,  and  she  and  others  h:ive  to 
do  a  lot  of  singing,  dancing  and  fooling 
before  that  Is  accomplished.  Edna's 
sweetest  moments,  and  very  saccharine 
Indeed,  are  when  she  sings  about  the 
tender  loys  of  spooning  out  In  a  canoe 
that  Is  a  snug  fit  for  two.  She  u-ed  to 
be  regarded  as  stiff  and  icy.  She  has 
thawed  and  is  plastic.  She  melts  from 
frigidity  Into   fervid   warmth   in   that  and 


other  ballads.  And  when  in  a  pictorial 
rendition  of  the  cozy  corner  song,  she 
lolls  in  a  rocking  cnaii  and  listens  while 
an  amorous  chap  d<!es  the  singing  and  the 
rocking,  she  suggests  a  vernal  tempera- 
ture that  almost  make.-,  me  call  her  hot 
stuff.  Thinlv  of  that  good  change  In  the 
Edna,  who  used  to  look  as  if,  should  a 
dart    from    Cupid    pierce    her    heart,    the 

blood  would  run   instantly  into  Icicles.

Something  new  in  girls  Is  a  strong  bid 
for  favor.  It  was  tlila  expectation  of 
such  rarity  that  mad:^  the  general  de- 
sire to  see  "The  Schoolgirl"  on  its 
first  night  greater  than  a  musical  com- 
edy had  excited  in  years.  Speculators 
sold  scats  as  high  as  $16  apiece  when 
the  play  was  a  third  over.  And  yet 
it  was  in  only  the  matter  of  "girl"  that 
the  Edna  May  play  was  disappointing. 
Two  tirst-nlghters— one  the  ex-pre>-ident 
of  a  New  \ork  club,  the  other  famous 
twenty  years  ago  for  his  attendtlons  to  a 
British  beauty,  and  evr  since  noted  for 
his  appreciation  of  feminine  loveliness- 
had  bungled  it  so  that  they  could  not 
get  seats  for  "The  Schoolgirl"  nearer 
than  the  fifteenth  row.  So  they  waited 
till  the  second  night.  1  saw  them  there 
then,  and,  when  they  crossed  Broadway 
in  the  intermission,  to  get  a  drhik,  their 
generally   genial    countenances   were   sad. 

The  first  act  had  reve  iled  a  beauty,  ex- 
cepting the  lovely  Edi  a  May.  "Sister 
Jane,"  as  Broadway  and  Piccadilly  call 
Edna's  sister,  had  .been  advanced  to  a 
rather  prominent  ptfrt  whtih  she  reached 
via  tho  famous  sextet  in  "Florodora,"  m 
the  London  production,  of  whicli  she  was 
a  really  truly  original  "pretty  maiden," 
second  couple  from  a  girl  who  is  now  a 
marchioness  of  the  Hritlsh  empire.  But 
"Sister  Jane"  is^  beauty  rather  by  cour- 
tesy than  by  force  of  fact,  and  the  couple 
of  New  Yorkers  returned  rather  dejected- 
ly to   the   theater. 

Tho  curtain  had  risen  on  a  studio  scene, 
and  one  glance  was  tnongh  to  make  those 
rounders  prick  up  their  ears  like  puppies 
who  liear  the  call  of  "rats."  In  the  cen- 
tei'  of  the  richly  gowned  group  was  the 
model  of  the  picture  the  tenor  was  at  once 
painting  and  singing  about.  Clad  in  bril- 
liant and  varied  shades  of  yellow  and 
orange,  she  kept  her  dress  from  reiu*hlng 
high  enough  to  cover  more  of  a  beautiful, 
smooth  soft,  white  neck  and  torso  than 
the  law  requires.  Flashing  black  eyes 
Illuminated  a  charming  face  and— but  why 
use  mere  words?  Eda  May  had  a  rival, 
after  all.  And,  by  the  way.  In  the  lines 
at  the  box  office  one  now  observes  a 
valet  to  every  four'  men  who  Intend  to 
occupy  th3  seats  they  buy  themselves. 

After  all.  though,  ^  am  Inclined  to  think 
that  the  first-nightefs  who  wore  crowded 
over  to  "The  Royal  Chef"  in  the  rush  for 
"The  Schoolgirl"  «ot  a  recompense  in 
the  "eternal  feminine."  The  girls  arc 
so  young,  so  freshly,  sprightly  and  so  un- 
needful  of  make-up  In  the  extreme  de- 
gree tliat  they  are  refreshing.  Only  jier- 
ststont  playgoers  realize  how  large  a  pro- 
portion of  show  girls  never  leave  New 
York.    They  are  apt  to  be  of  the  more  Ian-

"I'm  On  the  Water  Wagon  Now"  Is  the 
title  of  one  of  the  season'*  musical  hits. 
It'  is  a  temperance  lesson  in  song,  and 
Frank  Daniels  teaches  it  In  his  musical 
comedy.  "The  Office  Boy."  Wherever  the 
piece  plays  it  is  said  the  song  is  soon 
whistled  about  the  streets  by  dignified 
business    men    and    messenger    l>oys,     by 


bankers  and  street  gamins.  The  letter 
carrier  sings  it  as  he  delivers  the  mall, 
and  the  servant  girl,  in  the  area  way. 
takes  up  the  refrain.  It  apparently  be- 
comes   a    fad    wherever    Daniels    appears. 

"I'm  On  the  Water  Wagon  Now"  sings 
the  pompous  little  comedian.  who  has 
made  millions  laugh,  but  who  seldom 
laughs  himself,  and  suffering  men.  with 
aching  heads,  sit  in  the  the  iter  and  listen 
with  sickly  grins  upon  their  faces.  Then 
ihev  glance  sheepishly  at  the  stage  in  the 
hope  of  learning  whether  Daniels  is  per- 
sonally looking  directly  at  them,  or  at 
the  man  on  the  seat  two  rows  back. 

There  arc  probably  hundreds  of  mpn  In 
the  cities  which  Daniels  has  visited  stanil- 
Ing  Irresolutely  with  one  foot  on  the  stej 
of  the  water  wagon  wondering  whether  t>r 
rot  it  will  bo  worth  while  to  clamber  up 
there  and  strive  to  get  a  seat  beside  the 
driver.  Daniels  settles  it  when  he  tells 
them: 

"I'm  on  the  water  wagon  now; 
I  never  get   a  jag  on  now. 
I'm   riding  nice  and   lightly; 
To  the  seat  I  am  strapped  tightly. 
I'm  on  the  watcrwagcm  now." 

A  fearsome  warning  he  said  to  give  to 


guld,  careless  sort,  too,  and  rather  averse 
to  work.  It  is  sufficient  that  they  have 
admirers  enough  who  buy  seats  nightly 
to  t)e  a  considerable  item  in  management. 
Those  girls  could  never  have  thrown 
spirit  into  the  Mother  Goose  dance  like 
these  maids  who  have  been  brought  from 
Chicago.  They  kick  above  their  heads, 
roll  about  on  the  floor  and  ride  broom- 
sticks in  a  way  an  original  "Florodora" 
pretty  maiden  would  never  stoop  to  do.

Some  less  sophisticated  city  may  be  fa- 
miliar with  the  name  of  Gertrude  Milling- 
ton,  but  it  was  new  to  the  jaded  New- 
Yorkers  who  fluttered  their  programs  five 
minutes  after  she  appeared.  Her  manner, 
in  which  lay  more  of  her  charm  than  In 
her  hardly  pretty  face,  was  at  once  self- 
possessed  and  appologeti  ■.  It  had  the  con- 
fidence of  a  well-bred  girl,  who  is  a  little 
frightened    at   strange    surroundings.

The  Rogers  play  begins  in  Paris  at  a 
ball,  where  gay  goings  on  bect)me  wild 
and  ends  in  a  menagerie  at  the  St.  Louis 
fair,  where  the  fun  gets  to  be  furious 
with  men's  grotesquerles  and  ,  women's 
graces.  Tliere  are  show-girl  novelties.  A 
fellow  puts  a  cent  into  a  cabinet  pla- 
carded "You  Will  Get  Your  Money's 
Worth,"  and  instantly  a  row  of  legs  of 
ballet  dancers  pop  out,  to  be  followel 
by  the  remainders  of  them.  A  company  of 
fair  soldlerines  go  through  a  military 
drill  with  those  short,  quick,  jigger  steps 
that  look  silly  in  stage  zouave  ccmipanie.^ 
of  men.  but  they  are  pretty  as  done  with 
rapid  precision  by  girls.  At  another  time 
they  parade  as  American  minstrels  in 
Paris,  and  again  they  give  a  cake  walk 
with  can-can  variations.  And  they  sing, 
of  cour.se.  while  doing  those  things.  The 
most  tuneful  of  the  ballads  is  sung  un- 
der a  tree— an  oak  this  time  for  a  change 
—from  which  leaves  fall  on  the  senti- 
mental pair  of  singers.  The  most  as- 
tonishing of  the  comic  incidents  is  tho  ex- 
plosion of  a  big  automobile  filled  with 
passengers.

Royal  Chel^,"  with  little  Uiat  is  new  in 
behavior  or  adventures.  There  is  new  in- 
genuity, liowevcr,  in  one  of  the  pictorial 
tricks.  A  stageful  of  girls  sing  to  the 
man  in  the  moon,  asking  what  is  the 
matter  with  him  that  he  doesn't  give 
them  more  effu'ig?nce.  He  resentfully 
turns  on  a  total  eclipse  that  leaves  them 
Invisible.  Thereupon  each  opens  a  tiny 
lantern  that  illumines  her  face  and  noth- 
ing else.  The  faces  being  an  uncommon- 
ly pretty  lot,  they  shine  out  from  the 
blackness,       bright-eyed.       white-toothed. 

witchlike  and  captivatingly  weird.

Only  one  element  is  lacking  in  the  suc- 
cess of  "The  Duke  of  Killlcrankie  '  and 
John  Drew  therein— the  element  of  sur- 
prise.

It  has  been  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
centui-y  since  I  touched  a  card,  though 
in  my  youth  the  fascination  of  play 
was  so  great  that  nearly  my  whole 
time  was  passed  that  way,"  said  R.  T. 
Lest  range,  of  New  Orleans,  at  tho 
Kiggs  house,  says  the  Washington 
Post.  "At  times  I  had  been  very  lucky 
and  occasionally  mtule  heavy  winnings. 
Then  there  came  a  i>eriod,  which  has 
happened  in  the  life  of  all  who  cuuit 
tickle  fortune,  when  it  seemed  impo-- 
sible  for  me  to  get  into  a  game  without 
losing.  I  lost  all  my  ready  cash,  a 
productive  and  well-stocked  farm,  jew- 
eliy  and  every  article  of  personal  Ik^.- 
longing  that  could  be  converted  into 
money,  in  all,  about  $40,000,  and  when 
this  had  been  wiped  out  1  fell  the  sui- 
cidal impulst"  pretty  strongly.  1  might 
indeed  have  succumbed  to  it,  but  1  was 
young  and  healthy  and  naturally  of 
buoyant  spirits. 

"In  those  days  one  of  the  great  game-s 
of  the  Southern  country  was  seven-up, 
and  the  people  played  it  for  higher 
stake.«?,  I  imagine,  than  they  do  now. 
One  day  when  my  fortunes  seemed  at 
their  lowest  eb6  I  met  a  rich  young 
su.gar  planter,  with  whom  I  had  often 
plaved,  and  who  really  loved  the  ex- 
citement of  the  sport  more  than  he  did 
the  nionev  he  might  win.  In  all  our 
previous  play,  as  I  remember,  he  and  I 
had  about  broke  even.  What  he  won 
from  me  at  one  sitting  I  generally  re- 
covered the  next,  and  vice  versa. 

"Though  I  am  sure  we  had  been  at 
it  for  five  or'  six  years,  and  never 
ini-=sed  a  session  whenever  he  came  to 
the  city  I  dont  sur.pose  there  was  latK* 
difference  in  all  that  time.  We  gener- 
ally began  playing  for  $10  per  game, 
and  often  wound  up  by  staking  HOO  on 
the  rei^ult.  This  day  he  cl-tallenged  me 
r.s  usual,  and  invited  me  to  go  wiin 
him  to  his  room  in  the  old  St.  Charles 
hotel  to  play.  He  hadn't  the  remo'.e£t 
idea  of  my  straitened  financial  condi- 
tion for  1  still  wore  as  expensive 
clothes  as  in  my  llushest  days.  In- 
stinctively I  felt  in  my  pocket,  asd  my 
hand  came  in  contact  with  a  solitary 
no'e;  it  was  a  $10  bill,  and  all  the 
money  1  had  on  earth.  Someth  ng 
whisAred  me  to  go  ahead  and  play 
\lny  Dlanter  friend,  but  prudence  said. 
Better  make  an  excuse,  for  if  he  wins 
fhe  first  game,  you  will  be  broke,  and 
It  will  be  humiliating  to  confess  your 
impoverished  condition.  Besides,  he 
was  as  good  a  player  as  I,  and  I  re- 
membered  what   bad  fortune   attended 

me. 
"Well,  to  cut  it  short,  I  defied  prud- 


ence ?.nd  went  with  him.  If  I  had  l>een 
the  possessor  of  the  Bank  of  England 
I  would  not  have  wanted  any  greater 
capital  than  the  lone  $10  in  my  pocket. 
The  first  game  I  won,  and  many  suc- 
ceeding ones,  and  at  the  end  of  two 
hours'  play  my  opponent  owed  me 
$2000.  Then  he  smilingly  proposed  to 
play  just  one  more  game,  which  would 
uecide  whether  he  would  pay  me  $4000 
or  nothing.  In  other  words,  he  wanted 
a  chance  to  get  even  on  this  one  game 
or  else  to  double  his  indebtedness.  1 
knew  his  dieck  was  good  for  a  great 
deal  more  than  $4000,  and  yet,  broke  as 
I  was,  the  $i;000  I  had  won  semed  like 
a  million,  and  it  looked  criminal  to  risk, 
it  on  a  single  game.  Again  something 
told  me  to  play  him,  and  I  consented. 

"In  the  first  two  deals  he  made  six. 
points,  while  I  had  but  one,  and  in  my 
heart  I  was  already  cursing  my  folly,, 
for  such  odds  are  not  beaten  once  in 
1000  times.  While  he  thus  lacked  but 
one  point  of  winning,  it  was  my  turn, 
to  deal,  which  made  it  even  worse  for 
m.e.  I  turned  a  club,  and  my  opponent 
led  out  the  king  of  that  suit  promptly, 
upon  which  I  played  the  ace.  He  also- 
held  the  trey,  but  to  his  great  chagrin 
1  had  the  deuce.  As  a  result  I  scored 
three  points,  making  my  total  four„ 
while  he  got  nothing.  It  was  now  hl& 
time  to  deal,  and  again  clubs  were 
trumps.  Scanning  my  hand,  I  saw  it 
contained  the  jack  and  four,  and  I 
promptly  played.  The  player's  hand 
contained  not  a  single  trump,  and  so 
the  game  went  to  me,  nor  did  he  ask. 
for  any  further  continuance,  saying  he 
would  be  revenged  at  some  future 
time. 

"With  the  $4000  I  thus  acquired  I 
shook  off  the  dust  of  the  Crescent  City, 
took  a  solemn  vow  never  to  play  a  card 
again  for  money — a  vow  still  unbroken 
— and  going  West  went  into  mining  iiL 
Colorado,  where  I  met  with  success. 
But  I  often  wonder  what  would  have 
TJecpme  of  me  If  I  hadn't  won  that  final 
game."

Professor  Thomas  Shaw  on  Stock 
Raising  at  the  Jean  Du  Luth  Farm 

Great  Future  For  This  Section  As 
Farming  and  Stock=Raising  District

The  last  Issue  of  The  Farmer,  an  in- 
fluential and  widely-circulated  agricul- 
tural journal  published  at  St.  Paul, 
has  as  its  leading  article  a  paper  on 
"Farming  in  Proximity  to  Duluth." 
WTitten  by  Professor  Thomas  Shaw, 
the  editor,  was  formerly  connected  with 
the  government  agricultural  bureau 
and  a  recognized  authority  on  farming 
of  all  kinds. 

The  article  deals  with  the  remark- 
able results  attained  in  the  raising  of 
J  look,  vegetable.s  ;ind  grasses  on  the 
e;in  Du  L.uth  farm,  located,  as  every- 
body by  this  time  knows,  a  short  dis- 
tance northeast  of  the  city.  Particular 
attention  is  given  to  the  hay  and  stock, 
and  the  professor  grows  enthusiastic 
over  these  features,  and  evidently  bel- 
Ueves  that  there  is  a  great  future  for 
this  territory  as  a  farming  and  stock- 
raiting  district. 

The  article  in  question  is  of  particu- 
lar interest  at  this  time,  so  soon  after 
thee  lo.-4t>  of  the  Minnesota  stale  fair, 
where  stock  from  the  Du  Luth  farm 
held  a  prominent  position  in  the  list  of 
prize  winners,  attracting  the  attention, 
not  only  of  residents  of  this  state,  but 
of  stock  raisers  throughout  the  coun- 
try as  well. 

The  local  farm  exhibits  of  Shropshire 
sheep  were  particularly  successful  ones. 
The  Du  Luth  2-year-old  ewe  won  sec- 
ond against  all  comers,  both  imported 


never    visited    the    Zenith    City    before. 
The  meeting  was  called  in  the  dead  of 
winter.

and    domestic    bred.      Winners    of   first 
and  third  place  were  lmi>orted  ewes. 

A  Du  Luth  ewe  also  won  first  prize 
offeerd  for  Minnesota  owned  anlmalo. 
The  resolution  provided  that  a  special 
premium  be  awarded  to  the  owner  of 
the  l>est  aged  ewe  owned  and  bred  in 
this  state,  but  the  premium  list  read 
that  the  prize  would  go  to  the  best  ewe 
owned  in  Minnesota,  thus  allowing  im- 
ported animals  to  be  placed  in  the  same 
class,  which  was  not  the  original  in- 
tention of  the  management.  But  in 
spite  of  this  the  local  ewe.  competing 
with  imported  stock,  won  first  premi- 
um. First  was  also  won  on  a  Du  Luth 
yearling  ewe,  under  the  same  condi- 
tions.   The  second  and  third  premiums 


acter.  on  the  high  grounds.  The  pine 
was  of  very  large  size  and  was  cut 
long  years  ago.  Fire  ran  through  much 
of  the  hardwood  forests  in  1894  and 
killed  a  large  proportion  of  the  timber, 
composed  largely  of  yellow  birch, 
maple,  basswood  and  elm.  The  clear- 
ing of  this  lend  has  all  been  accom- 
plished within  the  time  named.  The 
whole  1000  acres  thus  situaled  has  pro- 
duced either  hay  or  grain  or  pasture, 
or  some  other  kind  of  crop,  as  potatoes 
and  held  roots,  the  past  season. 

The  promise  of  the  growth  in  every 
line  on  the  entire  farm  was  encourag- 
ing. Not  the  slightest  indication  of 
rust  was  found  upon  the  good  crops  of 
rye,  oats  and  barley  that  were  hasten-

In  each  class  went  to  imported  animals 
owned  by  Minne?otians.  Ail  the  way 
through,  for  quality  of  wool  and  gen- 
eral build,  the  local  animals  were  de- 
clared to  be  the  best  on  exhibit,  and 
this  in  face  of  the  fact  that  the  stock 
department  is  one  of  the  leading  fea- 
tures of  the  big  Minnesota  stale  fair, 
with  animals  from  all  parts  of  the 
country  entered. 

Professor  Shaw's  article  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

Several  years  Rgo  it  fell  to  our  lot 
to  address  an  irjmigration  convention 
in  Duluth.  We  had  not  then  been  very 
long  in  Minnesota.  We  were  not  really 
familiar     with     this  climate,   and     had 


ing  towards  maturity.  There  was  a 
vigor  about  the  growth  of  these  crops 
which  was  encouraging  to  note.  The 
iarge  crops  of  potatoes  reminded  one 
of  flower  gardens,  so  numerous  were 
the  blossoms  on  the  plants.  Corn  for 
fodder  was  growing  vigorously,  al- 
though much  of  it  had  been  planted  a 
second  time  because  of  the  poor  qual- 
ity of  the  seed  first  planted.  Parsnips, 
rutabagas  and  mangels  that  promise 
large  yields  were  being  grown  In 
reasonably  large  areas  in  several  places 
on  the  farm.  .Some  2000  cabbage  plant.s 
were  growing  in  the  valley  by  the  side 
of  the  Lester  river,  which  runs  through 
the    farm,    and    these    were    more    than

usually  fresh  and  \igorou8.  Large 
areas  of  land  had  already  been  sown 
with  grasses  and  were  covered  with  a 
good  stand  of  the  same,  although  on 
much  of  this  area  no  grain  crop  had 
been  grown.  The  fallen  timbers  and 
brush  which  cumbered  the  land  had 
been  piled  and  burned  and  the  seed 
had  been  sown  without  any  covering. 
We  were  told  that  it  was  possible  to 
get  a  stand  of  grass  on  such  land  by 
sowing  the  seed  any  month  between  the 
opening  of  spring  and  the  closing  up  of 
toe  ground  by  frost  in  the  autumn. 

No   crop,    however,    arrested    our    at- 
tention   and    called    forth    our    admira- 
tion as  did   the  hay  crop,   the  harvest- 
ing of  which  was  going  on  toward  com- 
pletion  at   the   time  of  our   visit.     The 
clover  In  many  places  was  nearly  waist 
high.     It   grew  amid   timothy   of  great 
luxuriance.     The  combined   crop   would 
average,  it  was     estimated,  about     2Vi 
ton.s   per  acre  from  one  cutting.       The 
vigor   of  the   clover    was   noticeable   at 
first   sight,    the  heads   being   unusually 
large  and  bright.    One  can  hardly  real- 
I  Ize  how  the  clovers  of  all  the  varieties 
i  grown   In   this  country  succeed   in   this 
i  region,   the   same     Is   true  of     timothy. 
I  We   noticed    when    driving     along     the 
1  highway  from  Duluth  to  this  farm  that, 
'notwithstanding    the    way    led    through 
I  brush     during    the     larger     portion     of 
I  the   distance,    the     sides   of     the   road, 
coming   right    up   to    the    traveled    por- 
I  tion,    we'e   fringed    with    timothy     and 
clover  sufllciently     strong     to     cut     for 
I  hay.    This,  of  course,  had  not  been  pur- 
posely   sown,    but    had    found    Its    way 
'there   probably  by  the  introduction   of 
ihay    by    lumbermen    when    the    timber 
I  was   being   cut   away.     We    noticed    in 
i  on«   of   the   fields   on   the   farm,    where 
tlie  sod  had  been  broken  after  produc- 
ing a  first  crop  of  timothy  and  olover 
and  sown  to  oats,  that  in  many  places 
these   plants   wer^  growing  to  such  an 
extent  that  they   .vere  practically  over- 
shadowing the  oats. 

Where  grasses  grow  thus  luxuriantly, 
and  especially  wlieer  clovers  find  a 
home  so  congenial,  farming  can  be 
conducted  successfully  and  protltai)ly 
through  all  time  by  those  who  farm  on 
Intelligent  lines,  t.'lover  may  be  used 
in  maintaining  fertility  and  even  in- 
creasing the  same.  It  may  be  made 
not  onljr  to  furnish  large  crops  of  the 
most  suitable  kind  of  fodder  and  pas- 
ture that  can  be  obtained  for  cattle, 
sheep  and  swine,  but  '"^y  be  utilized 
in  keeping  the  land  abundantly  sup-  I 
plied  with  humus,  that  factor  so  es- 
sential in  crop  production  to  the  main- 
tenance of  a  proper  mechanical  tex- 
ture In  the  soil.  Any  countrj-  thus  fav- 
ored can  certainly  grow  live  stock  to 
perfection,  even  though  the  winters 
should  be  long  and  cold,  as  they  usu- 
ally are  In  the  neighborhood  of  Duluth. 
The  cold,  however,  is  not  so  intense 
as  to  Interfere  with  the  successful 
growth  of  clover  or  the  results  in  this 
line  that  have  been  noted  would  not 
have  been   present. 

It    was   only   natural,    therefore,    that 
on  this  farm  live  stock  will  be  already 
found  In   considerable   numbers.     Many 
'specimens       of       pure-bred     Percheron 
'  mares  of  a  high  order  are  kept  on  the 
same,   and  also  two  or  three  excellent 
stallions    of     the     same     breed.      Some 
'  fifteen    to     eighteen      foals     are    being 
!  raised    the    preesnt    season,    and    these 
are    of    much    promise.      A    very    large 
I  barn    was    just    being    completed    with 
box   stalls,     which     would     hold    from 
I  twenty-five    to    fifty    horses,    according 
I  to  size  and  age.     This     bam.     though 
I  built  of  culled  lumber,  manufactured  in 
I  the  winter  season  on  the  farm,  is  sub- 
stantially built.     The  other  out  build- 
;  ings  are     of    smaller  material.     In  the 
i  w  inter  season  the  dead  and  down  tim- 
'  ber  In  the  forest  and  on  the  land  that 
is   being   cleared,   is   sawed.     This   pro- 
I  vldes    work   for   a   number   at    least   of 
{the  men  and  teams  and   will   undoubt- 
edly prove  a  source  of  valuable  in  ome 
I  to  the  owners,   as   there   is   a  consider- 
I  able  amount     of    merchantable  lumber 
I  growing  In  wide  areas  on  certain   por- 
'  tloiis  01  the  farm. 

j  A  special  barn  built  In  the  form  of 
]  an  L  has  also  been  erected  for  the 
I  Hock  of  500  pure-bred  Shropshire 
sheep  kept  at  present  upon  the  fann, 
all  of  which  are  registeerd.  Our  atten- 
tion was  arrested  by  the  fine  appear- 
ance of  some  sixty  or  seventy  1  and  2- 
year  shear  Shropshire  rams  of  strong 
build  and  in  excellent  condition  which 
are  now  held  for  sale.  Some  of  these 
arc  shown  In  the  accompanying  sketcn. 
Our  thought  was,  as  we  examined 
them,  and  we  did  so  with  <onsiderablt 
care,  as  we  always  like  to  look  at  good 
specimens,  that  here  would  be  a  splen- 
did opportunity  for  ranchmen  desiring 
this  class  of  stock  to  obtain  supplies. 
We  noticed,  also,  thai  a  new  piggery 
had  been  built  and  that  steps  were  be- 
ing taken  already  to  furnish  pasture 
for  the  pigs,  something  on  the  same 
plan  that  is  being  adopted  on  the 
Wcbb-Shaw  farm. 

This  demonstration  should  be  of  Im- 
mense service  to  the  people  of  that 
country.  It  must  be  a  surprise  Indeed, 
not  only  to  the  inhabitants  of  Duluth, 
but  to  all  who  have  heretofore  looked 
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upon  Duluth  as  being  an  inhospitable 
[region,  because  of  the  climate  and 
(Character  of   the   .soil.     Red   clay     sur- 

I  rounds  the  city,  which  is  so  hard  in 
.summer  that  when  drj-  it  is  unwork- 
able, and  If  stirred     when     wet     in  the 

■  early  part  of  the  season  it  Is  more  un- 

,  workable — in  fact,  so  much  so  that  it 
would  not  be  easy  to  till  at  all.  Th.at 
kind  of  soil,  however,  does  not  extend 
very    far    from    the    lake    front.      Only 

ia  few  miles   from   the   same   good  soil 


can    be    found,    such    as    has   been   de- 
'scriljed,    and    which    will    some   day   be 
[  turned    into    farms    that   w  ill    be    noted 
for  the  crops  that   will  be  grown  upon 
J  them.      We    know   of   no   region    where 
the     opportunities     for     dairying     and 
growing    such    crops    as    potatoes    and 
vegetables    Is    more    promising.      These 
at    the    present    time    are   .shipped    into 
Duluth,   carried   from   outside   and   dis- 
tant sources.     Those  who  are  foremost 
to  take  up  this  work  will  be  the  first  to 
!  reap  the  rewards  from  the  same. 
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What  a  differen'^  po.silion  and  sui- 
ruvndings  make,  e^■peciaily  in.  the  place- 
ment and  environment  of  one  of  those 
luminaries  of  the  theatrical  hoavens 
whose  name  is  gen-ially  given  l.-irge  type 
prominence  at  the  head  of  programs  and 
on  other  preliminary  announcements, 
says  Montgomery  I'hi.ster  in  the  Cincin- 
nati  CmmerciHl-Tril)Uiie. 

While  the  town  wa-s  laughing  at  the 
droll  .raying.--  and  .|Ualnt  humor  of  Mr. 
Raymond  Hitchcock  as  the  Yankee 
ccn.sul.  a  little  woman,  who.ne  broiulur 
methods  are  lust  as  eflfectivo  in  her  own 
field  of  comedy,  shared  her  honors  with 
quite  a  jumlde  of  funmakers.  thrown, 
as  it  wouiil  seem,  with  promiscuoui 
prodigality  upon  all  sides  of  her.  Hilda 
Thomas  Is  the  lift',  the  very  es.sence. 
the  base  in  vital  liumor  of  "The  Show 
Girl."  the  play  In  which  she  Is  cast.  Her 
tun  was  enjoyed  tj  its  fullest,  and  by 
good-sized  audiences,  for  the  entire  week, 
at  a  house  scarcely  more  than  a  stones 
throw  from  the  theater  at  which  Mr. 
Hitchcock  commanded  such  well-deserved 
attention;  but  she  was  denied  the  abso- 
lute dominance  of  lier  own  stage;  she 
was  not  given  the  brilliant  glory  of.  the 
limelight's  rays  up.>n  every  possible  oc- 
casion, and.  more  unfortunate  still,  she 
had  not  been  iieralded  as  a  star.  It  was 
"The  Show  Girl"  th;it  the  crowding  pub- 
lic came  to  see.  and,  while  the  greatest 
delight  emanated  from  this  little  woman's 
artistic  efforts  at  caricature,  nsverheless. 
•the  plays  the  thing,"  and  poor  little 
Maggie  Webbington.  the  Ingenue  of  the 
Sophocles  Dramatic  company,  as  tine  a 
diaracter  creation  of  the  peculiar  nature 
accented  as  necessary  to  muslcnl  extrava- 
ganzas of  "The  "^huw  Girl"  type,  despite 
the  warmth  and  spontaneity  of  her  ap- 
plause, was  given  inly  pus-smg  consid- 
erati(jn  as  an  exceptionally  clever 
"hired   woman"    of  Mr.     Whitney's   com- 

'^Col  Savage  knows  thoroughly  well  the 
value  of  the  goods  he  displays,  and  he 
r.nely  fails  to  exhibit  them  to  advantage. 
His  "The  Yanke«?  Consul,"  by  virtue  of 
the  excelleniie  of  Mr.  Robyn's  music 
and  the  jingling  jollity  of  Mr.  Blossom's 
book  is  a  delightful  medium  of  entertain- 
ment Well  the  colonel  knows  that  Ray- 
mond Hitchcock  is  a  comedian  of  abun- 
dant force,  and  he  dues  not  propose  to  be 
nicKardly  in  so  cheap  a  commodity  as  the 
calcium's  rays  in  exploiting  his  worth 
in  their  best  glitter  and  .strongest  focus. 

In  commenting  the  unique  gifts  and 
Impressive  Rccom.pllshments  of  Miss 
Thomas  there  is  no  effort  to  effect  by 
Comparisons  any  disparagement  of  Mr. 
Hitchcock'p  ropntatlon  as  one.  of  the 
drollest  and  liest  of  the  musical  com- 
edv  stars  of  the  day.  Mr.  Hitchcock  de- 
serves more  than  scant  praise  as  a 
tnnrer  of  ditties  or  as  the  careless  ex- 
ponent of  the  foolerle.s  of  so-called 
comic  opera.  He  Is,  Indeed,  an  artist 
o:*  rare  ability,  and  though  he  may  not 
have    accomplished    '  all      that       he    has 


pointed  at.  still  there  are  moments  in 
his  acting  when  he  makes  you  feel  the 
strong  inrtiif-nce  of  the  best  comedy 
spirit,  in  whi  :h  the  animation  that  il- 
luminates his  features,  the  convincing 
bieath  of  read  comedy  that  seems  to 
inspire  him  cre.ites  the  belief  that  he  is 
destined  for  better  things  than  that 
small  glory,  the  praise  of  opera  bouffe 
enthusiasts,  and  th.at  some  day  he  may 
step  out  into  the  free  field  and  more 
wholesome  atmosphere  of  legitimate 
comedy. 

Nor  is  there  any  wish  to  find  fault 
with  Mr.  Whitney's  methods  in  man- 
agement. "The  Show  Girl"  is  his  prop- 
erty, and.  perhaps,  he  has  but  a  short 
lease  upon  Miss  Thomas'  .services  The 
conditions  of  contracts.  the  measure- 
ments of  salary,  the  rights  of  other  play- 
ers and  their  importance  to  the  com- 
pany are  not  things  pertinent  at  pres- 
ent. However,  the  remark  must  again 
be  Indulged, "as  to  the  difference  made 
by  position  and  environments  in  the 
placement  of  a  player.  whether  upon 
the  stage,  on  the  house  bills  or  in  the 
public  advertlsen  ^jiits,  through  these 
mean."?  securing  th-'  attention  of  and  ask- 
ing for  the  judgment  of- audiences. 

Suppo.se.  ■  for  example,  that  a  dozen 
expert  writers  had  been  employed  for 
days,  weeks  and  months.  blazoning  to 
the  world,  and  with  no  attempt  at  any 
check  of  exaggeration,  the  astonishing 
mftrits,  the  gifts,  the  accomplishments 
and  the  artistic  achlevem<  nts  of  this 
apparently  not  entirely  neglected  wom- 
an. Imagine  her  coming  into  the  first 
theater  of  any  great  city.  "starred" 
upon  all  the  house  walls  weeks  in  ad- 
vance: provided  with  a  play  chosen 
with  the  wisdom  requisite;  staged  with 
a  liberality  commensurate  with  Its 
wortii  and  her  ability;  her  prominence 
made  secure  by  the  selection  of  a  cast 
timt  hight  work  to  her  l)e.st  advantage: 
the  music,  the  costuming  and  all  other 
details  directed  In  all  ways  toward  her 
advancement,  and  then  usher  in  your 
audience,  an  audience  prepared  for  her 
pleasant  reception,  one  with  the  name 
of  Tilda  Thom.as  firmly  impressed  upon 
their    minds,    and    then    note    the   result. 

Take  the  averaRp  visitor  to  the  the- 
ater and  you  will  discover  upon  the  most 
carele.ss  exandnalion  that  he  goes  to 
the  door.  nay.  even  from  his  very 
threshold,  prepared  for  an  agreeabl<? 
welcome  to  that  particular  actor  or 
actre.ss  wiiose  name  appe.irs  in  the 
largest  type  and  has  been  the  most  fre- 
quently brought  to  his  attention.  His 
aft^r  opinion  may  not  always  agiec 
with  his  preconceived  notions  oi  either 
the  player  or  the  play,  bat  persistency 
In  advertisement  ha*  Won  popularity  for 
more  than  one  player  who  h:id  not  a 
tithe  of  the  talent  of  Hr.  Whitney's  fair 
comedienne,  the  bright  little  woman 
who  seems  to  have  been  thrust  head- 
long into  that  not  at  nil  disagreeable 
tom-foU   hodge   podge.    "The   Show   Girl." 

Bbijah  Booze  is  the  king  pin  of  "The 
Yankee  Consul."  iKiok.  music,  story, 
scene    and    Incident.      Col.    Savagre       has 


taught  his  players  that  everything  must 
revolve  al>out  Raymond  Hitchcock  In  Ills 
character  of  the  conp.ul.  just  as  the  au- 
thors intended  they  sliould.  The  stage 
direction  has  been  wise  at  all  points,  and 
every  individual  of  the  ciist  plays  up  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  star.  This  is 
Just  as  it  should  be.  Irving  has  declared 
that  no  actor,  however  great,  can  be 
truly  effective  unless  those  upon  the  scene 
with  him  give  him  their  very  best  assist- 
ance. What  would  be  the  loss  to  that 
famous  scene  in  "Louis  XI"  if,  when  the 
inibecile  Louis  addresses  himself  to  the 
shrewd  little  peasant  wife.  Miss  liui t.  the 
splendid  player  of  that  character,  should 
walk  down  to  the  center  of  the  stage  and 
direct  lier  utterances  to  the  ;  audience 
instead  of  to  the  king,  leaving  the  mum- 
bling old  monarch  alone  upon  the  log. 
and  taking  his  cueas  best  he  miglit  from 
the  echoes  of  lier  back  hair? 

Place  a  star  of  even  Mr.  Hitchcock's 
undoubted  ability  in  the  mid.st  of  a 
rambling,  incoherent  arrangement  of 
music  and  fun,  call  it  a  comic  opera,  a 
musical  c«:)medy.  or  what  you  wil.  and 
let  each  of  the  actors  about  him  work 
with  the  selfish  design  of  making  the 
most  of  his  or  her  own  part,  and  mark 
the  difference  in  effect  of  this  change  of 
position   and  surroundings. 

Good  parts,  it  has  been  frequently 
said,  make  good  actors.  In  the  case  of 
Mi.ss  Thomas,  however,  it  is  the  actor 
who  makes  the  part,  and,  despite  the 
difficulties  of  the  surroundings,  it  is 
made  so  well  that  her  encouragement 
should  be  abundant  and  most  positive 
in   <ta  expression.

And  who  is  Hilda  Thomas?  That  I 
can  not  tell  you.  All  I  kpow  Is  that 
slie  la  the  comedienne  of  Mr.  Whitney's 
company,  playing,  and  with  remarkable 
.''kill,  the  eccentric  comedy  part  of  Maggie 
Weblijngton  in  "The  Show  Girl."  She  Is 
not,  perhaps,  the  greatest  actress  of  mod- 
ern days,  nor  even  of  the  burlesque  opera 
stage,  but  she  la  quite  the  equal  of  May 
Robson.  or  any  of  the  widely  advertised 
and  profusely  praised  women  of  this 
school,  with  the  single  exception  of  that 
rarest  of  them  all.  Fay  Templeton.  IJk^i 
Miss  Templeton,  Miss  Thomas  Is  i-athor 
short  In  stature,  though  not  stout  enough 
to  be  called  heavy.  She  is  not  so  young 
as  she  was  twenty  years  ago.  though 
she  is  still  prepossessing  and  sufficiently 
youthful  In  appearance  to  command 
something  of  the  adoration  of  those  sus- 
ceptible young  gentlemen  who  are  fond 
of  haunting  the  stage  door  shortly  after 
the  curtain  is  lowered. 

And  where  did  she  come  from?  That, 
again,  is  a  question  I  can  not  answer. 

Som.e  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  there 
was  a  very  beautiful  young  woman  named 
Hilda  Thomas,  a  singer  with  a  marvel- 
ously  appealing  voice,  who  was  quite  the 
rage  in  the  variety  halls  of  that  day, 
and  whose  singing  of  "The  Cows  Are  in 
the  Clover,"  or  something  of  that  title, 
a  sweetly  sympathetic  piece,  brought 
her  an  uncertain  kind  of  fame,  and,  no 
doubt,  a  fairly  gratifying  salary.  She 
was  the  wife  of  a  negro  comedian  named 
Blakely,  now  dead  and  gone,  but  who, 
in  his  day,  was  one  of  the  most  nimble 
and  sprightly  dancers  on  the  American 
stage.  His  Iheatrici  partner  was  "Ruck" 
ShaefTer.  the  team  being  known  as  Shaef- 
fer  and  Blakely.  Their  act  introduced 
Blakel.v  as  a  jaunty  little  colored  girl, 
while  Shaeffer  impersonated  a  quaint  old 
character  negress  whose  singing  of  "The 
Honey  and  the  Bee"  never  failed  to  stir 
their  audiences  to  the  wildest  applause. 

Even  in  those  days  Hilda  Thomas  was 
ambitious  to  try  her  powers  as  an  act- 
tress.  She  was  badly  placed,  and  she 
knew  it.  I  talked  to  her  many  times  about 
her  ambitions  in  the  direction  of  the 
legitimate,  while  her  husband  and  good 
natured  "Buck "  Shaeffer  laughed  their 
discouraging  laughs,  the  jealous  members 
of  the  company  watching  her  out  of  the 
corners  of  their  eyes  as  she  moved  about 
In  thp  shadows  of  the  wings,  whispering 
disparaging  things  as  to  her  pretensions. 
I  do  not  think  she  had  the  faintest  idea 
then  of  taking  up  comedy,  not  the  com- 
edy, at  least,  of  the  sort  that  is  now 
slowly,  perhaps,  but  most  surely,  bring- 
ing her  name  Into  enviable  notoriety. 

This,  as  I  have  said,  was  quite  fifteen 
years  ago.  Little  Blakely,  as  he  was 
called,  died  shortly  afterward,  and  un- 
til a  season  or  so  ago  I  heard  nothing 
of  his  widow.  What  had  become  of  the 
beautiful  Hilda  Thomas  would  have  been 
as  difficult  for  me  to  determine  as  at 
present  to  solve  the  mystery  of  the  dis- 
appearance   of    her    once    beautiful    voice. 

Blakely  I  knew  well.  He  came  of  a 
fine  old  "Virginia  family,  and  in  his  jouth 
had  served  as  page  to  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  Kentucklans  In  the  house 
of  representatives.  His  death,  as  I  re- 
member it  was  sudden  and  quite  unex- 
pected, and  whether  his  widow  quit  the 
stage  or  not  after  his  taking  off  I  do  not 
know,  but  her  name  passed  from  my 
memory  almost  entirely,  and  her  voice 
was  not  heard,  with  its  round,  sweet 
fullness,  in  this  part  of  the  country  for 
many  years.  One's  recollections  are  not 
always  exact  in  these  things,  however, 
and.  as  I  have  never  been  fortunate 
enough  to  renew  the  acquaintance  of  those 
days  with  this  most  clever  woman,  I  may 
be  in  error  as  to  some  of  the  details. 

it  was  not  until  two  or  three  seasons 
ago  that  I  chanced  upon  the  name  of 
Hilda  Thomas  among  those  of  a  num- 
ber of  vaudeville  stars.  I  was  curious 
to  see  what  she  could  do.  I  had  every 
confidence  In  her  ability  as  a  singer,  but 
imagine  my  surprise  to  find  her  doing  an 
eccentric  comedy  act.  made  up  witli  greal 
sacrifice  of  her  facial  beauty,  but  .so  hu- 
morous, so  irresistibly  funny,  that  I  could 
scarcely  believe  that  I  .saw  in  this  tri- 
umph.ant  comedienne  the  once  demure, 
girlish  singer  of  sentimental  songs  of  the 

years  gone  by. 

•  *     • 

How  Hilda  Thomas  rose  to  her  pres- 
ent prominence  is  a  matter  unknown 
to  me.  What  difficulties  she  encountered, 
how  severe  her  struggles,  or  how  easy  her 
success,  I  do  not  know. 

I  read  a  tear-stained  story  the  other 
day  of  a  young  girl  who  had  gone  from 
the  South  to  the  great  metropolis  to  en- 

fage  in  the  drudgery  of  newspaper  work, 
he  was  the  orphaned  daughter  of  a  once 
wealthy  family,  and  the  small  sum  that 
she  earned  writing  space  articles  was 
barely  enough  to  keep  her  from  staiva- 
tlon's  verge.  A  good  fairy,  a  grumpy,  but 
firm  old  lady  of  the  godmother  sort 
vised  her  to  g<i  on  the  stage.  She 
murred  at  this,  but  the  godmother 
obdurate,  and  at  last  she  yielded, 
obtained  a  ijosition  in  the  chorus, 
couise.  and  then  the  sad.  soul-trying 
struggle  was  on.  She  triumphed  at 
and  only  the  other  day  was  given  the 
leading  position  In  a  big  New  York  pro- 
duction at  a  handsome  salary. 

So  with  Hilda  Thomas,  as  I  Imagine. 
It  was  the  same  old  fight,  the  same  strug- 
gle for  recognition.  The  details  may  iiave 
differed,  but  there  was  the  same  tedious 
climb.  Promises  and  waiting,  waiting  and 
disappointment,  tears,  heartaches,  priva- 
tions, discouragements  and  then— success. 

Raymond  Hitchcock  began  as  a  clerk  in 
a  shoe  store,  so  his  press  agent  biographer 
says;  but  no  matter,  he  has  arrived  very 
quickly  at  the  goal  of  reasonable  re- 
ward, and,  though  he  may  have  sung 
negro  songs  with  cork-blackened  face, 
he  has  developed  a  quality  and  character 
that  will  lead  him  on  to  that  substantial 
recognition  in  really  worthy  comedy  parts 
not  granted  every  well-applauded  comic 
opera  fun-maker. 

A  proper  position  in  a  good,  legitimate 
comedy  will  hasten  this  really  clever 
actor's  rl.se  to  fame,  just  as  a  good  posi- 
tion and  healthy  environments  will  give 
greater  value  to  Miss  Thomas'  endeavors 
as  a  comedienne  and  intelligent  artistic 
caricaturist. 
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Heve  It  is.    But  if  you  look  through  the 
list  of  baths  and  cures,  and  I  counted 
203  in  one  publication,  not  one  of  which 
was   a   hospital,    you   will   surely   think 
differently.     When   I    twit    them   about 
this  they  say  they  go  to  these  resorts 
to  keep  from  getting  sick.     When  they 
say  good-bye  at  the  end  of  the  season, 
i  it  Is  claimed  that  they  add:     "We  meet 
j  again   next   year  if   we   live   and   have 
I  our    health."      At    nearly    all    of    these 
I  places  they  have  a  doctor  or  two,  often 
1  more,    and-  give   nearly   all   manner   of 
j  treatments.     It     Is     worth     remarking 
I  that   the   physicians   here   are   a    queer 
1  lot.      Instead    of    trying    to    keep    their 
j  patients   at     home,     they     recommend 
some  resort,   according  to  the   case   in 
j  hand.    It  certainly  seems  unselfish. 
In  Skara.  which  lies  In  beautiful  Ves- 
tergotland,    I    saw    the    finest    example 
of    Gothic    architecture     I    have     run 
across  so  far  in  Sweden.    It  has  been 
restored,  but  with  much  taste,  by  arch- 
itect   Zettervall.    Deep    In    the    found- 
ations they  found  three  Interesting  old 
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pieces  of  sculptured  stone  which  evi- 
dently belonged  to  some  more  ancient 
church  probably  from  the  year  1000,  aa 
the  foundations  are  known  to  b«  but 
little  latci-. 

To  the  north  of  Skara  lies  Klnne- 
kulle  on  that  other  great  lake  Venern, 
quite  a  bit  out  of  the  way,  but  too  at- 
tractive to  miss,  it  has  a  peculiar 
vegetation  much  more  like  Illinois 
than  any  other  part  of  Sweden.  From 
the  top  are  splendid  views  in.  every  di- 
rection. Near  by  Is  an  old  church  call- 
ed Husaby.  It  was  built  near  a  spring 
by  which  was  baptised  Olof  the  Holy, 
the  first  Christian  king  of  Sweden.  In 
front  of  the  church  are  two  stone  sar- 
caphagl  one  on  each  side  of  the  en- 
trance. The  sexton  claims  that  the 
old  king  and  his  queen  are  buried  In 
these.  The  church  itself  is  worth  the 
long  trip,  with  its  old  quaint  paintings 
from  Catholic  days  and  the  three  tow- 
ers and  spires  combining  into  one, 
probably  a  symbolism  of  trinity  in 
unity. 

Across  a  bay  lies  the  old  castle  of 
Liecko  on._  a  i|romontiory  once  sur- 
rounded by  water.  Its  three  courts 
and  several  hundred  rooms,  six  tow- 
ers and  immense  wails  transport  the 
visitor  to  days  of  knighthood.  It  was 
through  the  kindness  of  a  friend  I  was 
enabled  to  see  this,  a  trip  in  a  steam 
launch  on  the  calm  water  of  Venern,  a 
summer  evening. 

There  is  not  much  to  say  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  trip  as  I  spoke  in  a 
previous  letter  of  the  normal  school  at 
Naas.  From  this  place  to  Gothenburg 
the  way  is  nearly  all  down  hill  and 
beautiful  scenery. 

My  first  surprise  in  Gothenburg  was 
to  find  that  the  police  did  not  caro 
whether  I  had  a  bicycle  license  from 
Stockholm  or  anj'  other  city  In  the 
kingdom.  And  yet  this  is  the  second 
city,  four  or  five  times  as  large  as 
Norrkoping.  I  fear  that  the  aldermen 
have  neglected  to  make  use  of  a  profit- 
able source  of  revenue.  They  objected 
that  I  had  no  lantern,  the  street  lamps 
being  lit  and  it  was  supposed  to  be 
dark,  as  it  certainly  ought  to  have  been, 
being  10:30  in  the  evening. 

In  this  city  I  met  a  friend  from  form- 
er days,  well  known  to  many  Swedish 
American  newspaper  readers,  as  he 
was  for  several  years  editor  of  a  paper 
In  Minnesota.  Now  Herr  Otto  Eland^r 
is  cutting  quite  a  swath  in  his  own 
country  where  he  is  editor  and  owner 
of  a  paper  which  he  conducts  in  ap- 
proved American  manner.  To  his 
many  friends  he  extends  "haisingar."

"A  school  for  brides"  is  the  novel 
Institution  that  is  being  conducted  by 
Miss  Ethel  Hendrlckson,  of  Logan,  a 
pretty  outlying  district  in  the  corpor- 
ate limits  of  Philadelphia.  That  the 
scheme  is  one  that  apepals  is  evlciont 
from  the  fact  that  Miss  Hendrlcksou's 

class  consists  of  twenty-three  mem- 
bers, and  that  each  of  her  puinl.s  is 
given  to  the  hublt  of  displaying  her 
left  hand,  on  the  third  finger  of  which 
glistens  a  gem  that  betokens  a  near 
future   application  of  the  lessons. 

This  Is  no  school  of  c>^>okery  ex- 
clusively, says  the  New  York  Presj. 
Althiiugh  the  preceptress  doesn't  ignore 
grandma's  dogma  that  one  roaU  to 
domestic  felicity  is  by  way  of  the  hus- 
band's digestive  organs,  she  is  not 
ready  toadmit  that  man  is  composed 
solely  of  s^onlach.  Hers  is  a  curricu- 
lum based  upon  the  whole  gamui  of 
man's  natural  desires,  and  Its  logic  is 
tliat  if  a  husbaTnd  is  not  kept  in  ever- 
lasting good  humor  after  the  applica- 
tion of  all  the  treatment,  the  wife  at 
least  may  consider  that  she  has  not 
iailed  in  her  end  of  the  ])!irtnersliip. 

t>trange  enough,  the  whole  course  is 
8:rou!ided  upon  ilie  primitive  and  no\/ 
almost  obselete  idea  that  a  man  lo  to 
be  the  "whole  thing"  in  the  syllabuses 
of  the  school.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
term  the  girls  start  their  notebooks 
with  fourteen  heading.'?,  leaving  blank 
the  main  ideas.  A  mere  glimp.se  of 
the  headings  is  enough  to  make  elig- 
ible bachelors  %vant  to  rush  to  Phila- 
delphia and  Germuntown  on  chance  of 
spaces  for  comment  and  elaboration  of 
Annexing  a  graduate  of  the  School  of 
Bridt's,  one  who  can  show  her  degree 
of  "M.H."— model  helpmate.  Here's 
a  bride's  duty,  as  outlined  in  the  pre- 
liminary talks  of  the  instructress; 
Feed  HIM  substantially. 
Keep  the  home  bright  and  comfort- 
able. 

Practice  re^iose. 
Train   your  servants  well. 
Be  always  ready  for  the  unexpected 
fi-iend. 

Spend    money    prudently. 
Be   cheerful. 

Be  Interested  in  his  business  and  in 
his  i)leasure8. 

Kvtp  litUe  household  worries  to 
yourself. 

Efe  as  careful  in  your  attire  and  as 
anxious  to  please  as  before  marriage. 

Encourage  your  husband  to  spend 
at  least  one  night  a  week  at  the  ciub 
Or  with  the  "boys." 

Encourage  him  to  bring  his  friends 
home  and  have  at  least  one  "man's 
room"  where  he  can  entertain  with 
perfect   freedom. 

Divide  your  time  between  baby  and 
husband. 

Take  pains  to  be  an  entertaining, 
cheerful  and   interested   companion. 

Wouldn't  that  make  any  man  long 
for  a  bride  ticketed  and  indorsed  with 
the  "M.H."  of  the  school?  Does  not 
the  curriculum  epitomize  the  ideal 
•wife?  Wouldn't  It  transform  into  a 
verital)le  hou.sohold  angel  any  girl  who 
Js  an  apt  and  Industrious  student  at 
the  sessions  on  Tuesday  evenings  and 
on  Saturdays  from  10  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m. 
of  each  week?  Students  of  man's 
happiness  are  these  twenty-three  girls, 
and  they  work  at  their  le.ssons  with  an 
Interest  and  avidity  that  threatens  i.o 
tevnlutlonize  that  part  of  tlie  world  in 
•which  they  are  to  be  factors. 

It  is  all  done  on  a  practical  basis. 
"Fe^il  him  substantially"  Is  the  first 
edict.  The  students  are  taught  that 
this  doesn't  mean  anything  like  stuffing 
a  husband  with  fearfully  and  elabor- 
ately constructed  dishes  that  would 
puzzle  a  French  maitre  de  cuisine.  It 
nwans  that  they  are  to  find  out  what 
he  likes  best  and  give  it  to  him  cooked 
In  a  fashion  that  will  make  him  forget 
his  mother  owr  knew  the  rudiments 
of  culinary   art. 

Thf  process  begins  at  marketing. 
The  girls  are  taught  how  to  choose 
the  best  cuts  of  meat,  how  to  select 
a  proper  fowl  and  how  to  distinguish 
fresh  vegetables  from  those  of  rum- 
mage sale  condition  of  usefulness.  And 
they  If^arn  to  market  without  draining 
9  pocketbook.  Tliey  are  taught  that 
"enough  for  two"  does  not  mean  a 
supi>ly  for  a  regiment,  and  they  are 
coached  In  those  details,  lack  of  know- 
le<lge  of  which  makes  the  average 
young  bride  an  easy  mark  f<jr  a  shrewil 
tradesman  and  keeps  the  garMge  pail 
better    stocked    than    the    pantry. 

Having  inaster<^d  the  marketing 
part  of  housekeeping,  the  pr >spective 
bride  is  set  to  work  making  meals  of 
her  supplies.  Every  detail  is  taken 
up  in  routine  until  the  pupil  has  mas- 
tered the  entire  art  of  cooking  and 
serving  a  full  course  dinner,  even  to 
brewing  a  favorite  punch.  Chafing 
dish  cookery  is  another  branch  of  the 
Instruction  that  is  practised  until  the 
proud  girl  with  the  "M.H."  dii>loma 
Is  a  veritable  wizard  with  the  alcohol 
fame  apparatus, 

Tliere  is  no  begging  the  cjuestion  or 
cheating  the  censor  in  this  school,  for 
•very  girl  has  to  eat  of  her  triumphs 
and  failures.  Worse  still,  all  the 
other  girls  in  the  class  partake  of 
them  and  critic-ism  Is  unrestrained. 
tt'he  newcomer  gets  some  hazing  on  tliis 
account,  but  the  girls  are  all  jolly  and 
very  much  in  earnest  generally,  .so  no 
discord  is  engendered.  The  hazing  is 
mild    and    good    natured. 

Perhaps  the  most  trying  ordeal  of 
the  (  ullnary  course  is  one  of  the  "open 
nights,"  when  big  brothers  and  fathers 
(and  perhaps  even  HE)  are  invited  to 
partake  of  the  products  of  the  tyros. 
Criticisna  is  barred  on  these  occasions, 
but  the  rule  isn't  necessary.  Wliat 
mere  man  would  dare  carp — least  of  all, 
what  man  about  to  become  possessed 
of  a  household  treasure  guaranteed 
and  honored  with  an  "M.  H?" 

"Keep  the  home  bright  and  comfort- 
able" fills  only  one  line  of  the  main 
precepts,  but  elaboration  of  the  theme 
covers  many  p.iges  in  the  noebook  of 
a  graduate.  Room  arranging  and  dec- 
corating  are  practised  and  rtduced  to 
a  science.  Furniture  is  arranged  and 
plnrc»d  for  various  effects,  hangings 
are  rchung  and  cushions  are  disposed 
of  her  best  results  in  comfort  and  ap- 
pearance. The  girls  are  taught  the 
nia>,'ic  of  a  skilled  and  artistic  touch 
In  so  slight  a  matter  as  the  placing  of 
a  chair  or  a  table. 

Extremes  are  taught,  from  the  rigid 
primness  of  a  Puritan  room  to  the  lux- 
urious piling  of  color  and  splendor  In 
an  Oriental  apa.rtment.  The  instruct- 
or's purpfjse  is  to  give  full  scope  to  the 
Individual  tastes  of  her  pupils  in  these 
tnaiters,  but  to  develop  them  In  ac- 
cordance with  standards. 

Furnishing  the  house  from  top  to 
bottom  Is  one  of  the  practical  lessons 
that  come  under  this  head.  The  stud- 
ents are  required  in  theory  to  buy 
evtry  article  of  e'luipment,  from  a  nut- 
meg grater  to  the  grand  piano  of  the 
parlor,  and  to  decorate  the  various 
rooms  of  the  house  and  to  fit  them 
•with  all  appurtenances  ready  for  im- 
mediate occupancy.  The.se  lessens  are 
done  on  paper,  but  details  of  price  are 
carefully  thought  out  and  the  theoreti- 
cal   shopping   is   as    full    of  perplexity 


and  of  planning  and  scheming  as  is  the 
actual  experience  that  is  lo  come  by 
and  by.  And  through  it  all  the  stud- 
ents are  face  to  face  with  a  severe  dic- 
tum against  extravagance.  The  amount 
of  money  to  be  spent  must  not  be  ex- 
ceeded, and  even  e.  saving  from  the 
sum  supposed  to  be  in  hand  must  be 
effected. 

Schedules,  when  completed,  are  hand- 
ed to  the  Instructress,  with  the  cost  of 
each  article  and  the  total  of  the  outfit. 
Miss  Hendrlckson  scans  these  with  an 
eagle  eye  and  makes  her  criticism.  In- 
cidentally she  may  turn  on  the  girl 
with  a  casual  inquiry  as  to  how  she 
expects  to  broil  a  steak  or  a  chop  with- 
out a  broiler  in  the  house.  Or  the  com- 
ment may  take  the  form  oi  pointing 
out  where  money  could  be  saved  by 
exercising  a  little  more  tact  in  general 
and  special  direction.s.  Economy  is 
taught  on  practical  lines,  and  the  girl 
is  shown  that  because  she  is  going  to 
enjoy  a  good  income  is  no  reason  for 
wasting  lialf  of  it. 

Just  one  thing  in  the  course  is  of 
doubtful  wisdom.  The  girls  are  taught 
j  to  sew — to  make,  mend  and  alter  dress- 
I  es;  lo  darn  and  to  patch  until  they 
have  brought  these  housewifely  attain- 
i  ments  to  the  stage  where  they  are 
'  competent  to  complete  an  entire  outfit 
!  for  themselves. 

But  they  also  are  inducted  into  the 
mysteries  of  making  shirts— two  kinds 
of  shirts,  negligee  and  dress.  There 
are  no  prize  exhibits  in  the  shirt  line 
at  '.he  school,  nor  is  there  any  evi- 
dence to  show  what  becomes  of  the 
shirts  constructed  by  the  students.  Up 
to  date  no  fiance  in  Germantown  has 
proclaimed  that  he  is  wearing  a  shirt 
made  by  his  betrothed.  It  is  presumed 
that  the  shirt  part  of  the  instruction 
is  not  property  to  be  classed  under  the 
general  head  of  "keep  your  little  house- 
hold worries  to  yourself."  In  fact, 
there  may  be  a  man  or  two  who  is  will- 
ing to  confess  that  he'd  just  as  soon 
have  a  girl  with  the  "M.  H."  who  had 
omitted  the  shirt-making  course. 

"Practicing  repose"  does  not  carry 
with  it  suggestions  of  eternal  lounging, 
as  taught  in  the  school  for  brides.  Nor 
is  it  made  urgent  that  the  student 
should  neglect  housework  for  "repose" 
exercise.  The  real  lesson  is  in  cultiv- 
ating serenity  of  temper  and  a  disposi- 
tion not  to  worry  either  the  housewife 
or  HIM  by  going  at  things  as  if  a  cy- 
clonis  fury  of  effort  were  necessary  to 
the  accomplishment  of  anything. 

Training  servants  is  done  theoreti- 
cally with  a  ••dummy"  maid,  who  is  to 
be  instructed  in  the  whims  and  foibles 
of  the  house  and  its  head.  It  consists 
in  imparting  to  the  maid  the  general 
plan  of  the  way  she  should  go  if  she 
is  an  inmate,  "then  comes  the  art  of 
being  a  real  hostess — the  kind  that 
makes  visitora  go  away  believing  they 
have  had  the  time  of  their  lives  and 
forgetting  that  the  punch  wasn't  as 
good  as  it  might  have  been.  Part  of 
this  line  of  instruction  has  to  do  with 
the  twelfth  heading  of  the  initial  text, 
and  consists  of  the  art  of  not  •butting" 
too  much  when  HE  is  entertaining 
male  friends  in  the  "mens  room.  ' 

The  whole  scheme  is  summed  up  in 
the  last  of  the  rules,  which  is  to  be 
•'cheerful,  entertaining  and  interested." 
It  is  pointed  out  that  .she  who  does 
these  will  be  In  turn  "cheered,  enter- 
talneded   and   interested." 

Taken  all  in  all,  a  girl  with  the 
"M.  H."  deservedly  won  is  decidedly 
to  be  coveted.  The  worst  part  of  it  is 
that  they  are  not  eligible  to  tlie  school 
until  they  have  been  conveled  and  won, 
or  during  the  early  stages  of  the  honey- 
moon, while  yet  groping  in  the  maze  of 
running  their  own  establishments.

In  what  varied  manner  does  the  rest- 
less deep  ever  continue  to  claim  its 
hecatombs  of  victims.

of  hot  water  supply  and  pumps.  So 
landlords  begin  their  leases  with  Octo- 
ber, and  the  new  apartment  structure 
completed  in  the  spring  will  be  rented, 
first,  on  six-month  lea.ses,  and  there- 
after on  year  terms  dating  from  the 
fall. 

This  year's  hunt  is  more  than  ever 
serious.  The  supply  of  apartments  on 
Manhatten  Island,  and  comparatively 
few  of  the  surrounding  folks  will  accept 
a  flat  off  it,  is  scant  because  for  the 
past  few  years  construction  of  new 
buildings  has  not  kept  up  with  the 
steady  and  rapid  increase  of  popula- 
tion. Hubby  can  no  longer  take  an 
hour  or  two  from  his  work,  rush  up 
town  and  secure  the  dearest  flat  ever. 
So  the  wife  comes  in  from  the  sea- 
shore or  country  to  pound  the  pave- 
ments and  trapse  endless  stairs  for 
the  close  consideration  of  tiny  parlors 
and  dining  rooms  and  tanklike  sleep- 
ing rooms.  Prices  are  up,  too,  to  a 
degree  that  is  driving  many  of  the 
former  tenants  of  modest  apartmenta 
to  the  remoter  sections  of  the  grreat 
city. 

WOES  OF  FLAT  OWNERS. 

In  these  circumstances  it  would  seem 
to  be  a  joyous  thing  to  be  a  flat  owner, 
but  it  isn't.  They  have  just  as  many 
woes  as  any  other  class  of  folk,  and, 
perhaps  from  the  habit  of  forestalling 
tenants'  complaints  with  hard  luck 
tales,  are  rather  more  inclined  to  be- 
moan their  fate.  That  one  who  con- 
fessed the  following  bit  of  experience 
declared  that  because  of  it  he  put  the 
flat  building  in  question  in  the  hands 
of  his  agents  to  sell.  He'd  be  glad  to 
get  rid  of  its  cares  and  worries.  The 
agent  thinks  he  won't  be,  at  the  price 
he  has  named,  in  a  month  of  Sundays, 
if  at  all,  but  he's  a  sore  landlord, 
nevertheless. 

Two  sweet  bachelor  girls  were  the 
cause  of  his  trouble.  He  didn't  like 
to  let  them  Into  the  house  In  the 
first  place.  He  hadn't  the  faintest 
doubt  of  their  absolute  respectability, 
but  he  feared  the  effect  on  his  other 
tenants  of  the  presence  of  a  household 
of  unattended  females.  But  he  saw 
them  both  and  was  pleased  with  them 
The  pains  they  went  to  to  present  a 
clean  bill  were  significant  of  the  inten- 
sity of  desire  on  the  part  of  certain 
sorts  of  Independent  women  to  t>ecome 
domiciled  amonff  respectable  folk, 


ing  a  happy  relationship  between  pro- 
fessor and  pupils  during  the  winter. 
The  les.sons  are  being  given  entirely 
without  expense  to  the  young  people, 
under  the  auspices  of  The  Herald, 
wliich  is  always  on  the  look  out  for

One  told  that  she  was  a  tra'ncd 
nurse,  away  with  patients  most  of  the 
time,  and  referred  lo  the  house  physi- 
cian of  the  nearest  large  liospilal.

Then  there  were 
cries  of  "Higher!"  from  the  same 
voice,  soon  followed  by  a  crash  of 
glass.  This  seemed  a  signal  for  an 
outbreak  of  excited  laughter,  into 
which   the   fog  horn   bellowed. 

"Nellie,  you're  a  warm  baby,  come 
kiss  papa!" 

Now  in  such  circumstances,  what 
should  a  tenant  do?  Remember,  tiiat 
this  one's  sleep  was  broken,  that  from 
her  pillow  near  by  his  spouse  was 
hissing,  "Shameless!"  and  that  he  felt 
as  sure  as  .shooting  that  his  dear  land- 
lord's gas  globes  were  being  kicked  off 
the  chandeliers.  So  judge  him  not  too 
harshly  for  calling  up  to  the  hard- 
working young  women,  with  impressive 
pauses  between   the   words: 

"Will  you  stop   that  racket?" 

Yet  the  edars  didn't  take  it  kindly 
of  him.  Flat  dwellers  are  so  touchy. 
The  budding  librarian  stuck  her  head 
out  of  her  window  and  called  down 
the  shaft: 

"Take    its    head    in,    Willy,    mamma, 
doesn't   like   It   to   have   its  head   out." 
WROTE   THE    LANDLORD. 

The  complalner  could  not  comply, 
but  the  outburst  of  merriment  that 
followed  this  Jibe  still  rang  in  his  ears 
when  next  day  he  wrote  fully  of  the 
affair  to  his  landlord.  He  wrote  flu- 
ently—and let  me  say  that  next  in  the 
landlord's  ills  to  the  women  tenants 
who  misbehave  are  those  who  write 
complaints  copiously — and  he  charged 
the  owner  so  pointedly  with  shai'ing 
in  the  women's  foul  earnings  that  tlie 
recipient  of  the  letter  put  the  house 
on  the  market  so  soon  as  he  had  order- 
ed the  offenders  to  go.

The  woman  was  a  persist- 
ent creature,  and  bseides  the  renova- 
tion in  thA  way  of  papering,  paintinrg 
and  th»  rAft,  she  helS  out  for  con- 
siderable alterations  of  the  arrangc-

LA  FOLLETTE 

He  Will  Not  Receive  Stal- 
wart Vote  Under  Any 
Conditions. 

Milwaukee,  Sept.  17.— Before  a  largo 
audience  in  the  Pabst  theater  last  nlgiit, 
Malcolm  G.  Jeffries,  of  Janesville, 
opened  the  state  campaign  on  behalf  of 
tlie  Stalwarts,  or  anti-Follette  wing  of 
the  Republican  party  of  Wisconsin. 

United  States  Senator  Josei>h  V. 
Quarles  presided  at  the  meeting  and  In- 
troduced the  speaker  as  a  business  man, 
one  interested  in  public  affairs,  but  nei- 
ther an  office  seeker  nor  an  officeholder. 
Mr.  Jeffries  devoted  his  speech  to  a  cri- 
ticism of  overnor  Robt.  M.  La  Follette 
and  many  of  his  official  acts.  He  al.so  re- 
viewed the  history  of  the  two  state  con- 
ventions, scoring  what  he  termed  as 
fraudulent  methods  on  the  part  of  tlie 
governor  to  continue  In  control.  He 
charged  the  governor  with  being  any- 
thing but  a  Rei)ublican  and  intimated 
that  under  no  conditions  woul<l  he  re- 
ceive the  support  of  the  Stalwart  factl<tD. 
He  urged  supjiort  of  the  state  ticket  heaa- 
ed  by  Samuel  A.  Cook  and  assured  the 
audience  that  Wisconsin's  name  must 
c^ontlnue  on  the  roll  of  Republican  states 
of  the  Union.  Mr.  Jeffries  closed  with 
a  severe  arraignment  of  the  primary 
election  system,  which  the  governor 
strongly  advocates.

He  is  ov>ned  by  the  estate  of  the  lato 
W.  C.  Whitney  and  his  home  is  at  La 
Belle  stock  farm,  six  miles  from  Lex- 
ington, Ky.,  on  the  road  to  Frank- 
fort. 

The  history  of  this  remarkable  horse 
is  interesting  becau.se  if  he  lives  he 
bids  fair  to  be  the  greatest  sire  that 
this  country  ever  produced.

king  of  Pittsburg,  become  the  future

farm. 

It  is  the  rich  coal  fields  of  Penn.syl- 
vaiiia  that  have  made  the  last  contri- 
bution to  the  great  thoroughbred 
breeding  Interests  of  Kentucky.  The 
millions  secured  by  unearthing  the 
black  diamond  are  now  being  expend- 
ed by  their  princely  possessor  in  his 
great  racing  stable,  and  the  once  deal-

Capt.  Brown  first  became  interested 
In  racing  in  the  early  80's.  Out  of 
the  stable  of  the  Mobile  turfman,  the 
late  Capt.  Coltrill,  he  bought  the  f.un- 
ous  trio,  Buchanan,  Mona  and  Matinee, 
and  scored  many  wins  with  the  latter, 
and   bolh   proved  successful   productrs. 

His  first  national  reputation  as  a 
turfman,  however,  did  not  come  uni.il 
lhS6,  when  Troubadour  won  in  his  col- 
ors the  grea'v  .Suburban  handicap.  Tiie 
fall  before  iie  bought  the  son  of  Lis- 
bon at  public  auction  In  this  city  for 
?76C0,  and  the  following  winter  en- 
gaged the  trainer,  John  \V.  Rogers,  to 
take  charge  of  liis  stable,  the  last- 
named  having  then  just  quit  the  em- 
ploy of  Ed  Corrlgan  after  having  plac- 
ed that  not'd  turfman  second  on  the 
list  of  winning  owners  in  18*15.  Trou- 
badour begun  a  most  successful  era 
in  Brown's  racing  ventures,  as  in  the 
years  following  up  to  the  early  90's 
Rogers  trained  many  great  horses  for 
liim.  including  Senorita,  winner  of  $51,- 
U»0;  Keporter.  whiih  earned  $36.4.50; 
Buddisl.  winner  of  $25,190;  Blue  Wing, 
winner  of  $20,520;  Pickpocket,  winner 
ol  $29,869,  and  the  mighty  Lamplight- 
er,   winner   of  $90,415. 

During  the  closing  years  of  the  90's 
Capt.  Brown,  owing  to  death  in  his 
immediate  family,  greatly  curtailed  his  j 
racing  interests,  and,  while  a  horse  or  | 
two  raced  In  his  colors,  his  absence  ; 
from  turf  activity  was  iviost  noticeable.  I 
During  this  period  of  time,  however,  i 
he  arranged  his  business  affairs  in  such  j 
shape  as  to  never  again  require  his  ! 
personal  attention,  and  today  he  is  ' 
free  from  such  cares  and  at  liberty  j 
to  pursue  wiih  an  enthusiastic  zest  a  j 
daily  participation  in  the  sport  of  the  i 
turf. 

In  August,  1902,  when  Capt.  Brown  ' 
bought  the  farm  now  known  as  Sen-  ! 
orita  stud  the  land  It  contains  was  ! 
virtually  a  barren  waste.  in  twenty-  1 
four  months,  with  the  expenditure  of 
(;lo.se  on  to  $100,000,  the  place  has  been 
transformed  to  a  model  stock  farm,  in 
appointments  second  to  no  breeding 
estate  In  the  blue  grass  region  of  Ken- 
tucky. The  barns  are  as  fine  as  any 
either  at  Klmendorf  or  Hamburg  place, 
the  roadways  are  all  macadamized  and 
in  the  most  perfect  driving  order  and 
an  electric  power  house  makes  Senor- 
ita stud  the  same  at  night  as  if  It  was 
located  In  the  heart  of  a  great  city, 
instead  of  on  the  outskirts  of  a  coun- 
try far  from  the  town  limits.  Here 
is  to  be  the  future  home  of  the  popular 
Broomstick,  with  some  great  English 
horse  as  a  companion  in  the  stud,  as 
it  is  Capt.  Brown's  intention  to  ul- 
timately imiTOrt  a  Derby  winner  or 
some  performer  of  equal  prominence 
on   the  British   turf. 

The  stallions  now  at  Senorita  are 
Troubadour,  Blue  Wing,  Garry  Herr- 
mann and  Hyphen.  The  former,  now 
22  years,  plainly  shows  his  age,  and  is 
evidently  not  long  for  this  world.  He 
ha  sbeen  blind  a  long  time  and  this 
affliction  tells  on  his  general  appear- 
ance, which  Is  in  marked  contrast  to 
the  looks  of  Blue  Wing,  which  noted 
horse,  though  but  a  year  younger  than 
Troubadour,  appears  to  be  as  young 
as  any  stallion  on  the  place.

Brown  paid  the  record  price  of  $17,100 
at   auction.

JEFFRIES' 
RECORD 

Shows  He  Is  Not  Afraid 

of    Any    Other 

Fighter. 


Not  the  Reason  He  Re- 
fuses to  Meet  Colored 
Pugilists. 


San  Francisco,  Sept.  17.— A  correspon- 
dent who.  In  addition  to  .sending  hl»  i\|^me 
as  a  guarantee  of  good  faith,  says  that  he 
is  an  irishman  and  not  a  negro,  asks  the 
privilege  of  taking  up  the  cudgels  in  be- 
half of  heavyweight  Jack  Johnson.  The 
communication  he  forwards  is  too  lengthy 
to  print  In  full,  but  in  response  to  the  gen- 
tleman's plea  that  "It  is  but  lair  to  air 
both  sides  of  a  controversy,"  the  meatiest 
portion  of  his  argument  is  submitted. 

He  savs:  "Perhaps  you  have  often 
heard  It  "said  that  if  Jim  Corbett  had  'the 
punch'  he  could  have  remained  champion 
of  the  world  until  failing  strength  forced 
him  Into  retirement.  He  had  all  the  otiier 
qualifications  of  a  great  pugilist.  On  the 
night  that  Johnson  and  McV'ey  fought  at 
Mechanics'  pavilion  I  saw  you  leaving  the 
building  after  the  contest  and  was  strong- 
ly teninted  to  speak  to  you.  1  wanted  to 
say  thai  I  thought  Johnson  stood  a  swell 
chance  of  winning  from  Jeffries  in  a  20- 
round   contest,   or   longer. 

"in  your  writings  you  described  John- 
son ai  'cleverness  personified.'  Well,  if 
Corbett  could  make  a  show  of  Jeffries  for 
twentv-three  rounds,  as  he  did  in  New 
York. "don't  you  think  that  a  man  just  as 
clever  as  Corbett  and  the  possessor  of  a 
wallop  stands  a  good  chance  with  Jef- 
fries '! 

"Jeffries  has  drawn  the  color  line  be- 
cause he  fears  this  man.  He  has  boxed 
negroes  before.  The  records  show  that 
Johnson  downed  Jack  Jeffries  in  five 
rounds,  and  •Brother  Jack'  has  tlppid  it  to 
'Brother  Jim'  that  Johnson  is  the  goods. 
Foxy  Billy  Delaney  is  also  on.  He  knows 
what  Johnson  is. 

"You  win  have  to  admit  that  aside  from 
cleverness  and  punching  ability  Johnson 
is  remarkably  strong,  i'ou  saw  how  he 
handled  McVey  in  tlic  clinclies.  Yes.  sir.  1 
am  strongly  inclined  to  tliink  that  Billy 
Madden  has  no  man  but  one  In  view  wiien 
he  says  that  he  knows  men  who  can  lick 
Jeffries. 

"Did  you  see  the  20-round  go  between 
George  Gardner  and  Johnson?  Johnson 
was  sick  that  night,  yet  how  easily  he 
handled  Gardner!  1  don't  .say  that  John- 
son could  win  from  Jeffries,  but  you 
can  put  it  down  that  Jeffries  is  afraid  of 
him." 

Now  for  a  little  "air"  on  the  other  side. 
To  begin  with,  It  is  not  likely  Jeffries  is 
afraid  of  Johnosn  or  anyone  else  follow- 
ing the  fighting  game.  No  man  who  ever 
stood  In  championship  shoes  is  as  easy  to 
bring  to  time  and  terms  as  Jeffries.  His 
record  shows  this.  He  has  given  nearly 
every  one  of  hi.s  victims  a  return  match 
and  has  beaten  them  all  twice.  The  only 
time  he  has  hung  fire  about  signing  ar- 
ticles has  been  wiicn  there  wa.s  doubt  as 
to  how  the  public  would  regard  the  pro- 
posed contest.  Johnson  is  <t,«  clever  and  as 
hard-hlitlng  and  as  strong  as  my  corrc- 
sptrndent  claims,  but  his  talents  along 
these  lines  are  not  always  in  evidence.  His 
ring  record  consists  of  a  few  brilliant 
lights  and  a  number  of  unspeakably  bad 
ones.  He  has  been  suspected  once  or  twice 
of  being  under  a  wran.  and  any  atlomut 
on  his  part  to  plead  that  he  has  been  hon- 
est in  all  his  ring  ongagemtnts  will  simply 
fasten  upon  him  the  distinction  of  bcina 
the  most  incon.slsteiit  performer  the  ring 
has  known. 

There  was  a  lime  when  quite  a  number 
of  the  sporting  critics  advocated  Johnson's 
right  to  a  match  with  Jeffries,  and  for  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  agitation  along  tlicse 
lines  at  present  Johnson  can  blame  him- 
self. Jeffries  just  now  is  fully  determined 
to  deny  tho  colored  heavyweight  recogni- 
tion, and  in  the  light  of  there  being  no 
pressure  to  speak  of.  will  doubtless  con- 
tinue in  that  frame  of  mind. 

Perhaps  If  Johnson  busied  himself  for  a 
while  and  won  a  few  clean-cut  fights,  a 
demand  for  a  John.son-Jeffries  battle 
might  arise. 

By  his  refusal  to  keen  his  engagement 
with  Joe  Gans.  young  Jimmy  Gar<1ner  has 
spoiled  one  of  the  most  promising  pugilis- 
tic attractions  of  the  year.  At  that  it  may 
bo  all  for  the  beat.  Gardner's  stock  In  all 
probability  was  overhoomed.  for.  even  al- 
lowing for  the  local  iiifiuences  whic'i  are 
said  to  ha\'e  opirated  against  him  In  his 
New  Bedfo»'d  contest  with  Martin  Canole, 
his  showing  in  liie  affair  in  que;:tion 
suggests  that  he  would  be  nv  match  for 
Gans. 

It  Is  an  111  wind  that  blows  nobody  good, 
so  Gardner's  withdrawal  his  put  Beamy 
Joe  W'alcott  In  line  for  a  tu.ssle  with  his 
ancient  enemy.  Gans.  Even  now  Jo.seph 
is  speeding  this  way  as  fast  as  the  rail- 
road can  bear  him,  and  if  half  the  stories 
we  hear  about  the  bitterness  existing  be- 
tween the  two  colored  pugilists  are  true, 
the  San  Francisco  Athletic  club  will  pro- 
vide exciting  entertainment  for  its  patrons 
on  the  last  night  of  the  month. 

It  Is  told  that  Hereford,  wiu)  manages 
Gans,  has  kept  his  lightweight  star  and 
Walcott  apart  for  many  moons  V)y  insist- 
ing on  a  weight  that  it  was  impossible  for 
Walcott  to  do.  Now,  they  say.  Gans  has 
taken  the  bit  in  his  teeth  and  has  agreed 
to  box  Walcott  on  the  latter's  own  terms, 
namely.

In  fact, 
his  "pipes"  were  never  right  after,  and  he 
failed  to  gain  later  the  distinction  one  la 
warranted  in  expecting  from  the  measure 
of  a  Futurity  winner. 

This  has  been  a  bad  season  for  cham- 
pions, anyway,  and  the  way  they  have 
been  beaten  has  been  the  despair  of  the 
students  of  dope  and  the  sheet  anchor  of 
the  bookmakers. 

Only  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  turfmen  had 
.«eltltd  Into  the  belief  that  Sysonby  was  a 
wonderful  2-year-old.  and  likely  to  have 
a  clear  road  before  him  to  the  end  of  the 
sea.son.  And  the  same  was  believed  of 
Ort  Welles.  Then  along  comes  Artful, 
who  beat.s  Sysonb.v  like  breaking  sticks, 
and  now  Ort  Welles  has  been  dethroned. 

If  anyone  had  tried  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Saratoga  meeting  to  pick  out 
of  the  3-year-old  divi.«lon  a  colt  that  would 
prove  most  disastrous  to  Ort  Wello.s.  tne 
last  colt  that  one  would  have  selected 
would  have  been  Stalwart. 

This  fellow  had  been  running  in  sprint 
rac^^s  and  In  long-distance  races,  and  M 
had  been  dubbed  a  hound.  His  Imiirovei- 
mont  has  been  remarkable,  and  his  victory 
over  Ort  Welles  In  the  Century  stakes-  was 
no  fiuke.  becau.se  the  two  hor.ses  finished 
out  In  a  red-hot  drive  in  the  fastest  time 
that  the  distance  has  ever  been  covered  at 
Sheepshead  Bay.  The  man  who  does  not 
send  his  horses  to  Saratoga  is  not  wise. 

Hlldebrand  Is  the  king  of  jockeys  this 
season,  and  there  are  good  judges  who  say 
that  he  has  never  had  a  superior.  Out  of 
494  mounts  he  has  to  his  credit  Ip;  wins. 
86  .seconds  and  G.'  thirds,  leaving  him  out 
of  the  money  230  limes.  This  is  a  remark- 
able record.  His  nerve  Is  exceptional,  and 
the  most  restive  of  hor.ses  acknowledgeji 
the  touch  of  his  skilled  and  delicate  hands. 
With  the  public  he  Is  a  general  favorite, 
and  probably  more  people  are  found  to  fol- 
low his  mounts  than  in  th«'  case  of  Sloan 
even.  He  seldom  is  guilty  of  any  flagn*it 
bad  rides,  though  like  the  rest  of  his  fra- 
ternity he  occasionally  iias  an  off  day. 

The  New  Orleans  season  promises  to  lie 
unusually  good  this  year.  There  will  be 
IW  days'  racing  by  the  Crescent  City 
Jockey  club,  beginning  Nov.  '24.  The  Cres- 
cent City  Derby  will  have  $5o«jij  added 
moiiey  and  the  club  will  add  an  aggregate 
of  $3.'3.0OO  to  its  otiier  slakes.

Roehamplon.  a  horse  that  has  been 
much  in  the  public  eye  for  five  racing  sea- 
sons, will  at  last  be  retired,  so  it  was 
announced  at  Sheepshead.  The  old  hor.se 
was  a  starter  in  the  fifth  race  Monday, 
and  it  looked  like  a  royal  chance  for  him 
to  again  earn  brackets,  but  he  failed.  He 
did  not  come  out  of  the  race  in  good  con- 
diticn.  and  the  decision  was  then  made  to 
retire  him.  Roeliampton  is  a  fi-vear-old 
horse,  by  Balhampton-Agnos  Flash,  and 
until  overcome  by  physical  infinnitles  waa 
a  race  horse  of  con.slderable  class. 

There  is  popular  clamor  for  a  match 
race  between  Beldame,  the  champloo 
race  mare  of  the  East,  and  Tokalon» 
the  greatest  filly  in  the  West  todays 
but  few  oi^lne  that  anything  will  ever 
<ome  of  It.  Admitting  that  Toka- 
lon  is  a  gre.at  race  horse,  there  are 
better  reasons  for  believing  that  Bel- 
dame Is  still  better.  It  is  only  an  earn- 
ed compliment  to  say  that  she  is  prob- 
ably the  greatest  race  mare  ever  bred 
In  this  country,  not  even  excepting 
the  celebrated  Miss  Woodford,  of  days 
long   ago. 

Ten  victories  out  of  twelve  starts 
are  credited  to  Beldame  this  year.  Her 
first  win  of  the  .season  was  the  Car- 
ter handicap.  Then  she  ran  third  to 
Iri.sh  Lad  and'  Toboggan  in  the  Metro- 
the  Gazelle  stakes  and  the  Mermaid 
stakes  were  the  successes  of  the  Octa- 
gon filly,  in  a  row.  Hermis  beat  bar 
in  the  Test  handicap,  but  she  got  lh# 
worst  of  the  start.  "The  Saratoga  Cup 
and  Alabama  stakes  went  her  way  at 
the  .Spa.  Recent  victories  were  the 
Dolphin  and  September  events  at 
.Sheepshead  Bay.  She  also  won  two 
overnight  races.  This  is  a  wonderful 
record  and  greater  than  Tokalon's  by 
rea.son  of  the  fact  that  Beldame  met 
belter  horses.

It  is  the  rich  coal  fields  of  Penn.syl- 
vaiiia  that  have  made  the  last  contri- 
bution to  the  great  thoroughbred 
breeding  interests  of  Kentuiky.  The 
millions  secured  by  unearthing  Uie 
black  diamond  are  now  being  t-xpead- 
ed  by  their  princely  possessor  in  iiis 
great  racing  .stable,  and  the  once  deal- 
er in  tire  fuel  has  blossomed  forth  as 
one  of  the  most  picturesque  figures  111 
the  turf  world  of  today. 

Capt.  Brown  first  became  interested 
in  racing  in  the  early  SO's.  Out  of 
the  stable  of  the  Mobile  turfman,  the 
late  Capt.  Coilrill,  he  bought  the  f.ini- 
ous  trio,  Buchanan,  Mona  and  Matinee, 
and  scored  many  wins  with  the  latter, 
and  both  proved  succes.-<ful  producirs. 
His  lirst  national  reputation  a.s  a 
turfman,  however,  did  not  come  unLil 
lh,S6.  when  Troubadour  won  in  his  col- 
ors the  gre'a^  Suburban  handicap.  Tiie 
fall  before  iie  bought  the  sun  of  Lis- 
bon at  public  auction  in  this  city  for 
J76t;0.  and  the  following  winter  en- 
gaged the  trainer,  Joiin  W.  Rogers,  to 
take  charge  of  his  stable,  the  last- 
iKimed  having  then  just  quit  the  em- 
ploy of  Ed  Corrlgan  after  having  plac- 
ed that  noted  turfman  second  on  the 
list  of  winning  owners  in  IS.sri.  Trou- 
badour begun  a  most  successful  era 
in  Brown's  racing  ventures,  as  In  the 
ye.iis  following  up  to  the  early  yO's 
Uogers  trained  many  great  horse.-5  for 
liim,  including  Senorita,  winner  of  ;S51.- 
l!»0;  Iteporter.  which  earned  $;?S.4r)0: 
Buddist,  winner  of  $!?;■".. IW;  Blue  Wing. 
winner  of  $2(t,.^20;  Pickpockt  t,  winner 
ot  $2V».S6D,  and  the  mighty  Lamplight- 
er,   winner  of  $l>o,4ir>.  j 

During  the  closing  years  of  the  90's 
Capt.  Brown,  owing  to  death  in  his  | 
immediate  family,  greatly  curtailed  his 
racing  interests,  and,  while  a  horse  or 
two  raced  in  his  colors,  his  absence 
from  turf  activity  was  inost  noticeable. 
During  this  period  of  time,  however, 
he  arranged  his  business  iiffairs  in  suon 
shape  as  to  never  again  require  his 
personal  attention,  and  today  he  is 
free  from  such  cares  and  at  liberty 
1(1  pursue  wiih  an  enthusiastic  /.est  a 
daily  participation  in  the  sport  of  the 
turf. 

In  August,  1002,  when  Capt.  Brown 
bought  the  farm  now  known  as  Sen- 
orita stud  the  land  It  contains  w.us 
virtually  a  barren  waste.  In  twenty- 
four  months,  with  the  expenditure  of 
close  on  to  $100,000,  the  place  has  been 
transformed  to  a  model  stock  farm,  in 
appolnlmeiits  second  to  no  breeding 
estate  in  the  blue  grass  region  of  Ken- 
j  lucky.  The  barns  are  as  fine  as  any 
either  at  Elmendorf  or  Hamburg  place, 
ithe  roadways  are  all  macadami;'.ed  and 
I  in  the  most  perfect  driving  order  and 
an  electric  power  house  makes  Senor- 
ita stud  the  same  at  night  as  if  it  was 
located  in  the  heart  of  a  great  city, 
instead  of  on  the  outskirts  of  a  coun- 
try far  from  the  town  limits.  Here 
is  to  be  the  future  home  of  the  popular 
Broomstick,  with  some  great  English 
horse  as  a  companion  in  the  stud,  as 
it  is  Capt.  Brc»wn's  intention  to  ul- 
timately ImiJOrt  a  Derby  winner  or 
some  performer  of  ecjual  prominenc-e 
on   the   British   turf. 

The  stallions  now  at  Senorita  are 
Troubadour.  Blue  Wing,  (Jarry  Herr- 
mann and  Hyphen.  The  former,  now 
22  years,  t)laiiily  shows  his  age,  and  is 
evidently  not  long  for  this  world.  He 
ha  sheen  blind  a  long  time  and  this 
attiiction  tells  on  his  genei-al  appear- 
ance, which  Is  in  marked  contrast  to 
the  looks  of  Blue  Wing,  which  noted 
horse,  though  but  a  year  younger  than 
Troubadour,  appears  to  be  as  young 
as  any  stallion  on  the  place. 

Garry  H  err  man  seems  to  be  at  home 
in  stud  life  and  Manager  Charles  Dod- 
son  is  of  the  ojiini on  tliat  all  the  twelve 
mares  mated  to  him  this  year  are  safe 
in  foal.  Hyphen  looks  as  good  as 
wheti  lie  scored  in  the  Brl.ghton  Derby 
of  U>02  and  with  careful  nursing  might 
train  once  more,  but  Capt.  Brown  is 
satisfied  with  his  tun'  record,  and  he 
will   never  be  raced  again.

JEFFRIES' 
RECORD 

Shows  He  Is  Not  Afraid 

of    Any    Other 

Fighter. 


Not  the  Reason  He  Re- 
fuses to  Meet  Colored 
Pugilists. 


San  Francisco.  Sept.  17.— A  correspon- 
dent who,  in  addition  to  .sending  hl»  name 
aa  a  guarantee  of  good  faith,  .says  that  he 
is  an  irishman  and  not  a  negro,  asks  the 
privilege  of  taking  up  the  cudgels  in  be- 
half of  heavyweight  Jack  Johnson.  The 
communication  he  forwards  is  too  lengthy 
to  print  In  full,  but  in  response  to  the  gen- 
tleman's plea  that  "It  is  but  lair  to  air 
both  sides  of  a  I'oniroversy,  '  the  mealiest 
portion  of  his  argument  is  submilted. 

He  savs:  "Periiaps  you  have  often 
heard  it  .said  that  if  Jim  Corbett  had  'tiie 
punch'  he  could  have  remained  champion 
of  the  world  until  failing  strength  forced 
him  into  retirement.  He  had  all  the  oliier 
(luallficalions  of  a  great  pugilist.  On  the 
night  that  Johnson  and  McVey  fought  at 
Mechanics'  pavilion  1  saw  you  leaving  the 
building  after  the  contest  and  was  slrong- 
Iv  tenq)led  to  speak  to  you.  1  wanted  to 
say  thai  I  thougiit  Johnson  stood  a  .swell 
chance  of  winning  from  Jeitries  in  a  20- 
round    contest,    or    longer. 

"in  your  writings  you  described  John- 
.son  ai  'cleverness  personified.'  Well,  if 
Corbett  could  make  a  siiow  of  Jeffries  for 
iwenlv-lhree  rounds,  as  he  did  in  New 
York. "don't  you  think  that  a  man  just  as 
clever  as  Corbett  and  the  pos.ses.sor  of  a 
wallop  stands  a  good  chance  with  Jef- 
fries? 

"Jeffries  has  drawn  the  color  line  be- 
cause he  fears  this  man.  Ho  has  boxed 
negroes  before.  The  records  show  that 
Johnson  downed  Jac-k  Jeffries  in  five 
rounds,  and  'Brother  Jack'  has  lipped  it  to 
•Brother  Jim'  that  Johnson  is  tiie  goods. 
Foxy  Billy  Delaney  is  also  on.  He  knows 
what  Jolin-son  is. 

"Vou  will  have  to  admit  that  aside  from 
cleverness  and  i)unching  ability  Joiinson 
is  remarkably  strong,  i'ou  saw  how  he 
handled  Mi-Vey  in  the  elinclies.  Y'es.  sir,  1 
am  strongly  inclined  to  think  that  Billy 
Madden  has  no  man  but  one  In  view  when 
he  says  that  he  knows  men  wiio  can  lick 
Jeffries. 

"Did  you  see  the  20-round  go  between 
George  Gardner  and  John.son?  Johnson 
was  sick  that  night,  yet  iiow  easily  he 
handled  Gardner!  1  don't  say  that  John- 
son could  win  from  Jeffries,  but  you 
can  put  it  down  tliat  Jertries  is  afraid  of 
him." 

Now  for  a  little  "air"  on  the  other  side. 
To  begin  with,  it  is  not  likely  Jeffries  is 
afraid  of  Juhnosn  or  anyone  else  follow- 
ing the  fighting  game.  No  man  who  ever 
stood  In  chumpionsliip  shoes  is  as  easy  to 
bring  to  time  and  terin.s  as  Jeffrie.-^.  His 
record  shovv.s  this.  He  lias  givvii  ncarl.v 
I  very  cne  of  his  victims  a  return  match 
and  has  beaten  them  all  twice.  The  only 
time  he  has  hung  lire  about  signing  ar- 
ticles has  lieen  wiion  llii>re  wa.s  doubt  as 
to  iiow  the  public  would  regard  the  pro- 
posed contest.  Johnson  is  a.s  c-lever  and  as 
hard-hlitlng  and  as  strong  as  my  corie- 
spcindent  claims,  but  Ids  talents  along 
these  lines  are  not  always  in  evidence.  His 
ring  reconl  consists  of  a  few  l.irilliant 
lights  and  a  number  of  unspeakably  bad 
ones.  He  lias  been  suspected  once  or  twice 
of  being  under  a  wrap,  and  any  atlemnt 
on  his  ])art  to  plead  that  lie  has  hoen  iion- 
ost  in  all  his  ring  engagements  will  sinqily 
fasten  upon  iiim  tlu'  distinction  of  beins 
the  most  inconsistent  performer  the  ring 
has  known. 

Tiiere  was  a  time  when  quite  a  number 
of  the  sporting  critics  advocated  John.sons 
right  to  a  malcli  with  Jeffries,  and  for  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  .agitation  along  tiiese 
iines  at  j>resent  Johnson  can  blame  him- 
self. Jeffries  just  now  is  fully  determined 
to  deny  the  colored  heavy wi'iglit  recogni- 
tion, e.nd  in  the  light  of  there  being  no 
piessure  to  speak  of.  will  doubtless  con- 
tinue in  that  frame  of  mind.

Columbia. 

Newport,  R.  I.,  Sept.  17.— The  sub- 
marine torpedo  boat  Shark,  which  left 
here  for  No  Mans  Land  yesterday  with 
the  torpedo  boats  Tingey  and  Winslow, 

returned  to  this  port  today  and  report- 
ed that  she  made  a  successful  attack 
on  the  cruiser  Columbia,  of  the  North 
Atlantic  training  tleet.

Hilda  Olein,  Insane  Young 
Woman,  Creates  Com- 
motion at  Jail. 

Alternately  preachln.g  and  shouting 
cursea.  Miss  Hilda  Olein,  the  young 
Scandinavian  girl  who  created  a  sensa- 
tion at  the  Jiijou  theater  last  evening, 
was  examined  before  Probate  Judge 
Mlddlecoff  tliis  afternoon  and  pro- 
nounced to  bo  Insane.  An  order  was 
made  committing  her  to  the  state  in- 
sane asylum  at  Fergus  Falls.  The  In- 
formation gathered  wp.s  to  the  effect 
that  lier  mind  has  beeome  unsettled 
through  a  sort  of  religious  frenzy.

She  declared  that 
everybody  in  the  jail  was  going  to  hell, 
that  she  would  first  send  them  there, 
and  then,  after  locking  up  the  gates  of 
lieaven.  she  would  follow  and  make 
things  warm  for  them. 

After  preaching  with  fervor  for  a  few 
moments,  she  would  suddenly  shout: 
"Hurrah  for  Hell.  All  aboard  for  Hell. 
We're  all  going  there." 

Her  case  is  a  sad  one  In  many  feat- 
ures, considering  her  youth  and  gen- 
eral attractive  ap>pearance  and  family 
connections.

BIG  FIRE,  ONCE  UNDER  CONTROL 
BREAKS  OUT  AGAIN  AT  HALIFAX 
CAUSING  A  LOSS  OF  $200,000 

Valuable  Wharf  Property  and  Marine 
Stores  Were  Consumed. 

Large  Quantities  of  Explosives  Made 
Situation  Dangerous. 

Flames  Again  Subdued  With  the  Aid 
of  Marines  From  Barracks.

RUSSIAN  RECONNAISSANCES 
RESULT  IN  HEAVY  FIGHTING 
WITH  JAPANESE  FORCES 


Halifax,  Sept.  19.— The  dock  fire, 
which  started  after  midnight  and  was 
under  control  at  3  o'clock,  broke  out 
again  early  today  and  destroyed  sev- 
eral warehouses  and  other  buildings. 
The  warehouses  burned  were  fine  new 
buildings  and  the  loss  is  now  placed 
at   ?!2,000,('<:K). 

At  10  o'clock  the  fire  was  still  burn- 
ing,  but  under  control.     The  insurance 

on  the   property  destroyed  is  estimated 
&t  about  three-quarters  of  the  loss. 

The  fire  first  started  between  Black 
Bros.'s  store  and  the  Forehams  com- 
pany sail  loft,  on  Pickford  and  lilack's 
wharf,  at  about  12:45  a.  m.  The  fiames 
spread  to  Black  Bros.'s  warehouse, 
wliere  were  large  quantities  of  pitch, 
tar  and  ships  outfits.  The  work  was 
made  more  hazardous  by  the   presence 


of  a  quantity  of  powder  and  dynamite 
upon  Black  Bros.'s  wharf,  but  the  ex- 
plosives were  thrown  overboard.  Later 
the  firemen  were  driven  back  by  a 
series  of  explosions  in  the  warehouse, 
caused  by  powder  and  chemicals.  All 
the  apparatus  in  the  city  was  sum- 
moned and  the  firemen  were  assisted 
oy  men  from  the  barracks.  In  two 
hours  the  flames  were  thought  to  be 
under  control.  The  loss  was  then  esti- 
mated at  $50,000.  Several  hours  later 
the  fire  broke  out  in  Black  Bros.'s 
large  brick  building,  and  then  extended 
to  a  large  warehouse,  owned  by  Pick- 
ford  &  Black,  and  their  office  build- 
ing. Near  the  store  building  were  sit- 
uated a  number  of  wcioden  shops  and 
stores,  but  the  fire  department  was 
able  to  confine  the  damage  to  the  two 
wharfs  and  the  buildings  named.  The 
cause  of  the  fire  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained.

Priederichruhe,  S?pt.  19.— Prince  Her- 
bert Bismarck  died  Sunday  morning  at 
10:15   oclock.       The    end    was   painless. 

Since  he  ceased  to  be  foreign  minis- 
ter on  the  retirement  of  his  father,  in 
l!>iK",  Prince  Heibcri  Bismarck  had  tak- 
en part  in  public  affairs  only  as  a 
member  of  the  reichstag.  His  atti- 
tude had  been  that  of  a  man  nv. 
appreciated  by  his  sovereign  and  wlio 
was  waiting  in  the  background  for  ai; 
opportunity  to  resume  his  career. 

His  delivery  as  a  parliamentary 
speaker  improved  year  by  year.  He 
always  declined  to  join  any  political 
group,  steadfastly  calling  himself  an 
independent.  His  haughty  and  impei- 
Icus  maimeis  in  early  life,  when  ho 
was  ever  conscious  of  the  fact  that  he 
was  the  .«on  of  the  most  powerful 
statesman  in  Europe,  softened  in  later 
life. 

Prince  Herbert  was  the  eldest  son  of 
Pi-ince  Bi^?marck,  the  great  chancellor 
of  the  (ierman  empire.  He  was  born 
in  Berlin  on  December  28,  1S49,  and 
married  Maigaret,  Countess  Hoycs,  in 
1S92.  Prince  Herbert,  in  1S99,  was 
spoken  of  as  probable  ambassador  o 
his  country  at  Washington.  This 
rumor  was  perhaps  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  prince,  ir  the  reichstag,  early  In 
that  year,  had  made  a  speech  in  whicli 
he  had  expres.sed  great  admiration  for 
this  country. 

Early  in  his  career  Prince  Bismarck 
was  merely  the  son  if  his  father,  and, 
like  the  latter,  possessed  very  feu- 
warm  personal  friendships.  But  among 
his-  warm  personal  friends  are  noted 
English  statesmen,  like  I»rd  Ro.^e- 
berry  and  Joseph  ("huniberlain.  anJ 
other  well  known  Eng  ishmen  like  Sir 
Charles  Dilke  and  the  Manjuis  of  Lon- 
donderry. These  frientishijjs  were  built 
on  his  thorough  acquaintance  Avith 
British  affairs  and  a  marriage  that  h:'.d 
given  the  prince  a  clofe  relationsliiu 
with  an  English  family  of  eminent 
respectability.  He  married  the  charm- 
ing Austrian  Countess  Hoyos,  wh'  se 
moiher  was  an  Englishwoman,  the 
daughter  of  Mr.  Whiuhead.  of  torpedo 
fame,  and  brought  up  more  as  an 
English  girl  than  as  a  German.  They 
had  three  children,  the  youngest,  a 
boy.  born  in  ISftT.  Prince  Herbe-t 
himself  spoke  English  like  an  English- 
xcan. 

As  to  the  personal  character  of  Prince 
Herbert,  there  are  many  different  opin- 
ions.

News  from  the  seat  of  war  today  contributes  nothing  to 
show  that  the  Japanese  have  yet  begun  to  move  in  force. 
There  is  no  truth  in  the  report  emanating  from  the  London 
Express  that  a  battle  is  in  progress  at  Mukden,  but  Gen.  Ku- 
ropatkin  reports  that  Generals  Rennenkampff  and  Samsonoff 
are  conducting  important  reconnaissances  which  have  resulted 
in  heavy  fighting.  The  reconnaissances  also  showed  an  in- 
crease in  the  Japanese  forces.  Emperor  Nicholas  has  decided 
to  form  a  second  Manchurian  army  to  be  composed  of  the 
corps  now  being  sent  to  the  far  East.  Kuropatkin,  according 
to  St.  Petersburg  advices,  will  become  chief  of  both  armies, 
but  without  the  title  of  commander-in-chief  and  Gen.  Line- 
vitch  probably  will  command  the  second  army.

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  la.— The  Rus-^ian 
press,  discussing  the  Th'betan  treaty 
with  Great  Britain  unites  In  agreeing 
that  the  latter  country  has  succeeded 
in  establishing  a  virtual  protectorate 
over   Thlliet.

In  the  war  of  1S70  against  the 
French.  Prince  Herbert,  who  was  an 
officer  of  dragoons,  was  wounded,  and 
while  in  a  field  hospital  one  of  his 
visitors  was  nc  less  than  his  own 
faihei-.  the  great  chancellor. 

A  dark  spot  in  the  career  of  Prices 
Herbert  was  his  elopement  with  and 
abanrlcnment  of  Princess  Carolath,  who 
for  him  had  deserted  her  husband  and 
children.  Hei  husband  divorced  bar, 
and  it  was  thought  that  Prince  Her- 
bert would  marry  her.  but  his  father's 
wishes.  v>h!ch  had  caused  him  to  leave 
her  In  Venice,  prevailed  again  when 
at  thf  end  the  que.stion  came  up  to 
right  a  wrong,  and  the  princess  became 
a  dependent  upon  the  charity  of  her 
own  family-,  the  Hatzfeldts.  Many 
years  later  Prince  Herbert  maxried 
Countess    Hnyos.

Chairman  Taggart  Sees 

Much  to  Cheer  Deffio- 

cratic  Cause. 

Chicago,  Sept.  19.— Thomas  Taggart, 
chairman   of   the    Democratic    national 

committee,  arrived  in  Chicago  tcday. 
This  is  the  ttrst  visit  of  the  national 
chairman  since  he  took  office  as  the 
Parker  manager  and  marks  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Democratic  campaign  in 
Ilhnois.  Democratic  leaders  from  all 
parts  of  the  state  are  here  to  meet  him 
iuid  a  number  of  local  Derhocrats 
greeted  him  at  the  station. 

Chairman  Taggart  spent  the  day  in 
conference  with  Democratic  leaders  at 
the  Sherman  house.  In  response  to 
questions     he  said: 

"If  the  heartiness  of  demonstrations 
manifested  since  my  arrival  here  is 
any  indication  of  the  political  situation. 
I  would  say  that  the  Democratic  out- 
look is  excellent,  I  am  able  to  say  that 
in  Indiana,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
Connecticut  and  West  Virginia  and  the 
East  generally,  the  prospect  is  such 
as  to  cheer  the  Democratic  cause." 

Replying  to  a  question  as  to  the 
truthfulness  of  the  report  that  he  had 
been  practically  supplanted  as  chair- 
man. Mr.  Taggart  uttered  and  em- 
phatic denial,  saying  that  the  national 
party  leaders  are  working  in  the  ut- 
most harniiiny. 

It  is  learned,  he  wever,  that  Mr.  Tag- 
gart's  present  inclinations  are  un- 
favorable to  branch  headquarters  at 
any  point  in  the  West,  his  opinion  be- 
ing that  the  work  can  be  best  done 
from  New  York  through  state  commit- 
tees. Mr.  Taggart  leaves  for  New-

St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  19.— Acting  up- 
on the  advice  of  his  military  advisers. 
Emperor  Nicholas  has  decided  to  form 
a  second  Manchurian  army.  It  will  be 
formed  of  the  corps  which  are  being 
sent  to  the  far  East,  and  Lieut.  Gen. 
Linevitch  probably  will  be  given  the 
command  of  the  second  armj-. 

Gen.  Kuropatkin  will  become  chief  of 
both  armies,  but  probably  without  the 
title  of  commander-in-chief.  It  is  this 
impending  reorganization  which  seems 
to  have  led  to  the  countless  rumors 
and  reports  afloat  here  of  Kuropatkin's 
supercwssion  of  Viceroy  Alexieff  as 
commander-in-chief  of  the  ai-my,  the 
latter's  resignation,  etc.,  but  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  investigatons  indicate  that 
the  above  is  the  real  situation.  The 
Associated  Press  Is  informed  that 
Alexieff  will  continue  to  be  viceroy 
and  that  as  such  he  could  not  be  sub- 
ordinated in  title  to  the  commanding 
general,  which  would  happen  if  Kuro- 
patkin was  given  the  title  of  com- 
mander-in-chief. Nevertheless,  the  As- 
sociatfc<l  Press  is  informed  that  Kuro- 
patkin will  virtually  be  in  complete, 
untrammeled   command. 

As  has  been  heretofore  stated  on  high 
authoiity,  the  stories  of  Alexieff's  in- 
tereference  with  Kuropatkin  are  en- 
tirely without  foundation.  On  the  con- 
trary Alexieff  has  always  shown  the 
utmost  apreciation  of  the  peculiar  deli- 
cacy of  his  position  as  Kuropatkin's 
superior,  studiously  avoiding  even  the 
semblance  of  interference  with  the 
operations  of  the   Manchrui.m   army. 

The  Associated  Press  is  authorized 
again  to  deny  absolutely  the  story  that 
Rear  Admiral  Prince  Ouktomsky  has 
been  courtmartialled.  It  is  positively 
stated  that  he  has  never  been  under 
arrest  at  Port  Arthur  and  that  there 
has  never  been  a  question  of  his  trial 
by  courtmartial.  He  has  simply  been 
superseded  by  Rear  Admiral  Wiren  in 
the  temporary  command  of  the  Port 
Arthur  fleet,  which  Ouktomsky  took 
over  when  the  late  Admiral  Withoeft 
fell.  It  does  not  nece.«sarily  mean 
that  the  admiralty  is  satisfied  with 
Rear  Admiral  Ouktomsky.  On  the 
ocntrary.  his  shortcomings  are  recog- 
nized, leading  to  the  dicisicn  to  place 
Rear   Admiral  Wiren   in   command. 

The  latest  dispatches  received  by  the 
war  office  here  leave  the  situation  at 
the  front  practically  unchanged.  There 
is  no  truth  in  the  report  cabled  to  the 
Express,  of  London,  from  Toklo.  that 
a  battle  is  progressing  at  Mukden 
There  is  nothing  yet  to  show  that 
Field  Marshal  Oyama  has  begun  to 
move  in  force.  The  reported  fighting 
between  the  Japanese  and  Maj.  Gen. 
Michtenko's  Cossacks  probably  refers 
to  the  sharp  skirmish  southeast  of 
Mukden,  news  of  which  has  already 
been   cabled   to    the   Associated    Press. 


ABSOLUTELY  MERCILESS. 

Soldiers  In  and  Out  of  Port 
Arthur  Desperate. 

Che  Foo,  Sept-  19.— According  to 
Lieut.  Prince  Radzivil  of  the  Russian 
aimy,  who  rearrhed  here  yesterday 
from  Port  Arthur  bearing  dispatches 
from    Lleut.-Gen.    Stoessel,      the    com- 


mander-in-chief of  the  forces  of  th» 
Russian  stronghold,  to  Gen.  Kuropat- 
kin, the  temper  of  the  belligerents  at 
Port  Arthur  has  reached  an  ubsolutelx 
merciless  stage. 

Prince  RadziviJ  declares  that  the 
men  of  both  armies  are  absolutely 
venomous  in  their  antagonism.  Lieut. 
Gen.  Stoessel  has  addressed  his  gar- 
rison-saying that  the  present  mood  of 
the  Japanese  indicates  clearly  the  ne- 
cessity of  resisting  them  to  the  last 
drop  of  Russian  blood,  because  if  th# 
Japanese  soldiers  entered  the  fortress, 
it  undoubtedly  would  be  impossible  fop 
their  officers  to  control  them  and  pre- 
vent a  massacre.  When  the  300  wo- 
men who  are  in  Port  Arthur,  engaged 
in  hospital  work,  were  advised  to  leave, 
they  replied  that  they  would  rather 
face  the  possibility  of  massacre  thaa 
desert  their  posts. 

In  consequence  of  the  fact  that  flags 
of  truce  are  ignored,  numbers  of  Jap- 
anese dead,  who  have  been  lying  on  the 
slopes  of  the  hills  of  the  northeast  de- 
fenses for  weeks  past  are  still  un- 
buried  and  the  stench  in  Port  Arthur 
from  decomposing  bodies  when  the 
wind  is  in  the  right  direction.  Is  almost 
unendurable.  The  Russian  soldiers 
who  are  in  some  cases,  posted  only 
flfty  paces  from  heaps  of  decaying 
dead,  have  constantly  to  wear  ovet 
their  noses  handkerchiefs  soaked  in 
camphor  as  otherwise  they  will  be  un- 
able to  remain  at  their  posts. 

In  the  course  of  the  assaults  whiclii 
took  place  in  the  four  last  days  two 
companies  of  Japanese  .soldiers,  accord- 
ing to  the  prince,  found  themselves 
under  the  mercy  of  the  Russians  and 
hoisted  the  white  flag.  To  this,  how- 
ever, the  Russians  p^iid  no  attentioa 
and  continued  to  volley  rapidly  into 
the  helpless  ranks  of  the  enemy.  In 
the  meantime  Japanese  troops  in  the 
rear  of  the  companies  that  had  raised 
the  white  flag  saw  what  their  com- 
rades had  done  and  expressed  their 
disapproval  of  the  surrender  by  flring 
into  their  rear. 

As  a  result  of  this  fire  from  both 
friend  and  foe,  600  men  were  annihi- 
lated. The  dead  fell  among  the  decom- 
posed bodies  of  previous  assaults.  For 
days  afterward  the  wounded  in  this 
area  raised  fluttering  handkerchiefs  in 
their  hand.=  in  pleas  for  help,  but  the 
Russians  were  afraid  to  venture  out  to 
give  .succor.  Within  a  week  the  army 
had  made  its  last  unregarded  prayers 
for  help,  and  the  shamble.^  was  a  quiet 
but  ghastly  field  of  horror.  Among  the 
heaps  of  dead  the  prince  saw  two  .sol- 
diers, one  a  Russian  and  the  other  a 
Japanese  lying  locked  in  a  death  em- 
brace. The  teeth  of  the  Japanese  were 
sunk  in  the  Russian's  throat,  while  the 
Russian  had  forced  two  of  his  fingers 
into  the  eyo.sockets  of  his  antagonist. 

Continuing  his  Interview  with  the 
correspondent,   the   prince   said: 

"The  stoiie?  in  circulation  concern- 
ing the  shortage  of  ammunition  and 
provisions  at  Port  Arthur  are  not  true. 
There  is  an  abundance  of  amniunltiort 
for  both  large  and  small  arms  and 
plenty  of  preser\-ed  food.  The  use  of 
Chinese  shells  was  merely  a  saving: 
measure. 

"I  left  Lieut.  Gen.  Stoessel  in  the 
best  of  spirits.  He  is  encouraged  by 
the  heroic  example  set  by  the  wounded 
men.  of  whom  .^000  of  the  orierinal  SOOO 
in  the  hospital  have  returned  to  the 
front.  There  has  been  no  fighting  since 
Sept.  1.  with  the  e.V':"ept!on  of  artillery 
and  outpost  exchanges. 

"Tlie  Japanese  shells  have  done  great 
damage  to  the  hospital  and  other  build- 
ings In  Port  Arthur,  but  the  losses  of 
life  from  the  bombardments  has  been 
verv  slight. 

"Acts  of  heroism  during  the  flghtlnff 
have  ben   numerou.«=. 

"One  company  of  Russian  troops 
were  occupying  a  perilous  post  and 
when  they  found  their  position  to  be 
untenable  they  sent  the  following  mes- 
sage to  Lieut.  Gen.   Stoessel: 

"  'Vve  are  unable  to  hold  this  posi- 
tion.' 

"  "But  you  can  die,'  he  said  In  reply, 
and  so  they  did.'  " 

The  bodies  of  2600  Japanese  .soldiers 
lie  between  for  No.  2  and  No.  3.  The 
stench  from  the  decomposed  bodies  at- 
tracted investigation.  The  Russian  au- 
thorities admit  that  they  are  not  able 
to  explain  what  er:gngement  resulted 
in  this  slaughter. 

Prince  Radzivil  gives  another  version 
from  hearsay  concerning  the  two  com- 
panies of  Japanese  troops  that,  surren- 
dered. According  to  this  version  a  Jap- 
anese battery  fired  on  the  two  com- 
panies when  the  white  flag  was  raised, 
whereupon  the  two  companies  turned 
and  charged  the  battery.  According  to 
this  version  Gen.  Nogi,  who  happened 
to  he  present,  was  killed  in  the  charge. 

Persistent  rumors  have  been  received 
lately  to  the  effect  that  a  succes.sor  to 
Gen.  Nogi  has  arrived  at  Port  Dalny, 
but  this  is  denied  by  local  Japanese. 
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ONLY  ONE 
COMES 

Three  of  the  Four  Voting 

Machines  Fail  to 

Arrive. 


Exhibition  of  Method  of 

Operating  Given  In 

City  Rail. 


Only  one  of  the  four  voting  ma- 
chines, which  were  to  be  tested  in  the 
four  largest  precincts  of  the  city  at 
the  primaries,  tomorrow,  arrived  in  the 
city  this  morning,  and  was  set  up  in 
the  city  hall  for  exhibition  purposes. 

A  representative  of  the  company  ar- 
rived with  the  machine  and  he  was 
busy  this  morning  demonstrating  how 
it  Is  operated,  to  a  crowd  of  interested 
spectators. 

The  machine  stands  about  six  feet 
In  height,  and  a  curtain  attached  to  it 
surrounds  the  voter.  As  the  voter 
ateps  up  to  cast  his  vote,  he  m.ust  hrst 
pull  a  lever  closing  the  curtain  before 
he  caji  register  his  ballot.  There  are 
seven  rows  of  keys  for  the  different 
tickets  that  may  l>e  entered  upon  the 
ballot,  and  by  simply  pushing  a  lever 
the  voter  can  register  one  ballot  for 
any  one  of  the  straight  tickets.  He 
must  then  reverse  the  curtain  lever  to 
leave  the  macliine  and  until  he  does  he 
can  change  either  his  entire  vote  or 
any  part    of   it. 

It  is  impossible  for  a  vote  to  be  lost 
through  a  voter  marking  a  cross  oppo- 
site two  names  for  the  same  office. 
When  he  has  voted  for  one  candidate 
the  machine  locks  and  he  cannot  vote 
for  another  candidate  for  the  same 
office,  unless  he  first  withdraws  hi.s 
former  vote. 

The  machine  is  also  arranged  for 
g'roup  voting,  in  cases  where  two  men 
are  to  be  elected  for  the  same  oflice, 
such  as  representative  to  the  the  legis- 
lature. The  machine  alfcws  the  voter 
to  cast  his  ballot  for  two  men,  but  no 
more,  no  matter  how  many  candidates 
there  may  be,  and  in  this  way  it  is  im- 
po.«sible  for  him  to  lose  his  ballot  by 
marking  three  or  more  names. 

A  place  Is  provided  for  voting  for 
charter  amendments  by  the  -simple 
moving  of  a  marker  opposite  the  words 
"yes"  and  "no."  As  the  voter  opens 
the  curtain  to  leave  the  machine  his 
vote  is  marked  up  on  a  little  clock  that 
acts  like  a  cyclometer.  A  second  regis- 
ters from  one  to  a  million  and  cannot 
be  turned  back  until  it  reaches  that 
llgiire.  The  nunilK  •  registered  upton  it 
■when  the  voting  commences  is  kept  by 
the  city  clerk,  who  compares  it  with 
the  number  registered  at  the  close  of 
the  voting.  The  result  must  tally  with 
the  number  registered  upon  the  other 
clock,  and  in  this  manner  any  tamper- 
ing with  ihe  machine  is  rendered  im- 
possible. 

A  sheet  iron  casing  envelopes  all  the 
•v\orking  apparatus,  and  the  keys  to 
this  are  held  by  the  city  clerk. 

The  judire.s  who  will  have  charge  of 
the  machine  tomorrow  are  receiving 
insti  uc  tion.s  today  from  the  represen- 
tative of  the  company,  and  will  be 
thoroughly  familiar  with  its  workings 
by  tomorrow. 

Under  the  contract  the  four  machines 
•were  to  be  here  before  toinorrosv,  but 
through  a  misunderstanding  only  one 
Avas  shipped  by  the  compiHiy.  It  has 
not  yet  l>een  decided  in  which  of  the 
four  precincts  the  test  will  be  made, 
but  this  will  probably  be  de.signaied  at 
the  council  meeting  tonight. 

The  judges  of  the  other  in-ecincts  of 
the  city  are  receiving  tlieir  election 
supplies  as  usual  today  at  the  office  of 
the  city  cleik.

New  York,  Sept.  19.— The  portion  of 
the  Democratic  campaign  text-book 
dealing  with  the  Republican  record  on 
reciprocity  sajs: 

The  president  favors  "reciprocity 
w'lth  foreign  nations"— at  least,  he 
says  so.  "It  is  a  singular  fact,"  says 
he,  "that  the  only  great  reciprocity 
treaty  recently  adopted — that  with 
Cuba — was  finally  opposed  almost  alone 
by  the  representatives  of  the  very  party 
which  now  states  that  it  favors  I'eotpro- 
city." 

It  is  also  a  "singular  fact" — or  It 
would  be,  if  there  were  anything  "Sing- 
ular" about  the  violation  of  Republi- 
can promise — that  it  is  the  "only  great 
reciprocity  treaty"  negotiated  by  Re- 
publicans, though  their  promises  to  in- 
augurate a  magnilicent  system  of  re- 
ciprocity treaties  that  would  give  us 
control  of  the  trade  of  the  world  have 
been  standing  unfulfilled  for  seven 
years.  In  1896  the  Republican  party 
in  its  platform  declared  that  "the  re- 
peal of  the  reciprocity  arrangements 
negotiated  by  the  last  Republican  ad- 
ministration was  a  national  calamity, 
and  we  demand  their  renewal  and  ex- 
tension on  such  terms  as  will  t!(iualize 
our  trade  with  other  nations  and  secure 
enlarged  markets  for  the  products  of 
our  farms,  forests  and  factories.  Pro- 
tection and  reciprocity  are  twin  meas- 
ures of  Republican  policy,  and  go  hand 
in  hand.  Democratic  rule  has  reck- 
lessly struck  down  both,  and  both  must 
be  re-established."  When  the  Dingley 
law  was  passed,  it  made  an  express 
provision  for  a  subsequent  reduction  by 
reciprocity  treaties  to  the  extent  of 
20  per  cent  of  the  enormous  rate  of 
duties  it  imposed.  In  the  debate  upon 
the  passage  of  that  bill,  the  Republi- 
can members  and  senators  were  lierce 
in  their  denunciation  of  Democrats  for 
having  repealed  the  Blaine  reciprocity 
arrangements,  and  loud  in  their  prom- 
ises of  the  great  results  in  the  way  of 
reciprocity  treaties  that  were  to  be 
brought  about  by  the  operation  of  the 
Dingley  tariff.  Representative  (now 
Senator)  Hopkins,  of  Illinois,  one  of 
the  authors  of  the  bill,  declared  that 
the  reciprocity  featjLire  was  to  be  its 
"crowning  glory."  The  bill  carrie<i 
on  the  very  face  of  it  an  admission 
by  its  authors  that  the  duties  im- 
posed were  30  per  cent  higher  than 
necessary  for  purposes  of  protection. 
This  20  per  cent  was  to  be  reduced 
by  reciprocity.  President  McKinley 
through  his  commissioner,  Mr.  Ka.sson, 
negotiated  a  number  of  treaties  with 
foreign  countries  and  they  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  senate  and  left  to  die 
there  without  any  action  being  taken. 
So  far  from  the  Cuban  reciprocity  bill 
being  a  step  in  the  direction  of  recip- 
rocity, it  was  a  final  compromise  be- 
tween the  friends  and  the  enemies  of 
reciprocity  within  the  Republican 
party.  It  was  agreed  between  them 
that  that  should  be  the  end  of  re- 
ciprocity. The  authors  of  the  Dingley 
bill  in  the  house  had  made  sugar  the 
chief  article  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for 
reciprocity  arrangements  perfected  by 
Mr  Blaine.  After  the  Cuban  treaty 
had  been  ratified  by  Cuba,  the  Repub- 
lican party  inserted  into  the  body  of 
the  treaty  an  amendment  which  ^""o^ 
had  never  asked  for  which  provided 
that  no  treaty  .should  be  made  wilh 
other  nations  which  involved  a  reduc- 
tio  nof  sugar  duties.  This  amendment 
destroyed  at  one  blow  all  but  one  of 
th  ereciproclty  treaties  then  pen.ling  In 
the  senate,  and  made  it  impossible  to 
negotiate  any  advantageous  treaties 
with  the  sugar  growing  countries  of  the 

^  Senior  Dolliver  of  Iowa  does  not 
serjm  to  agree  with  the  president  us  to 
the  extent  with  which  he  has  made 
the  deed  square  with  the  word  as  to 
the  (luestion  of  reciprocity.  Mr.  Dol- 
liver was  one  of  the  Republican  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  on  ways  and 
means  in  the  house  which  framed  the 
Dingley  tariff,  and  no  man  knows  bet- 
ter the  promises  made  liy  his  party 
when  that  bill  was  passed.  Quoting 
from  the  speeches  of  Republican  col- 
leagues in  the  senate,  and  from  the  re- 
ciprocity section  of  the  bijl,  Mr.  Dol- 
liver said: 

"It  seems  to  me  to  require  some- 
body's attention  when  that  homely, 
sensible  time-tested  plan  now  in  prac- 
tice in  '  n-^arlv  every  country  in  the 
world  of  fixing  the  rate  of  duly  high 
enoueh  to  be  made  the  basis  of  subse- 
quent reciprooal  agreements  is  de- 
nounced here  in  the  senate  of  the 
TTnited  States  a.««  an  infamy.  •  '  • 
The  congress  of  the  United  States  did 
solemnly  authorize  the  president  to  en- 
ter into  reciprocal  negotiation?  with 
foreign  countries  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
tending American  commerce  by  the 
simple  expedient^  of  reducing  not  to 
exceed  20  per  cent  the  duties  assessed 
by  the  tariff  law.  *  *  ,♦  I  undertake 
to  fay  here  that  more  violence  has  been 
done  to  the  protective  system  by  the 
quiet  and  uncommunicative  failure  of 
the  senate  to  take  action  upon  treaties 
which  were  negotiated  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  act  of  1S97  than  by  all 
the  noise  that  has  been  made  on  the 
other  side  of  the  chamber.  •  ♦  •  It  is 
reproach  to  the  government  of  the 
I'nited  States  today  that  there  Is 
hardlv  a  line  of  the  wisdom  of  James 
G.  Blaine  remaining  upon  the  statute 
books  of  our  country,  and  that  not  one 
step  has  been  taken  to  give  reality  to 
the  magnificent  vision  which  illuminat- 
ed the  last  days  of  poor  McKinley's 
earthly  career." 

The  Republican  party  has  "made  the 
deed  square  with  the  word"  by  giving 
to  protection  the  duties  that  were 
levied  for  reciprocity.  The  passage  of 
the  Cuban  treaty  was  secured  only  by 
Inserting  the  provision  which  destroyed 
all  the  reciprocity  treaties  McKinley 
had  negotiated,  and  made  it  possible 
to  put  back  unon  the  statute  books  any 
part  of  the  Blaine  reciprocity  policy. 

It  Is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  only 
of  late  years  has  American  commerce 
assumed'  relatively  important  propor- 
tions and  many  of  our  industries  been 
placed  upon  an  export  basis.  Until 
within  a  comparatively  short  time  our 
foreign  trade  w.as  only  an  Incident, 
where  now  it  occupies  a  fundamental 
position.  Republican  "stand-patlsm" 
is  as  different  to  this  structural  change 
in  the  business  of  the  country  as  in  the 
early  days  when  It  was  clamoring  for 
the  protection  of  "infant  Industries." 
As  has  been  well  said  by  a  Republican 
of  commanding  ability,  now  ostracized 
by  his  party  for  attempting,  in  good 
faith,  to  carry  out  the  pledges  of  his 
party,  the  Hon.  John  A.  Kasson:  "Pro- 
tection abroad  for  our  exports  has  be- 
come equally  important  with  protection 


at  home,   and   in   many   cases   has   be- 
come more   important." 

The  Republican  party,  by  its  repudi- 
ation of  the  principle  of  genuine  reci- 
procity, has  lost  the  confidence  of  the 
business  men  of  the  country  and  in- 
vited a  policy  of  retaliation  among  the 
be.st  foreign  customers  of  the  Ameri- 
can producer,  of  whatever  class.  It  has 
playea  with  the  name  of  reciprocity 
and  refused  anything  of  the  substance. 
Its  traditions  and  its  practices  are 
wholly  opposed  to  fairness  in  trade.  It 
refuses  to  apply  business  principles  to 
the  problems  of  International  com- 
merce. Until  this  application  is  made, 
the  valuable  export  trade  which  has 
been  developed  through  the  tolerance 
of  foreign  custoinars,  who  have  hoped 
against  hope  for  better  things,  will  rest 
upon  a  precarious  and  unstable  basis. 

The  Republican  idea  of  reciprocity  is 
and  always  has  been  to  impose  a  tariff 
upon  articles  not  produced  in  this  coun- 
try and  then  to  trade  that  tariff  down 
for  the  purpose  of  forcing  the  export 
of  goods  desired  ijy  foreign  customers. 
Republican  reciprocity  has  no  more 
to  show  for  itself  than  this  program. 
This  IS  the  only  reciprocity  which  the 
monopolies  existing  under  the  United 
Slates  tariff  will  permit  the  Republican 
party  to  negotiate.  The  most  represen- 
tative mouthpiece  of  monopoly  in  con- 
gress, Mr.  Dalzell,  of  Pennsylvania,  is 
quoted  in  the  Republican  text  book  as 
saying:  "Republican  reciprocity  is  re- 
ciprocity In  non-competing  articles  and 
111  notlilng  else." 

A  Republican  is  quoted  by  the  Re- 
publican text  book  as  having  said  up- 
on ihe  floor  of  congress,  Feb.  8,  1901: 
"I  believe  in  the  reciprocity  of  Blaine 
and  McKinley,  reciprocity  in  non- 
competitive goods,  which  is  simply  free 
trade."  That  the  Republican  leaders 
of  congres  do  not  believe  in  any  kincl 
of  reciprocity  whlcli  reciprocates  was 
made  evident  by  the  faiiue  of  the 
treaties  negotiated  under  the  Dingley 
bill.  The  most  important  of  these 
treaties  was  with  France,  of  wli.ch 
the  president  declared  that  it  would 
Increase  the  exports  of  our  manufac- 
tures to  France  tenfold.  It  was  al- 
leged by  the  Repul)lican  opponents  of 
this  reciprocity  treaty  that  the  slight 
reduction  made  in  the  duties  would 
"sacrifice"  certain  important  industries 
of  one  section  of  the  country. 

The  ridiculous  sophistry  of  this  alle- 
gation is  discovered  in  the  fact  that  In 
every  case,  after  granting  all  the  con- 
cessions made  by  the  treaty,  a  pro- 
tective duty  of  more  than  50  per  cent, 
or  actually  double  the  total  labor  cost, 
would  have  remained  upon  the  product 
of  each  industry. 

Republican  professions  of  friendship 
for  practical  recipniclty  have  not  beer 
backed  by  performance.  That  party 
docs  not  and  can  not  stand  for  com- 
mercial interchange  upon  fair  terms. 
After  a  few  timir*.  utterances  upon 
the  Important  question  of  reciprocity 
and  the  sage  conclusion  that  "the  pol- 
icy  of  reciprocity  can  be  most  larely 
extended  In  the  direction  of  tropical 
countries,"  the  Republican  campaign 
text  book  closes  its  original  discu.ssion 
of  the  subject  with  the  remarkable 
declaration  that  "On  this  question  the 
Republican  platform  of  1904  says: 

"  'We  favor  liberal  trade  arrange- 
ments with  Canada  and  with  peoples 
of  other  countrie.s,  where  they  can  be 
entered  into  wilh  benefit  to  American 
agriculture,  manufacture,  mining  or 
commerce.'  " 

Useful  as  this  plank  might  be  to  the 
party  whose  leading  men  Just  now  are 
engaged  in  a  solemn  attempt  to  rough 
ride  upon  both  sides  of  the  question, 
it  must  be  slated,  in  the  interest  of 
truth  and  historical  accuracy,  that  this 
declaration  Is  not  to  be  found  in  the 
platform  adopted  by  the  Republican 
party  this  year  at  Chicago.  On  the 
contrary,  this  explicit  declaration  in 
favor  of  reciprocity  with  Canada  is  to 
be  found  only  In  the  platform  adopted 
by  the  Democratic  party  at  St.  Louis. 
It  can  re«adily  be  understood  that  the 
approval  of  a  policy  so  generally  en- 
dorsed by  the  business  men  of  the 
country  would  have  strengthened  the 
Republican  platform  gretitly  and  have 
commended  it  to  thousands  who  now 
regard  it  with  little  favor  because  of 
its  omission.  The  appropriation  of 
this  Democratic  plank  by  the  compil- 
ers of  the  Republican  text  book  gives 
greater  evidence  of  good  judgment 
than  was  shown  by  the  platform  build- 
ers at  Chicago.  The  Republican  plat- 
form, as  a  matter  of  fact,  makes  only 
Incidental  reference  to  the  subject  of 
reciprocity,  which  a  majority  of  the 
voters  of  the  countrj-,  without  doubt, 
regard  as  one  of  the  most  important 
now    before    the    American    people.

To  His  Wife  Said  to  Have 

Surprised  Military 

Circles. 

Berlin,  Sept.  19.— In  military  circles 
there  is  great  surprise  that  the  kaiser  is 
still  much  in  love  with  his  own  wife. 

Wlien  the  announcement  of  Crown 
Prince  William's  engagement  to  marry  the 
Duchess  Cecile  was  mude  at  the  dinner 
given  by  the  emperor  and  empress  to  the 
per.sonages  of  Schleswlg-Holstein,  the  em- 
peror Willi  mucli  fervor  indirectly  offered 
this  toast  to  his  imperial  spou.se,  who,  of 
course,  was  a  princess  of  Schlcswix-Hol- 
stein: 

"Thanks  to  her  charity  for  the  poor  and 
her  affection  for  the  suffering;  thanks  to 
the  manner  in  which  siie  develojis  among 
our  people  religious  sentiment  and  love 
of  family,  the  image  of  the  empre.ss.  as 
popular  as  that  of  Queen  Louise  of  Prus- 
sia, IS  engraved  in  ineffacealjle  lines  on 
tlie  hearts  of  all  her  subjects. 

"So.  in  rai-sing  my  gla.ss  to  drink  to  the 
prosperity  of  Schleswig-Hulstein.  I  drink 
especially  of  m.y  well-beloved  wife,  noble 
daughter  of  this  fine  country  wliicli  the 
sea  loves  with  its  waters. 

"May  God  guard  her,  the  first  of  all 
the  women  of  Germany;  may  He  preserve 
her,  the  benefactress  of  all.  to  be  loved 
by  all,  even  to  the  most  remote  time. 

"Hurrah  for  her  majesty!  Hurrah  for 
her  province!" 

Her  hu.sband's  loving  words,  more  sig- 
nificant at  the  moment  that  their  eldest 
child  had  chosen  a  bride,  overcame  her 
majesty  with  delighted  emotion. s 

The  emperor  has  shown  an<jther  face 
of  his  many-sided  genius.  He  designed  in 
its  slightest  detail  a  fountain,  the  plan 
of  which  he  presented  to  the  sultan  of 
Turkey,  who.  much  pleased,  has  had  the 
fountain  constructed  in  Constantinople. 
It  is  of  white  marble,  surmounted  by  the 
traditional  Oriental  dome. 

The  kaiser  even  wrote  the  dedicatory 
line.s  which,  alternately  In  German  and 
"Turkish,  are  engraved  on  the  fountain's 
sides.

Another  Fisherman  Takes 

Exception  to  Franlv  Ives' 

Statements. 

To   the  Editor  uf   Tlie   Herald: 

I  read  with  some  interest  the  state- 
ment of  I-'rank  Ives,  of  Cas.s  Lake,  in 
the  Times  of  that  place,  and  republished 
in  your  issue  of  Saturday,  regarding  ilie 
difference  between  the  muskeilunge  and 
the  pickerel.  Mr.  Ives  must  ha\  e  seen  a 
muskellunge.  for  they  have  been  caught 
in  considerable  numbers  in  Cass  Lake, 
but  he  must  be  mistaken  in  liis  state- 
ment tliat  the  cut  of  a  ••typical  mu.^kel- 
lunge,"  as  shown  in  your  issue  of  the 
17th,  is  the  likeness  of  a  muskellunge.  The 
cut    shows    a    fish    with    the    upper    jaw 

extending  bevi.nd  tiie  lower  jaw,  while 
In  the  niusk'-Duiige  tiie  luwer  jaw  is  un- 
deishot.  and  extends  like  a  tusk  beyond 
tlu-  uppt-r  jaw.  iind  the  front  end  of  the 
lower  jaw  that  protrudes  has  no  teeth  in 
it.  Air.  l\e.s.  in  his  statement,  says  that 
the  front  one-ilind  of  the  lower  jaw  of 
the  mu.'^kellunge  is  de.'-litule  of  ttetli.  but 
he  fails  to  slate  that  there  ia  an  a;t-.«uffi- 
cieat  itason  for  this  entire  absence  of 
teeth  in  the  front  part  of  the  lower  jaw— 
the  lowt-r  jaw  protrudes  so  far  that 
naiurt-.  which  does  nothing  that  is  use- 
less, omits  tl»e  teeth  altogether.  The 
genuine  muskellunge  has  no  scales  on 
either  the  lower  hall  oi  the  ciieeks.  or  ilie 
lower  I'.alf  of  the  giil  covers,  while  in 
the  northern  pike  or  northern  picker e; 
scales  are  found  on  the  chteks,  but  nut 
on  the  lower  half  of  the  gill  covers. 

The   underbcKly  of  the  muskellunge  is  a 
light    color,    those    caught    in    Cass    and 
Leech    lakes    liaving  a    white   imderbody, 
and   those    caught   in   the   Mantrap   lakes  j 
near   Dorset.    Minn.,    having   u  yellow    un-  j 
derbodv.     The  underbody  of  the  northern  i 
pike    i.s    aiso   of  u   light    color.     The    dis- 
tinctive  mark   of  the   muskellunge    is   the  | 
^ark   roundish   spots  on  a    ligluer   ground  i 
that    one   invarial>ly   fimis   in   the   genuine  j 
St.    Lawrence    muskellniige.      whieli     are  , 
pvcallar    to    the    .St.    J...a%vrence    river,    the. 
Great  Lakes,  and  tributary  waters  that  at 
one  time  must  have   found  an  o'atlei  into  [ 
the    Great    Liikes.     In   the    baby    muskel-  j 
lunge,   weighing  from  one  to  two  pouniR, 
the    m.arkings    are    as    distinct    as    in    a 
brook   trout.     The    spots   are   small,    per- 
fectly   round    and    inky    black,    and    then 
small    round    black   spots   cover    not    only 
the    sides   of    the    fish,    but    also    the    tins 
and  tail.     In   a   muskellunge  of   from   ten 
to  fifteen  pounds  the  spots  are  large,  and 
not    so   periveilj    ri>und.    and   blend   moie 
with    the    color   of   the    undirbody    of    the 
fish.      .\ii*:r    the    musktllui.ge    has    been 
dead  for  thret-  or  lour  houis  the  fins  and 
tail  of  the   Leech  Lake  muskelluiige    I'C 
come   a   blood   rtd.   ajul  the  captured  fish 
becomes  a  tiophy  of  rare  btauiy. 

The  muskellunge  has  a  peculiarity  all 
its  own.  of  jumping  out  of  the  water  the 
minute  he  takes  the  si>oon  hook;  that  is. 
he  breaks  water  of  liis  ow.i  volition,  and 
not  under  pressure  from  tne  line,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  bass  and  brook  tr mt. 
The  side  markings  of  the  northern  pike 
are  <iuite  the  reverse  of  the  similar  mark- 
ingr-*  of  the  muskellunge.  being  iignt, 
oblong  spots  on  a  darker  ground,  in- 
stead of  dark  spots  on  a  lighter  ground 
that  are  found  on  the  muskellunse.  The 
northern  pike  has  teeth  all  around  the 
jaws.  It  is  iiuile  difficult  to  explain  the 
exact  difference  between  the  northern 
pike  and  the  pickerel,  and  the  distinction 
Is  only  mad*-  in  a  few  fisliing  resorts  in 
Northren  Minnesota.  Everywhere  else 
the  northern  piki-  is  just  a  pUiin  pickerel, 
but  sometimes  called  the  black  pickcel. 
At  Leech  Lake  the  distincti(>n  is  made, 
and  the  difference  is  well  un<lerstoo<"' 
The  northern  pike  is  a  bettt^r  looking  fish. 
is  of  a  darker  color  and  has  more  of  a 
shape — is  not  so  round  and  snake-like  as 
the  pickerel.  The  most  satisfactory  wav. 
howtver.  to  mv  mind,  of  telling  a  north- 
ern pike  from  a  pickerel  is  by  the  fksh- 
colored  and  blood-shot  ai-pearance  of  the 
sides  and  undertKidy  of  the  northern  pike 
soon  after  it  is  taken  out  of  the  water, 
a  condition  never  found  in  the  case  of  a 
snake  piciierel.  At  Leech  Lake,  wheie  a 
piokerel  would  not  be  cooked  on  a  bet. 
the  northern  pik«-  is  held  in  the  highest 
favor,  even  oiitranking  the  famous  wall 
Dike,  as  a  good  thing  to  eat.

Huron— In  circuit  court  here  Judge 
Charles  S.  Whiting  sentenced  H.  L.  Hub- 
bard to  serve  fifteen  years  in  the  neni- 
tentiarv  at  Sioux  Falls  for  manslaughter. 
Hubbard  and  W.  G.  Cakebread  are  broth- 
ers-in-law. the  former  being  a  widower  28 
vears  of  age.  and  making  his  home  with 
"the  latter  on  the  M.  M.  Winter  ranch  a 
i  few  miles  from  this  city.  The  two  oper- 
I  ated  the  farm  as  partners.  Although  they 
I  had  frequent  misunderstandings,  nothing 
serious  transpired  until  one  day  last  June, 
when  they  got  into  a  dispute  as  to  the 
performance  of  certain  v,'ork.  the  fjuarrel 
resulting  in  Hubbard  shooting  and  killing 
Cakebread.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  shooting  was  not  necessary  for 
Hubbard  in  self-defense,  and  also  It  ap- 
pears that  Hubbard  and  a  15-year-old 
daughter  of  the  dead  jnan  were  in  love 
and  the  father  protested.

Over  $700,000  will  be  required  to  run 
the  city  of  Duluth  during  the  year 
lf»05.  according  to  the  e.stimate  pre- 
pared by  the  conference  committee  at 
the  meeting  Saturday  afternoon.  This 
amount  is  based  on  the  tax  levy  of  15.1 
mills  on  an  assessed  valuation  of  %.1'J,- 
500.000, 

The  conference  committee  made  pro- 
vision for  a  garbage  crematory  in  the 
cum  of  $14,000,  a  new  police  station 
for  the  West  End  to  cost  $5000  and 
new  lire  apparatus  for  the  East  End 
fire  hall  to  cost  $3:.00.  It  also  made 
an  increase  in  th»^  allowance  to  the 
enable    the    board     to 

additional  ground  ad- 
iiark.  The  request 
for  an  appropriation  of  $7000  for  a  new 
AVest  Duluth  dock,  was  placed  on  the 
table. 

Out  of  the  total  amount  of  $702,650 
which  was  fixed  upon  as  the  total  levy, 
$237,250  will  be  derived  from  licenses, 
fees  and  tines.  There  will  also  be  a 
balance  in  the  funds  of  at  least  $10.5i;0 
and  the  remaining  $445,450  will  bt-  rais- 
ed by  taxation.

The  rity  clerk  will  certify  the  table 
to  the  council  at  the  meeting  this 
evening.  The  council  has  power  to 
change  the  apportionment  to  the  vari- 
ous funds,  but  no  power  to  increase  the 
amount  of  tBe  levy.  It  is  not  lik-iv 
that  any  important  changes  will  be 
made  in  the  apportionment,  although 
some  minor  Ones  may  be  thought  nec- 
essary.

He  pointed  out  that  in  the 
entire  East  End  district,  between  the 
hours  of  8  a.  m.  and  1  p.  m.,  there  is 
only   one  patrolman. 

The  district  on  West  First  street, 
between  f^ighth  and  Thirteenth  ave- 
nues, is  without  protection,  and  pa- 
trolmen are  needed  for  Park  Point  dur- 
summer  months,  and  for  the 
between  Lake  avenue  and 
avenue  east,  which  is  now 
protection,  excepting  between 
the  hours  of  11  p.  m.  and  4  a.  m.  A 
permanent  oOlcer  is  also  required  for 
the    We-st    Duluth  station.

After  a 
tour  of  Chicago  in  carriages,  the  par- 
liamentary party  was  met  by  the 
mayor  of  Detroit  and  a  group  of  al- 
dermen, who  will  act  as  an  escort 
to  Detroit.

Washington,  Sept,  19, — According  to 
statistics  complied  by  the  geological 
survey,  the  United  States  during  the 
last  calender  year  produced  34,430  short 

tons  of  crude  borax,  valued  at  $661,400. 
The  pioduclion  in  1902  was  17,104  short 
tons  of  relined  borax,  valued  at  ;$2,447,- 
614,  and  240O  short  tons  of  crude  borax, 
valued  at  $91,000.  a  total  of  20,004  short 
tons,  valued  at  $2,.")38,614.  Of  the  re- 
lined  borax  8G2  short  tons,  valued  at 
>150,000,  were  boric  acid.  Had  the  valu- 
ation in  1903  been  taken  on  the  refined 
instead  of  the  crude  product,  the  figures 
would  have  been  $2,735,000,  instead  of 
;j001,400. 

The  amount  of  borax,  borates  and 
boric  acid  Imported  into  the  United 
.States  in  1902  was  1,694,251  pounds,  vai- 
f.orted  was  909,251  pounds,  valued  at 
iitd  at  $63,236.  In  1903  the  amount  im- 
$47,018. 

The  United  States  geological  survey 
has  iss-ued  a  report  showing  that  in 
1903  the  United  States  consumed  37,758 
short  tons  of  graphite,  valued  at  $1,- 
598,580.  The  value  of  the  total  home 
production  was  only  $225,554.  The  an- 
nual importation  of  graphite  into  the 
United  States  each  year  far  exceeds, 
therefore,  the  domestic  production. 
The  value  of  the  imports  in  1903  was 
$1,207,730,  against  $1,16S,.'.54,  the  value  of 
the  graphite  imported  in  1902.

Frank  Kamenskl  Liable 

to  Be  Returned  From 

Port  Arthur. 

Fred  Kamei-iskl,  the  Polo,  who  was 
recently  deported  to  Canada  from  this 
city,  will,  in  all  probability,  be  re- 
turned to  Duluth  by  the  Canadian  au- 
thorities. The  grounds  on  which  they 
will  return  him  are  that  he  has  re- 
sided in  this  country  for  three  years. 
He  has  lived  in  this  city  and  in  i^u- 
perior  for  about  three  years,  but  is  not 
a  citiezn,  though  he  claims  to  have 
first  papers. 

Deputy  Collector  of  Customs  Fisher 
who  returned  from  Port  Arthur  yester- 
day on  the  steamer  Mabel  Bradshaw, 
stated  that  he  was  told  at  Port  Arthur 
that  Kamenskl  was  held  by  the  Cana- 
dian authorities  and  would  be  re- 
turned  to   this   city.

JFIGURES 

Show  Duluth's  Population 

About  Same  as  Last 

Year. 

The  Duluth  Directory  company  has 
just  finished  gathering  the  statistics 
for  the  new  city  directory,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  figures  just  compiled,  the 
city  has  made  no  increase  in  popula- 
tion, but  is  just  about  where  it  was  a 
year  ago.  The  fi.^ures,  as  compiled  by 
the  directory  company  show  that  the 
population  at  present  is  74,325,  which  is 
practically  the  same  as  It  was  'when 
the  last  directory  was  issued. 

One  feature  of  the  pop^ulation  this 
year,  however,  is  that  the  population 
of  the  East  End  of  the  city  has  In- 
creased, while  that  of  the  West  End 
and  West  Duluth  has  decrea.^ed,  the 
decrease  being  about  equal  to  the  in- 
crease at  the  other  end.  The'  decrease 
at  the  West  End  is  attributed  to  the 
fact  that  the  sawmills  have  not  been 
running  night  and  day  this  year  a» 
v.as  the  case  last  season. 

It  means  considerable  when  nine  or 
ten  mills,  each  employing  between  150 
and  200  men  on  a  shift,  cut  off  one  of 
thsse  shifts.  As  a  result,  a  great  many 
of  these  men  who  have  been  laid  off 
have  moved  their  familiea  to  other 
parts  of  the  city. 

The  statistics  show  that  in  the  lum- 
ber cut  of  1903  there  was  an  increase  of 
]21,S3S,000  over  the  season  before,  the 
cut  being  1,158,133,000.  The  iwstoffice 
receipts  were  $170,398.87,  which  Is  an 
Increase  of  $21,84.').08  over  1902. 

The  directory  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  printers  and  will  be  ready  for  dis- 
tribution in  a  few  days.  It  Is  the 
twenty-third  annual  issue  and  will  con- 
tain 923  pages.

THE  PRIMARIES  TOMORROW. 

There  are  two  good  reasons  why  every  voter  should 
participate  in  the  primary  election  tomorrow.  In  the  first 
place  it  is  his  duty  as  a  citizen  to  indicate  his  choice  as 
between  his  party  candidates.  In  the  second  place,  it  i;i 
necessary  for  every  man  to  register  before  he  can  vote 
at  the  presidential  election.  By  voting  at  the  primary 
election  his  name  is  entered  on  the  polling  list.  There- 
fore by  voting  at  the  primary  he  kills  two  birds  with  one 
stone  besides  performing  his  full  duty  as  a  citizen  of  the 
state.  There  will  be  other  days  on  which  a  citizen  may 
legister,  but  tomorrow  is  the  day  that  he  should  register 
if  it  is  possible  for  him  to  get  to  his  polling  place. 

The  polls  will  be  open  tomorrow  from  6  a.  m.  to  9 
p.  m.,  so  there  is  hardly  excuse  for  any  voter's  failing  to 
participate  in  the  selection  of  candidates  unless  he  is  un- 
avoidably detained.  Every  one  who  registers  tomorrow 
can  vote  at  the  primaries  and  does  not  liave  to  register 
again  for  the  general  election.     Remember  that. 

There  is  another  nicentive  for  every  good  citizen  to 
cast  a  ballot  at  the  primaries.  An  effort  is  now  being 
made  in  certain  quarters  to  abolish  direct  nominations, 
in  the  interests  of  machine  politicians.  This  effort  must 
fail  if  the  people  show  that  they  desire  the  present  system 
continued.  And  they  can  best  indicate  that  desire  by 
participating  in  the  primary  election.  By  so  dong  the 
voters  will  not  only  indicate  that  they  want  the  system 
continued,  but  that  they  are  desirous  of  having  all  candi- 
dates nominated  by  direct  vote. 

While  there  are  few  contests  for  places  on  the  Dem- 
ocratic ticket  in  St.  Louis  county,  The  Herald  would 
urge  upon  Democrats  particular!}',  for  reasons  given 
above,  to  go  to  the  polls  tomorrow  and  cast  their  votes. 
'"Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  safevy,"  and  it  behooves 
every  voter  who  believes  that  all  political  power  should 
rest  with  the  people  to  be  eternally  vigilant  that  what  has 
been  gained  may  not  be  lost.  The  man  who  fails  to  take 
advantage  of  the  privilege  of  selecting  candidates  has  no 
right  to  complain  if  that  privilege  is  denied  him  in  future. 
It  would  be  a  direct  result  of  his  own  carelessness  and 
indifference. 

In  a  county  like  St.  Louis,  where  a  nomination  on  the 
Republican  ticket  is  almost  equivalent  to  an  election,  it 
behooves  all  Republicans  to  express  their  preferences 
^t  the  primaries.  Because  it  is  there  that  most  of  the 
future  officials  of  the  party  will  be  chosen,  and  the  Re- 
publican who  fails  to  record  his  choice  at  the  primaries 
will  have  no  opportunity  thereafter  to  express  a  choice 
in  most  instances.  Tomorrow  is  the  time  to  weed  out 
the  undesirables. 

Under  the  law  a  man  who  generally  votes  the  Demo- 
cratic ticket  has  no  right  to  assist  in  selecting  Republi- 
can candidates,  and  vice  versa.  As  long  as  this  is  the  law 
it  should  be  strictly  observed.  While  the  Democrats  are 
in  the  minority  in  St.  Louis  county,  let  them  see  to  it  that 
only  good  men  are  nominated  on  their  own  ticket,  and 
the  time  may  come  when  they  will  no  longer  be  in  the 
minority. 


HOW  FIGURES  CAN  LIE. 

It  is  coming  to  be  a  generally  recognized  fact  that  the 
deductions  made  by  Carrol  D.  Wright,  government  sta- 
tistician, are  of  no  value  to  the  cause  of  truth.  He  man- 
ipulates statistics  solely  with  the  idea  of  assisting  the 
cause  of  the  political  party  in  power.  In  his  otfical  re- 
port for  March,  he  attempted  to  show  that  the  cost  of 
living  had  not  greatly  increased,  when  everybody  knows 
that  it  has. 

Joseph  McDonald,  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  in  a  letter  to 
the  New  York  World,  calls  attention  to  this  weakness 
of  Mr.  Wright.  On  Page  200  of  the  report  are  the  prices 
of  fifty-three  different  articles  of  food,  upon  some  of 
v.'hich  prices  have  decreased.  Striking  an  avarage,  Mr. 
Wright  finds  that  the  cost  of  food  has  increased  but  a 
trifle  over  5  per  cent.

By  comparing  these  two  articles  the  cost  of  living  re- 
mains stationary  by  setting  a  12  per  cent  increase  in  the 
price  of  butter  against  12  per  cent  decrease  in  the  price 
of  vinegar,  yet  the  butter  bill  of  the  average  family 
must  be  fifty  times  as  great  as  the  vinegar  bill. 

In  Mr.  Wright's  table  on  fuel  and  lighting  we  find 
that  the  average  price  has  risen  to  130.8.  This  table  in- 
cludes a  number  of  different  kinds  of  coal,  candles  and 
petroleum,  also  coke  and  matches.  Coke  and  matches 
show  a  decrease  in  price,  while  all  the  others  show  an 
increase:

AN  UNSATISFACTORY  REPLY. 

Robert  C.  Dunn,  the  Republican  candfdate  for  gov- 
ernor, has  made  a  voluminous  answer  to  the  charges 
against  his  official  conduct  as  state  auditor,  contained  in 
the  reports  of  the  public  examiner,  made  public  by  Gov- 
ernor \'an  Sant  during  the  past  week.  Mr.  Dunn  makes 
a  fierce  attack  on  the  motives  which  inspired  the  public 
examiner  to  make  the  investigation  into  the  auditor's  of- 
fcc  and  accuses  the  examiner  of  misrepresenting  the 
facts  in  order  to  damage  him  politically.  This  bombast 
and  bluster  is  designed,  of  course,  for  political  effect,  and 
may  properly  be  dismissed  from  consideration  when 
examining  the  reply  which  Mr.   Dunn  has  made  to  the

Which  goes  to  show  that  the  cost  of  fuel  and  lighting 
has  not  increased  a  great  deal,  although  many  men  will 
think  that  the  decrease  in  the  price  of  matches  is  hardly 
a  fair  set-off  against  the  increase  in  the  price  of  coal.

The  main 
question  is,  are  the  statemcuits  in  his  reports  correct? 
Are  the  charies  true  or  false?  Was  the  auditor's  office, 
under  Mr.  Dunn's  administration,  so  conducted  that  the 
interests  of  the  state  were  not  properly  protected  and 
that  clerks  in  Mr.  Dunn's  employ  were  enabled  to  profit 
by  reason  of  official  information  not  obtainable  by  out- 
siders? 

Mr.  Dunn's  reply  is  not  .satisfactory.  It  does  not  pro- 
vide a  complete  refutation  of  the  charges  regarding  the 
issuance  of  valuable  iron  mining  leases  to  clerks  in  the 
auditor's  office.  As  to  the  timber  trespass  cases,  Mr. 
Dunn  may  have  made  the  best  settlements  that  he 
deemed  possible,  and  knowing  the  difficulty  of  tracing 
such  cases  of  trespass  and  of  securing  sufficient  proof 
to  warrant  legal  action,  The  Herald  would  not  hastily 
condemn  his  procedure  in  all  these  cases.  But  there  are 
so  many  instances  of  apparent  official  neglect  in  looking 
after  the  state's  interests  mentionad  by  the  public  ex- 
aminer, and  to  which  Mr.  Dunn  does  not  reply  except 
by  a  general  denial,  that  it  must  be  insisted  that  further 
explanati'Ui  from  Mr.  Dunn  should  be  forthcoming,  cov- 
ering each  specific  case. 

In  this  section  of  the  state,  there  is  naturally  great 
interest  in  the  charges  regarding  mining  leases.  The 
public  examiner  charged  that  by  reason  of  being  on  the 
inside,  George  A.  Flinn  and  I.  C.  Patterson,  formerly  in 
charge  of  the  land  department  of  the  auditor's  office, 
cornered  the  best  of  the  mineral  lands  then  owned  by 
the  .state  and  are  now  either  jointly  in  possession  of  the 
leases  or  hold  a  part  interest  in  the  same.  There  is  no 
denial  by  Mr.  Dunn  of  this  charge.  On  the  contrary,  he 
admits  that  Flinn  and  Patterson  and  relatives  are  in  pos- 
session of  valuable  leases.  He  could  not  well  deny  this, 
because  the  leases  are  of  record  in  the  auditor's  office. 
He  further  contends  that  they  had  a  right  to  take  out 
these  leases — and  yet  there  is  a  state  law  which  forbids 
any   officer   connected   with   the   land    department   being 


Out  of  S12  editors  who  have  responded  726  favor 
tariff  revision,  and  onlj-  41  oppose  it,  with  45  in  doubt.

Perhaps  the  people 
might  give  the  party  another  trial  to  bring  about  real 
tariff  reform  if  it  would  come  out  boldly  and  squarely  in 
favor  of  material  reduction. 

The  people  may  have  discovered  by  this  time  that  it 
was  not  tariff  reduction  that  created  hard  times,  but  be- 
cause there  was  not  reduction  enough.

You  can  tell  how  well  we  have  bene- 
fited by  the  use  of  the  lake.^  for  the  carry- 
ing of  freight,  for  it  means  not  only  that 
we  are  able  to  carry  material  down  vIh 
the  lake.s  at  less  than  we  would  otherwise 
be  able  to  do,  but  that  we  get  cheaper 
rail  rates,  which  have  to  be  made  to  con- 
form, to  a  certain  degree,  with  the  rates 
oflered  by  water.

until  the  following  warm  season. 

"I  don't  figure  that  competition  is  sim- 
ply the  cutting  of  one  man's  price  below 
another.  It's  the  imroduction  of  cheap- 
er methods  that  brings  about  the  lower 
prices.  You  take  the  man  who  had  a 
piece  of  machinery  and  ho  makes  an  im- 
urovement  on  it,  of  whatever  Itlnd.  that 
improvement  is  geii'^rally  calculated  to 
make  the  running  of  that  machine  cheap- 
er. 

"One  improvement  by  one  man  makes 
another  fellow  husle  around  to  get 
something  by  whicl  he  can  operate  as 
economically  as  his  '^omjietltor  and  so  it 
goes  until  the  cost  is  gradually  reduced 
and  tlie  people  continually  reap  the  bene- 
fit"

start  in  the  summer  of  1905.  If  Peaiy 
docs  not  hurry  some  one  may  beat  liLm 
in  the  race.  The  Nortli  Pole  is  no  lonyer 
lar  away. 

An  Italian  duke  holds  the  record  of 
fajihest  North.  He  reached  the  latitude 
of  ijti  degrees  33  minutes.  In  lSi>5  Nansen 
reached  s<>  dogree«  14  minutes.  The  duke 
of  Abruzzl  was  only  about  JOT  miles  from 
the  pole.  If  the  North  Pole  were  New 
York  the  duke  of  Aruzzi  got  as  close  as 
Washington  City.  Science  in  two  years 
has  given  Peary  a  great  advantage,  if 
Peary  goes  us  far  north  as  Abruzzi  in  a 
ship  he  will  be  in  a  splendid  position  for 
a  two-hundred-mile  dasli.  He  can  take 
with  him  two  autcjmobiles.  if  the  ice  is 
smooth  lie  can  make  a  dash  In  one  of 
the.se  machines,  followed  by  another 
bearing  food  and  fuel.  The  trip  over  the 
two  hundred  miles  and  four  back  should 
not   take   longer  than  four  days. 

Science  tills  year  will  give  Peary  an- 
other great  vehicle  of  travel.  The  flying 
machine  has  already  covered  a  distance 
of  a  hundred  miles.  It  is  being  .so  rapidly 
perfected  that  before  next  summ'^r  it 
should  be  equal  to  a  journey  of  three  or 
four  hundred  miles.  Peary  may  utilize 
the  airship  when  he  reaches  the  limit  of 
the  journey  of  the  sea  ship. 

Science  will  ag;dn  help  Peary  and  will 
keep  him  from  getting  lost.  It  will  per- 
n;it  him  all  the  time  to  talk  with  the 
crew  on  his  ship.  A  wireless  telegraph 
outfit  can  be  installed  on  his  ship.  An- 
other outfit  can  be  taken  with  the  auto- 
mobile party  or  with  the  airship  crew. 
This  will  enable  Peary  to  keep  in  touch 
with   his  base. 

What  with  the  automobile,  the  airship 
and  the  wireless  telegraph,  Peary  should 
cover  the  two  or  three  hundred  mi;e.s 
overland  or  over  frozen  Jce  witli  little 
trouble. 

Thus  the  progress  of  invention  will  open 
to   man  the   secret   of   the   frozen  zone.

DUNN  REPLIES  TO  THE 
EXAMINER'S  CHARGES 

Explains  the  Timber  Trespass  and 
Iron  Land  Lease  Cases. 

Claims  That  His  Clerk  Had  Right 
to  Take  Out  Leases. 


SL  Paul.  Sept.  19.— Robert  C.  Dunn 
Kas  issued  a  statement  in  reply  to  the 
charges  against  his  official  conduct 
vhon  state  aditor,  which  were  niacle 
In  the  reports  of  Public  Examiner 
Samuel  T.  John.son.  Mr.  Dunn  de- 
votes the  first  part  of  his  reply  to  an 
attack  on  the  public  examiner's  motives 
in  making  the  investigation  of  the 
auditor's  office  and  says  that  when  he 
lieard  this  report  had  been  made  he 
•wrote  to  Governor  Van  Sant  request- 
ing that  he  be  furni.shed  with  a  copy 
of  It.  '"Evidently,"  says  Mr.  Dunn, 
"Governor  Van  Sant  knew  full  well 
that  I  could  refute  and  prove  conclu- 
sively from  the  records  that  Mr.  John- 
ecu's  report  was  totally  devoid  of  truth 
and  before  I  received  a  copy  of  the 
game  it  was  given  to  all  the  news- 
papers for  publication." 

Then  coming  to  a  direct  reply  to  tho 
charges  made  In  tlie  report,  Mr.  Dunn 
eavs: 

"The  reader  should  bear  in  mind  that 
in  his  last  report,  as  far  as  timber 
matters  are  concerned,  Mr.  Johnson 
deals  with  permits  issued  under  prev- 
ious administrations  long  before  I  as- 
sumed the  duties  of  state  auditor,  with 
the  evident  intent  of  confusing  dates 
and  deceiving  the  people.  Let  it  be 
thoroughly  understood  that  when  I 
assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  of 
elate  auditor  there  were  no  timber  re- 
cords to  speak  of  in  the  office,  every- 
thing bei'ig  in  a  chaotic  conditi  m. 
2^1ore  than  that  the  appropriation  for 
caring  for  state  lands  had  been  ex- 
^austed  and  I  was  obliged  to  wait  sev- 
eral weeks  for  the  passage  of  a  defl- 
ciency  appropriation  to  enable  me  to 
put  cruisers  in  the  field.  As  soon  ad 
funds  were  available  I  employed  three 
reliable  cruisers  and  put  them  to  work, 
and  later  employed  several  additional 
cruisers   temporarily. 

THE     TIMBER.    PERMITS. 

As  t>.r  as  possible  the  timber  cover- 
ed by  every  legal  permit  outstanding 
was  looked  over  and  every  precaution 
taken  to  protect  the  interest  of  the 
state.  .^^everal  scores  of  permits  were 
arbitrarily  cancellsd  by  me.  Of  course, 
there  were  some  permits  that  were 
legal  on  their  face  and  the  bonds  re- 
quired by  law  were  on  file  and  it  was 
not  within  my  power  to  cancel  such 
permits.  It  must  also  be  remembered 
that  the  timber  belt  of  Minnesota  at 
that  time  extended  over  an  area  of 
40,(M«)  s'luare  miles,  an  empire  in  Itself. 
It    would    have    been    a    idiysieal    im- 

fiossibility  for  a  score  of  cruisers  much 
ess  three,  to  cover  the  territory  in 
Question  inside  of  twelve  months.  Our 
cruisers  worked  night  and  day  ixiid 
Sundays  and  were  untiring  in  their 
efforts. 

One  of  the  first  permits  that  was  in- 
vestigated covered  lands  in  twenty  .sec- 
tions in  township  61,  range  14,  and  had 
been  issuerl  to  a  man  named  Murray  in 
1892  to  run  for  a  period  of  five  vears. 
The  permit  showed  that  the  timber  was 
estimated  at  T.OW.OOO  feet  and  the  price 
was  $1.75  per  thousand.  The  permit 
and  lK)nd  were  in  conformity  with  the 
existing  law,  but  I  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  there  might  be  more  than 
7,000,0"i0  feet,  as  the  estimates  were  far 
from    being    correct.

town  in  question  and  after  making  a 
rough  estimate,  whijh  occupied  three 
weeks'  time,  they  reported  that  there 
was  over  40,000,000  feet  standing  on  the 
teiiitory    covered    by    the    permit. 

I  immediately  notified  Mr.  Murray 
to  come  to  the  office  as  I  desired  to 
talk  with  him  in  relation  to  the  per- 
mit in  question.  I  informed  him  that 
his  permit  was  legal  on  its  face,  but 
that  it  had  already  run  for  two  years 
and  that  the  state  would  have  no  re- 
dress if  the  timber  in  question  should 
be  destroyed  by  fire  or  windfall  and 
gave  him  my  ultimatum  to  deposit 
$13,000  with  the  state  treasury  and 
guarantee  an  additonal  bond  of  $50,000 
within  ten  days  or  I  would  cancel  the 
permit  and  let  him  litigate  if  he  so 
desired.  The  result  of  the  matter  was 
that  my  terms  were  complied  with, 
and  to  make  a  long  story  short  the 
state  received  pay  for  37,00,000  feet  of 
logs,  more  than  five  times  the  amount 
of  the  estimate. 

The  land  in  question  belonged  to  the 
university  and  Hon.  J.  S.  Pillsbury  per- 
sonally thanked  me  for  the  "admirable 
manner,"  he  said,  in  which  I  had 
guarded  the  interests  of  the  state  and 
the  university.  I  cite  this  instance  sim- 
ply to  show  that  there  was  no  neglect 
of  duty  on  my  part  as  far  as  the  per- 
mits issued  by  my  predecessors  were 
concerned. 

My  efficient  deputy,  the  present  state 
auditor,  who  was  thoroughly  posted  on 
the  affairs  of  the  office,  having  served 
under  Mr.  Braden  and  also  acted  as 
deputy  state  treasurer  for  four  years, 
the  stumpage  clerk,  Mr.  ^Molander,  and 
myself,  worked  unceasingly  for  inonths 
to  bring  order  out  of  chaos  and  get  the 
stumpage  records  of  the  office  in  de- 
cent shape.  Prior  to  1895  timber  per- 
mits were  issued  indiscriminately  and 
the  permit  holder  was  not  required  to 
make  any  advance  payment.  He  sim- 
ply held  an  option  on  state  timber  and 
he  might  or  might  not  cut  the  same. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  scores  of  permits 
were  issued  to  men  who  never  intended 
to  cut  timber.  They  simply  bid  to  keep 
others  from  getting  the  timber  and 
they  could  not  do  so  with  impunity 
without  the  expenditure  of  a  dollar  on 
their   part. 

Both  Van  Sant  and  Public  Examiner 
Johnson,    think,    or    pretend    to    think, 
tlijLt    S.    G.    Iveraon,    the    present   state 
auditor,  is  honest  and  efficient,  in  which 
view   I   heartily   concur.       But       these 
gentlemen    seem    to    forget    that    Mr. 
Iverson  was  my  deputy  for  eight  j'ears 
and   had   immediate  supervision   of  all 
the   details   of   the   office   and    that    he 
personally   handled  many   of  the   tres- 
pass settlements  and  was  consulted  in 
almost   every   Instance.       If   Mr.    Iver- 
son is   honest   and   efficient   now.    Is   it 
not    reasonable    to    presume     that    he 
was  equally  honest  and  efficient  during 
the   eight   years    he   served   as    deputy 
auditor?   Will   Mr.   Johnson   or   Gover- 
nor Van  Sant  please  point  to  a  single 
trespass  of  any  importance   that   was 
settled    by    me    without    advising     aud 
consulting  with  Mr.  Iverson? 
MINERAL  LEASES. 
With  reference     to     mineral     leases: 
First  and  foremost  I  want  to  say  that 
I  am  not  now  and  never  have  been  di- 
rectly or  Indirectly  interested     in     any 
mineral  lease  or  contract,  either  during 
my   term   of  office  as  state   auditor  or 
since,  to  the  extent  of  a  five-cent  piece. 
Tliere  is  nothing  in  the  law  governing 
the  leasing  of  state  lands  for  prospect- 
ing i>urposes  that  prevents  anyone  from 
;  securing  a  lease,  provided  he  pays  the 
amount    fixed    by   law.      The    law    pro- 
vides  that  all   applications   for  mineral 
i  leases    must   be     accompanied     by    the 
I  a.^ih:   that  Is  to  say,  $25  must   be  paid 
for  each  160-acre  tract,  or  less. 
j     The  prospecting  lease  gives  the  hold- 
er tho  right  to  prospect  for  ore     for  a 
I  period  of  twelve  months,   and     at     the 
^txpiration  of    that  time    he    must  take 
I  out   a    fifty-year     contract   at   the   rate 
I  of  $100  per  year,  and  when  a  railroad 
1  gfts   within   a  certain  distance  of     the 
j  land   covered   by  the   contract,   after   a 
I  period   of  five   years,    5000   tons   of   ore 
'  must  be   mined  or  an   amount   equiva- 
I  lent   to   the   royalty   on   50OO   tons,   that 
I  is   to   say.   $1250  must  be   paid   into  the 
i  state     treasury  annually.     One     man's 
money  is  just  as  good  as  another's  to 
the  state. 

Probably   nine-tenths    of     the    leases 
issued  are  dropped  at  the  expiration  of 
the  year.     Taking  out  a  mineral  lease 
is   like  buying     a     lottery   ticket.     The 
knowledge  obtained  by  any  clerk  in  the 
auditor's    office    with    reference    to    the 
value  of  any  piece  of  mineral  land  is 
practically  worthless.    The  only  way  to 
I  discover    whether     there  is  ore  on  the 
i  land  is  by  drilling  or  test-pitting. 
I     The  law  provides  that  where  two  or 
jmoie  parties  apply  for  a  lease  on  the 
isame  piece  of     land   at  the  same   time 
!  the  lease  must  be  auctioned  off  to  the 
!  highest  bidder.     That  provision  of    the 
law  was  strictly  complied  with  during 
the  eight  years  I  served  as  auditor.     I 
defy   any   living   man   to   prove    to   the 
contrary.     If  there  was  no  competition 
the  first  applicant  who  paid  his  $25  re- 
ceived the  lease. 

The  law  fixes  a  spf'clflc  amount  that 
sliall  be  paid  for  a  mineral  lea.ie  and  a 
siieclfic  amount  that  shall  be  paid  for  a 
mineral  contract  and  the  governor,  th*> 
Janitor,  or  the  messenger  boy  has  just 
as  Ki>od  .a  rlpht  to  take  out  a  mineral  lease 
as  anyone  else.  It  is  all  the  same  to  the 
state.  It  Is  preposterous  for  anyone  to 
.assert  that  the  state  can  bo  robbed  or 
Injurfd  in  any  manner  by  the  Issuance 
of  mineral  leases  to  any  person  so  long 
as  the  terms  of  the  law  or  complied  with. 
If  ore  la  dl.'scovered  the  holder  of  the 
contract  must  pay  to  the  state  twenty- 
five  cents  per  ton  royalty  and  I  know  of 
no  possible  way  In  which  the  state  could 
bo  defrauded. 
Mr.    Johnson's    report    particularly    re- 


fers to  lot  1,  section  6,  town  58%,  range 
17,  upon  which  Miss  Mabel  Evans  secured 
It  lease.  This  tract  of  swamp  land  con- 
tains 36  65-100  acres.  I  selected  It  and  set 
it  apart  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  in- 
stitutions land  fund  Immediately  after 
the  swamp  land  list  was  filed  In  the  state 
land  office,  in  order  to  i>r«vent  sumo  rail- 
road company  from  filing  on  it,  as,  ow- 
ing to  the  situation  of  the  land  It  prob- 
ably contains  a  body  of  iron  ore.  but  ap- 
parently 1:0  one  seemed  to  think  much  of 
I  lie  mineral  possibilities  of  the  tract,  or 
else  those  who  knew  of  them  were  sure 
of  being  able  to  deprive  the  state  of  this 
land  by  means  of  a  contest,  for  as  1  have 
before  stated,  it  lay  without  an  applica- 
tion for  a  year. 

Anyone  could  have  applied  for  a  lease 
during  that  year  and  obtained  the  same. 

Wheu  the  lease  was  bruught  to  me  to 
sign  during  the  last  days  of  my  admin- 
istration I  did  not  even  glance  at  the 
.«i'.me  and  evei;  if  I  had,  it  would  not 
liave  made  the  sliglitest  difference,  for  1 
would  have  issued  the  lease  just  the 
s^amc.  The  attorney  for  the  lessee,  C.  8. 
Wil-son,  of  Duluth,  one  of  the  ablest  l;md 
attorneys  In  Minnesota  gave  the  state 
the  benefit  of  his  valuable  assistance  and 
it  was  largely  through  his  efforts  that 
the  state  was  enabled  to  make  good  ita 
claim  to   the   land. 

The  tract  in  question  was  stripped  by 
Eastern  parties  and  they  made  a  des- 
perate effort  to  defeat  the  state's  action. 
Tactics  employed  wore  despicable  in  the 
extreme.  United  Stats  Sur\yor  General 
Warner  was  approached  and  offered  a 
large  bribe  to  rule  against  the  state,  but 
to  his  everlasting  credit  be  it  said,  lie 
.spurned  the  offer  and  after  a  hearing, 
reported  to  Washington  that  the  land 
was  swamp.  ^, 

One  of  the  parties  interested  in  the 
scrlpping  made  all  sorts  of  threaLs.  I 
was  threatened.  Mr.  Flinn  was  threat- 
ened, and  he  even  undertook  to  bulldoze 
Mr.  Iverson.  Mv  only  connection  in  the 
matter  was  in  urging  Mr.  Warner  to  file 
tho  tract  in  question  in  the  auditor'.s  of- 
fice iis  swamp  land  and  in  the  issoance 
of  the  lease  more  than  a  year  after- 
ward. 

It  was  a  perfectly  lawful  act  for  me  to 
issue  that  lease  and  it  was  a  perfectly 
lawful  act  for  Mabel  Evans  to  re-elve  it. 
The  present  state  auditor.  Samuel  G.  Iver- 
son, has  recognized  the  validity  <>f  the 
lease  issued  to  Mabel  Evans  by  issuing 
to  her  as  the  records  show,  a  state  min- 
ing contract  under  the  terms  of  the  law 
authorizing  the  is.suo  of  miner;U  le.ises 
and  contracts.  I  might  also  add  tliat 
the  attorney  for  the  lessee,  Mr.  Wilson, 
was  approached  and  t)ffpred  a  large  sum 
If  he  would  prove  recreant  to  the  inter- 
ests of  his  client. 

I  do  not  mean  to  be  entitled  to  the  full 
credit  of  securing  thi.>*  tract  of  land  for 
the  state,  but  I  do  as.«:ert  that  had  it  nut 
been  for  the  initiatory  steps  taken  by 
mo  it  would  have  been  returned  as  sw  imp 
and  no  foundation  would  have  Ijeen  laid 
for  the  state's  clam.  That  it  was  lawful 
for  me  to  issue  that  lease  although  the 
state  had  not  at  that  time,  reveived  a 
patent  for  the  land  from  the  Inlted 
States  government,  is  shown  by  the  re- 
sult of  the  contest  over  the  state's  title, 
the  secretary  of  the  interior  in  his  deci- 
sion declaring  that  the  state  became  vest- 
ed with  the  title  to  this  land  on  March 
1^  lSt;<),  the  date  of  the  act  of  congress 
granting  to  the  state  of  Minnesota  all 
the  swamp  lands  within   Its   l>oundarles. 

I  am  frank  to  say  that  had  any  em- 
ploye at  the  capitol  applied  for  a  lease 
during  my  term  of  office  it  would  have 
been  Issued  without  que.stion  and  no 
pos.^lblo  injury  could  result  to  the  slate 
when  the  fixed  charge  provided  by 
law  had  been  paid.  1  have  sold  state 
land  to  Governor  Lind  and  other  of- 
ficials, as  well  a-s  to  the  liiKhe.st  bidder 
as  provided  by  law  and  I  fail  to  see 
wherein  the  state  was  wronged. 

I  reiterate  ajiy  official  ha.s  a  right 
to  lease  a  tract  of  mineral  land  or 
buy  outright  a  pieoo  of  state  land  aS 
any  other  individual,  and  with  all  due 
re.spect  to  Mr.  Johnson's  legal  attaan- 
ments,  tliere  is  nothing  in  the  land  or 
mineral  laws  of  the  state  that  prohibits 
such  sale  or  lease  to  any  official  or  em- 
ploye of  the  state. 

TRESPASS    CASES. 

Mr.  Johnson  very  adroitly  attempts  to 
convey  the  impression  to  the  public  that 
it  was  cheaper  to  trespass  than  to  buy 
timber  during  my  adminlstralion.  Con- 
sider for  a  moment  7<>j  separate  and  dis- 
tinct cases  of  trespass  scattered  over  an 
area  of  at  least  '•S.'KXi  square  miles  and 
averaging  50,0<)0  feet  to  each  tresi)asser, 
and  in  all  the  previous  history  of  the  state 
tliese  small  bunches  of  pine  had  melted 
away. 

If  the  entire  SS.OOO.'JOO  feet  of  trespass 
committed  during  my  administration  liad 
been  centered  in  one  town.ship  it  wiuld 
have  been  five  times  more  valuable  than 
scattered  over  tlie  area  in  question. 

For  in.stance,  one  section  may  contain 
2:m.0>y)  feet  of  pine  and  that  pine  today 
would  be  worth  probably  $1i;.0(.mx  Scatter 
that  pine  over  an  entire  town.ship  and  it 
wouM  not  be  worth  one-third  the  amount. 
The  scattered  timber  is  practically  value- 
less antl  can  only  be  sold  to  small  jobbers 
and  farmers. 

Xine-tenths  of  the  trespass  was  on 
small  isolated  tract.=<,  and  anyone  po.s- 
sessed  of  an  ounce  of  common  sense  can 
perceive  that  It  is  unfair  of  Mr.  Joiinson 
to  compare  the  prices  obtained  for  tres- 
pa.ss  in  Isolated  tracts  with  the  selling 
price  of  timber  In  solid  compact  bodies. 
It  is  also  unfair  of  Mr.  Johnson  to  com- 
pare prices  obtained  for  trespass  in  the 
early  years  of  my  administration  with  the 
prices  obtained  during  tlie  first  year  of 
Mr.  Iverson's  administration,  when  timber 
had  risen  In  value  from  3W  to  4<xi  per  cent. 
In  many  instances  I  was  obliged  to  take 
tho  actual  value  of  the  stumpage  and  Mr. 
Iverson  has  been  obliged  to  do  likewise 
in  numerous  cases.  I  said  at  the  time  of 
Mr.  John.son's  first  report  that  the  reasons 
were  given  and  noted  on  the  stumnage 
records  where  trespass  cases  were 
settled  for  less  than  double  and  treble 
damages. 

Take  the  Shevlin-Carpenter  ca.se  (sec- 
tion 3f)-44-19>  for  instance:  It  had  been 
twice  to  the  supreme  court  and  three 
times  before  the  district  court  of  Henne- 
pin county,  and  tho  jury  finally  rendered 
a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  state  for  $5571. tJO, 
which  was  $U.'!3.25  less  than  the  firm  iiad 
offered  to  settle  with  me  In  the  first  place, 
and  the  cost  to  the  state  was  $1500  in  ex- 
penses in  addition  to  the  loss  above  men- 
tioned. 

In  19tX)  an  extremely  aggravated  case  of 
trespass  in  .\itkln  county  was  brought 
to  mv  attention.  I  was  very  careful  to 
comply  with  the  strict  terms  of  the  law 
after  seizing  the  timber,  and  advertised 
the  same  for  sale.  At  tho  outset.  T.  R. 
Foley,  of  Aitkin,  who  had  furnished  the 
supplies  to  the  trespassers,  and  was  in- 
terested cnlv  to  the  amount  of  the  mer- 
■  chnndlse    he"  had    furnished    to    the    tves-

The  Canadian  bollermakers'  strike  has 
been  settled.

Governor  Fedro  Arguelles,  of  the  .«tate 
of  Tamaullpas,  Mex.,  has  issued  an  order 
prohibiting  the  practice  of  ki-ssing  sacred 
pictures  and  images  in  the  churches  of 
that  state.

Mrs.  Mary  T.  Thatcher.  41  years  old, 
wife  of  George  W.  Thatcher,  the  min- 
strel, committed  suicide  Sunday  night  at 
her  home  in  West  One  Hundred  and 
Sixth  street.  New  York,  by  inhaling  gas. 
She  was  said  to  liave  suffered  from  a 
nervous  trouble  and  this  is  thought  to 
have  caused  her  to  take  her  life.  Mrs. 
Thatcher  inherited  $l<jtJ,<Xf)  only  a  few 
months  ago  from  an  uncle  in  Philadel- 
phia. ^  , 

In  his  efforts  to  escape  from  the  Colum- 
bus. Ohio,  state  hospital,  Ralph  Doty, 
agf^d  19.  an  inmate,  stabbed  Allan  W. 
Drake  In  the  abdomen  and  twice  in  the 
back.  The  wounds  may  cause  death.  It 
required  the  combined  efforts  of  four 
men  to  su'odue  Doty. 

The  strike  of  10<J  marble  workers  at 
Rutland.  Vt..  which  was  inaugurated  July 
11.  is  officially  ended  and  the  men  re- 
sume work  under  exactly  the  .same  condi- 
tions that  prevailed  when  the  strike  was 
declared.  The  men  demanded  liigher 
wages,  the  doing  away  with  piecework 
and  double  pay  for  overtime. 

A  terrific  storm  of  rain  and  wind  swept 
central  Illinois  Sunday,  the  rainfall  in 
eighteen  hours  being  almost  thret  Inches. 
Hundreds  of  acres  of  corn  were  flattened 
bv  the  wind  and  will  be  a  total  loss. 
T'here  was  much  damage  by  lightning. 

Mr.  Ernest  C.  Hartwig,  cashier  of  the 
First  National  bank,  of  Buchanan  county. 
Mo.,  was  probably  fatally  hurt  in  a  run- 
away at  St.  Joseph,  Sunday  night.  Mr. 
Hurtwl'g  lia.«i  been  prominent  in  financial 
circles  in  St.  Joseph  for  fifteen  year.s. 

During  a  band  concert  at  the  corner  of 
Fairmount  and  Frankstreets,     Cleveland, 


Ohio,  Sunday  evening  a  lead  pipe  loaded 
with  powder  or  dynamite,  was  exploded 
with  miliciou.s  intent,  the  police  believe, 
and  Pasfiualo  Ferrito  and  Walter  Cox 
were  probably  fatally  Injured.  Pasqualo's 
back  was  torn  aw.iy  and  Cox  had  a  leg 
blown  off.  Rivalry  between  two  bands 
of  the  district  is  .said  to  be  the  cause  for 
much  ill  feeling  of  the  bandsmen  towards 
each  other.

L.  H.  Whipple,  who  is  a  candidate  for  county  treasurer 
for  the  fifth  time,  is  out  with  a  circular  in  which  he  belittles 
the  value  of  his  promise  not  to  be  a  candidate  again  on  the 
ground  that  there  was  no  consideration  for  such  promise. 

As  to  that,  I  can  only  say  that  there  was  adequate 
consideration  for  every  promise  he  made. 

He  published  in  The  Herald  at  the  last  campaign  a 
statement  in  which  he  unc|ualitiedly  announced  that  "under 
no  circumstances  would  he  be  a  candidate  again."  His 
consideration  for  this  promise  to  the  people  was  another 
term,  with  $()000  in  salary. 

After  the  primary  election,  he,  with  other  candidates, 
sought  to  secure  my  services  as  secretary  of  the  Republican 
county  committee.

I 
accepted  and  acted,  and  this  was  his  consideration  for  this 
promise.

As  to  the  statement  in  The  Herald  two  years  ago,

treasurer  again  (after  that  pending  campaign),  was  un- 
authorized by  him.  that  I  had  written  it  but  that  he  did 
not  know  that  I  was  going  to  put  into  it  that  he  was  not 
going  to  be  a  candidate  again,  and  that  he  would  not 
ihave  had  that  go  in  for  anything,  etc. 

I  very  much  dislike  becoming  involved  in  a  dispute 
of  this  sort,  as  both  yourself  and  Mr.  Whipple  are  friends 
of  mine,  but  I  appear  to  have  been  made  an  issue  in  a 
measure,  and  I,  therefore,  take  this  occasion  of  giving 
the  facts  relating  to  the  article  mentioned  to  the  best  of 
my  recollection. 

The  article  was  in  the  form  of  an  advertisement 
pure  and  simple,  as  I  recall  it.  paid  for  by  Air.  Whipple, 
I  presume,  though  I  have  no  knowledge  of  the  business 
side  of  the  matter.  Mr.  Whipple  asked  me  to  write  it, 
and  I  wrote  it  according  to  his  express  directions.  I  dis- 
tinctly recall  his  suggesting  that  it  contain  a  statement 
that  he  would  not  again  be  a  candidate  for  the  office,  and 
I  put  that  feature  of  it  in  at  his  direction.  I  should  not 
have  done  it,  otherwise,  of  course,  as  I  had  no  earthly 
interest  in  the  matter  further  than  that  of  an  employe — '■ 
at  that  time— of  The  Duluth  Evening  Herald,  who  wished 
to  have  Mr.  Whipple  suited  in  the  character  of  the  adver- 
tisement he  proposed  to  publish.

He  asked  for  a  preliminary  hearing, 
which  was  set  for  Saturday  morning  at 

10   a,  .m.     He    was   held    in    bonds     of 
$250. 

The  robbery  is  claimed  to  have  been 
committed  about  11  o'clock  last  even- 
ing, at  the  corner  of  Thirteenth  avenue 
east  and  Superior  street.

MISSING  LINK 
DISCOVERED 

Animal  That  May  Prove 

the  Darwinian  Theory 

Found. 

Brussels,  Sept.  19.— The  Soir  says  a  new 
animal,  much  resembling  a  monkey,  but 
much  nearer  In  habits  and  culture  to  man, 
has  been  discovered  in  Java. 

A  merchane  named  Van  Beuren,  being 
lost  in  the  forest,  waa  obliged  to  spend 
tlie  night  under-  a  tree,  on  which  he  dis- 
covered a  giant  nest  with  a  circular  open- 
ing measuring  eighteen  Inches  In  diame- 
ter. This  nest  was  occupied  by  a  familv 
of  animals  much  resembling  the  ordin- 
ary monkeys,  with  the  difference  that 
their  heads  were  covered  with  long  brown 
hair. 

After  his  return  to  civilization.  M.  Van 
Beuren  told  an  American  scientist.  Dr. 
Werdenhouse.  of  his  discovery,  and  thev 
returned  together  to  the  spot,  where  they 
spent  several  months  studying  the  hab- 
its of  the  animals.  Contrary  to  the  cus- 
tom of  monkeys,  these  animals,  which  the 
natives  call  "Asch  perrlziz,"  are  very 
fond  of  bathing,  and  the  females  usually 
adorn  their  necks  with  collars  made  of 
fruit   kernels. 

They  take  good  care  of  their  little  ones, 
but  seem  to  be  little  prolific  and  near  ex- 
tinction. The  mothers  rock  their  little 
ones,  singing  like  human  beings  In  an 
articulate  language  of  very  few  words-. 
They  eat  fruits,  birds'  eggs  and  fishes, 
and  like  to  be  near  a  fire. 

Dr.  Werdenhouse.  who  clas.slfled  these 
animals  as  Pithecanthropes,  has  been 
unable  to  capture  any  of  them,  and  had 
not  the  heart  to  kill  one.  even  In  the  In- 
terest of  science.  A  scientific  expedition 
has  been  formed  to  explore  the  island 
and.  if  i)ossible,  capture  one  of  the  ani- 
mals. 

It  is  believed  by  some  scientists  that 
the  animals  really  are  Darwin's  missing 
link.

Gives  His  Reasons  For 
Believing  In  Novem- 
ber Victory. 


Brooklyn.  .V.  Y.,  Sept.  19.— The  stafC 
corre.spondent  of  the  Eagrle,  who  lias 
been  investigating  the  political  situ- 
ation in  Wisconsin,  sends  the  follow- 
ing from  Milwaukee:  Ex-Governor 
George  W.  Peck,  who  is  affain  the 
Democratic  nominee  for  governor  of 
Wisconsin,  gave  to  the  Eagle  corre- 
spondent some  of  his  rea.sons  for  be- 
lieving that  the  Democratic  state  ticket 
and  the  Democratic  electors  will  carry 
Wisconsin.  Mr.  Peck  read  the  inter- 
views of  Governor  La  Follelte  and  Mr. 
Cochems  and  of  Senator  Spooner  and 
Mr.  Anderson  in  the  Eagle,  but  de- 
clined to  make  the  Republican  state 
quarrel  the  basis  of  his  own  statement. 
He  treated  the  subject  as  one  of  state 
and  national  policy,  as  other  leaders 
of  the  middle  states  Democracy  have 
done,  eschewing  personalities  and  con- 
nning:  his  remarks  strictly  to  the  is- 
sues.     He  said: 

"No  person  living  outside  of  our  sti'te 
can  be  expected  to  form  any  fair  or 
adequate  idea  of  our  complicated  situ- 
ation without  a  word  or  two  of  expla- 
nation regarding  the  lines  along  which 
the  political  battles  of  the  past  have 
been  fought  in  Wisconsin— for  these  en- 
gagements have  all  a  significant  bear- 
ing upon  the  pre.sent  fight.  Conse- 
quently, all  that  I  may  say  of  the  past 
is   pertinent  to  the  present. 

"L'p  to  the  campaign  of  1890  the  Re- 
I)ublicans  had  been  in  cotnplete  con- 
trol of  the  state.  Their  reign  had 
been  absolute  and  the  election  of  a 
Democrat  to  an  important  state  otfice 
was  simply  a  patriotic  dream.  The  He- 
publican  organization  was  compact 
and  powerful;  the  state  Democratic 
party  was  merely  a  crystailination  of 
Jeffersonian  sentiments,  purified  by  an 
unbroken    record   of   discouragement. 

"But  a  little  before  18yO,  a  change  In 
the  party  attitude  of  the  people  be- 
came apparent  At  that  time  W.  D. 
Hoard  was  governor  of  the  state.  He 
was  conspicuously  identified  with  dairy 
and  agricultural  Interests,  For  that 
reason,  perhaps,  he  was  not  in  close 
touch  with  the  large  and  Important 
body  of  our  citizenship  living  in  the 
cities  and  larger  towns  of  the  state. 
Governor  Hoard  conceived  that  the  nu- 
merous parochial  schools  in  Wisconsin 
should  be  brought  unaer  control  of  the 
state  eduactional  authorities.  As  the 
people  maintaining  these  .schools  paid 
their  full  share  of  taxes  for  the  sup- 
port of  public  schools  and  the  state 
educational  institutrwifc,  and  then,  in 
addition  to  that,  maintained  the  paro- 
chial schools,  they  naiuiaily  re-sented 
the  plan  of  Governor  Hoard  as  an  iu- 
teiference  v.ith  their  private  rights-ana 
their  religious  views. 

"Even  before  this  issue  became 
sharply  defined,  mutterings  of  discon- 
tent were  heard  from  a  large  class  of 
our  citi'zens.  and  especially  fioin  tho.se 
of  foreign  birth  or  parentage,  who  felt 
that  the  policy  of  the  state  adminis- 
tration threatened  the  parochial 
schools. 

"At  this  time  the  Democrats  of  Mil- 
waukee nominated  me  for  the  position 
of  mayor.  While  not  much  was  .said 
in  the  campaign  about  the  school  is- 
sue, the  Germans  and  other  patrons  of 
the  parochial  schools  took  this  occa- 
sion to  express  their  disapproval  of 
the  Republican  attitude  toward  their 
peculiar  Institutions.  They  had  pre- 
viously been.  In  the  main,  supjiorters 
of  the  Republican  ticket;  but  this  time 
they  gave  Milwaukee  a  Democratic 
mayor  by  a  good  plurality. 

"Shortly  afterward  came  the  prelim- 
inaries of  the  campaign  of  1800  and 
the  Democratic  mayor  of  Milwaukee 
wa  schosen  to  head  the  state  ticket  of 
his  party.  Up  to  that  time  the  Re- 
publican plurality  in  Wisconsin  had 
been  very  stiong— somewnere  in  the 
neighborhood  of  30,C00  to  40.000  if  my 
recolection  serves  me  right.  In  that 
campaign  national  issues  were,  to  a 
very  considerable  extent,  lost  sight  of 
and  the  main  interest  of  the  voters 
seemed  to  bo  centered  in  state  issues— 
and  particularly  the  educational  is.sue. 

"The  fight  was  a  hot  one  and  tho 
state  went  Democratic,  the  Democratic 
candidate  for  governor  receiving  28,320 
plurality  over  his  opponent. 

"Inside  of  a  week  from  the  time  the 
new    legislature   convened    the    Uei)ub-  j 
llcan  parochial  school  measure  was  re- 
pealed in  a  bill  which  I  at  once  signed.

Washington,  Sept.  If.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  tobacco  trade  is  up 
in  arms  over  the  possibility  that  the 
action  of  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury Armstrong  In  directing  that  a 
change  snail  be  made  in  the  customs 
stamp  on  importtd  cigars  may  be  re- 
scinded by  order  of  President  Roosevelt. 
For  a  number  of  years  the  manufactur- 
ers of  cigars  made  in  this  country  of 
tobacco  imported  from  Cuba  have  la- 
bored under  the  disadvantage  that  a 
wide  custom  stamp,  principally  in  red 
was  bound  about  the  boxed  or  im- 
ported cigars  and  was  generally  ac- 
cepted by  smokers  as  a  certificate  of 
merit,  as  it  was  the  guarantee  of  the 
united  States  government  that  the  ci- 
gars were  imported. 

The  matter  came  to  a  head  when  the 
tobacco  trust  had  acquired  a  majority 
of  the  cigar  factories  in  Cuba.  Since 
that  time  the  entire  independent  to- 
bacco trade  of  the  United  Slates  has 
been  working  to  have  the  customs 
stamp  abolished.  This  effort  failed  as 
the  treasury  department  wishes  the 
boxes  of  Imported  cigars  marked  to 
prevent  refilling  or  "box-stufting"

Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
Armstrong,  in  charge  of  the  customs 
service,  after  months  of  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  subject,  and  being 
convinced  that  the  entire  American 
trade,  with  the  exception  of  the  to- 
bacco trust,  favored  a  change  in  the 
stamp,  recently  issued  an  order  that  a 
new  stamp  should  be  prepared.  This 
stamp  will  be  inconspicuous  in  charac- 
ter and  will  be  placed  on  the  bottom 
of  the  box,  fully  complying  with  the 
law,  but  of  such  design  as  not  to  con- 
stitute an  advertisement  of  foreign- 
made  cigars.  No  sooner  had  the  in- 
teJligence  of  this  move  been  com- 
municated to  the  trade  than  letters 
and  telegrams  from  independent  manu- 
facturers and  dealers,  both  in  cigars 
and  leaf  tol)acco,  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,  poured  In  on  the  treasury  de- 
partment congratulating  Mr.  Arm- 
strong on  the  change.  There  was  but 
one  note  of  opposition  and  that  was 
from  the  tobacco  trust  which,  it  is  un- 
derstood, has  appealed  to  the  president 
to  have  the  order  countermanded.  The 
trust  is  bringing  all  its  infiuence  to 
bear  to  prevent  a  change  in  the  stamp, 
and,  it  is  said,  a  hearing  will  be  given 
in  New  York  to  the  representatives  of 
the  Havanna  Tobacco  company  (the 
cigar  trust)  which  will  be  held  very 
shortly. 

The  action  of  the  treasury  depart- 
ment in  taking  this  step  has  caused 
much  favorable  comment  among  the 
cigar  manufacturers  and  dealers,  as 
has  been  said,  and  should  the  confer- 
ence with  the  trust  officials  result  in 
the  order  being  suspended  or  revoked, 
a  storm  of  protest  will  be  raised.  It 
is  reported  that  resolutions  from  the 
National  Cigar  Leaf  Tobacco  as.soci- 
ation,  the  New  York  leaf  tobacco  board 
of  trade,  the  Havana  Cigar  Manufac- 
turers' association  of  the  United  States, 
and  other  organizations  having  head- 
quarters in  New  York,  have  been  sent 
to  the  president  protesting  against  any 

revocation  or  suspension  of  the  order.

"It's  not  a  turtle,  it's  a  snake  with  a 
head  as  big  as  a  barrel  I"  cried  another 
sailorman. 

"Its  15i>  feet  long!"  cried  another. 

"Its  no  snake— It's  as  broad  across  the 
back  as  half  a  dozen  elephants  I"  exclaim- 
ed a  gunner,  training  one  of  the  ciulcktir- 
fers  on  the  monster  without  orders. 

Commander  L'Eust  appeared  among 
them  at  that  moment. 

"Don't  yi>u  touch  that  gun'."  he  called 
out.    "Pipe  all  hands  on  deck!" 

The  whole  crew  of  t!ie  Decidee  stood 
looking.  What  they  saw  was  something 
like  a  mon.sirous  lizard,  as  big  as  a  laigf!- 
sized  native  Annamite  house  in  Its  thick 
parts,  with  30  feet  of  neck  and  30  fe»t  of 
snake  tail  undulating,  twisting,  rising, 
our>'ing,  falling  as  it  gamboled  in  the  sea. 
keeping  abreast  of  the  crid.ser.  diving,  re- 
appearing, snorting  great  jets  of  water 
high  in  the  air  from  two  holes  seemingly 
In  the  reof  of  Its  horrid  head,  and  bellow- 
ing ouirrgpously. 

With  respect  to  certain  details  every 
member  of  the  crew  agrees  on:  U)  The 
monster's  mode  of  locomotion,  1.  e.,  by 
means  of  "vertical  undulations;"  (2)  ita 
form.  i.  e..  the  form  of  a  giant  animal 
iongthened  out  enormously  at  neck  and 
tall  into  snake-like  propoitlons;  i3»  its  es- 
sentiaHy  reiitillan  cnaracter;  and  (4)  its 
Kray  color  and  Its  scales. 

An  outrageous  stench  was  wafted  to  the 
ship  fri.'m  time  to  time — "the  stench  of  a 
thousand  criicodiles."  says  the  report. 

Twice  the  monster  disappeared  beneath 
the  surface  of  the  bay  to  reappear  at  the 
fnd  of  Ave  miuut's  on  the  other  side  of 
the  cruiser  at  a  considerable  distance.  It 
had  dived  under  the  ship. 

Its  color  wa-s  black,  with  yellowish 
spots.  Its  heaii.  of  a  grrtvish  tine,  seemed 
covered  with  small  sc;des  nnd  recalled 
vaguely  the  head  of  a  cfjlassal  turtle,  ex- 
cept for  this  fact  (affirmed  by  half  the 
crew,  it  appears),  that  it  showed  fang-like 
teeth.  These  the  commander  of  tne  Deci- 
dee did  not  perceive,  the  monster  bing— 
according  to  him— at  too  great  a  distance 
for  soch  details.

"There  are  at  least  30  feet  of 
neck  to  rise  out  of  the  water  while  the 
body  remains  submerged;  and  there  are 
far  more  than  3t)  feet  of  tail.  When  the 
whole  reptile  is  tloatlng  flat  on  the  surface, 
the  cojitinuous  serpent-like  line  of  his 
back  gives  quite  the  impression  of  the 
Apocalyptic  great   snake." 

Fetoh  up  the  photographic  aparatus." 
cried  Commander  L'Eost  when  he  had 
recovered  from  the  astonishment  of  the 
sisrht. 

Almost  at  the  .same  moment  other  offi- 
cers were  hurrying  for  kodaks,  detective 
cameras  or  who  knows  wh.it  not.  Fever- 
ishly they  made  a  tiist  snapshot.  Then  the 
sea  serpent  disa;ipeared  for  good  beneath 
tlie  waves.  They  waited  round  the  spot 
for  half  a  day,  but  nothing  more  was  seen 
of  him.  When  it  came  to  developing  tiie 
pli'tes:  t'lere  was  only  one  ami>ng  them 
all  good— that  taken,  as  1  have  said,  by 
Lieut.  Buis.son,  who  now  carries  it  in  l-.fs 
piick'-t  in  a  sealed  envelope  to  hand  over 
In  its  virgin  state  to  A'lmlral  Jonquieres, 
his  hierarciiical  head  chief.  And  he.  on 
l>oard  tile  Decidee.  is  now  somewhere  In 
the  midilie  of  the  Indian  oceati.  steaming 
tranquilly  home  to  P'rance.  Not  even  the 
cable   can   reach    him.

Til  is  peculiar  phrase,  repeated  In  the  re- 
ort  of  M.  Giai-d  to  ttie  French  academy, 

found  for  tlu?  rtrst  time  in  the  peculiarly 
conilrmatory  memoir  of  .\dmlral  Bedol- 
liere  made  some  twelve  years  ago  at  the 
epoch  when  he  commanded  the  Bayard  in 
these  vory   waters. 

To  be  exact,  it  is  the  latest  seeing  of 
the  serpent  that  confirms  the  memoir  of 
Admiral  Bedolliere;  and  In  between  the 
two  you  must  put  the  triply  conflimInK 
case  of  the  crew  of  the  .A.valanche  In  ISri?. 
The  .\•^'alanehe  was  a  steam  cutter,  doing 
local  seivice  in  these  Indo-China  water.-!, 
commanded  by  Ueut.  Legrosille,  who  in 
his  own  day  made  a  long  reiwrt  on  what 
he  -iTw. 

"The  infernal  coast  of  the  Bav  of 
Along!"  said  the  veteran  French  admiral. 
"In  aintearance  it  is  an  infernal  land- 
scape. Slender,  fantastically  shaped  rorks 
rise  like  needles  from  the  surface  of  the 
vater.  to  the  great  danger  of  its  naviga- 
tion In  all  hut  the  clearest  weather.  Moim- 
talns  of  black  gray  rocks  with  yellowish 
stains  inclose  the  bay.  Black-gray  rocks.  1 
once  molten  matter,  cooled  in  »>rimeval 
times  Into  eccentric  forms,  extend  down 
to    the    water's    edge.       .\t    night,    to    the 


superst  'ious  native  mind,  they  look  like 
monaters;  and  no  native  ventures  to  the 
shore.  By  day  mists— explained  by  tlie 
meeting  of  two  differently  tempered  cur- 
rents—hang low  over  the  uncanny  scene." 

No  native  fishes  in  the  Bay  of  Along  in 
these  mists.  Tales  are  told  of  Chinese 
Junks  that,  entering  the  bay  at  one  side, 
never  cama  out   the  other. 

"The  dragon  took  them!"  is  the  all-suffi- 
cient explanation  of  the  native. 

The  French  In  their  possessions  on  this 
coast  have  always  laughed  down  tlie  tale 
of  the  dragon.  But  suppose  that  in  the 
same  V^ay  at  three  different  periods,  in 
1802,  in  1897  and  now  again  in  1904,  the 
officers  and  crews  of  three  French  war- 
ships .declare  they  have  seen  some  fabu- 
lous creature*. 

ITils  Is  what  happened  to  the  crew  of 
the  Avalanclie,  who  saw  two  monsters 
"undulating  in  the  vertical  sense."  with 
necks  that  stuck  out  of  the  water  "as 
liigii  as  the  second  story  of  a  house." 
Admiral  de  la  Bedolliere.  In  the  Bayard, 
saw  a  monstrous  body  "as  big  as  a  steam 
tug"  with  a  scaly  tail  some  50  feet  long. 
He  does  not  insist  on  the  length  of  the 
neck. 

There  are  discrepancies  In  the  three  dif- 
ferent accounts,  made  years  apart  by  dif- 
ferent sets  of  persons,  particularly  in  the 
snake-like  length  of  the  things  neck.  For 
tills  reason  M.  Edmond  Perrier.  director 
of  the  ancient  and  famous  Museum  of 
Natural  History  at  the  Jardin  des  Plantes, 
is  not  sure  what  to  call  it. 

The  longest-necketi  of  classified  pre-his- 
torlc  monsters  Is  the  plesio.^aurus. 

But  the  plesiosaurus  has  no  feet.  It 
could  not  leave  gigantic  human-like  foot 
or  hand  prints  on  the  sands  of  the  Bay  of 
Along.  It  could  not  waddle  up  inshore 
by  night,  tramjile  growing  crops,  destroy 
farm  buildings,  slaughter  and  carry  off 
pigs  and  cattle. 

Hero  we  come  to  a  whole  series  of 
native  Annamite  tales,  until  recently 
laughed  at  a.s  superstitious  or  else  inter- 
ested Inventions  by  the  French  who  dwell 
anions;  them. 

"Tlie  dragon  did  It!"  is  a  kind  of  stock 
excuse  among  the  natives.  If  a  pig  boy 
lose— or  sell— half  of  his  herd,  he  will  say 
that  the  dragon  did  it.  If  the  cattle  of  a 
native  farmer  get  into  the  plantation  of  a 
European  by  night,  it  is  the  dragon  that 
has  tr.anipled  down  the  crop.  The  dragon 
is  on  the  Annamite  Hag.  as  it  is  on  that  of 
the  Chinese. 

Footprints  of  the  dragon  have  been  seen 
on  the  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Along.  Tliey 
are  five  times  as  big  as  the  footprints  of 
any  elephant.  And  they  look  more  like 
handprltits  than  footprints! 

They  were  photographed  two  years  ago 
by  an  unprejudiced  and  curious  French- 
man at  the  time  when  a  dragon  story 
occupied  the  French  court  at  Hai-Phong. 

Here  are  the  facts:  Hong-IIai.  on  the 
shore  of  the  bay.  is  an  iniixirtant  port  on 
account  of  nearby  coal  mines,  which  have 
been  for  -some  time  doing  a  big  business. 
Hong-Hai  grew  rapidly  and  there  was 
naturally  a  lot  of  building. 

Among  the  builders  was  a  FrenchBfian 
named  V'asseur.  and  it  was  he  who  built 
the  first  European  apartment  houses,  lie 
built  two  of  them,  six  stories  and  a  man- 
sard, each  on  a  corner  opposite  the  jiort. 
on  the  verv  shore  of  the   nav. 

On  the  evening  of  Sept.  13.  1901.  the  two 
Hue  ai)artment  liouses  stood  comoletely 
finished.  On  the  morning  of  Sept.  14 
both  were  in  ruins.  Tliey  had  fallen  in- 
wanl,  in  ma.sses  of  brick,  mortar,  iron  and 
wood. 

Vasseur.  the  builder,  brought  a  suit  in 
the  French  court,  at  Hal-Piiong.  against 
the  native  contractor  for  furnisliing  bad 
material  and  negligent  work.  And  now 
comes  the  queer  part. 

The  contractor  pleaded  in  court:  "The 
dragon  pushed  the  houses  down!" 

And  the  extraordinary  thing  was  that 
he  could  bring  up  twenty  native  witnesses 
to  testify  to  the  fact  that  "the  dragon" 
coming    from    the   bay    by    night   did    the 

"What  is  the  dragon  like?"  asked  the 
judge. 

"Everybody  knows  what  the  dragon  is 
like."  answered  the  witnesses.  "Look  at 
the  Art?." 

"On  the  flag  he  has  legs.  Has  the  dragon 
legs?" 

"Sure  he  has  legs." 

"A  long  tail  like  a  serpent?^ 

"Yes." 

"A  long  neck?" 
1  es. 

"He  must  he  hl^,  to  push  a  house  In?" 
said  the  judge. 

The  .story  was  laughed  out  of  court  by 
the  superior  Europeans,  and  the  native 
contr.actor  w.os  cast  in  damages.  But  the 
European  who  photographed  the  myster- 
ious footprints  oti  the  sand  has  always 
ask>Ml,  What  creature  made  those  foot- 
prints? The  insinuation  that  they  were 
maile  by  the  native  contr.ictor  to  ijack  up 
his  story  is  not  satisfying. 


Minnesota  Prominent  and 
Gets  One  Grand  En- 
campment Officer. 


"Minnesota  feels  especially  proud  to 
bring  bark  to  the  state  an  appointive 
officer  In  the  grand  encampment,  in  ths 
person  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Chamberlain,  of 
St.  Paul,  grand  captain  of  the  guards," 
said  George  W.  Buck,  of  this  city, 
grand  commander  of  the  Knights 
Templar  of  Minnesota,  who  has  just 
returned  from  the  triennial  conclave  ot 
the  grand  encampment  of  the  Knights 
Templar  of  the  United  States,  at  Sau 
Francisco.-  The  conclave  was  held 
Sept.   6. 

"The  gathering  was  a  notable  one," 
continued  IMr.

"The  remainder  of  the  MinnesotT^ 
delegation  came  home  various  ways, 
some  are  probably  there  yet.  I  came 
home  by  the  way  of  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific. The  smoke  fixjm  the  forest  fires 
was  so  dense  about  Seattle  nnd  Tacoma 
that  we  were  unable  to  see  the  tops  of 
the  mountains  In  these  localities.  We 
did  not  go  near  any  of  the  fires  that 
I  am  aware. 

"The  first  news  that  I  heard  of  the 
catastrophe  to  the  returning  Knights 
by  the  .Southern  Pacific  route,  wliere 
the  wreck  occurred  between  Ogden  and 
Sati  Francisco,  was  in  the  newspapers.

St.  Petersburg,  Fept.  20.— With  the 
arrival  here  of  the  full  text  of  the  Brit- 
ish treaty  with  Thibet,  the  irritation. of 
the  Russian  press  at  its  sweeping 
character  is  more  pronounced.  The 
Huss,  which  is  now  considered  to  espe- 
cially reflect  the  views  of  the  foreign 
office,  bitterly  complains  that  Great 
Britain  has  gone  beyond  her  promises 
concerning  the  expedition  by  acquiring 
a  virtual  protectorate  over  Thibet, 
■whereas  she  had  pledged  herself  to 
merely  regulate  trade  relations  between 
India  and  Thibet.  Instead,  the  paper 
declares.  Great  Britain  has  imposed 
upon  Thibet  onerous  terms,  which  give 
her  a  monopoly,  forbidding  Thibet, 
without  Great  Britain's  consent 
ter  into  relations  with  the 
world.  The  Russ  foresees  that 
cupation  of  the  Chumbi  valley 
British  will  be  prolonged  even  after 
the  payment  of  the  indemnity,  and  ex- 
presse-j  surprise  at  China  playing  into 
the  hards  of  Great  Britain  in  deposing 
the  Dalai  Lama  and  appointing  in  his 
I>lace  a  prctege  of  Great  Britain.  In 
conclusion,  the  Rus.s  says  significantly: 

"The  proclamation  of  the  Briti.sh  pro- 
tectorate must  be  regarded  as  an  ac- 
complished fact,  but  whether  it  will  be 
real  and  lasting  must  depend  upon 
future  events  in  Central  Asia." 

The  sensational  articles  in  the  Brit- 
ish press  about  the  alleged  Russo-Ger- 
man  secret  understanding  regarding 
the  far  East  have  not  attracted  much 
attention  here.  While  a  feeling  ex- 
ists that  Germany  is  displaying  a 
friendly  spirit,  it  is  denied  in  respon- 
sible quarters  that  she  has  overstepped 
the  boimds  of  neutrality  in  any  par- 
ticular. The  existence  of  a  secret 
treaty  between  Russia  and  Germany  is 
attributed  here  to  the  memory  of  the 
part  which  Germany,  with  France  and 
Russia,  played  in  compelling  Japan  to 
abandon  the  Phimonoski  treaty  con- 
cluded between  Japan  and  China,  as  a

London,  Sept.  20.— The  day  of  atone- 
ment was  marked  in  London  by  serious 
rioting  in  the  Jewish  quarter  of  the 
East  End.  Over  2000  Jews  engaged  in 
a  disturbance  and  nearly  300  police  had 
to  be  called  out  before  the  disorder  was 
quelled.  The  trouble  arose  over  the 
action  of  non-conforming  members  of 
a  Social-Democratic  Jewish  club,  at 
ypitalfields,  situated  in  the  heart  of  a 
district  containing  about  L'0,000  Jewish 
inhabitants.  The  Socialists  open'y 
paraded,  in  disregard  of  the  feasting 
injunction,  and  made  a  celebration  with 
wines  at  the  club  house.  The  orthodo.x 
Jews  were  angered  and  sun-ounded  the 
club  house  and  stoned  it.  The  Social- 
ists threw  bottles  at  the  crowd,  and 
soon  the  two  or  three  narrow  streets  la 
the  vicinity  became  choked  by  a  fight- 
mg  mob.  Ambulances  were  called  out 
and  the  doctors  had  many  minor  cases 
to  attend  to.  Finally  the  police  quelled 
the  disturbance,  cordoned  the  streets 
In  the  disturbed  area,  and  made  several 
arrests.  Excited  groups  of  orthodox 
Jews,  however,  continued  to  parade  the 
streets  and  the  houses  of  several  So- 
cialist Jews  were  stoned.

Rome,  Sept.  20.— The  congress  of  free 
thinkers  assem.bled  here  today  at  the 
Roman  college,  erected  by  Pope  Greg- 
ory XIII.  The  event  assumed  spec- 
ial imi)ortance.  this  being  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  fall  of  the  temporal  now-'r 
of  the  popes  and  al.so  on  account  of 
the  recent  Franco-Vatican  contlict. 
There  were  over  aOOO  delegates  present, 
the  Frenchmen  alone  numbering  abc  ut 
loco,  including  otticial  delegations  froni 
the  cities  of  Pari.s.  Dijon  and  Lyons. 
Spain  had  300  representatives,  chietly 
republicans  from  ("alalonla.  Ten  dele- 
gates came  from  America,  including 
Dr.  Moncure  D.  Conway,  of  New  York, 
representing  the  secular  society  of  the 
United  States:  Dr.  J.  B.  Wilson,  of 
Cincinnati,  and  Prof.  Mangasar  M. 
Mangasarian.  of  Chicago. 

Prof.  Sergi  presided  and  delivered  an 
address  which  was  warmly  applauded, 
glorifying  the  triumphs  of  science  over 
fiuperstitution.  He  hailed  the  fall  of 
tempoial  power,  condemned  Catholic- 
Ism  as  pre-iiistoric  and  protested 
against  war,  ending  with  advocating 
an  indissoluble  alliance  of  nations  and 
the  universal  brotherhood  of  the  people. 

The  delegates  marched  in  procession 
to  the  walls  of  Rome  and  hung  wreaths 
on  the  spot  where  the  Italian  troops 
made  a  breach  and  eytered  the  city 
In  1S70. 


For  Vice  President,  Mr. 

Tibbies,  Writes  Letter 

of  Acceptance. 

Lincoln,  Xeb.,  Sept  20.— Thomas  H. 
Tlbbh's,  nominee  of  the  Peoples  party 
for  vice  president,  mailed  his  letter  of 
acceptance  today  to  the  Hon.  S.  W. 
Williams,  ciiairman  of  the  notificatioii 
committee.  'I he  letter  was  in  part  us 
follows: 

"We  look  forward  with  confidence  to 
the  coming  of  the  time,  not  far  in  the 
distance,  when  the  principles  of  the 
People's  parly  shall  guide  the  rulers  ot 
this  nation.  The  adherents  of  the  Peo- 
pk-s  party  come  from  all  classes, 
wherever  a  man  is  found  who  loves 
mankind  and  believes  that  govern- 
ments are  instituted  among  men,  not 
for  the  piu'pose  of  enabling  a  few  to 
gather  gold  and  pile  it  up  mountain 
high,  but  for  the  purpose  of  advancing' 
the  human  race,  bringing  gladness  to 
the  hearts  of  all  the  people,  enabling 
them  through  the  development  of  the 
mind  to  enjoy  the  delights  of  the  intel- 
lectual world  and  lay  up  treasures  that 
all  the  cycles  of  time  cannot  corrode. 
To  this  work  more  than  l.OOO.UOO  m*.n 
have  consecrated  themselves.  They 
seek  not  the  advantage  of  one  class, 
but  of  all  classes.  They  believe  that 
the  principles  enunciated  in  our  plat- 
form will  furnish  a  foundation  for  the 
building  up  of  euch  a  nation  and  such 
a  people." 


Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  20.— The  Demo- 
cratic state  convention  effected  a  pre- 
liminary organiaztion  and  took  a  re- 
cess till  tomorrow  morning  at  11 
o'clock.  William  B.  Hornblower,  of 
New  York,  was  temporary  chairman 
and  addressed  the  convention  at  length. 
The  temporary  roll  was  perfected  and 
referred  to  the  committee  en  cerden- 
tials. 

An  impassioned  speech  was  made  by 
J.  J.  Fitzgerald,  withdrawing  in  the  in- 
terest of  harmony,  the  contest  in  the 
Seventeenth  district  of  New  York,  al- 
though he  chaiged  that  his  faction  had 
been  defeated  "at  the  point  of  the  re- 
volver" and  otherwise,  by  outrageous 
methods.  The  withdrawal  from  the 
contest  was  received  with  cheers,  es- 
pecially upon  Mr.  Fitzgerald's  declar- 
ation that  this  was  the  first  Demo- 
cratic convention  in  twenty  years  with- 
out a  contest.  Charles  X.  Bulger,  of 
Oswego,  evoked  a  cheer  by  moving  to 
lay  on  the  table,  indefinitely,  with  the 
thanks  of  the  convention,  the  resolu- 
tion providing  for  a  committee  on  con- 
tested seats. 

Up  to  the  time  the  Democratic  state 
convention  was  called  to  order  t.o<l^y' 
the  general  situation  underneath  all 
the  flying  rumors  and  counter  claims 
was  essentially  unchanged.  The  fea- 
ture of  the  morning  was  the  first  ap- 
pearance of  the  friends  of  Mr.  Shephard 
in  active  canvass  for  delegates. 

Chairman  Cord  Meyer  of  the  New 
Y'or  state  committee  called  the  con- 
vention to  order  and  at  once  presented 
the  name  of  William  B.  Hornblower,  of 
New  York,  ns  temporary  chairman. 
Mr.  Hornblower  was  escorted  to  the 
platform  and  after  the  routine  business 
of  confirming  the  temporary  secretar- 
ies as  selected  by  the  state  committee 
began  his  speech. 

After  accepting  the  temporarj'  chair- 
manship of  the  convention.  wld<  h  he  said 
he  considered  a  duty,  as  well  aa  an  honor, 
Mr.  Hornblower  said: 

"It  is  arrogantly  assumed  by  the  na- 
tional platform  of  the  Rerublican  party 
and  by  their  candidate  for  the  pre.sidcr.cy. 
that  the  record  of  that  party  Is  un.4ssail- 
able.  It  l.<  also  arrogantly  assumed  and 
contemptuously  asserted  that  the  record 
of  the  l>emocratic  party  is  a  record  of  d  s 
a.-^ter.  but  these  have  no  basis  in  tru'h." 

Then,  referring  to  tlie  tariff.  th«»  spe.ak- 
cr  compared  the  conditions  existir.g  dur- 
ing the  period  letwec-n  ISOl  and  1S61.  when, 
with  two  hriot  exceptions,  the  country 
was  under  Democratic  rule,  and  thit  from 
ISTj  to  ls77,  when  the  Repubiicnns  we;e  in 
power,  and  also  to  the  tirst  iidmlnistra- 
tlon  of  President  Cleveland.  During  this 
latter  time,  he  said,  the  country  was  so 
prosperous  and  the  finances  of  tlie  nathm 
were  so  carefully,  economical,  and  wisely 


administered  that  a  large  surplJS  "as  ac- 
cumulated. 

To  charge  the  panic  of  1893  against  the 
Cleveland  administration.  w:u^  a  wilful 
perversion  of  facts.  That  panic  wa.s 
caused  by  the  administration  of  Presi- 
dent Harrison,  and  resulted  lUtectly  th.re- 
from,  but  for  the  action  t.iken  by  Cleve- 
land, the  conseciuences  would  have  been 
even  more  disastrous  than  they  actuall.v 
were. 

To  charge  the  panic  of  1893  to  the  Wilson 
tariff  was,  he  declared,  wai<  not  only  a 
wilful  suppression  of  facts,  but  a  mani- 
fest perversion  of  the  truth. 

The  Republicans  take  credit  for  the  ex- 
posure of  the  postal  frauds,  but  we  may 
be  pardoned  for  questinning  whether  this 
exposure  has  been  quite  as  vigorous  and 
unrelenting  as  our  Republican  friends 
would  have  us  believe. 

We  are  told  that  the  acquisition  of  the 
right-of-way  for  the  PantJma  canal  Is  a 
result  accomplished  by  the  administra- 
tion which  Is  of  inestlmaMe  value  to  the 
!  pef>ple  and  to  the  country  for  all  time  to 
j  come.  For  the  purpose  of  the  discussion, 
this  may  be  conceded.  If,  however,  the 
I  acquisition  of  the  right-of-way  for  the 
I  Panama  canal  lins  been  at  the  expense  of 
a  sacrifice  of  national  honf)r,  a  violation 
of  treaty  obligations,  and  a  disregard  of 
international  Taw.  and  has  ln\olved  un- 
seemly haste  on  the  part  of  the  executive 
by  way  of  Interference  in  the  Inteinal  af- 
fairs of  a  friendly  nation,  the  benellcence 
of  the  results  accompllahed  Is  no  excuse 
and  no  Justification. 

So.  again,  with  regard  to  the  pension 
order,  hy  means  of  which  the  executive 
department  alters  the  pension  laws  of  tlie 
nation  and  usurps  the  function  which  be- 
longs to  the  legislative  body.  It  Is  no 
answer  to  say  that  the  lesult  is  bciieflcent. 
It  Is  a  long  step,  away  from  sound  and 
conservative  principles;  a  direct  attempt 
to  legrlslate  by  the  executive  on  a  subject 
on  which  the  legislature  it.'-elf  had  re- 
fused to  act. 

We  propose  to  do  away  with  the  Iniqui- 
ties of  a  high  protectlw  tariff,  so  far  as 
that  tariff  operates  to  Impose  upon  the 
people  of  the  country  unnecessary  and 
unjust  taxation. 

We  propose  to  give  to  the  people  of  the 
Philippine  l.sLindg  a  promise  of  ind  pen- 
dence  to  which  we  believe  they  are  en- 
titled at  the  eiirlist  pr.tctlcaMe  moment. 

We  propose  to  give  the  people  an  econo- 
mical administration  of  the  public  rev- 
enues. 

We  propose  to  re-establl.sh  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  this  country,  the  distinctions 
between  the  executive  and  the  legi.slativo 
functions. 

We  believe  to  re-elect  the  present  in- 
cumbent of  the  presidential  offioe  would 
be  to  condone  grave  offences  apalnst  our 
form  of  Rovernment.  and  would  he  to 
sanction  similar  acts  in  the  future.  We 
believe  that  the  people  of  this  state  are 
thoroughly  dissatisfied  with  the  conduct 
of  affairs  by  the  Republican  party.  The 
Rcpuhlicnn  cajidldale  for  goveinor  was 
nominated  by  machine  methods  and  pur- 
suant to  personal  dictation,  nnd  repre- 
sents the  most  objeetlonalde  features  of 
such  methr>ds  and  dictation  In  the  state 
of  New  York.

Active  hostilities,  so  far  as  today's  news  from  the  seat  of  ^ 
war  is  concerned,  were  manifested  only  at  Port  Arthur,  where 
the  Japanese  resumed  their  attack  of  yesterday  by  land  and 
sea.  They  are  reported  to  have  captured  two  important  forts. 
Gen.  Kuropatkin  reports  to  St.  Petersburg  that  the  Japanese 
position  at  Bentsiaputze  is  strongly  held  by  a  Japanese  brigade 
with  guns,  and  that  large  Japanese  forces  from  Liao  Yang 
have  already  crossed  to  the  right  bank  of  the  Taitse  river. 
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Shanghai,  Sept.  20. — The  general  at- 
tack on  Port  Arthur,  which  began  yes- 
terday, and  in  which  the  Japanese  fleet 
is  co-operating,  was  resumed  this 
morning.  The  Japanese  captured  two 
important  forts  on  either  side  of  Sueisz- 
ying,  north  of  Port  Arthur. 


QUEEN   WILHELMINA. 


The  Hague,  Sept.  20.— Queen 
Wilhelmina  reopened  the  states 
general  today.  In  the  speech 
from  the  throne  the  queen  said 
the  home  industries  of  the 
Netherlands  were  not  compet- 
ing satisfactorily  with  foreign 
enterprise  and  that  the  finances 
of  the  Dutch  Indies  and  the 
Netherlands  needed  strengthen- 
ing. The  queen  announced, 
also,  the  forthcoming  introduc- 
tion of  bills  providing  for  old 
age  pensions  and  higher  educa- 
tion.

Annual   Report    of   the 

Omaha  Road  Is  Made 

Public. 

Chicago,  Sept.  20.— The  annual  report 
of  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Omaha  road,  controlled  by  the  North- 
western, for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1904,  shows  a  decrease  of  $815,226  in 
the  net  income  for  the  year,  although 
the  falling  off  in  the  total  income  was 
only  $263,187.  This  difference  is  ac- 
counted for  principally  by  one  item  of 
$500,000  spent  for  permanent  improve- 
ments. The  total  Income  was  $11,530,866 
and  the  operating  expenses  were  $7,239,- 
614,  or  $366,249  less  than  last  year. 

Dividends  of  6  per  cent  on  the  com- 
mon and  7   per  cent   on   the   preferred 

stock  were  paid  during  the  year, 
amounting  in  all  to  $1,901,306.  The  sur- 
plus from  operations  for  the  year  was 
$98,689,  which,  added  to  that  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year,  $3,800,912.  makes 
the  total  $3,S99,r.02.

subject  to  check  of  such  heirs  or  their  ' 


recognized  guardians  for  amounts  not 
exceeding  $10  to  each  In  any  one  month. 
Before  being  paid,  however,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  these  checks  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  agent  or  other  officer  in 
charge.  For  sums  ii>  excess  of  $10  per 
month,  the  money  will  be  paid  upon 
the  approval  of  the  agfent  only  when 
specifically  authorized  to  do  so  by  the 
commissioner  of  Indian  affairs.  Acfing 
Secretary  Ryan  said  that  heretofore 
the  lands  have  been  sold  to  the  highest 
bidder  and  the  proceeds  paid  directly 
to  the  Indians,  with  the  result  that  in 
many  instances  the  Indians  were  soon 
divested  of  their  money.

PAYMENT  FOR  FRIARS' 

LAND  IS  AUTHORIZED. 


Washington.  Sept.  3^.— The  first  pay- 
ment of  $2,000,000  on  account  of  the  pur- 
chase of  the  friar  lands  in  the  Philip- 
pines was  today  authorized  by  the  war 
department.  The  completion  of  these  pur- 
chases has  been  very  much  delayed,  as 
great  difficulties  were  experienced  In  se- 
curing a  clear  title  from  the  friars  owing 
to  the  fact  that  in  many  cases  the  orders 
attempted  to  convey  their  lands  to  pri- 
vate individuals  and  business  corpora- 
tions to  i)revent  their  seizure  at  tlie  time 
of  the  Philippine  insurrection. 

OLD  TiiME  TELEGRAPHERS 
HOLD  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


Che  Foo,  Sept.  20.— Authoritative  in- 
formation has  been  received  here  of  a 
general  attack  upon  Port  Arthur  by 
the  Japanese  forces  which  began  yes- 
terday before  daybreak  and  continued 
until  dark. 

All  indications  point  to  an  effort  to 
capture  certain  of  the  northeast  main 
forts. 

This  is  the  attack  for  which  the  Jap- 
anese have  been  preparing  for  the  past 
nineteeen  days,  with  slight  hope  of 
success.  As  forecasted  in  these  dis- 
patches, the  Japanese  attack  on  Port 
Arthur  is  directed  against  the  north- 
east front.  The  main  object  is  to  cap- 
ture the  fortifications  of  Kikwan  moun- 
tain. Rylung  mountain  and  the  inter- 
mediate forts.  The  foregoing  comes 
from  a  Russian  correspondent.  He  adds 
that  th«  attack  at  the  end  of  August, 
wliicli  was  represented  as  two  separate 
assaults,  really  constituted  a  ten-days' 
battle,  the  fighting  being  the  heaviest 
during  the  first  three  days  and  the  last 
tour  days  of  that  period.  Although  the 
Japanese  retired  Aug.  31,  along  the 
greater  part  of  their  line,  they  remained 
in  four  supplementary  forts  on  the 
r.ortheast  front,  whiih  they  had  cap- 
tured from  the  Russians.  These  in- 
clude two  forts,  fifty  yards  from  Ry- 
lung mountain,  and  two  others  at  some 
greater  distance.  Since  Aug.  31,  the 
Japanese  have  bombarded  very  slight- 
ly, while  the  Russians  have  been 
liaowing  approximately  1000  shells 
dally,  chiefly  agains^i.  the  four  Japan- 
ese positions  mentioned.  Small  sorties, 
as  referred  to  by  the  Novlkrai,  of  Port 
Arthur,  in  the  fforts  to  recapture  the 
positions,  have  been  of  almost  nightly 
occurrence,  and  have  been  uniformly 
unsuccessful.  The  Japanese  have  been 
taught  wholesome  respect  for  the  re- 
sisting power.s  of  the  fortress,  accord- 
ing to  every  Japanees  who  has  recently 
arrived  fro.m  Port  Dalny.  If  they  suc- 
ceed In  capturing  Rylung  mountain,  or 
other  forts,  they  will  realize  that  this 
will  only  he  one  step,  although  an  im- 
portant one,  towards  the  capture  of 
Port  Arthur.  The  Russians,  who  have 
been  observing  the  new  tactics  of  the 
Japanese,  did  not  expect  another  attack 
before  the  first  week  in  October.  The 
Japanese  are  endeavoring  to  proceed 
slowly  but  surely. 

During  the  fighting  In  August,  the 
attempt  to  capture  Kikwan  mountain 
cost  the  Japanees  an  entire  regiment. 
This  statement  has  been  confirmed, 
and  indicates  the  monumental  propor- 
tions of  the  task  which  the  Japanese 
have  set  themselves  in  attempting  to 
capture  the  fortress,  which  is  composed 
of  many  forts,  equally  as  strong. 


and  batteries  inside  the  fortress,  but 
still  without  showing  any  great  ac- 
tivity.

The  garrison  of  the 
redoubt  repulsed  the  attack,  but  the 
enemy  received  reinforcements  and 
renewed  the  attack  after  half  an  hour. 
The  garrison  again  repulsed  them  with 
rifles  and  machine  guns,  supported  by 
artillery.  The  Japanese  sustained 
great  losses  and  did  not  again  attempt 
to  take  the  offensive.

Atlanta,  a..  Sept.  20.— The  twenty-fourth 
annual  meeting  of  the  Old  'Pime  Teleg- 
raphers and  Historical  association  and 
the  Society  of  the  United  States  Military 
Telegraph  corps  began  here  today  with 
an  attendance  of  nearly  300  members  from 
all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.

New  York,  Tept.  20.— Secret  service 
employes  are  reported  to  have  betVi 
watching  for  several  days  in  the  ro- 
tunda of  the  custom  house  in  the  har- 
bor among  ships  clearing  for  Hon- 
duras and  nearby  ports  for  a  filibus- 
tering expedition,  which  is  suspected 
of  fitting  out  here.

About  a  month  ago  New  Oileans 
newspapers  contained  advertisements 
that  called  the  attention  of  the  con- 
suls of  the  Honduras  governm2nt  in 
New  Orleans,  to  the  elTorts  of  a  lieu- 
tenant stationed  there,  to  raise  a  com- 
pany of  some  40O  men.  The  news- 
papers stated  at  that  time  that  the 
expedition    was    being    formed    by    an 


American  firm  that  has  pecuniary  in- 
terests in  Cenfral  America  to  go  there^ 
and  protect  its  interests.  It  was  said 
that  the  expedition  was  to  go  to  a  point 
about  three  days'  distance  from  New 
Orleans, 

Honduras  is  just  that  distance  from 
New  Orleans.  Detectives  were  put  on 
the  matter  at  the  request  of  the  Hon- 
duras government,  and  it  is  said  they 
found  that  about  400  men  were  to  be 
given  uniforms  similar  to  those  worn 
by  United  States  soldiers,^  with  "guns 
and  ammunition,  and  that*  two  rapid- 
fire  guns  were  to  be  taken  along.  The 
detectives  learned  that  an  expedition 
was  to  start  also  from  New  York  and 
another  from  Pittsburg. 

The    state    department    was    notified 
and   the   preparations   at   New   Orleans 
were  stopped  at  once.  So  far  as  known 
no    preparations    have    been    made    for  • 
raising  an  expedition  here.

Misapprehension  seems  to  exist  In  the 
ntind  of  some  people  as  to  the  action 
the  council  really  took  last  evening 
with  reference  to  the  recommendation 
of  the  water  and  light  department, 
througii  Manager  Case,  that  a  water 
main  be  laid  on  top  of  the  ground  on 
First  street,  between  Fourt«jenth  and 
Sevetneenth  avenues  west,  to  form  the 
auxiliary  system  to  tlie  West  End  and 
West  Duluth.  The  fact  of  the  matter 
is,  as  the  council  records  will  show, 
that  the  recommendation  was  not 
"turned  down,"  but  simply  referred  to 
the  city  engineer,  who  is  more  or  less 
acquainted  v.ith  the  details,  and  who 
does  not  look  unfavorably  on  the  prop- 
osition. 

Intiuiry  among  the  aldermen  also 
shows  that  but  few,  if  any,  of  them 
were  fully  advised  in  detail  as  to  the 
plan  of  the  water  department,  and 
their  vole  to  refer  to  the  city  engineer 
was  the  usual  metliod  of  procedure 
under  similar  circumstances. 

So  far  as  the  general  public  is  con- 
cerned, it  is  known  that  there  is  a 
strong  demand  by  the  people  and  in- 
terests west  of  Ninth  avenue  west,  for 
an  auxiliary  water  main  to  the  West 
Knd  and  to  West  Duluth,  for  the  pur- 
po.se  of  an  adequate  water  supply,  in 
case  the  present  main  Ijeyoud  Eighth 
avenue  west,  on  Michigan  street,  be- 
comes broken  from  any  cause,  as  lias 
twice  happened  in  the  last  few  months. 

The  water  department  has  proposed 
that  an  extension,  or  rather  a  connec- 
tion, be  made  with  tlie  First  street 
main,  between  a  point  200  feet  east  of 
Fourteenth  avenue  west,  and  another 
l:i5  feet  west  of  Seventeenth  avenue 
west,  the  pipe,  1€90  feet  In  all,  to  lay 
on  top  of  the  ground  and  form  an 
auxiliary  system  In  case  of  an  immer- 
gency. 

The  idea  of  the  department  is  not 
that  such  an  arrangement  be  made 
permanent,  but  simply  to  supply  the 
need  if  called  on  for  the  winter. 

The  intention  of  the  department  was 
to  have  the  pipe  laid  on  top  of  the 
ground  lowered  into  a  trench,  to  be 
dug  next  season.  It  would  be  impracti- 
cable to  do  the  trench  digging  this  fall 
or  winter,  for  the  reason  that  the  gas 
pipe,  which  it  is  desired  should  t>e  laid 
with  the  water  main,  is  not  procurable 
before  next  spring. 

The  expense  of  the  overland  10-inch 
pipe  tor  the  distance  has  been  figured 
out  as  follows:  Cost  of  pipe  at  $25  per 
ton,  $1550;  2335  pounds  of  lead,  $125; 
laying  pipe,  packing,  etc.,  $175;  con- 
nections, valves,  etc.,  $50;  total,  $1900, 

Under  the  plan  proposed  by  the  water 
department  the  pipe  would  be  in  place 
ucxi  year  and  would  simply  have  to  be 
lowered  by  derricks  into  the  trenches, 
uithout  disconnecting.  There  would  be 
no  new  pipe  to  buy,  up  new  packing 
or  connections,  and,  as  the  labor  will 
have  to  be  performed  in  any  case,  the 
real  loss  in  money  to  the  department 
would  not,  it  is  claimed,  be  over  $50. 
Valves  would  be  arranged  at  each  con- 
nection of  the  extension  to  let  the 
water  out  of  It  when  not  in  use. 

This  plan  of  laying  a  main  on  First 
street  is  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
original  plans  of  the  engineer  planning 
the  water  system,  and  is  approved  of 
by  the  members  of  the  water  board. 

The  proposition  of  putting  another 
main  through  on  Michigan  street  is  not 
ajiproved  by  the  board,  or  anybody 
else  who  is  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  difficulties  to  be  overcome  and  the 
neavy  expense  that  must  necessarily 
accrue.  In  the  first  place,  the  argu- 
ment that  has  been  advanced  against 
another  Michigan  street  main  for  an 
auxiliary  system  is  that  south  of  the 
street  car  tracks  there  are  already  one 
20-inch  water  main  and  two  10-lnch  gas 
mains.  It  is  claimed  that  there  Is  ab- 
solutely no  more  room  for  mains  on 
the  south  side  of  the  street. 

Michigan,  like  a  number  of  the  other 
made  streets  in  Duiulh,  is  rockfllled  on 
the  south  side.  If  the  new  main  were 
laid  on  the  north  side  of  the  car  ti-acks 
it  would  be  necessary  to  blast  out  solid 
rock,  probably  the  entire  distance,  the 
expense  being  a  large  item,  and  besides 
the  department  has  not  the  money  to 
do  the  work  this  year,  anyway. 

Another  argument  against  this  route 
for  a  second  main  is  that  it  would  give 
water  service  to  no  new  district,  while 
one  on  First  street,  according  to  the 
plan  of  the  department,  it  would  give 
a  water  service  to  a  large  district 
which  does  not  have  any,  besides  filling 
all    the    requirements    of    an    auxiliary 


system   to  West  Duluth  and  the  "West 
End. 


CONDITlOiN  OF  CHOPS 


Shown  By  the  Weather  Bur- 
eau's Weekly  Summary. 

Washington,  Sept.  20.— The  weather 
bureau's  weekly  summary  of  crop  con- 
ditions Is  as  follows: 

While  weather  conditions  of  the  week 
ending  at  S  a.  m.,  Sept.  19.  were  gene- 
rally favorable  for  gathering  crops  in 
nearly  all  districts,  low  night  tempera- 
tures in  the  northerly  portions  have  de- 
layed the  maturity  of  late  crops  and 
some  suffering  from  drought  is  reported 
from  the  Ohio  and  lower  Missouri  valleys 
and  portions  of  the  southern  states. 
Frosts  occurred  as  far  south  as  Oklahoma 
and  Tennessee,  but  the'htUe  or  no  damage 
resulted  except  to  tender  vegetjUion  in 
the  central  valleys,  and  to  unmatured 
crops  in  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  the  Da- 
kotas   and    Montana. 

Late  corn  ia  maturing  rapidly  In  the 
western  portion  of  the  belt,  but  the  crop 
is  ripening  slowly  in  the  eastern  and 
central  sections  and  needs  ten  to  twenty 
days  of  favorable  weather  to  be  safe  from 
frost.  While  damaging  frc-^ts  occurred 
in  portions  of  the  upper  Mississippi  valley 
and  a  considerable  portion  of  tne 
crop  was  damaged  in  Wisconsin 
and  some  on  lowlands  In  parts 
of  Minnesota  and  Iowa,  the  aggregate 
frost  damage  in  the  last  named  state  was 
not  serious.  Cutting  is  now  general  In  all 
sections. 

Spring  wheat  harvest  is  practically  com- 
pleted, except  in  northern  portion  of 
North  Dakota  and  threshing  is  well  ad- 
vanced in  Minnesota  and  South  Dakota, 
half  done  in  Washington  and  nearing 
completion  In  Nebraska,  but  delayed  by 
rain   In   eastern   North   Dakota. 

Complaints  of  cotton  shedding  are  still 
received  from  the  eastern  section  and  the 
northern  portion  of  the  western  section 
of  the  cotton  belt,  but  reports  of  rust  are 
not  general.  Good  progre.ss  ig  being  made 
In  cutting,  housing  and  storing  tobacco, 
and  a  large  portion  of  the  crop  has  been 
secured  in  good  condition.  A  light  and 
inferior  crop  of  apples  is  indicated  in  a 
majority  of  the  states  of  the  central  val- 
leys, but  in  Michigan  and  Ohio,  and  the 
northern  portion  of  the  Middle  Atlantic 
states,  as  well  as  in  New  Engand,  this 
fruit  is  plentiful,  especially  in  the  last 
named  section. 

Some  late  potatoes  were  damaged  by 
frost  in  Wiscon.sln.  rot  Is  Increa.sing  in 
Pennsylvania  and  portions  of  Minnesota, 
causing  some  damage  in  New  York  and 
Jt?^' .  E"Klan<3.  Willie  blight  continues  in 
Michigan.  Otherwise  the  outlook  for  po- 
tatoes is  promising,  and  a  fair  to  good 
crop  is   expected. 

Plowing  for  tall  seeding  has  ben  de- 
layed  by  dry  soil  In  the  Ohio  and  Lower 
Mis.slssippi  valleys,  Nebraska,  Indian 
territory  and  Georgia,  and  rain  is  needed 
in  Michigan  for  germination.  Elsewhere 
plowing  is  well  under  way  and  seeding 
is  general  In  most  sections,  some  of  the 
early  sown  wheat  beginning  to  show 
green  in  Illinois.

Boat  Company  Would  Recover 
on  Craft  Built  Year  Ago. 

The  Pearson  Boat  Construction  com- 
pany, of  this  city,  has  begun  an  action 
in  district  court  against  D.  Dumas,  of 
Deer  River,  Minn.,  to  recover  a  bal- 
ance of  $865  claimed  to  be  due  for  a 
35-foot  boat  with  a  stern  paddle  wheel, 
equipped  with  a  16-horse  power  engine 
and  delivered  at  Deer  River  over  a 
year   ago.

It  may  be  that  the  running  time  of 
some  of  the  Great  Northern  trains  from 
this  city  to  thd  Twin  Cities  will  be  re- 
duced, at  least  such  Is  the  talk  of  train- 
men. The  mileage  from  here  to  Minne- 
apolis is  172  and  to  St.  Paul  is  10  miles 
more.  The  best  running  time  made  now  is 
by  a  train  leaving  here  at  3:45  p.  m.. 
which  arrives  at  Mlnneapohs  at  8  p.  m. 
and  St.  Paul  at  8:30  and  one  leaving  St. 
Paul  at  9  a.  m.  and  getting  here  at  2 
o  clock  in  the  afternoon.  Other  trains 
take  about  7  hours  each. 

There  is  not  a  bit  of  doubt  that  the 
Great  Northern  could  beat  the  present 
schedule  very  materially,  but  owing  to  an 
agreement  made  with  tiie  otlier  lines  It 
has  up  to-  the  present  time  kept  from  do- 
ing so.  It  is  thought  by  some  people  that 
the  distance  could  be  made  in  four  hours 
which  would  cut  the  time  of  the  Gopher 
State  express  three  quarters  of  an  hour. 

The  Northeni  Pacific  would  no  doubt 
follow  suit  Just  as  soon  as  the  cut  in 
time  might  be  made  as  that  company  has 
a  mileage  of  only  152  to  St.  Paul  and  160 
to  Minneapolis,  Tlie  time  made  is  about 
the  same  as  on  the  Great  Northern.  In 
this  connection  it  Is  said  that  the  only 
reason  why  the  two  roads  take  so  long 
to  make  the  run  is  to  keep  the  Omaha 
road  from  being  dissatisfied.  The  Omaha's 
line  from  Duluth  to  St.  Paul  is  177  mlies 
in  length  and  the  best  time  made  is  five 
hours,  which  Is  tlie  amount  of  time  taken 
by    one    train   dn    each    direction. 

There  is  some  belief,  however,  that  any 
one  of  the  lines  c^n  make  much  better 
time  than  ia  ,made  now,  if  they  feel  it 
wise  to  do  so.

CAPT.  MANN 
FILES  ANSWER 


Response     to     Charges 

Against  Him  By  the 

Government. 

Capt.  Mann,  this  afternoon,  filed  his 
answer  In  the  case  of  the  government 
against  him.

Detroit,  Mich.,  Sept.  20.— Shortly  after 
the  Democratic  state  convention  was 
held  at  Grand  Rapids,  Aug.  3,  and 
Justus  S.  Stearns,  of  Ludington,  who, 
after  having  sought  and  failed  to  se- 
cure the  Republican  nomination  for 
governor,  was  turned  down  by  the 
Democrats  for  the  .^ame  honor  on  top 
of  his  switch  to  that  party,  there  was 
started  a  movement  by  the  independ- 
ent Republicans  to  form  a  party  of 
their  own  and  put  Stearns  forth  as  the 
nominee.  The  millionaire  lumberman 
of  Ludington  had  been  their  candidate 
ail  along,  and  when  the  "machine" 
nominated  Fred  M.  Warner  the  plan 
was  suggested  to  have  Stearns  made 
the  candidate  of  the  independents  a'ld 
the  Democrats,  it  being  generally  be- 
lieved that  under  such  conditions  he 
could  easily  carry  the  state.  The  Demo- 
cratic convention,  however,  did  not  fall 
in  line  with  the  program,  chiefly 
through  the  efforts  of  Daniel  J.  Cam- 
pau,  and  even  when  on  the  day  of  the 
convention  Stearns  came  out  with  the 
announcement  that  he  was  a  true-blue 
Dcinocrat  and  would  remain  such 
whether  nominated  or  not,  the  Cam- 
pau  men  insisted  that  some  man 
whose  Democracy  had  always  been  un- 
questioned should  head  the  ticket,  and 
they  carried  the  day.  Then  followed 
the  plan  of  the  Independents  to  go  it 
alone.  It  was  adverti-sed  far  and  wide 
that  an  "independent  Republican  mass 
convention"  was  to  be  held  at  Grand 
Rapids  Sept.  14.  Since  then  there 
have  been  many  evidences  that  the 
pro-Stearns  movement  was  not  en- 
dorsed by  many  of  the  leading  inde- 
pendents, and  Wednesday  night,  the 
date  set  for  the  meeting,  it  needed  no 
formal  calling  off  of  the  "convention." 
Nobody   showed  up. 

To  understand  what  brought  about 
this  situation  it  is  necessary  to  review 
somewhat  present  political  conditions 
in  Michigan.  It  has  been  held  in  late 
years  that  the  naming  of  a  ticket  by 
tho  Democrats  of  the  state  was  a  mere 
matter  of  form,  although  the  party  had 
been  successful  before  1*^6-  The  silver 
issue  gave  many  Democratic  votes  to 
the  Republicans,  and  the  great  popu- 
larity of  the  late  Governor  Pingree,  to 
whom  hundreds  of  Democrats  gave 
their  ballots,  helped  to  swell  the  Re- 
publican majorities.  Pingree  was  es- 
sentially a  champion  of  the  people,  as 
opposed  to  the  corporations,  which 
have  for  years  practically  had  what 
they  wanted  in  the  state.  Governor 
Bliss,  on  the  other  hand,  has  gen»rally 
been  recognized  as  the  corporations' 
puppet.  He  was  put  into  office  by  the 
machine  which  the  late  Senator  Mc- 
Millan built  up,  and  four  years  of  his 
administration  have  made  many  think- 
ing Republicans  seek  some  means  of 
killing  the  power  of  the  machine  and 
securing  some  recognition  of  the  people 
by  the  officials  they  elect. 

Primary  reform,  long  talked  of  more 
as  a  beautiful  theory  than  as  some- 
thing likely  to  be  realized,  has  in  the 
last  few  years  become  a  live  issue,  and 
attempts  to  bring  about  a  law  provid- 
ing for  direct  nominations  have  been 
made,  but  the  bills  failed  of  passage 
bv  a' machine-elected  senate.  Upper 
houses  similarly  chosen  balked  Pin- 
gree's  plan  to  bring  about  mere  equal 
taxation,  it  being  the  late  governor's 
aim  to  have  the  big  corporations  pay 
more  of  their  share  of  the  taxes  of  the 
state.  The  resentment  of  those  Re- 
publicans who  held  that  state  issues 
should  be  considered  aside  from  na- 
tional at  the  methods  of  the  state 
bos.ses  to  keep  in  power  has  at  last 
taken  form  in  the  decision  to  support 
Woodbridge  N.  Ferris,  the  nominee  of 
the  Democrats. 

About  three  weeks  ago  at  Lansing,  in 
ihe  office  of  Former  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Cahill,  one  of  the  leading  inde- 
pendent Republicans,  the  state  central

Miss  Grasse  has  for  two  years  been  the 
reigning  belle  in  West  End  society,  and 
but  few  of  her  intimate  acqaaintanf  es 
were  aware  of  lier  intentions  until  this 
morning. 

The  story  of  the  love  affair  surrounding 
the  departure  of  the  beiiutiful  giri  is 
filled  with  romance.

about  whose  attitude  on  all   questions  ; 
theer  was  never     a    moment's     doubl.  j 
Judge  Cahill  has  since  appeared  on  the  I 
tame  platform  with  perils,  denouncing  I 
machine  rule  and  pledging  the  co-oper- 
ation   of    many    like    himself   with    the 
Democrats  to  put  an  end  to  it.     Only  , 
last  Monday  night  he  went  30  miles  to 
Howell    to    speak    with    the    candidate,  i 
and   in   a  red-hot  address  he    told   the  ' 
crowd  that  he  was  a  Roosevelt  Repub-  j 
lican.   but   would  vote  for  Ferris  as  a 
rebuke    to   the   machine   bosses    of   his 
own  party,   "under  whose  rule  corrup- 
tion  in  caucuses   and   conventions   has 
increased  at  a  most  alarming  rate." 

Throughout  the  state  prominent  Re- 
publicans, many  of  whom  have  been 
representatives  or  senators,  or  held 
other  public  offices,  have  either  volun- 
tarily written  the  candidate  pledging 
him  their  support,  or  announced  in 
interviews  that  they  were  for  him.  and 
not  only  would  vote  for  him  personally, 
but  for  such  men  for  the  senate  and 
house  as  v.ould  support  the  legislation 
that  he  would  recommend.  Not  only  ; 
does  the  announcement  of  such  a 
stand  come  from  men  who  will  vote  for 
Ferris  and  against  Warner  purely  from 
principle,  not  knowing  either  candidate, 
but  in  Warner's  home  county  many  of 
his  farmer  neighbors  and  lifelong 
friends  are  making  the  same  state- 
ments. 

'  \  like  Warner,  but  I'm  going  to  vote 
against  him.  I  can't  stand  for  the  ma- 
chine," is  the  burden  of  the  talk,  and 
while,  from  a  liking  for  their  neighbor, 
they  hate  to  admit  it,  they  say  Ferns 
will  cut  deep  into  Warner  in  his  own 
county  and  they  wouldn't  be  surprised 
if  the  Democratic^  candidate  carried  it. 

There  has  been  some  talk  that  it 
wasn't  wholly  patriotism  that  urged 
some  of  those  most  active  ii>  getting 
up  the  Independent  Republican  con- 
vention to  nominate  Stearn.s.  Stearns 
has  always  been  a  liberal  spender 
when  he  was  in  a  campaign  flghi  and 
there  are  some  unkind  enough  to  say 
that  those  who  yearned  for  him  as  a 
Moses  after  he  had  been  turned  down 
by  the  regular  parties  had  this  in  mind 
rather  than  any  love  for  the  'plain 
peepul."  Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  a 
significant  fact  that  some  of  those 
loudest  In  crying  for  him  until  he  told 
them  plainly  that  he  was  for  Ferris, 
suddenly  discovered  after  his  announce- 
ment that  they  were  good  dyed-in-the- 
wool  Republicans,  and  are  now  safely 
again  within  the  fold.  This,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  the  real  strong  men 
among  the  independents  declared  for 
Ferris  from  the  first,  explains  the  con- 
vention that  didn't  convene. 

One  of  the  Independent  Committee- 
men said  a  few  days  before  the  date 
fixed  for  the  convention  that  the  meet- 
ing was  out  of  the  qOestion  and  that 
Ferris  would  get  all  the  votes  that 
would  have  gone  to  the  anti-machine 
Republican. 

"It  all  came  about  this  way,"  he 
.said,  "The  committee  Judged  that  a 
convention  should  be  called  if  Justus 
S.  Stearns  would  accept  the  nomina- 
tion for  governor.  Chairman  Cahill 
would  not  approve  of  such  a  course, 
as  he  was  determined  to  support  Ferrl.<. 
Mr.  Stearns  himself  absolutely  refused 
to  head  the  primai;y  reform  Repub- 
lican ticket,  for  he,  too,  had  promised 
to  support  Ferris. 

"Tlie  convention  idea  was  plainly 
impracticable.  We  all  see  that  a  Re- 
publican vote  for  Ferris  will  require 
two  for  Warner  to  even  matters  up. 
We  see  that  it  far  better  to  support 
a  man  like  Ferris  than  to  split  up  the 
anti-Warner  votes  on  separate  reform 
tickets.  Therefore  we  are  uniting, 
not  abandoning,  the  Republican  party, 
but  planning  to  cast  our  votes  where 
the  state  and  the  party  will  be  the 
most  benefited." 

It  must  not  be  Inferred  from  the 
foregoing  that  Michigan  will  be  found 
in  the  Democratic  column  when  the 
returns  in  the  national  election  are 
counted.  National  Committeeman 
Campau  talks  hopefully  about  the  poss- 
ibility of  such  a  thing  whenever  he  re- 
turns from  a  visit  to  Esopus  or  Dem- 
ocratic headqtiarters  in  New  York,  but 
it  is  doubtful  If  even  he  really  believes 
in  the  chance  of  such  a  result.  But 
on  the  other  hs^nd,  many  loyal  Repub- 
licans who  will  vote  for  Warner  even 
though  they  don't  like  the  machine, 
admit  that  he  has  no  sure  thing.  The 
flght  is  purely  a  state  affair  and  on  the 
Issue  of  primary  reform,  something 
which  all  Democrats  and  many  Repub- 
licans are  anxious  to  bring  about. 
They  all  admit  that  it  may  not  prove 
the  success  hoped  for,  but  at  the  same 
time  say  it  cannot  be  worse  than  the 
present  system,  and  in  the  hope  of  giv- 
ing it  a  trial  there  has  been  brought 
about  the  strange  situation  of  bolting 
Republicans  joining  hands  with  their 
ancient    enemies.

Grant  county,  and  almost  at  the  same 
time  one  in  Roberts  county.  On  Friday 
night  the  sheriff  of  Marshall  county  ar- 
rested at  Vevlen  a  man  believed  to  be  the 
thief  who  took  the  rig  in  Codington  coun- 
ty. The  sheriffs  of  Codington,  Roberts 
and  Grant  counties  were  immediately  no- 
tified and  the  result  was  a  three-cornered 
fight  for  the  possession  of  the  prisoner. 
While  this  was  in  progress  the  Britton 
sheriff  succeeded  In  inducing  the  prisoner 
to    confess. 

The  confession  was  startling  in  its 
nature,  implicating  many  relatives  of  the 
prisoner  and  also  giving  the  names  of 
several  persons  in  five  or  gix  of  the  north- 
eastern counties,  every  one  of  whom,  the 
prisoner  says,  is  a  member  of  an  orga- 
nized gang  which  has  for  its  purpose  tho 
taking  of  horses  and  the  running  of  them 
Into  tlie  hills  for  safe  keeping. 

The  aid  and  assistance  given  by  these 
confederates  was  responsible  for  the  first 
escape  and  the  subsequent  successful 
thieving  in  Grant  and  Roberts  counties. 
Wholesale  arrests  are  likely  to  follow  the 
confession  of  the  thief.

Vincent  Wadden,  a  son 
of  V.  R.  Wadden,  and  another  boy  were 
a  few  feet  further  from  the  shore,  and 
In  his  haste  to  fire  young  Wadden  shot 
too  low,  and  a  full  charge  of  duck  shot 
entered  Simmons'  back  near  the  lefi 
shoulder  blade,  making  a  hole  some  three 
inches  in  diameter.  His  chances  for  re- 
covery are  small.

AMAZING  TO  THEM. 

American   Woman's  College 
Astonishing  to  Foreigners. 

The  American  woman's  college  is  a 
thing  wholly  amazing  in  European 
eyes,  said  Outlook  in  a  recent  number. 
No  European  educational  institution 
would  think  of  allowing  to  its  Inmates 
such  a  luxurlousness  of  surroundings 
as  appears  in  the  American  girl's  col- 
lege room,  the  extreme  simplicity  of 
the  food  being  the  only  thing  common 
to  both  types  of  educational  commun- 
ity. 

To  the  uninitiated  beholder  the  Amer- 
ican college  girl's  room,  with  flags  and 
posters  and  sporting  souvenirs  and 
class  sjnnbols,  with  men's  pictures  on 
desks  and  dressing  tables,  might  be  the 
colleg  boys. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  ocean  young 
women  are  supposed  not  to  keep  young  : 
men's  portraits  in  their  rooms,  just  as  ! 
they  are  not  supposed  to  meet  on  ecjual  ' 
terms  of    comradeship    the  subjects    of  i 
the  aforesaid  pictures.     The  absence  of 
books   in   the   room   and    the   conspicu-  j 
ousness  of  candy  boxes  and  fruit  bas-  i 
kets    might    also  strike    the    European 
observer  as  peculiar. 

In  America  the  college  is  a  school  of 
life,  with  all  sorts  of  activities  besides  i 
study.  The  European  college  girl  has 
to  find  out  after  she  leaves  college 
everything  that  her  American  sister 
learns  while  at  college,  though,  occa- 
sionally, in  old  Europe  a  girl  has  a 
chance  of  getting  out  of  her  life  pef- 
haps  more  exiierience  and  at  least  the 
same  amount  of  pleasure  as  the  Ameri- 
can girl  does,   although  in  a   way  en-  ' 


tircly  different;  this  Is  a.  girl  who  at- 
tends a  university  for  men,  and  enjoys 
in  the  old  world,  among  hundreds  of 
men,  the  perfect  freedom  of  movement 
and  the  feeling  of  independence  which 
characterize  the  happy  life  of  the 
American  college  girl  (happy  in  that 
she  realizes  by  herself  an  ideal  of  free 
and  intelligent  life,  without  the  inevl- 
tnble  strain  which  comes  to  the  same 
life  when  lived  by  one  girl  among  a 
crowd  of  men). 

To  the  college  girl's  happiness  many 
element**  are  co-operating,  among 
which,  notably,  are  papa's  checks  and 
the  advantages  depending  thereon; 
faculty  votes  forbidding  a  schedule  of 
over  so  many  hours  a  week  or  more 
than  a  certain  number  of  courses  for 
the  semester;  constant  anxiety  on  the 
part  of  the  "Prex"  and  'M.  D."  lest  the 
young  blood  of  hope  break  down  under 
the  strain  of  study,  and  so  forth. 

This  last  appears  particularly  strange 
to  the  European  mind.  No  one  gives  a 
thought  there.  It  seems,  to  the  effects 
of  study  on  the  health  of  the  students. 
"We  may  moan,  sigh  or  revolt,"  says 
the  writer;  "we  may  strike,  protest  or 
die  in  the  attempt;  from  the  serene 
Olympus  of  the  faculty  the  gods  watch 
with  calm,  unruffled  brow  the  struggle 
of  the  nonentities  down  in  the  halls  of 
learning." 


USES  OF  COMMON  SOAP. 

Valuable  Hints~as  to  What  It 
Will  Do. 

Seattle  Dally  Times:  To  the  initiated 
a  bar  of  ordinary  brown  soap  is  hardly 
less  useful  than  a  wire  hairpip.  Here 
are  a  few  of  the  things  It  will  do: 

When  nails  are  to  be  driven  into  a 
board  or  into  wood  or  furniture  where 
It  is  feared  that  they  may  split  the 
wood,  ttrst  lay  them  in  soapy  water  or 
pound  them  into  a  bar  of  soap,  and 
then  drive  them  Into  the  wood.  If  this 
is  done  they  will  never  split  the  wood. 
Carpenters  and  makers  of  hand-made 
furniture  always  keep  a  piece  of  yellow 
soap  in  their  tool  boxes  for  this  purpose 
and  reason. 

Soap  shavings,  or  a  small  lump  of 
yellow  soap,  tucked  into  a  mouse  hole, 
will  prevent  the  reappearance  of  the 
mouse  most  effectually. 

Chance  stains  on  carpets  and  rugs 
may  be  removed  in  the  easiest  and 
best  way  by  scrubbing  with  a  small 
stiff  brush  which  has  been  rubbed  over 
a  piece  of  .soap,  the  spot  being  rinsed 
and  wiped  in  clear  water  immediately. 
A  little  soap  mnced  with  stove  blacking 
will  produce  a  better  shine  with  less 
work  and  a  lustre  that  will  last  for  a 
long  time. 

Plated  silverware  can  be  cleansed 
by  allowing  it  to  stand  for  a  few  hours 
—three  or  four— in  hot  water,  in  which 
a  handful  of  borax  has  been  dissolved 
and  one-fourth  a  bar  of  common  yel- 
low soap  has  been  cut  up  and  melted. 
Solid  silver  can  also  be  cleaned  in  this 
same  way,  which  Is  not  laborious  and 
does  not  wear  off  the  plate  like  th« 
ordinary  rubT)ing  usually  given  silver 
that  is  being  cleansed. 

When  a  small  swelling  appears  on 
one's  lingers,  and  there  is  evidence  of 
a  run-around  or  a  small  fester,  a  tiny 
poltico  of  soap  and  sugar  will  draw 
it  to  a  head  in  a  few  hours,  when  it  can 
be  opened,  the  wound  wa.shed  out  care- 
fully and  thoroughly  and  tben  done  up 
in  clean  gauze.

Rome,  Sept.  20.— A  twenty-four  hour 
strike  has  been  inaugurated  at  Flor- 
ence, Leghorn,  Naples,  Venice,  Siena, 
Carrara,  Asceli  and  Novara,  while  the 
strike  has  come  to  an  end  at  Ancona, 
Como  and  Genoa,  where  railroad  tratflc 
has  been  regularly  resumed.

CONDEMNED  BY  HIS  OWN  WORDS. 

A  complete  copy  of  Robert  C.  Dunn's  reply  to  the 
charges  made  by  the  public  examiner  has  been  received 
by  The  Herald  and  it  shows  that  he  has  made  a  specific 
pnswer  to  each  one  of  the  allegations  regarding  the  col- 
lection of  stumpage  imports,  in  the  form  of  a  statement 
by  State  Auditor  Iverson,  and  The  Herald  is  willing  to 
accept  the  explanations  tnade  therein  and  to  absolve 
Mr.  Dunn  from  any  disregard  of  his  duty  to  the  interests 
of  the  state  as  far  as  the  timber  claims  arc  concerned. 
Had  Mr.  Dunn  been  able  to  make  as  satisfactory  a  de- 
fense in  regard  to  the  mining  land  leases,  he  would  have 
emerged  from  the  public  examiner's  accusations  with 
flying  colors.  But  the  mining  lease  record  is  a  blot  upon 
his  official  record  that  cannot  be  erased.  His  defense  of 
the  manner  in  which  he  permitted  officials  in  his  office 
to  take  advantage  of  and  profit  from  the  special  know- 
ledge which  they  obtained  of  the  value  of  state  mineral 
lands  is  no  defense  at  all.  On  the  contrarj',  Mr.  Dunn's 
own  admissions  drag  him  still  deeper  into  the  mire.  He 
admits  that  valuable  mining  leases  were  made  indirectly 
to  clerks  in  his  office,  and  that  he  signed  one  lease  to 
Mabel  Evans,  sister  of  one  of  these  clerks,  without  even 
looking  at  the  name,  and  yet  that  lease  covers  one  of  the 
most  valuable  pieces  of  iron  land  on  the  Mesaba  range, 
worth  several  million  dollars,  according  to  Mr.  Dunn's 
Own  showing! 

iSIr.  Dunn  claims  that  "there  is  nothing  in  the  land  or 
mineral  laws  of  the  state  that  prohibits  such  sale  or  lease 
to  any  official  or  employe  of  the  state."  Section  6666  of 
the  General  Laws  of  1894  says:  "A  public  officer  who  is 
authorized  to  sell  or  lease  any  property,  or  to  make  any 
contract,  in  his  official  capacity,  or  to  take  any  part  in  such 
»ale  or  lease,  or  contract,  and  voluntarily  becomes  interest- 
ed, individually,  in  such  sale,  lease  or  contract,  directly  or 
indirectly,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor."  Mr.  Dunn's  as- 
sertion and  this  section  of  the  general  statutes  do  not 
agree.  But,  as  The  Herald  has  previously  said,  even  if 
the  law  did  not  prohibit  the  granting  of  leases  of  state 
lands  to  employes  in  the  land  department  of  the  state 
auditor's  office,  ]\Ir.  Dunn  should  have  had  a  higher 
conception  of  his  duty  to  the  state  and  a  more  solicitous 
regard  for  the  good  name  of  his  department  of  the  state 
government  than  to  permit  any  clerk  to  avail  himself  of 
the  special  information  he  had  acquired  in  the  state's  ser- 
vice and  secure  valuable  leases.  The  appli- 
cation by  or  on  behalf  of  %  clerk  in  his 
land  department  for  such  a  lease  should  have 
been  followed  immediately  by  a  demand  for  his  resigna- 
tion. Such  action  by  Mr.  Dunn  would  have  shown  that 
he  would  permit  nothing  that  would  create  even  the  sus- 
picion of  corruption.  When  he  failed  to  take  such  action, 
he  placed  himself  on  the  same  level  as  his  clerks  who 
sought  to  accjuire  great  wealth  by  utilizing  the  special 
knowledge  they  had  gained  as  officials  of  the  state, 
Mr.  Dunn,  in  a  further  attempt  to  condone  and  excuse 
the  grave  disregard  of  official  obligations,  says  that  the 
public  knew  as  soon  as  did  the  clerks  in  the  land  depart- 
ment that  these  lands  were  open  to  lease.  In  regard  to 
the  lease  of  the  so-called  ''Virginia  sliver,"  he  claims 
that  anyone  could  have  leased  it  for  a  whole  year  before 
the  lease  was  granted  to  a  sister  of  one  of  his  clerks 
during  the  last  days  of  his  administration,  "although," 
he  saya,  "the  state  had  not  at  that  time  received  a  patent 
for  the  land  from  the  United  States  government."  By 
this  last  statement,  Mr.  Dunn  has  made  a  most  damaging 
admission,  because  it  is  well  known  that  persons  who 
have  applied  at  the  auditor's  office  for  leases  of  lands 
embraced  in  the  state's  swamp  land  lists  have  been  re- 
fused leases,  because,  they  were  told,  the  state  had  not 
yet  received  patents  from  the  government.  And,  even 
after  the  state  had  received  patents  to  certain  swamp  lands 
from  the  government,  leases  have  been  refused,  for  the 
stated  reason  that  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroad  had 
not  secured  all  its  swamp  land  grant  and  \Yas  entitled  to 
first  selection.  If  the  "Virginia  sliver"  could  have 
been  leased  for  a  whole  year  previous  to  the  issuance 
of  the  lease  to  Mabel  Evans,  it  is  utterly  absurd  to  even 
imagine  that,  had  the  fact  been  known  to  the  public, 
there  would  not  have  been  a  dozen  applications  for  it. 
But  those  "on  the  inside"  had  special  information  that 
was  denied  to  the  public,  and  the  result  was  this  valuable 
lease  was  signed  away  to  the  sister  of  one  of  his  clerks 
by  Auditor  Dunn,  who  boasts  that  he  signed  it  without 
even  looking  at  the  name  contained  in  the  document. 

A  man  who,  as  state  auditor,  held  his  official  duty  so 
lightly  as  not  to  examine  the  papers  which  he  signed  af- 
fecting the  valuable  mineral  lands  of  the  state;  a  man 
who  now  has  the  audacity  to  uphold  the  action  of  his 
deputies  who  sought  to  enrich  themselves  by  their  of- 
ficial knowledge,  and  whose  moral  sensibilities  are  so 
blunted  that  he  attempts  to  condone  offenses  described 
by  the  law  as  misdemeanors,  is  unfit  to  be  elevated  to  the 
high  and  honorable  office  of  governor  of  Minnesota.

This  duplicity,  deception  and  double-dealing  is  a  re- 
sult of  a  faulty  political  system,  which  often  brings  about 
the  defeat  of  an  honest  man  who  has  convictions  and 
stands  by  them   faithfully. 

If  all  important  questions  were  submitted  to  direct 
vote  of  the  people,  then  there  would  be  no  need  of  this 
double-dealing  on  the  part  of  parties  or  candidates,  and 
the  desires  of  the  people  would  be  definitely  known  in- 
stead of  being  guessed  at  and  often  misrepresented,  as  at 
present. 

The  United  States  has  outgrown  the  system  of  gov- 
ernment that  was  devised  at  its  organization  and  as  a  re- 
sult there  have  followed  manifold  abuses,  not  the  least  of 
which  is  this  catering  to  the  prejudices  of  the  people  of 
different  sections  by  parties  and  candidates.

The  New  York  Sun  says:  "The  'trend'  speech  is 
printed  in  divers  Democratic  journals.  Their  editors 
know  that  Mr.  Dos  Passos  is  an  able  man.  Doubtless 
he  has  done  the  best  that  could  be  done  with  his  ma- 
terial; and  he  has  used  'absolutism,'  'centralization'  and 
other  hieratic  Democratic  formulas  with  proper  fre- 
quency. But  a  disquisition  on  the  absolutism  of  Tiglath- 
pileser  II  would  be  received  with  just  as  much  interest 
by  a  discriminating  public.  The  'trend'  of  the  Parker 
Constitution  club  is  not  alarming,  unless  it  can  do  more 
for  Parker  than  it  seems  to  do  for  the  constitution." 

These  are  fair  samples  of  Republican  comment.  Both 
excerpts  are  very  convincing  and  very  entertaining.

The 
proofs  of  his  truthfulness  he  made  too  plain.

COAL  ROADS  PROSPEROUS. 

Anthracite  coal  costs  $2.10  per  ton  at  the  mouth  of 
the  mine.  In  Duluth  it  costs  the  consumer  $8  per  ton. 
The  freight  rate  on  the  lakes  runs  from  15  cents  to  75 
cents  per  ton.  The  remainder  is  taken  by  the  coal  trust, 
the  railroads  and  the  retail  and  wholesale  dealers.  The 
coal  trust  takes  the  bulk  of  this  enormous  profit,  and  is 
enabled  to  do  so  becau:>e  there  is  neither  competition  in 
(foal  mining  nor  coal  carrying. 

The  railroads,  which  are  mainly  owned  by  the  trust, 
also  get  a  generous  share.  Most  of  the  roads  in  the  an- 
thracite group  stand  out  conspicuously  just  now  on  ac- 
count of  their  large  earnings.  For  eleven  months  the 
Reading  shows  an  increase  of  $2,500,000  in  net  earnings. 
In  the  same  period  Jersey  Central  shows  an  increase  of 
$2,000,000  in  net  earnings,  while  the  Lehigh  Valley's  in- 
crease in  net  earnings  for  eleven  months  is  $3,531,443. 
During  the  year  the  Reading  has  been  able  to  increase 
its  dividend  disbursements  until  it  is  now  paying  the  full 
4  per  cent  upon  the  second  preferred  stock  to  which 
that  issue  is  entitled.  The  Lehigh  Coal  &  Navigation 
company  has  increased  its  dividend  from  6  to  7  per  cent 
and  tlie  Lehigh  Valley,  after  declaring  10  per  cent  upon 
its  $160,300  of  preferred  stock,  has  also  declared  a  divi- 
dend of  I  per  cent  on  the  common,  the  probability  being 
that  this  rate  on  the  common  will  be  reported  quarterly. 
Altogether,  therefore,  the  'coalers,"  as  the  anthracite 
carriers  are  called,  are  especially  worthy  of  attention  at 
■>  time  when  some  other  railroads  have  to  reduce  div- 
idends. 

And  the  people  pay  the  freight.  How  long  will  they 
consent  to  be  robbed  by  this  merciless  monopoly?

THE  CHIEF  OBSTACLE. 

Henry  M.  Whitney,  librarian  James 
Blackstonft  Memcrial  library,  Boston: 
There  are  several  obstacles  to  Canadian 
reciprocity  ?vhich  might  properly  be  con- 
sidered, but  I  have  time  only  to  speak  of 
one. 

The  first  and  controlling  obstacle  Is  the 
attitude  of  the  TTnited  States,  as  shown 
in  our  political  relations  with  the  Domin- 
ion. In  the  last  thirty  years  the  Canadian 
government  has  made  several  attempts  to 
modify  the  trade  arrangements  between 
the  two  countries,  with  a  view  to  accord- 
ing to  each  greater  commercial  freedom  in 
the  markets  of  the  other.  In  these  con- 
ferences the  attitude  of  the  United  States 
has  been  uniformly  hostile.  This  hos- 
tility led  the  Canadian  government  to 
abandon  hope  of  more  liberal  arrange- 
ments with  the  United  States,  and  in  her 
disappointment  she  tlurned  to  Great  Brit- 
ain, entering  into  a  commercial  alliance 
with  her  which  has  developed  into  a 
preferential  of  :«  1-3  per  cent  in  favor  of 
the  mother  country. 

The  trend  of  events  has  undoubtedly 
developed  a  strong;  sent'lment  .in  the 
Dominion  in  favor  of  industrial  indepen- 
dence. The  Conservative  partv  Is  com- 
mitted to  a  line  of  action  wliieh  is  in 
imitation  of  our  tiriff  policy,  and  there  is 
also  evidence  that  this  policy  has  found 
support  in  the  Liberal  party.  The  logical 
effect  of  this  policy  would  be  a  diminished 
trade  with  the  United  States.  The  friends 
of  our  tariff  policy  point  out  that  our 
trade  with  the  Dominion  is  increa.sing 
yearly,  and  hence  there  can  be  no  fear 
that  danger  lurks  In  the  present  situation. 
I  think  this  is  a  short-sighted  view. 
Momentous  happenings  in  government 
usually  have  small  beginnings.  They  take 
root  imperceptibly,  eluding  often  flie 
sharpest  minds  in  statesmanship.  Who 
can  say,  therefore,  that  there  are  not 
forces  now  at  work  in  the  development  of 
Canada,  due  to  our  policy  of  trade  un- 
friendliness, which  may  prove  to  be  of 
Listing  detriment  to  us?  We  cannot  ex- 
pect a  country  affronted  by  our  indif- 
ference or  hostility  to  buy  of  us  any 
more  or  longer  than  she  can  help.  I  would 
favor  a  policy  that  would  knit  Canada  as 
closely  as  possible  to  us. 

I  repeat  that  the  principal  obstacle  to 
reciprocity  is  the  attitude  of  the  United 
States.  That  attiude  is  political.  W^e 
here  in  New  England  assert  that  the 
pnliticil  attitude  of  a  majority  of  our 
representatives  in  congress  does  not  repre- 
sent the  real  attitude  of  the  people.  There

p.  McDonnell,  the  local  contractor,  re- 
tu-ncd  yesterday  on  the  Tionesta  from 
Hancock,  where  he  .secured  a  contract 
for  placing  a  new  .sewer  system  in  that 
city.  Mr.  McDonnell  was  the  lowest  bid- 
der on  the  work  by  over  $3«i00,  and  wa.s 
awarded  tlie  contract  against  bidders  from 
St.  Paul.  MIneapolls.  Houghton,  Han- 
cock and  Marquette.  The  ne  wsystem  will 
cost  over  $30,000,  exclusive  of  the  ma- 
terial. 

Tlie  work  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as 
the  material  arrive.s  on  the  ground. 


New  York,  Sept.  20.— Many  pages  of 
the  Democratic  campaign  text  book 
are  devoted  to  the  tariff  and  trust 
questions,  and  contain  many  extracts 
from  the  report  of  the  industrial  com- 
mission and  trade  periodicals  to  show 
that  American  goods  are  sold  cheaper 
abroad  than  at  home. 

Page  after  page  is  devoted  to  tables 
giving  the  selling  price  of  various  ar- 
ticles. It  purports  to  show  that  steel 
rails  are  sold  at  $22  per  ton  in  Japan 
while  the  American  consumer  pays  $28 
for  the  same  material.  The  chapter 
devoted  to  this  subject  says  in  part: 

"During  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1904,  the  sale  of  American  manufac- 
tured products  to  foreigners  amounted 
to  $452,000,000,  of  which  fully  85  per  cent, 
according  to  estimates  by  well  informed 
exporters,  was  .sold  at  cheaper  prices 
than  are  charged  for  precisely  the 
same  goods  when  sold  to  Americans. 
The  average  price  of  these  goods  in  the 
foreign  market  is  20  per  cent  less  than 
the  selling  price  in  the  home  market. 
On  some  goods,  such  as  paints  and 
varnishes,  the  difference  between  the 
price  to  foreigners  and  to  Americans 
is  only  5  per  cent,  but  on  agricultural 
implements,  tools,  machines  and  hard- 
ware the  difference  In  the  price  to  the 
foreigner  and  to  the  American  varies 
from  10  to  50  per  cent.  On  wire,  cart- 
ridges, playing  cards,  etc.,  the  differ- 
ence is  more  than  10  per  cent,  and  on 
such  articles  as  wire  rope  and  borax 
the  difference  exceeds  200  per  cent. 

"Were  there  nothing  else  to  condemn 
the  Republican  policy  of  high  tariff 
taxes,  this  one  fact  ought  to  be  suffi- 
cient to  cause  the  American  people  to 
repudiate  it,  for  surely  nothing  can  be 
more  unjust  than  for  the  American 
government  to  tax  Its  own  people  to 
the  end  that  American  steel  rails, 
plows,  shoes,  and  other  articles  of 
prime  nece.ssity  may  be  sold  cheaper 
to  the  people  of  Japan,  Europe, 
foreign  countries  generally  than 
are  sold   at  home   to   Americans. 

•It  is  absurd  to  speak  of  •infant  in- 
dustries' like  the  steel  trust,  which  Is 
able  to  compete  with  the  so-called 
pauper  labor  of  foreign  countries,  and 
which  makes  enough  profit  on  its  ex- 
port sales,  even  at  prices  far  below  its 
domestic  prices,  to  enable  it  to  pay 
dividends  upon  millions  of  dollars  of 
watered  capital. 

"During  the  first  thirty-three  months 
of  its  existence  the  steel  trust  made  net 
profits  of  $327,000,000,  an  average  of 
$119,000,000  a  year,  or  $10,000,000  a 
month.  $300,000  a  day,  and  $30,0tJ0  an 
hour  for  a  day  of  ten  hours.  But  for 
the  unjust  tariff  on  steel  products  there 
would  have  been  no  temptation 
manufacturers  and  trust  promoters 
organize  this  gigantic  monopoly, 
its  thousand  million  dollars 
stock.  ,     ,         ,         ..  „ 

'•When  the  voters  of  America— the 
farmers,  mechanics,  clerks  and  profes- 
.'.ional  men— realize  the  extent  of  the

THE  DIOCESE 
OF  SUPERIOR 

To  Be  Established    and 

Kremer  May  Be 

Bishop. 

La  Crosse,  Wis.,  Sept.  20.— Anent  the  an- 
nouncement of  a  new  Catholle  diocese  for 
Wisconsin  has  been  practically  decided 
upon,  comes  the  report  that  Very  Ilev. 
A.  Kremer,  vicar  general  of  the  l^a 
Cro.s.se  diocese  and  a  resident  of  this 
city,  is  likely  to  be  made  its  bi-shop.  It 
has  been  decided  that  the  see  eity  of  the 
new  diocese  will  be  Superier.  It  is  a  com- 
m<tnly  believed  that  the  three  names 
which  will  be  submitted  to  Rome  are 
those  of  Rev.  A.  Kremer.  Ver\'  Rev.  A. 
F.  Schinner,  vicar  general  of  the  Mil- 
waukee diocese,  and  Rev.  W.  Kruszka, 
who  was  the  Polish  envoy  to  Rome  .'•ent 
on  the  recent  mis.sion  to  secure  a  pai>al 
ruling  requiring  that  one  of  three  names 
submitted  for  bishtipric  in  a  Polish  diocese 
be  that  of  a  Polish  priest. 

Inasmuch  as  tli<>  Superior  diooe«e.  the 
prospective  new  division,  is  to  be  made  up 
largely  from  the  La  Crosse  diocese.  Viear 
General  Kremer's  chance-  for  the  apr oint- 
ment are  regarded  good. 


Miss  Sara  Ham,  of  Dubuque,  Iowa,

became  advanced  in  years,  has  been 
one  of  the  prominent  features  of  the 
suit. 

Other  features  have  been  the  people 
and  places  Involved  during  the  ac- 
quaintance and  courtship  extending 
over  so  many  years,  as  well  as  the 
early  history  of  some  of  the  Missssippi 
river  to.vns  as  brought  out  in  the 
trial. 

P.  J.  Neff.  attorney  for  Mr.  Pottei, 
occupied  two  hours  of  the  morning 
session  and  a  little  of  the  time  of  the 
afternoon  session  in  his  argument  to 
the  jury.  His  argument  was  a  calm 
impassioned  review  of  the  evidence  and 
somie  of  the  correspondence  with  the 
attempt  to  show  there  was  nothing  to 
indicate  that  Potter's  feelings  toward 
Miss  Ham  were  anything  more  than 
a  man  for  his  mistress. 

Mr.  Holllster,  who  closed  the  argu- 
ment, for  Miss  Ham,  was  not  at  all 
sparing  of  his  criticism  of  Mr.  Potter, 
whom  he  charged  with  first  ruining 
and  then  attempting  to  evade  his  pro- 
mise of  marriage  made  to  Miss  Ham. 

"There  are  no  words,"  said  Mr.  Hol- 
llster, "too  bitter  to  describe  the  vile- 
ness  of  the  methods  employed  by  Pot- 
ter in  this  case.  Through  all  his  re- 
lations with  Miss  Ham,  even  from  the 
very  start,  when  he  passed  as  a  single 
man,  he  has  deceived  her  at  every 
turn." 


"I  would  rather  trust  my  daughter 
with  the  most  savage  wolf  than  leave 
her  with  a  man  like  Potter,"  was  an- 
other scathing  sentence  by  Mr.  Hoi- 
lister. 

As  to  the  marriage  certificate  which 
was  produced  at  the  trial,  showing  a 
marriage  to  h.we  been  performed  in 
1J>70  between  Sara  Ham  and  Frederick 
Barrows,  Mr.  Hollister  claimed  that  it 
would  have  been  impossible  for  Misa 
Ham  to  have  been  married  at  that  time 
because  she  was  but  15  years  old.  He 
contended  that  the  woman  who  was 
married  was  some  other  Sara   Ham. 

It  was  argued  by  Mr.  Hollister  that 
the  frequent  visits  to  disreputable 
houses  by  Miss  Ham  were  made  en- 
tirely at  the  request  of  Potter,  who 
for  thirty  years  was  declared  to  have 
kept  Miss  Ham  "with  her  trunk  on 
wheels,"  in  order  to  meet  him.  The  re- 
fu.sal  of  J'otter  to  send  Miss  Ham  re- 
mittances according  to  the  contract 
made  at  the  first  settlement,  was  char- 
acterized by  Mr.  Hollister  as  a  plan  on 
Potter's  part  to  cause  the  mortgage  on 
Miss  Ham's  house  to  be  foreclosed  s« 
that  the  property  would  come  into  hla 
possession. 

"The  scheme  was  nothing  more  nor 
les.s,  than  a  deliberate  attempt  to  rob 
Miss  Ham  of  her  property,"  Mr.  Hol- 
lister  asserted. 

Col.  Lyon  the  Dubuque  attorney,  who 
was  called  as  a  witness  for  Potter,  who 
drew  up  the  first  agreement  between 
the  parties  in  action,  came  in  also  for 
severe  criticism  by  Mr.  Hollister.  The 
methods  of  the  Dubuque  attorney  were 
condemned  in  no  unmeasured  terms, 
Mr.  Hollister  stating  that  any  attor- 
ney who  did  such  practices  in  this 
country  would  be  debarred. 

Judge  Ensign's  charge  to  the  jury 
was  exhaustive  and  impartial  He  said 
three  principal  issues  were  involved: 
First,  did  the  defendant  promise  and 
agree  to  many  the  plaintiff;  second, 
was  the  plaintiff  at  the  time  of  such 
alleged  promise  an  unmarried  woman; 
third,  afterwards  and  prior  to  the  time 
of  the  commencement  of  the  suit  did 
the  defendant  refuse  to  marry  the 
plaintiff? 

t>ut  of  these  three  issues,  the  court 
said,  arose  three  other  questions,  which 
were  as  follows:  Was  the  plantifC 
an  unchaste  woman?  Did  she  make 
a  contract  for  settlement  while  under  . 
the  influence  of  drugs?  Has  the  defend- 
ant kept  the  contract  made?     • 

The  court  asked  the  jury  to  review 
the  evidence  calmly  and  deliberately 
and  not  be  influenced  in  any  way  by 
the  defendant's  reputed  wealth  in  the 
matter  of  damages,  if  it  should  be  de- 
cided that  Miss  Ham  were  entitled  to 
comiiensation. 

The  jury  retired  at  5  o'clock  yester- 
day afternoon  and  flfty-slx  minutes 
later  announced   the  decision. 

Miss  Ham  left  last  evening  for  her 
home  in  Dubuque.

Brooklyn  Confectioner  Is 

Made  Dupe  of  a  Wire- 

Tapping  Game. 


Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  20.— Constant 
Dalury,  a  well  to  do  confectioner  of  709 
Broadway,  and  who  has  built  up  an 
extensive  trade  in  the  candy  business 
in  the  Eastern  district,  in  a  strictly 
legitimate  way,  but  who  is  not  averse 
to  making  a  little  money  on  a  safe 
thing,  on  the  side,  by  the  way  of  races 
is  just  now  bemoaning  the  loss  of  over 
$6000  as  the  result  of  imitating  the 
example    of   many    another   good    man 

who  trusted  too  Implicitly  In  the  advice 
of  newly  made  friends. 

Dalury,  whose  ambition  to  become  a, 
millionaire  In  a  short  time  by  way  of 
the  poolrooms  and  the  race  track,  re- 
ceived such  a  rude  shock,  declares  that 
he  has  been  made  the  victim  of  Man- 
hattan sharpers  and  went  to  the  West 
Thirtieth  street  station  in  Manhattan 
and  told  Captain  Cottrell  of  ihat  pre- 
cinct that  he  had  been  led  Into  a  trap 
concocted  by  certain  alleged  wire  tap- 
pers who  met  hlni  by  arrangement  In 
the  Ashland  house  at  Fourth  avenue 
and  Twenty-fourth  street.  Investiga- 
tion showed  that  Dalury  had  simply 
been  worked  as  an  easy  mark  by  the 
sharpers  on  tlie  old  giime  <jf  pretend- 
ing to  have  information  that  certain 
races  were  fixed  and  then  calling  oif 
the  winning  horse  in  the  presence  of 
the  victim.

On  August  18,  he  said  that  a  finelv 
dressed  stranger  called  at  his  stor*^ 
and  in  the  course  of  a  conversation 
witli  him  expressed  the  opinion  that  a 
fortune  could  be  made  on  the  races 
if  the  matter  was  properly  attended 
to  and  declared  that  he  himself  had 
grown  rich  by  a  simple  little  scheme  of 
beating  the  pool  rooms  by  means  of 
wire  tapping.

The  outcome  of  the  conversation  was 
that  Mr.  Dalury  promised  to  look  up 
the  place  the  first  opportunity  he  had 
and  the  stranger  went  away.  He 
called  the  next  day  filled  to  the  brim 
with  stories  of  his  preVioua  days'  suc- 
cesses and  finally  Indiicod  the  gullible 
confectioner  to  accompany  him  to 
Manhattan.  They  proceeded,  Dalury 
said,  to  an  establishment  at  36  East 
Twenty  street  where  they  entered  a 
building  fitted  up  as  If  for  offices  and 
here  he  found  a  number  of  men  at 
telephones  calling  off  the  names  of 
horses  and  the  odds  placed  on  them  at 
the  track. 

After  being  introduced  to  several  men 
here  and  given  a  warm  recommenda- 
tion by  his  new  friend,  they  two  went 
to  the  Ashland  house  where  others 
were  met.  One  of  the  new  acquaint- 
ances while  engaged  in  conversation 
with  Dalury  suddenly  called  to  the 
telephone  and  then  ensued  a  conversa- 
tion something  like   this: 

"Impudence,  3  to  1.  Yes.  Charley 
Gates  betting  $5000  straight." 

"Impudence  wins.  All  right,  Joe. 
In  Just  a  second."        '. 

"Hello,  Joe,  Runax^fty  to  win  in  the 
.second.  That's  straij,'ht  now.  Is  If 
Five  to  one,  you  say?  All  right,  old 
man,  I'll  place  It  fast  enough." 

The  man  left  the,  'phone  suddenly 
and  started  out  of  the  hotel.  Dalury's 
friend  gave  him  a  ^^ink  and  the  two 
men  followed  to  a  ntmrby  podroom. 
Here  Dalury  wag  willing  to  lay  down 
a  good  sized  wad  on  the  race,  but  ac- 
ceded to  the  better  judgment  of  his 
friend,  who  told  him  that  |10  was 
enough  to  risk  on  "that  skate." 

Dalury  was  $30  ohead  when  the  race 
was  over  and  began  to  think  that  at 
last  he  had  struck  a'  paying  vein  and 
that  It  was  panning  out  well. 

The  next  day  he  was  met  by  his 
friend  again  and  taken  to  a  place  at 
Sixth  avenue  and  Thirty-third  street, 
where  he  met  a  man  named  Thomas 
Martin  and  under  the  direction  of  his 
friend  began  to  play  heavily  for  him 
and  to  win.  The  day  following,  fiush- 
ed  by  his  successes,  he  went  to  the 
alleged  poolroom  with  $1600  and  still 
guided  by  his  friend,  in  whom  he  had 
the  utmost  confidence,  he  placed  his 
money  and  won  during  the  day  $1900.

tried  to  find  was  discovered,  and  that 
the  honor  and  wealth  of  the  discovprv 
was  his.  His  ears  were  still  tingling 
with  the  praise  of  his  friends  who  told 
him  that  his  luck  was  wonderful,  but 
not  less  so  than  his  Judgment  in  pick- 
ing the  best  horse. 

One  of  the  friends  told  him  in  an 
apologetic  whisper  not  to  be  afraid  of 
anything  now  and  to  bet  his  last  cent 
on  certain  horses  the  day  following.

When 
he  reached  the  mouth  of  the  mine  he 
met  a  group  of  excited  plungers  ready 
to  take  a  plunge,  but  all  considerately 
waited  until  the  new  wonder  of  th^ 
betting  fratemitv  had  •  recorded  his 
y,et— all  but  one  man,  who  rushed  up 
and  laid  down  $5000  In  a  careless  fash- 
Ion,  stating  that  he -was  agent  for  a 
well-known  millionaire  turfman  about 
town.

MYSTERY  IN 
GIRUS  DEATH 

Found  Dying  of   Pistol 

Wounds  In  a  Friend's 

House. 

Butte,  Mont.,  Sept.  20.— By  shooting, 
either  accidentally  or  through  deliber- 
ate intent,  or  possibly  by  a  second 
person.  Miss  Lizzie  Sauer,  aged  18, 
and  highly  respected,  lies  dead  at  the 
undertaking  rooms  of  Sherwin  &  Reed, 
having  been  found  in  a  dying  condi- 
tion at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Edwin 
Wright  about  5  o'clock  Sunday  after- 
iioon. 

The   sadness    of   the  affair     is     only 

overshadowed  by  the  inyst«rv  sur- 
rounding it.  Y'oung,  pretty,  intelli- 
gent and  of  a  refined  nature,  the  girl's 
death  has  caused  a  sensation. 

Sunday  afternoon  Mrs.  Wright  told 
her  young  friend  that  she  was  going  to 
take  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sauer  out  for  a 
drive.  Securing  her  carriage,  she 
drove  to  the  Sauer  home  and  took  the 
girl's  parents  In  the  cairiage  with  her. 
In  speaking  of  it  afterwards  Mrs. 
Wright  said  that  she  had  just  started 
to  leave  the  Sauer  home  with  the  girl's 
parents,  whom  she  intended  to  take  for 
a  drive,  when  she  experienced  a  sensa- 
tion of  alarm  and  unrest.  Somethinij 
seemed  to  tell  her  that  all  was  not 
well  at  her  home. 

Mrs.  Wright  determined  to  drlvo 
home  before  starting  for  the  drive. 
She  followed  out  her  presentiment,  and, 
driving  east  on  Plattium  street  to  the 
house,  left  the  Sauers  sitting  in  the 
carriage  and  entered  her  home.  As 
she  entered  she  heard  the  voice  of 
Lizzie  Sauer  calling  faintly  "Mother," 
tind  stood  aghast  to  see  the  young  girl 
lying  on  the  floor  between  the  front  anl 
back  rooms,  dying. 

Investigation  showed  that  Miss  Sauer 
had  been  shot  with  a  revolver  of  32 
caliber,  a  weapon  that  belonged  in  the 
house.  The  bullet  had  entered  her 
chest,  and,  going  entirely  through  her 
body,  had  passed  out   under  her  right

BROOKLYN  MAIN'S  CHATEAU. 

It  Dates  Back  to  the  Reig:ii  of 
Henry  IV. 

Col.  William  Hester  and  H.  F.  Gunni- 
son, while  in  Paris  for  two  days,  were 
the  guests  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howard  Gibb 
in  tlicir  Chateau  du  Bieau-sous-Nappe, 
.''ays  a  dispatch  to  the  Brooklyn  Eagle. 
"Oh,"  I  iiear  you  exclaim,  "the  French 
call  any  old  large  shanty  a  chateau." 
Well,  this  chateau  is  a  chateau,  and  a 
liistorical  one.     It  is  situated  about  fifty 

miles  from  Paris  and  about  twenty  milus 
from  Cliartres,  a  spot  of  France  tliat 
was  ijeloved  by  the  kings  of  the  middle 
ages  and  the  Renaissance;  the  Cathedral 
of  Cliartres  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  the  most  perfect  In  Gothic  architec- 
ture in  the  world,  and  when  I  went  prowl- 
ing in  tli§  city  1  found  some  most  curious 
vestiges  of  the  Valois  kings,  one  among 
tlie  number  tlie  bani.ster  of  a  staircase  of 
wrought  Iron  with  the  Initials  of  Francis 
1  and  Renaissance  ornamentations,  wliose 
Ijeauty  is  sfldom  found  in  relics  of  the 
time  in  tho  Louvre  or  other  museums. 

The  Chateau  of  Breau  must  have  been 
built  during  the  reign  of  the  Valois,  for 
Henry  IV  took  luncheon  there  on  the 
round  marble  table  in  the  park,  from 
which  radiate  eight  walks.  You  know 
that  a  part  of  almost  all  of  the  parks  of 
chateaus  in  olden  times  was  planned 
witli  a  round  tal)le  and  walks  radiating  in 
remembrance  of  tlie  famous  roiuid  table 
at  wliich  the  olden  knights  assembled  and 
of  wliich  there  Is  a  beautiful  scene  re- 
produced in  Wagner's  opera  "Parsofal." 
As  you  see,  everything  holds  together 
in  history  and  Americans  will  end  l)y 
having  a  chapter  in  the  history  of  antiques 
written  for  the  eighteenth,  nineteentli 
and  twentieth  centuries,  for  with  their 
wealth  they  are  the  only  ones  who  can 
keep  up  tliose  lardly  fomairis. 

Can  you  not  imagine  the  famous  lunch- 
eon that  tlie  gay  roi  galant  took  in  the 
grounds  of  the  Chateau  Breau?  Do  you 
see  him  take  off  liis  hat  ornamented  with 
the  famous  white  feather  with  one  hand 
and  tankard  full  of  good  French  wine  in 
the  other  and  drink  to  the  faithful  lords 
of  the  chateau?  He  was  so  pleased  with 
the  reception,  that  he  gave  his  hosts  an 
autograph  and  a  lock  of  hi.s  hair,  which 
is  still  to  be  seen  at  this  famous  chateau. 
We  must  tell  right  here  why  the  cliateau 
is  called  Breau-sous-Nappe.  For  this 
famous  luncheon,  the  servants  forgot  to 
put  a  tablecloth  on  the  round  whit-L-  mar- 
ble table  and  wlien  hosts  and  king  found 
t-nt  that  not  even  a  tablecloth  had  been 
spread  in  lionur  of  the  king  they  made  it 
an  historical  event  and  called  the  cliateau 
Breau  sans  Sappe  (Breau  without  table- 
ciothl.  which  was  afterward  corrupted 
into  Breau-sous  Nappe  (Breau  under  the 
;  tablecloth.) 

i  Tlie  chateau  is  still  full  of  historical 
;  pieces  of  furniture  and  painting.  There 
is  a  large  library  replete  with  fine  old 
i  b.  oks.  for  tho  last  of  the  family,  the 
)  Maniuis  St.  Denys.  was  a  great  book- 
worm. One  of  the  old  portraits  is  that 
of  Jehan  Francois  Cocq  d'Hervey.  of  the 
order  of  Chevalier.'^,  who  lived  in  the  six- 
teenth century,  time  of  r.,ouis  XIII.  An- 
other is  a  member  of  the  family,  on  which 
tliere  is  the  following  inscription  on  the 
frame:  "Nlcol.ii-  d>^  Jucliercvm.  Che- 
valier. Marquis  de  St.  Denys,  Colonel  of 
the  Infantry  Gor  of  Quebec,  sent  by  the 
King,  f.ouis  XIV.  to  be  the  Viceroy  of 
Mexico,  elected  by  the  Indians  of  Louis- 
iana Chief  Sovereign  of  the  Tribe.  Born 
ir.  ir,70." 

The  immense  grotiivfls  of  the  Chateau 
Breau  are  suronndpd  by  a  wall,  the  walks 
und.^r  the  old  trees  are  superb.  In  the 
orchard  there  Is  a  rendezvous  de  chasse. 
where  the  lords  of  the  manor  took  their 
meals  and  rested  after  a  luint.  There  is 
n  moat  all  around  the  chateau,  and  near 
the  casth  a  smnill  .settlement  called 
Bainville-le-Gaillard,  where  the  retainers 
of   the    lords   lived. 

Seventy  years  ago  the  ex-queen  of 
Spain,  Isabella,  occupied  the  castle. 

Thl.s  chateau  has  lately  been  entirely 
remodeletl.  contains  all  the  modern  Im- 
provements, electric  light  all  over  the 
house,  hix  batlirooms.  There  are  fortv 
furnished  rooms,  and  the  three  salons  are 
hung  with  remarkable  pictures,  guns, 
trophies,  armor.  The  diningroom  is  hung 
with  tropiiied  of  war  and  hunt  The  bil- 
liard room  compares  with  any  in  modern 
houses  in  America.  In  the  castle  tliere  l.s 
a  watcli  tower,  a  chapol.  and  on  the 
grounds  a  guard's  house,  stables  and  hot 
hou.se.s.  The  servants  live  In  the  coni- 
mun.s.  h.ouses  built  at  short  distance  from 
the  chateau.

Canada's  Small  Hope  of 
Closer  Relations  With 

England. 

Much    Doubt    Whether 

Dream  Will  Ever  Be 

Realized. 


Ottawa,  Ont,  Sept.  20.— Goldwin  Smith's 
disclosure  that  Gladstone  had  suggested 
to  him  that  under  certain  conditions  Can- 
ada might  be  absorbed  in  time  in  tlie 
United  States,  which  H.  W.  Lucy,  in  the 
London  Express,  considers  so  "amazing" 
and  "almost  Incredible,"  astonishes  no 
one  here. 

A  great  many  people  in  Canada  were, of 
the  same  opinion  as  Gladstone  at  the 
time  that  the  deal  would  have  been  a 
good  thing  for  the  British  provinces  of 
North  America.  It  might  not  have 
answered  the  purposes  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  bishops  and  the  professional  pol- 
iticians of  tlie  province  of  Quebec  quite 
so  well,  but  even  their  scruples  were 
probably  not  insurmountable.  If  the  au- 
thorities at  Washington  cared  to  let  the 
South  go  and  to  look  for  compensation 
nortli  of  the  frontier  the  movement  would 
have  found  active  support  In  unexpected 
and   most   influential  auarters. 

Even  with  all  the  patriotism,  all  the 
imperialism  of  the  day,  all  the  sentlmon- 
tal  desire  for  closer  union  between  Can- 
ada and  the  mother  country,  there  is  con- 
siderable doubt  whether  tlie  dream  of  im- 
perial unity  will  ever  be  realized.  Mr. 
Fielding,  minister  of  finance,  in  ids  bud- 
get speech,  whilst  cautiously  declaring 
for  the  principle  of  a  preferential  tariff 
system  within  the  British  empire,  was 
careful  not  to  express  any  expectation  of 
its  realization.  He  was  equally  careful 
to  tell  the  people  that  whilst  the  govern- 
ment was  "in  hearty  accord'  with  the 
general  "principle"  of  Mr.  Chamberlain  s 
preferential  scheme,  so  far  as  it  would  be 
found  to  agree  with  Cair^la's  policy,  he 
could  commit  itself  no  further. 

His  words  were:  "Wlietiier  or  not  on 
all  details  we  can  agree  with  him.  or 
what  his  idfias  may  be  on  other  matter.^, 
these  are  sub.iects  wliich  are  frequently 
discussed,  but  which  are  not  called  upon 
to  deal  with,"  botli  parties  to  the  contro- 
versy in  Great  Britain  aptiearing  to  be 
willing  to  lay  the  matter  aside  for  the 
time.  The  attitude  of  Canada,  he  said, 
liad  been  laid  down  clearly  at  the  Im- 
perial conference.  It  was  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  preferential  trade  between  the 
colonies  and  the  mother  country  should 
be  aftirmed  by  the  colonies,  and  that  the 
mother  country  at  "an  early  day  apply 
the  same  principle  by  exempting  the  prod- 
ucts of  the  colonies  from  customs  duties." 

But  "if,  after  every  effort  to  bring 
about  such  a  readjustment  of  the  fiscal 
policy  of  the  empire,  the  Canadian  gov- 
ernment should  find  that  the  principle  of 
preferential  trade  was  not  acceptable  to 
the  colonies  generally  or  the  mother  c<iun- 
try,  then  Canada  should  be  free  to  take 
such  action  as  might  be  deemed  necessary 
in  tlie  presence  of  such  conditions."  In 
other  words,  be  free  to  seek  compensatory 
advantages  elsewhere.  Such  compensa- 
tory advantages  are  to  be  found  In  the 
United  Slates  alone. 

The  imperialist  nre.ss  of  Canada  Is  never 
weary  of  describing  the  i)rosperity  that 
would  flow  from  interlmperlai  preference, 
but  there  is  an  "If"  to  it.  It  is  tho  "if' 
tliat  bothers  every  one.  "If,"  says  one, 
"t'anada  enjoyed  special  favors  In  the 
British  markets,  tho  benefits  would  be 
felt  so  generally  in  this  country  that  all 
Canadian  interests  would  share  in  them, 
the  demand  for  domestio  manufactures, 
woolens  Included,  would  be  increased,  and 
our  manufacturers  could  aftord  to  yield 
to  British  manufacturers  even  a  larger 
shade  of  the  domestic  market  than  they 
have  at  pre.sent."  "If"  says  another,  'the 
mother  country  would  reciprocate  with 
Canada,  almost  every  industry  in  the  do- 
minion immediately  would  begin  to  feel 
the  quickening  influence,  and  there  would 
be  no  more  talk  of  reciprocity  with  the 
United  States,  or  independence,"  and  so 
forth. 

But,  shotild  the  mother  country  con- 
tinue to  hang  back,  wliat  then?  Here  la 
an  answer,  quite  pat,  from  no  less  an 
imperialist  than  the  conservative  organ 
at  the  capital,  which,  in  warning  British 
statesmen  of  the  danger  of  delay  If 
Canada  is  to  be  saved  to  th«  empire, 
says:  "The  United  States  is  ready  to 
do  business  right  off.  Great  Britain 
lingers  over  tiie  adoption  of  Chamber- 
lain's brilliant  scheme.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
the  British  people  will  not  linger  too  long. 
They  lost  half  a  continent  through  being 
too  slow  to  recognize  the  signs  of  the 
times.  They  will  be  in  luck  if  history 
does  not  repeat  itself. 

Professor  Goldwin  Smith,  therefore, 
most  assuredly  is  not  alone  In  Canada 
In  the  sincere  belief  that  Canada  miglit 
with  advantage  to  herself  and  to  the 
mother  country  as  well,  if  the  latter  dots 
]  not  display  a  desire  for  clo.ser  relati<m8, 
i  seriously  entertain  the  idea  of  a  change 
in   existing  conditions.

Cowboy  Who  Knew  No  Fear 
But  Died  Younsr. 

"Jim    Bridges,    the  cowboys'    friend,"    is 
the    inscription    on    a    granite       monolith 
which  marks  a  grave  in  the  Texas  Pan- 
handle,  not  far  from  the  Oklahoma  bor- 
der, says  the  Kansas  City  Journal.     It  is 
fully    twenty-five    miles    to    the    nearest 
human  habitation,  and  even  then  if  isn't 
iruch   of  a   place,    yet   the   grave   is    well 
kept  and  each  yeiir  the  iron  picket  fence 
which  surrounds  the  grave  is  given  a  new 
coat   of  black   paint.     The   grave   is  In    a 
slight  depression  like  the  arena  in  an  am- 
pltheater    and       the    loving       hands       of 
"rough  men"   have  planted  there  a  small 
grove    of   havdy   tree.s    which,    despite   all  I 
the  rules  of  forestry,  have  nourished  and  | 
today  these  fives  furnish  shade  and  shel-  j 
ter  for  the  chance  wayfarer  in  that  lone-  j 
ly  region.  .   i 

The  story  of  Jim  Bridges  and  his  soli- , 
tary  grave  is  a  bright  spot  in  the  history  I 
of  a  locality  where  monotony  is  king.  In  j 
the  first  place  Bridges  was  not  his  name, ' 
but  it  was  all  the  name  the  "boys"  of  the' 
"cow  country"  knew  wiien  he  came: 
among  them  in  the  early  seventies.  He 
had  money,  a  good  physique  and  could  | 
both  shot  and  drank;  these  were  his, 
passports.  It  wasn't  considered  polite  ■ 
in  tiiat  country  and  In  those  days  to  in- 
quire for  more  than  a  man's  present  well- ! 
being.  That  the  man  they  knew  as  Brid-  1 
ges  came  of  a  good  family  "back  East"  i 
and  had  but  a  short  time  l)efore  gradu-  j 
ated  from  college  the  fellows  found  out,  j 
and  to  a  close  aoquaintance  Bridges  one 
time  remarked  that  he  and  his  family! 
couldn't  agree.  1 

The  Texas  Pan-handle  is  still  consklered ! 
.somewhat  crude,  but  it  is  a  valuable  era-  I 
die    of    refinement    now    compared       with  | 
what  it  was  then.      Men  drank  deep,  shot 
straight    and    died    young.      It    was    into 
such  a  godless  society   that   Bridges   was 
cast,  and,  while  evidently  a  man  of  some 
culture,    he    became    at    once    one    of    the 
"boys.  "     The    night    was   never   too  dark 
nor  the  way  too  long  for  Bridges  to  go  if 
a  friend  was  in  trouble  or  need. 

In    a    short    time    he    gathered    a    good 
sized  bunch  of  cattle  and  as  he  paid  his 
"riders"    good   wages   and   fed   them    well, 
they  swore  by  him  to  a  man.     As  a  re- 
sult,   his    herds    prospered    and    he    grew 
wealthy,  until  at  last  lie  became  known  as 
"Bridges,    King    of    the   Range."      Riches 
did   not   change   him   one   whit,    however, 
and  he  was  still  the  hall  fellow  well  met 
he  had  been   when  a  tenderfoot.     Unlike 
other    men    of    his   stamp    Bridges    never 
cared    to    go    back    East    and       see       the 
"folks."     He  seldom  ever  vi.sited  the  lar- 
ger   towns    in    Texas,    and    when    he    did  | 
several  of  his  "punchers  "  went  with  him  I 
—'■for   company.'     Wliether   all   this   was 
because   of  a  more  sinister  motive,   none 
knew.     One  time.  It  is  related,  he  accom-  | 
panled  a  bunch  of  cattle  driven  from  one  \ 
of  his  ranches  to  Dodge  City,  Kan.    While 
there   a  distinguished-looking  old   gentle- 1 
man,   wearing  a  silk  hat  and  snow-white ; 
side-burns,    alighted     from    a    train    and ' 
with  a  sweet-faced  ladv  marched  arm  in  \ 
arm  up  and  down  the  platform.    One  cow- 1 
boy,  a  little  drunker  than  the  rest,  raised 
ills  revolver  to  puncture  the  "stovepipe."  i 
when    Bridges,    with    an    oath,    "covered"  i 
the  facetious  comrade,  saying:     "Put  that 

down,  you  d n  fool,  and  remenvber  your 

mother."      It    was    noticeable,       liowever, 
that  he  kept  out  of  slglu  of  the  couple  i 
until    they    climbed    back    Into    the    train,  j 
and  he  never  could  be  persuaded  to  go  to  j 
Dodge  City  again.  i 

All    the  ranchers  in   those  days   experi-  j 
enced    considerable    trouble    with    cattle  i 
thieves,    known   as    "rustlers."    and   Brid- ^ 
ges  was  no   exception.     But   he   waged   .a 
relentless  war  against  them  with  consld-  i 
erable  success.  At  one  time,  after  a  chase 
of  several  hundred  miles,  a  band  of  these 
desperadoes   was   cornered   and   forced   to 
surrender.    The  ethics  of  the  country  de- 
manded that  they  be  hanged  at  once  to  i 
the    nearest    tree.     Captors    and    captives 
had  reached  the  favored  spot  which  b<;ast- 1 
ed  a   tree,   when   Bridges   Interrupted   the 
Impending  ceremonies  with  a  remark  that 
he  wished  to  speak  to  the  leader  of  tho 
band.    The  noose  was  alroad.v  around  the 
fellow's  neck,   but  It  was  ^^•lthdr^^wn,   al- 
though   his   hands   were   still   tied   behind 
him.    He  and  Bridges  walked  a  short  dis- 
tance  from   the   others   and   conversed  in 
low    tones.      At    length    they    e-ame    back 
and  to  the  expectant  circle  Bridges  said: 

"They  were  my  cattle  this  fellow  stole, 
weren't  they?" 

The  crowd  assented. 

"Then  I  reckon  this  fellow  is  my  pris- 


oner,  since   I'm   the   Injured   party,    isn't 
he?" 

"Yep."   remarked   the  crowd   in   unison. 

"Then  I  decree  that  he  goes  free,"  said 
Bridges,  and.  suiting  the  action  to  hts 
word,  lie  cut  the  bonds  about  the  cattle 
thief's  wrist,  and,  while  the  fellow,  ^ho 
was  astride  his  horse,  preparatory  to  rid- 
ing beneath  the  fatal  tree  where  several 
of  his  comrades  already  hung,  dug  his 
heels  into  his  pony's  flaiiks  and  raced  out 
across  the  plains,  Bridge-^  stepped  back 
and  faced  tho  crowd  with  his  hands  rest- 
ing lightly  on  his  hips,  near  to  his  brace 
of  six-shooters.  There  was  no  onjectlon, 
liowever,  and  after  completing  "work"  the 
cattlemen  rode  home,  but  it  was  quietly 
found,  upon  comparing  notes,  that  Brid- 
ges and  that  "cattle  rustler"  looked  en- 
ough like  to  be  brothers. 

One  spring  Bridges  was  caught  out  In 
a  blizzard,  and.  harden^'d  as  he  was,  he 
contrdacted  a  cold  which  settled  on  his 
lungs,  and  from  which  he  never  recovered. 
When  he  knew  that  he  could  not  last 
much  longer  Bridges  called  all  his  cow- 
boys into  the  room  where  he  sat.  wrapped 
in  a  blanket,  in  a  rough  hewn  armchair. 

"Boys,  I'm  going  to  die,"  he  said,  "and 
I  called  you  in  to  hear  me  make  my  will. 
I'm  not  going  to  vsTite  it  down,  but  as  a 
Irlend  to  each  of  you  I  expect  you  to  re- 
spect my  wishes  and  see  that  they  are 
carried  out  as  I  would  like. 

"  'Big  Ben,'  come  closer  and  let  me  hold 
your  liand.  Vou  are  to  have  the  south 
ninch  and  1000  head  of  catile.  Oscar  (to 
another  of  his  cowboy  friends),  you  como 
here  and  let  me  hold  your  hand,  als  >.  You 
are  to  have  the  little  ranch  on  Big  Bea- 
ver Creek.  It's  smaller  thin  the  others, 
but  there's  more  water  there  and  you, 
too,  are. to  have  lOOO  head  of  cattle." 

So  on  down  the  line  to  the  five  men 
with  whom  he  had  been  clo.'ely  ass<x:iat- 
ed  during  his  life  in  the  West  did  lie  give 
each  a  ranch  and  the  cattle  to  stock  it. 
To  the  mer  with  whom  he"  had  not  been 
so  closely  allied.  Iiut  who  worked  for  iilni, 
he  gave  cattle  by  the  liundreds  and  then, 
dismissing  all  but  his  five  friends,  ho 
said: 

"Boys,"  beneath  the  head  of  my  bed 
you'll  find  an  Iron  box.  It's  locked  and 
here's  the  key.  I  want  one  of  vou  to 
take  that  key  and  throw  It  In  the"  creek, 
now.  When  I've  'cashed  in.'  I  want  you 
individually  to  see  tliat  that  box  is  burled 
with  me— unopened,  mind  vou.  I  think  I 
can  trust  you,  but  for  God's  sake  don't 
look  so  glum." 

As  they  tiled  out  of  the  door  they  heard 
him  humming  a  bordertown  song,  the  first 
words  of  which  were.  "Oh.  bury  me  deep 
on  the  lone  praire-e!"  and  when  they 
again  entered  the  room  he  was  de.od. 

Tho  five  friends  were  faithful.  The  spot 
where  his  tomb  now  stands  was  chosen 
and  Bridges  was  buried  there.  Cowboys 
for  hundreds  of  miles  around,  when  they 
heard  that  Bridges  was  dead,  came  to  the 
funeral,  which,  even  If  somewhat  crude, 
was  the  most  magnificent  ever  held  up 
to  that  time  in  the  Texas  Pan-handle. 
Upon  the  dead  man's  chest,  within  the 
coffin,  which  was  a  home-made  affair, 
rested  the  little  iron  box— unopened.  And 
there,  for  aught  any  one  knews,  it  still 
remains. 

After  the  funeral  the  five  friends  to- 
gether with  nearly  100  other  friends  were 
assembled  at  the  ranch  house.  "Let's 
build  him  a  monument."  some  one  sug- 
gested. The  five  friends,  however,  re- 
fused to  let  the  others  In.  but  between 
themselves  made  up  a  pool  of  $2O')0.  With 
this  sum  they  had  the  monolith  which 
marks  the  grave  made  and  carried  across 
the  plains  from  Garden  City  in  a  wagon. 
The  iron  fence,  surrounding  the  grave, 
was  added  later,  as  It  was  found  the  cat- 
tle rubbed  against  the  huge  pilar  and  It 
was  feared  thej'  would  eventually  thrust 
it  over.  Another  sum  of  money  was  raised 
and  invested.  With  the  interest  fro.m  this 
the  three  coats  of  paint  which  is  admin- 
istered to  the  fence  each  year  is  pur- 
chased and  from  this  also  the  trees  were 
bought  and  planted.  All  five  of  these 
men  are  still  living.  They  are  among  the 
wealathy  men  of  the  Texs  range  and 
and  never  a  year  pa.s.ses  but  what  each 
one  makes  a  pilgflmnge  to  the  grave  of 
"Jim"  Bridges,  who,  as  he  wished,  lies 
buried  "deep  on  the  lone  pniire-e."

have  come  in  to  indicate  what  the  re- 
fiults  of  the  different  cuntests  will  be. 

William  J.  Bates  will  be  the  Republi-  j 
can  candidate  for  sheriff,  and  \V.  A.  | 
Holgate,  Dr.  John  A.  McCuen  and  \ 
Lionel  Ayers  have  won  their  contests  j 
for  the  positions  of  treasurer,  coroner 
and  surveyor,  respectively. 

County  Attoriiey  McClintock  is  be- 
lieved to  be  nominated,  but  the  result 
will  not  be  certain  until  several  more 
precincts  .fhall  be  heard  from. 

It  is  probable  that  P.  E.  Dowling  and 
John  Saari.  the  two  range  candidates 
for  representatives  from  the  Forty- 
ninth  district,  will  be  successful.  C.  b. 
Nel.'--on  and  George  Mallory  polled  a 
heavy  vote  In  the  city,  and  Mr.  Nelson 
is  still  ahead  of  Mr.  Sai-ri,  but  several 
large  tov.ns  are  stiil  to  be  heard  from, 
and  the  vote  of  the  county  outside  of 
Duluth  has  been  overwhelmingly  in 
favor  of  the  two  range  candidates. 
There  is  still  a  pos«ibiiity  that  Mr.  Nel- 
son will  pull  through. 

In  the  First  commissioner  district  E. 
M.  Patterson  again  received  the  nomi- 
nation for  county  commissioner,  while 
John  Sundeen  was  successful  in  the 
Third  and  Charles  Kauppi  in  the  Fifth. 
J.  P.  Bernard  was  nominated  on  the 
Democratic  ticket  in  thf  Third. 

Judge  Dibell.  Register  of  Deeds  Pal- 
mer, rierk  of  the  Court  Jcihnson,  Coun- 
ty Auditor  Haldin  and  Ccingiessmaii 
Bede  had  no  opposition  In  their  candi- 
dacy f(,>r  the  Republican  nomination 
for  re-election  to  the  olhces  which  they 
nov.-  iiold.  Martin  Hughes  was  also 
without  oiij.osition  as  a  candidate  for 
the  Democr.;tic  nomination  for  con- 
gres.sman.  to  oppose  J.  Adam  Bede. 

The  returns  were  verv  slow  coming 
in.  It  was  nearly  midnight  before  the 
first  otficial  report  had  been  received 
at  the  city  clerk's  otiiee,  and  but  two 
or  thr-re  unofficial  reports  had  been  re- 
ceived previous  to  that  time.  The  lirst 
precinct  to  V>e  heard  from  was  the  most 
distant  one.  Fond  du  Lac.  They  con- 
tinued to  come  slowly  throughout  the 
night,  rind  it  v.as  7:30  o'l  locK  this  morn- 
ing before  the  last  one  was  received 
from  the  third  precinct  of  the  Seventh 
ward. 

Ttie  interest  in  the  fights  for  the 
nominations  for  sheriff,  treasurer  and 
county  attorney  was  very  keen  during 
the  early  hours  of  the  morning.  In  the 
Whipple-Holgate  contest  tht-  first  pre- 
cincts heard  from  were  'A'hipple's 
strongholds,  and  at  1  o'clock  he  iind  a 
comfortable  majority.  The  next  district 
reporttd.  however,  cut  down  his  lead, 
and  from  ihnt  time  Mr.  Holgate's  ma- 
jority continued  to  pile  up  swiftly  and 
steadily  and  the  interest  in  the  fight 
waned. 

The  fight  for  nomination  for  shfriff 
attracted  most  atitiuioTi.

A  few  unofTlcial  re- 
ports from  tl  e  lange  showed  that  Batej 
was  apparenily  sweeping  the  coun:y 
before  him.  and  when  it  was  seen  that 
Armsiead  was  not  only  failing  to  r>ile 
up  a  majority  in  the  city,  but  wis 
having  great  difficulty  in  holding  his 
own,  his  sui>port«  rs  gave  up  hope  ot 
winnii.g  the  fight.

came  that  the  two  candidates  w-?ie 
running  about  even  in  the  county,  t!ic 
outcome   was  assured. 

Many  jtdies  were  hard  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Democratic  politicians  in 
the  citv  hall.

Gen.  Kuropatkin,  telegraphing  under  yesterday's  date,  says  the  sit- 
uation at  the  front  is  unchanged.  The  Japanese  advanced  detach- 
ments are  feeling  out  the  strength  and  disposition  of  the  Russian 
forces,  and  Japanese  flanking  columns  are  pressing  northward.  Skirm- 
ishes between  outposts  and  patrol  parties  occur  daily,  but  no  engage- 
ment of  importance  is  expected  for  some  days. 

The  Russian  war  office  denies  the  report  that  Field  Marshal  Oya- 
ma  has  crcsed  the  Hun  river,  although  it  seems  to  be  established  that 
he  is  agciin  trying  to  flank  Kuropatkin  from  the  east.

Saratoga,  N.  T.,  Sept.  21.— The  agree- 
ment upon  surtme  court  justice,  D. 
Cady  Herrick,  of  Albany,  as  the  con-

Belgrade,  Servia,  Sept.  ■'21. — Peter 
Karageorgevitch  was  crowned  king  of 
Servia  today.  There  were  no  hostile 
demonstrations  and  no  attempt  to 
carry  out  the  numerous  threats  against 
i  the  new  king's  life.  In  the  solemn  ri- 
tual of  the  Greek  church  and  In  the 
elaborate  state  proceesion  which  pre- 
ceded and  followed  the  coronation,  the 
tragedy  of  Servla's  previous  ruler  found 
no    echo.       Amid    the    thunder    of    the 

saluting   guns    from    the    royal    palace 
and    garrison.    King   Alexander's    mur- 
der was  at  least  outwardly   forgotten. 
Here,  and  in  every  gArrison  town      of 
Servia,    the  dawn  of  day   was   marked 
by  a  salute  of  twenty-one  guns  and  be- 
}  fore  the  sun  was  well  up  King  Peter, 
I  on  horseback,  rode  out  from  the  palace. 
I  The    brilliant    procession    then    started 
I  for   the    cathedral    tl^ough    the    troop- 
lined    streets. 

Behind  the  soldiers  were  packed 
dense  crowds  who.  in  spite  of  the  rainy 
weather,  stood  p;itle|itly  awaiting  to 
see  the  king.  The  royal  hearlds,  cav- 
alry and  life  guards  (the  heralds  bear- 
ing the  royal  standards)  and  carriages 
with  the  Montenegrian  and  Servian 
princesses,  preceded  the  monarch.  Be- 
side King  Peter  rode  his  two  sons, 
George  and  Alexander.  The  cathedral 
was  reached  shortly  after  8  o'clock. 
There  the  representative  of  the  foreign 
powers,  the  cabinet  ministers  and 
others  had  already  been  waiting  for 
Bome  time.      As  King  Peter  entered  the

metropolitan  assisted  by  many  bishops 
and  other  clergy,  commenced  the  sol- 
emn service,  the  choir  singing  "Thank 
The,  Our  Lord."  After  the  prayer  the 
premier  and  other  ministers  handed  the 
crown  and  regalia  to  King  Peter.  He 
Jfissed  the  crown,  placed  it  on  his 
head  and  robed  himself  in  the  royal 
garments.  An  artillery  salute  of  101 
guns  then  amiounced  to  the  people  of 
Belgrade  that  King  Peter  had  been 
crowned. 

It  was  nearly  three  hours  before  the 
service  was  concluded  and  the  ritual 
of  the  church  complied  with.  King 
Peter  aftorwards  signed  the  coronation 
document,  which  was  witnessed  by  the 
metropolitan,  the  premier,  the  cabinet 
ministers  and  the  other  heads  of  state. 
Wearing  the  crown  on  his  head  and 
fully  robed,  the  king  left  the  cathedral, 
remounted  Ills  horse  and  rode  through 
the  crowded  streets  to  the  palace. 
There,  in  the  grand  festal  hall.  King 
Peter  received  the  congratulations  of 
the  diplomatic  corps  and  others,  as- 
cended the  royal  throne  and  once  more 
took  the  scepter  and  orb  in  his  hands. 
The  ceremony  of  rendering  homage 
was   then  perormed. 


St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  21.— While  the 
war  office  advices  do  not  indicate  that 
Field  Marshal  Oyama's  main  armies 
have  yet  resumed  their  forward  march, 
advance  detachments  of  Japanese  are 
feeling  out  the  strength  and  disposition 
of  the  Russian  forces,  and  both  flank- 
ing columns  are  already  pressing  for- 
rtavd.  The  reports  that  a  battle  at 
Mukden  is  imminent  are,  however,  re- 
garded as  premature.  All  that  seems^ 
to  be  definitely  established  is  that 
Oyama  is  again  essaying  to  flank  Gen. 
Kuropatkin  from  the  east.  His  advance 
forces  are  seeking  to  obtain  command 
of  the  roads  leading  twenty  to  thirty 
miles  east  of  Mukden.  Yesterday  they 
attempted  to  seize  Da  pass,  on  the 
road  to  Fushun.  in  order  to  turn  the 
Russian  left,  but  they  were  repulsed. 

In  addition  to  the  two  Russian  corps 
already  mobilizing,  seven  other  corps 
are  to  be  called  to  the  colors. 


not  indicate  the  resumption  of  the  Jap- 
anese offensive  for  some  days. 

The  reports  that  Gen.  Kuroki  had 
crossed  the  Hun  river  at  Fushun  tura 
out  to  be  false.  The  Russians  strong- 
ly hold  the  road  to  Fushun.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  if  the  Japanese  had 
occupied  Fushun  the  Russians  would 
have  been  compelled  to  evacuate  Muk- 
den, since  Fushun  is  nearer  to  Tie-

FOREIGNERS  LEARN  TOO 
MUCH  ABOUT  OUR  NAVY. 


Washington,  .Sept.  21. — Because  it  is 
believed  that  foreign  governments  are 
learning  entirely  too  much  regarding 
the  Inside  workings  of  the  American 
navy  and  are  picking  from  the  annual 
reports  of  the  bureau  chiefs  too  much 
information  which  should  be  of  a  con- 
dential  character,  a  change  will  be 
made  this  year  in  the  preparation  of 
the  annual  reports  and  much  that 
hitherto  has  been  included  in  these 
papers  will  be  omitted.  It  also  has 
been  decided  to  omit  the  unrevised  es- 
timates of  the  bureau  chiefs. 


Both  Armies  Around  Mukden 
Are  Thoroughly  Rested. 

Tokio.  Sept.  21. — An  impression  is 
growing  generally  that  an  engagement 
will  soon  take  place  at  Mukden.  Gen. 
Kuropatkin  is  evidently  preparing  to 
make   a   determined    resistance   to    any 

attempt  to  dispossess  Iiim  and  is  en- 
trenching and  constructing  defenses. 
He  has  an  immense  force  available,  but 
the  opinion  is  ezipressed  that  Tie  pass 
viould  be  a  more  favorable  location  for 
defense. 

The  Russians,  however,  are  unwilling 
lo  suffer  the  loss  of  prestige  which 
would  be  involved  by  the  abandonment 
of  Mukden.  Both  armies  are  now  rest- 
ed and  have  recovered  from  the  effects 
of  the  fight  at  Liao  Yang.  They  are 
in  condition  to  fight  and  the  weather  is 
favorable  for  military  operations.  The 
roads  are  drying  and  the  Japanese  are 
speedily  restoring  the  railwaj'.  A  party 
of  military  attaches,  who  recently  came 
to  Llao  Yang  from  Tokio,  were  dragged 
for  100  miles  in  open  trucks  by  coolies. 
The  army  is  now  forwarding  rolling 
stock,  with  captured  cars  and  engines, 
and  the  .service  will  soon  be  thoroughly 
organized. 

With  the  Liao  Yang  open  the  task  of 
transporting  men  and  supplies  to  the 
advanced  base  of  operations  at  Liao 
Y.nng  is  simple. 

There  is  much  speculation  now  as  to 
the  extent  of  the  fall  and  winter  cam- 
paign. It  is  generally  thought  that 
Field  Marshal  Oyama  will  continue 
pressing  Kuropatkin  back  until  the 
winter  falls,  and  will  then  strongly 
guard  his  advance  line  until  spring. 
The  Japanese  carried  on  an  aggressive 
campaign  against  the  Chinese  during 
the  winter,  but  conditions  are  different 
in  this  war. 

A  renewal  of  the  attack  on  Port  Ar- 
liiur  on  newer  and  more  aggressive 
lines  is  expected  this  week,  and  it  is 
predicted  In  well  informed  quarters 
that  the  reduction  of  that  fortress  will 
be  accomplished  within  ten  days  or  a 
fortnight. 

The  authorities  continue  silent  con- 
cerning operations  there.  The  publica- 
i  tion  of  a  small  list  of  casualties  in  the 
[naval  brigade  operating  on  land  Is  the 
only  recent  official  utterance  in  refer- 
ence to  the  siege. 

The  spoils  taken  at  Liao  Yang  con- 
tinue lo  grow.  Gen  .Kuroki  reports  the 
capture  of  four  miles  of  railway  rails 
and  200  tons  of  coal. 


JAPS  PUSH  NORTHWARD. 

Kuroki  In  Touch  With  Out- 
posts at  Yentai. 

Gen.    Kuroki's    Hi'adciuarters    in    thfr 
Field,   via   Fusan,    Tuesday,   Sept.    20.— 

(Delayed  in  Transmission). — The  Jap- 
anese are  slowly  pushing  northward. 
The  outposts  are  in  touch  near  Yentai 
and  skirmishes  between  outposts  and 
patrol  parties  occur  daily.  It  Is  be- 
lieved that  the  Russians  are  gathering* 
a  force  at  Yentai,  prep.iratory  to  mak- 
ing a  strong  stand  for  the  protection 
of  the  coal  mines.  The  Japanese  are- 
rapidly  changing  the  gauge  of  the  rail- 
road from  Newchvvang,  and  probably 
it  will  be  in  operation  to  Liao  Yanjr 
in  a  fortnight.  They  are  rushmg  for- 
ward  supplies   of   ammunition. 


QUIET   AT  VLADIVOSTOK. 

Vladivostok,  Sept.  21.— All  is  quiet 
here.  With  two  excefitioLis  the  officers 
wounded  in  the  battle  with  Vice  Ad- 
miral Kamimura's  squadron  have  been 
discharged  from  the  hospital.  The 
otiiers  are  progressing  favorably. 


MANY  OFFICERS  KILLED. 
St.  Petersburg,  Sept.  21.— The  official 
returns  issued  up  to  date  of  the  cas- 
ualties among  the  Russian  officers  at 
the  battle  of  Liao  Y^ang,'  show  them  to. 
be  465  killed  or  wounded,  includingr 
six  generals  and  thirty-nine  field  offi- 
cers. Eighty  officers  were  killed,  ^72 
were  wounded  and  thirteen  are  miss- 
ing.

— The  buiidingB  of 
the  Canada  Hardware  company,  the 
central  agency,  which  Is  the  Canadian 
branch  of  the  London  thread  trust  and 
Chapul  Fits  &  Co.,  one  of  the  largest 
wliolesale  houses  in  Canada,  were 
burned  early  today.

At  Da   Pass,   the   Japanese 
Being:  Repulsed. 

St.  Petersburg.  Sept.  21. — Gen.  Kuro- 
patkin, telegraphing  under  yesterday's 
date,  declares  that  the  situation  at  the 
front  is  unchanged.  He  describes  an 
outpost  fight,  Tuesday,  at  Da  Pass, 
half  way  between  Bentsiaputze  and 
Slntsintln.  A  Japanese  force,  consist- 
ing of  four  companies,  marched  up 
from  Dzlantchan,  twenty-three  miles 
northeast  of  Saimadzl,  and  tried  to 
capture  the  pass  and  turn  the  Russslan 
left  flank,  but  the  Russians  repulsed 
the  attack  and  the  turning  movement 
was  checked  by  Russian  cavalry,  sup- 
ported by  machine  guns. 

The  receipt  of  the  news  at  Tokio  of 
the  march  of  the  Japanese  frem  Dzlan- 
tchan was  the  probable  origin  of  the 
rumor  that  Kuroki  ftad  crossed  the 
Hun  river,  which  runs  twenty  mlies 
north  of  Da  Pass.

■VV'ashlngrton,  Sept.  21.— Democratic 
feeling  in  "Washington  has  undergone 
a  sudden  change. 

An  impression  exists  outside  of  the 
inner  circle  that  has  in  charge  the 
campaign  for  the  next  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, that  Judge  Farker,  la  his 
recent  conference  with  national  lead- 
ers, mapped  out  a  plan  of  political 
strategy  destined  in  due  time  to  result 

in  a  perfect  whirlwind  of  Democratic 
enthusiasm  that  wil  band  the  party 
segments  close  together  and  bring  with- 
in the  fold  the  vast  contingent  of  in- 
dependent voters  that  stands  for  suc- 
cess or  failure  in  the  campaign. 

One  source  of  reassurance  of  Demo- 
cratic leaders  is  their  conlidence  that 
Judge  Parker  will  take  his  position  at 
the  forefront  of  the  campaign  and  sup- 
plement the  speeches  of  ex-President 
Cleveland,  W.  J.  Bryan,  ex-Secretary 
Carlisle,  Senator  Gorman,  ex-Secretary 
Olney,  Gen.  Miles,  Judge  Gray  and 
other  campaign  orators. 

It  is  firmly  believed  that  Mr.  Cleve- 
land can  .«wing  Xtw  Jersey  and  Con- 
necticut, if  not  Massachusett.s,  into  the 
Democratic  column,  with  the  aid  of  Mr. 
Olney  and  Mr.  Cailisle.  It  is  hinted 
that  the  speech-making  of  the.se  three 
will  be  confined  to  the  extreme  East 
and  West  Virginia,  leaving  the  work 
in  the  middle  a^id  far  Western  state.s  to 
such  stumpers  as  John  Sharpe  Wil- 
liams, Bourke  Cockran,  Senator  Gor- 
man, Senator  Tillman  and  a  score  of 
others.  The  Impression  prevails  here 
that  Judge  Parker  does  not  expect  to 
make  a  tour  of  the  country  until  the 
last  two  weeks'Of  the  campagn. 

Poltical  wiseacres  of  both  parties 
have  conceded  that  a  great  source  of 
strength  for  President  Roosevelt  is  in 
the  rural  communities.  The  results  in 
Vermont  tend  to  corroborate  this  be- 
Uef. 

In  Maine,  where  the  rural  population 
is  over  50  per  cent,  a  substantial  Demo- 
cratic gain  is  made,  then  what  will  be 
the  Democratic  gain  in  Indiana,  where 
the  rural  population  is  60  per  cent?  Or 
in  Illinois,  with  over  35  per  cent?  Or  In 
Wisconsin,   with   61.8   per  cent? 

West  Virginia's  rural  population  is 
S6.9  per  cent,  but  these  people  are  not 
agriculturists.  A  greater  per  cent  is 
devoted  to  mining. 

The  more  the  Democratic  leaders 
here  investigate  and  compare  the  more 
optimistic  they  become.  They  point  to 
Conecticut,  New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island 
and  Mas.sachu.setts  as  fields  in  which 
sub.statial  Democratic  pluialities  may 
be  growing.  All  th^se  states  are  being 
figured  on  for  Democratic  pluralities 
this  fall  by  the  leaders  In  Washington.

He  was  arraigned  in  the  municipal 
court  this  morning  before  Judge  Win- 
dom. 

Assisatnt  City  Attorney  McKeon 
placed  a  number  of  witnesses  on  the 
stanii,  who  told  of  the  occurrence  last 
evening. 

"Things  have  come  to  such  a  pass," 
said  Mr.  McKeon,  "that  we  can't  stand 
this  man's  actions  any  longer.  He  is 
not  a  bad  fellow  at  heart,  I  believe, 
but  his  worst  enemy  is  his  own  tongue. 
The  language  which  he  uses  is  enough 
to  pollute  the  entire  community  in 
which  he  lives,  and  th  ecity  authorities 
have  been  censured  severely  for  allow- 
ing things  to  go  us  far  as  they  ha>e." 

At  this  juncturtr  Attorney  McMahon, 
who  had  been  retained  by  Sheehy,  but

New  York.  Sept.  21— "A  long  life  and  a 
merry  one,"  was  the  toast  a  dozen  jolly 
companions  drank  to  Edward  C.  Ellis 
and  his  Ijeautlful  young  wife  on  Friday 
at  a  banquet  given  by  Mr.  Ellis  at  a  lo- 
cal hotel.  Yesterday  the  sorrowing  wid- 
ow accompanied  the  body  of  her  husband 
to  his  former  home  in  Schenectady.  He 
had  died  of  pneumonia  in  their  apart- 
ments at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

So  passed  away  in  the  rap.d  style  in 
which  he  had  lived  another  of  New 
Vorks  "good  fellows."  "high  rollers." 
who  helped  the  Tenderloin  and  other  gay 
rtsorts  to  keep  up  their  reputations.  Hut 
unlike  most  of  tiiem  young  Ellis-he  was 
only  ai)— died  a  wealthy  man.  His  for- 
tune is  estimated  at  about  ?5,000.0it0.  He 
had  not  made  a  penny  of  it  himself,  it 
and  a  great  deal  more  having  been  in- 
herited through  his  fatiier  from  his 
grandfather,  John  Ellis,  a  havd-listed 
captain  of  industry  wlio  founded  the  loco- 
motive works  at  Schenectady  that  bore 
his  name  and  brought  him  in  many  mil- 
lions. 

The  gay  life  of  New  Y'ork  knew  two 
Ellises.  the  man  who  died  \esterday  and 
his  cousin,  J.  ramer  Ellis,  endearingly 
called  "Bud."  who  died  thiee  ye.ars  ago, 
after  having  run  through  an  Immense 
f<irtune  and  known  as  "the  prince  of  good 
fellows." 

There  are  many  parallels  In  the  lives  of 
thest)  two  cousins,  even  to  their  love 
romances,  but  "Bud"  Ellis  died  in  the 
house  of  another  woman,  separated  from 
his  wife,  while  Edward  Ellis  died  in  the 
arms  of  the  woman  he  had  woo<  (I  and 
wedded  under  such  romantic  circum- 
stances. 

Edward  Ellis.  Sr.,  died  more  than  four 
years  ago  after  an  lionoraMe  career,  dur- 
ing which  he  extended  the  business  and 
Increased  the  Income  of  the  locomotive 
works  founded  by  John  Ellis.  When  the 
works  were  absorbed  by  the  American 
Locomotive  comjKiny  it  whs  given  nut 
that  they  were  valued  .at  $S.OO0.0<jO.  At  the 
death  of  the  el  ler  Ellis,  thi.s  vast  foituiiiS 
went  to  his  widow.  Her  son  Edwird  was 
the  apple  of  her  eye,  and  no  demand  he 
might  make  upon  her  for  money  was  too 
extravagant    for  her  to  grant. 

The  young  man  left  the  family  roof 
and  came  to  New  York  and  was  soon 
treading  in  the  footsteps  of  his  cousin 
"Bud."  How  much  money  "Bud"  spent 
is  not  known,  but  he  ran  through  his 
'•ntire  fortune,  and  when,  with  his  own 
consent,  his  affairs  weie  placed  in  other 
hands  and  setting  up  day  came,  there 
was  not  much  left. 

Edward  Elli.s.  being  practically  depend- 
ent on  Ills  mother's  bounty,  followed  a 
.'■lower  pace,  but  so  great  w.Hs  her  bounty 
that  he  wns  able  to  cut  a  wide  swath.  It 
was  his  custom  wiien  nature  dem  mded  a 
halt  to  go  to  the  "farm"  of  "Kid"  Mc- 
Coy, the  prize  tighter,  near  fcvaratoga. 
where  he  re-^ted  from  his  dissipations  and 
took  a  rigid  course  of  physical  tiainlng. 

His  last  visit  to  McCoy's  farm  followed 
an  especially  strenuous  period  of  gahiv 
In  the  early  summer  of  1!<02.  Visiting 
"Kid  "  McCoy's  wife  at  this  time  was  her 
particular  chum.  Miss  lOtitelle  Earle,  a 
pretty,  blue-eyed,  blonde-haired  girl,  a 
few  years  younger  than  Ellis. 

The  two  were  mutually  attracted,  and 
after  watching  Ellis  go  through  his  course 
in  the  gymnasium  .Miss  I-luie  would  ac- 
company him  on  rides  and  drives  through 
the  country.  But  the  life  he  had  led  had 
sapped  much  of  Ellis'  vitality  and  he 
was  seized  with  typiioid  fever  and  re- 
moved to  a  cottage  overlooking  the  lake. 
The  best  physicians  were  called  and  his 
fond  mother  ordered  the  best  of  nursin.^. 
And  lie  got  it.  for  Miss  Eiirle  said  nobody 
should  nurse  him  but  herself.  She  did, 
and  he  recovered.  They  were  married  on 
Aug.  5.  1902,  by  the  Rev.  Herbert  M.  Gga- 
ner  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  church, 
Saratoga  Springs,  and  right  then,  to  the 
surprise  of  everybody,  his  gay  life  ended. 
His  friends  assert  that  he  became  a  midel 
husband,  fairly  worshiping  his  young 
wife,   who  adored   him. 

He  did  not  immediately  inform  his 
mother,  and  when  she  was  questioned 
about  the  marriage  she  said  she  had  not 
heard  of  it  .and  did  not  believe  it.  Be- 
fore lier  death,  however,  she  knew  and 
evidently  approved,  for  slie  left  practi- 
cally  her  entire   foi-tune  to   her  son. 

Almost  the  whole  of  this  summer  the 
young  couple  spent  at  Lake  Placid  with 
friends,  coming  hero  about  two  weeks 
ago.  Ellis  was  still  the  model  husband. 
A   friend  of  his   said   yesterday: 

"I  have  seen  him  almost  daily  for  eight 
months,  and  in  that  time  1  know  he 
never   took  a  drink." 

The  bantiuet  on  Friday  night  was  given 
to  many  of  the  friends  who  had  spent  the 
summer  witli  them  and  that  death  was 
near  him  seemed  tlic  most  uidikely  thing 
In  the  world.  Saturday  night  he"  had  a 
bad  cold,  .and  all  day  Sunday  he  grew 
Wfirse.  Mrs.  KlUs  telegraphed  for  W.  E. 
Walker,  of  Schenectady,  an  old  family 
friend,  who  arrived  barely  in  time  to  see 
liim  die  in  his  wife's  arms.  And  a  few 
hours  later  the  body  was  on  its  way  to 
S<h»nectady  to  rest  beside  that  If  his 
father    and    mother. 

Mrs.  Ellis  undoubtedly  will  inherit  all 
his  wealth.  "Bud"  Ellis  left  his  wife 
without  a  cent.

NO  CONTEST 
FOR  GUNNERS 

Efforts  to  Get  Interstate 

Match  For  National 

Guard  Fail. 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  21. — Because  of  the 
proficiency  they  have  shown  the  marks- 
men of  the  artillery  branch  of  the  Min- 
nesota National  Guard  find  they  are  in 
a  class  by  themselves.  Much  as  they 
would  like  to  secure  competition  from 
one  of  the  neighboring'  states  to  add 
zest  to  the  annual  target  practice  they 
have  been  unable  to  Induce  any  statb 
team  to  accept  a  challenge.  For  that 
reason  the  gunnery  practice  to  be  held 
at  Camp  Lakevlew,  Sept.  26.  27  and  28,. 
wil  be  strilctly  a  state  affair  confined 
to  the  two  batteries  of  the  Minnesota 
battalion.  When  the  state  team  has 
been  selected  from  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  battery  teams,  it  will  have 
nothing  to  do  for  there  will  be  no  in- 
terstate contest  this  yejxr. 

Ma.l.  George  C.  Lambert,  command- 
ing officer  of  the  Minnesota  battalion, 
said  yesterday:  "We  are  going  around 
with  a  chip  very  distinctly  displayed 
upon  our  shoulder,  but  nobody  will 
come  to  knock  it  off.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  we  should  not  be  compelled  to  do 
any  challenging,  for  we  now  hold  the 
cup,  but  the  boys  have  been  so 
anxious  to  secure  a  match  of  some 
kind  that  I  have  made  every  effort 
to  get  a  contest  arranged  with  Iowa, 
Illinois  or  Wisconsin.  The  teams  of 
those  states  don't  any  of  them  seem  to 
•want  any  of  our  game  so  we  shall 
have  to  do  our  shooting  by  ourselves." 

An  order  fixing  the  dates  for  the 
practice  shoot  of  the  artillery  was  is- 
sued yesterday  by  Adjt.  Gen.  Libbey 
and  Sept.  2C,  27  and  28  were  designated. 
This  will  be  Immediately  after  the  close 
of  the  infantry  target  practice  with 
Sunday   intervening. 

?:ach  of  the  two  batteries  will  send 
to  this  contest  a  team  consisting  of 
seven  regular  gunners  and  two  alter- 
nates, and  from  these  two  teams  will 
be  selected  one  team  of  seven  men  and 
two  alternates  to  be  known  as  the 
state  team.  The  men  having  the 
highest  individual  scores  will  make  up 
the  state  team,  but  that  will  be  the 
limit  of  the  honors  they  may  achieve 
since  there  is  to  be  no  interstate  shoot. 

CANNIBAL  RITES. 

Initiation  Into  Nortliwest  In- 
ian  Secret  Soc  ety. 

The  existcnc!?  of  X  genuine  cannibalistic 
fraternity  of  Indian.s  in  the  territory  of 
Brit^h  Columbia  is,  outside  of  a  limited 
number  of  ethnologists,  entirely  unknown, 
and  has  never  been  fully  described,  says 
the   New    York   TriburkC 

Among  the  many  Indian  tribes  of  the 
Northwest  coast,  probably  the  most  in- 
teresting in  regard  to  their  my.^terious 
I  and  spectacular  ceremonials  are  the  Kwa- 
I  klutl  of  North  Vancouver  Island.  Their 
mythology  is  based  upon  the  adventures 
of  a  number  of  mythical  and  supernatural 
ancestors,  who  either  dropped  from  the 
sky,  arose  from  the  underworld,  or 
emerged  from  the  ocean.  All  the  tribe 
are.  therefore,  supposed  to  be  the  descen- 
dants of  these  fabulous  personages.  Tliis 
has  afforded  a  wide  range  for  their  su- 
perstitious Imagination  to  weave  Innumer- 


able tales  and  legends  and  to  devise  enor- 
mous  and   grotesque   masks. 

The  Kwdikiutl  have  a  number  of  these 
organizations,  the  most  important  of 
which  is  the  Ha-matsa.  The  surprising 
feature  of  the  Ha-matsa  fraternity,  asid-j 
f.rom  the  weird  and  severe  Initiation,  is 
the  employment  of  a  flesh  biting  rite, 
which  is  rigidly  enforced  and  is  enacted 
by    the   candidate. 

Though  it  lias  lost  some  of  its  oldtime 
ferocious  (luaiities,  when  tlie  Ha-matsa 
candidate  is  said  .actually  to  have  de- 
voured human  flesh,  yet  In  Its  present 
modified  form  it  is  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  Indian  ceremonials 
of  today.  The  origin  of  the  Ha-maisa  is 
based  on  an  old  myth  or  tradition  which 
is  considered  one  of  the  most  .sacred  of 
the  tribe.  An  ancestor,  the  protector  and 
lounder  of  the  cannibal  society,  came 
down  from  the  sky.  and  was  posse.<sied 
of  magic  power,  whlcli  he  could  throw 
into  enerl  objects,  making  them  alive, 
and  Into  men,  eitlier  killing  or  transform- 
ing them.  The  sour?e  of  this  supernatural 
power  lay  in  a  .«mall  animal,  said  to  be 
a  frog,  that  lived  in  his  stomach,  which 
caused  unusual  hunger.  When  his  appe- 
tite had  to  be  satisfied  a  ceremonial 
feast  was  given,  at  which  he  wore  orna- 
ments of  red  cedar  bark,  which  are  at 
present  the  embk-ms  of  the  society.  He 
was  made  invulnerable  by  being  rubbed 
with  the  blood  of  the  double-headed  ser- 
pent, and.  by  conqueilng  many  chiefs, 
acquired  much  proi>erty.  Thus,  to  be 
victorious  warriors  and  to  secure  tlie 
above  supernatural  qualities  of  their  great 
ancestors  the  Kwakiutl  instituted  the 
Ha-matsa. 

In  the  initiation  dances  the  candidate 
personates  th<»  protector  by  wearing  his 
mask  and  ornaments,  showing  thereby 
to  the  assembled  people  that  by  a  visit 
to  the  abode  of  the  spirit  he  has  obtained 
liLs  powers.  The  ceremony  of  Initiation 
takes  place  In  the  winter  months.  Before 
the  candidate  is  admitted  to  the  Ha- 
matsa  he  must  have  been  a  member  for 
seven  years  of  some  of  the  lower  orders. 
A  preliminary  me-eiing  is  called  by  the 
chief,  who  announces  to  the  people  that 
a   certain    young  man   is   to   be  Initiated. 

Soon  afterward  the  candidate  disappears 
with  blackened  face.  Then  the  head 
man  of  the  society  proclaims  to  the  tribe 
that  the  cannibal  spirit  has  taken  the 
young  man  to  his  alK>de  In  the  woods 
to  prepare  him  lor  Initiation.  He  remains 
from  three  to  four  months  hidden  in  tlie 
forest,  and  is  supposed  to  be  living  in 
touch  with  the  supernatural  cannibal 
spirit.  When  the  time  aproaches  for  the 
return  of  the  novice,  the  various  details 
for  the  initiation  ceremony  are  arranged. 

Singing  is  one  of  tlie  special  features. 
Eight  SOUKS  have  to  be  arranged.  Tlie.se 
are  looked  after  by  the  musical  ma.«ter, 
who  takes  a  band  of  selct-ted  singers  into 
the  woods  to  compose  and  rehearse  these 
new  songs  and  tunes.  A  clearing  in  the 
thicket  Is  always  seelcted  for  this  pur- 
pose. The  Ha-mat«a  novice  listens,  un- 
seen, to  the  tunes,  as  he  must  dance  to 
them  correctly  when  he  makes  his  first 
appearance.  Any  mistakes  he  tdiould 
make  are  considered  ill  omened  and  will 
bring   disaster. 

No  greater  mi.-?fortune  can  happen  than 
for  one  of  the  dancers  who  performs  the 
ceremonial  dance  to  fall.  When  a  Ha- 
matsa  falls  in  his  dance  he  must  11-^  down 
as  though  he  were  dead.  Then  the  mas- 
ter of  ceremonies  calls  a  man  whose  of- 
fice Is  hereditary.  This  personage  carries 
a  large  staff,  which  Is  split  like  a  pair  of 
tongs,  and  in  tlie  Interior  of  which  some 
blood  Is  hidden.  With  this  staff  he  takes 
hold  of  the  neck  of  the  unfortunate  Ha- 
mat.^a,  and  apimrently  blood  is  seen  to 
flow  from  it.  After  this  the  Ha-matsa 
Is  lifted  up  and  placed  on  a  mat  and 
carried  several  times  around  the  room. 
When  the  mat  is  put  down  it  i.s  seen  that 
he  has  di.sappeared,  and  that  only  lils 
blankets,  and  ornaments  of  cedar  bark 
ar«  left  behind.  He  stays  away  for  four 
days,  and  his  father  must  make  a  new 
festival  for  him.  As  the  expense  of  the 
ceremony  is  very  great,  few  are  able  to 
afford  a  second  initiation. 

It  is  said  that  In  former  times  a  fallen 
Ha-matsa  was  killed  by  the  old  Ha-matsa 
and  the  bear  dancers,  whose  office  it  is 
to  punish  mistakes.  They  are,  perhaps, 
the  most  dreaded  helpers  of  the  Ha- 
matsa,  as  it  is  their  dutv  to  punish  all 
transgressions  of  laws  and  observances  of 
the  society,  the  penalty  of  some  of  these 
mistakes  being  death.  They  always  wear 
bear's  claws  on  their  hands,  and  some- 
times appear  clad  in  bear  skins.  Their 
faces  are  painted  with  an  Imitation  of 
the  Immense  mouth  of  a  bear. 

Te  Ha-matsa  has  two  ways  of  dancing. 
The  first  dance  represents  him  as  look- 
ing for  human  flesh  to  eat.  He  dancer 
in  a  squatting  attitude,  his  arms  extend- 
ed sideways  and  trembling  violently.  He 
first  extends  them  to  the  right,  then  to 
the  left,  changing  at  the  same  time  the 
position  of  the  feet,  so  that  when  thrust- 
ing his  arm.s  toward  the  left  he  r-ests  on 
his  left  foot  and  the  right  foot  is  pushed 
backward.  When  reaching  his  arms  to 
the  right  he  rests  on  his  right  foot  and 
the  left  one  is  shoved  backward.  Thus 
he  moves  on  slowly,  with  long  strides. 
His  head  is  lift-cd  up  as  though  he  were 
looking  for  human  flesh  that  was  held 
higli  up  in  front  of  him.  His  eyes  are 
wide  open,  his  lips  pushed  forward,  and 
from  time  to  time  he  utters  the  special 
cannibal  cry  of  "Hap!  Hap!"  During 
this  time  his  klnqalalala,  a  female  assist- 
ant, al.so  with  blackened  face,  dances 
backward  in  front  of  him.  She  stands 
erect  ^nd  holds  her  hands  and  forearm-^ 
forward,  as  though  she  was  carrying  hu- 
man flesh  for  the  Ha-matsa  to  eat.  His 
eyes  are  directed  to  her  hands,  which 
siie  keer>s  moving  up  and  down  a  little* 
with  each  step.  Her  palms  are  turned 
upward. 

In  his  second  dance  the  Ha-matsa 
dances  erect,  being  clothed  in  a  blanket. 


His  hands  are  still  trembling  violently. 
This  dance  consists  of  rhythmical  steps, 
in  keeping  with  the  beats  of  the  batons 
of  the  musicians.  He  takes  v.jry  liigh 
steps,  so  that  his  knees  almost  touch 
his  chest. 

When  the  time  for  the  return  of  the  ab- 
sent novice  draws  near,  the  old  members 
of  teh  Ha-matsa  and  the  rest  of  the  vari- 
ous .secret  society  men  wlio  are  to  take 
part  in  the  initiation  ceremony  assemble, 
with  blackened  faces,  at  a  special  dancing 
hou.se,  usually  ornamented  in  front  by  a 
totemic  column,  capi>ed  by  the  curved 
beak  of  the  Raven,  who  is  a  messenger 
of  the  cannibal  spirit.  Here,  by  loud 
singing  and  other  demonstrative  effects, 
it  is  intended  to  attract  the  attention  of 
tike  absent  a.-^pirant  and  Induce  him  to 
return,  when,  by  specially  composed  songs 
and  dances,  it  is  hoped  that  his  wild  and 
half  frenzied  nati«^e  will  be  subdued.  The 
waiting  assembly  is  made  up  of  the  high- 
est rank  of  the  various  secret  orders,  a 
master  of  ceremonies,  a  musical  leader 
and  several  rows  of  slnger.s. 

The  Bear  fraternity,  who  are  dressed 
in  the  skins  of  grizzly  bears,  do  a  sort  of 
detecthvj  duty,  observing  and  punishing 
any  mistakes  made  in  the  performance. 
The  person  making  the  error  is  scratched 
with  their  claws,  which  inflict  painful 
injuries.  The  .dingers  beat  their  rhythm 
on  pieces  of  pine  boards.  A  square  in- 
closure  of  earth  is  reserved  for  tlie 
dancing  space,  in  the  center  of  which  a 
fire  is  kc])t  burning.  The  faces  of  the 
old  members  are  painted  black,  and  they 
wear  rings  of  red  cedar  bark  around 
their  necks.  Eagle  down  feathers  are 
Worn  in  the  head  dress. 

The  ma.ster  of  ceremonies  then  arLses, 
holding  in  liis  hand  the  carved  speaker's 
staff  and  make  a  short  speech  to  the  as- 
semblage, saying:  "Friends,  we  will  pa- 
cify this  supernatural  one.  We  will  soften 
him  by  means  of  our  songs.  We  mu.-^t 
restore  him  to  his  senses.  Let  us  now 
begin." 

Then  starts  up  a  loud  musical  and  song 

recital,  designed  to  charm  back  the 
novice.  Messengers  are  sent  out  to  re- 
port if  he  has  been  .«een.  Suddenly  his 
steps  are  heard  on  the  roof,  which  he 
has  ascended  by  means  of  a  pole  arranged 
for  the  purpose  Ho  jumps  down  and 
lands  in  .a  secret  room  in  the  rear  set 
apart  for  him.  This  Inclosure  is  dedica- 
ted to  and  supposed  to  be  the  abiding 
place  of  the  cannibal  deity  of  Ha-matsa. 
The  front  curtain  is  ornamented  witli  a 
design,  which  is  intended  to  represent 
the  great  deity  himself.  By  .special  ar- 
rangement, when  the  Ha-matsa  candidate 
appears,  he  is  made  to  come  out  of  the 
opening  In    the   mouth   of  the   drawing. 

He  rushes  out  Into  the  room  in  a  fren- 
zied state,  wearing  a  large  neck  ring  of 
red  cedar  bark,  with  himlock  branches 
wound  around  his  waist  and  ankle.s.  Im- 
mediately upon  his  entrance  the  large 
neck  ring  of  the  cedar  bark  is  seized 
by    several    attendants,    who    try    to    hold 


him  to  prevent  him  from  biting  people. 
After  wildly  encircling  the  fire  four  times, 
during  which  time  there  is  kept  up  a 
pandemonium  of  .song  and  cries,  he  quick- 
ly makes  his  exit  tiirough  the  curtain  of 
his  secret  apartment  and  disappears  from 
the  building. 

Not  long  after  this  his  whistles  are 
heard  in  the  distant  woods.  The  m.aster 
of  ceremonies  then  requests  the  assem- 
blage to  go  out  and  try  to  recapture  the 
fugitive  novice.  Outside,  the  new  i:ong3 
comix)sed  are  sung  by  all  the  people  as 
they  walk  to  anl  fro  in  the  village  and 
up  and  down  the  beach.  Presently  one 
of  the  assembly,  half  clad  is  sent  ahead 
to  act  as  a  decoy  or  bait  for  the  novice. 
As  soon  a.s  the  Ha-matsa  saes  him  he 
rushes  up  and  bites  his  arm.  He  is  then 
surrounded  by  the  a.ssembly  and  marched 
toward  the  dancing  house,  the  people 
singing  on  their  way. 

At  this  point  a  female  dancer  appears 
and  begins  to  .sing  her  new  Ha-matsa 
songs,  during  wlilch  she  moves  toward 
the  dancing  house,  stepping  backward 
and  facing  the  novice,  whom  she  desires 
to  coax  inside.  Her  hands  and  arms  are 
extended  a.s  though  she  w:i.s  carrying 
human  flesh  for  the  candidate  to  eat. 
I  The  palms  of  both  hands  are  turn.3d  up- 
ward in  front  of  him,  and  h?  keeps  watch- 
ing the  hands  of  the  dancer.  All  the  as- 
sembly enter  the  house.

wage  earner  and  mother. 

"The  society  woman  and  the  working 
woman  both  live  a  strenuous  life  of 
constant  exhaustion.  The  gay  life  of 
pleasure  of  the  one  woman  and  the 
drudgery  of  the  other  are  continuously 
decreasing  their  nervous  strength  and 
energy,  and  when  brain  fagged  and 
physically  exhausted  they  marry,  they 
become  the  mothers  of  physical  starve- 
lings, who  develop  into  men  and  wo- 
men unfit  for  the  burdens  of  life,  who, 
in    their   turn,    live   In    the   manner   of

A  PROBLEM  FOR  IMPERIALISTS. 

Imperialism  has  many  drawbacks.  Now  that  the  South 
.A.frican  mine  owners,  by  using  the  British  flag  as  a  com- 
mercial asset,  have  succeeded  in  driving  both  white  and 
African  native  labor  from  their  mines  and  substituting 
therefor  a  horde  of  Chinese  coolies,  another  more 
serious  problem  confronts  the  Transvaal. 

Now  that  South  Africa  is  a  portion  of  the  British  em- 
pire, the  government  is  confronted  with  the  prob- 
lem of  finding  some  means  of  closing  the  door  in  the 
face  of  some  of  her  own  subjects  who  desire  to  go  there 
to  trade. 

The  new  issue  involves  the  exclusion  of  East  Indian 
natives  who,  although  racially  alien,  are  politically  Brit- 
ish subjects.  Discussing  this  matter  in  parliament  re- 
cently, Joseph  Chaniberlan  said: 

"Nothing  would  be  easier,  nothing  would  be  less  sur- 
prising, if  there  was  absolutely  open  intercourse  between 
India  and  South  Africa,  than  that  -South  Africa  should  be 
overwhelmed  by  the  introduction  of  Indian  immigrants, 
against  whom  I  say  nothing  in  themselves,  but  who 
would  simply  sweep  out  of  political  existence  the  whole 
of  the  white  inhabitants.  A  few  years  might  very  well 
see  such  an  immigration  of  the  underfed,  ovennmierous 
population  of  India  as  would  altogether  alter  the  charac- 
ter of  South  Africa,  and  once  and  forever  would  pre- 
clude any  idea  of  its  being  a  white  man's  country." 

It  would  seem  that  a  statesman  as  wise  as  Mr.  Chain- 
berlain  is  supposed  to  be,  might  have  foreseen  this  diffi- 
culty before  he  advised  his  country  to  plunge  itself  into 
3  bloody  war  on  behalf  of  South  African  exploiters. 

The  newspaper  called  South  Africa  presents  the 
case  in  this  way:  "Altogether  theoretically,  a  British 
subject  should  be  allowed  to  trade  where  and  how  he 
pleases,  so  long  as  he  complies  with  the  strict  letter  of 
the  law,  in  his  majesty's  dominions,  in  practice  this  would 
mean  the  ruin  of  thousands  of  the  most  deserving  of  the 
white  population  of  the  Transvaal,  who  have  acted  as 
pioneers  of  commerce  in  the  colony  only  to  find  them- 
selves in  as  much  danger  of  being  ousted  from  the  fruits 
of  their  labor  as  the  unfortunate  sparrow  whose  com- 
fortable nest  attracts  the  attention  of  the  piratic;*l 
cuckoo." 

If  the  people  of  South  Africa  had  been  left  to  govern 
themselves  as  an  independent  republic  they  could  easily 
find  a  way  of  barring  out  these  undersirable  immigrants. 
.A-S  it  is  the  English  government  is  loath  to  make  such 
a  law-  because  of  the  fear  of  evil  effects  it  would  have 
upon  other  portions  of  the  empire. 

The  lesson  is  that  no  government  can  govern  other 
peoples  better  than  they  can  govern  themselves. 


for  those  who  have  idle  money  would  be  to  invest  It  in 
property  which  is  earning  something  in  the  way  of  divi- 
dends. Then  if  money  decreases  in  value  as  a  result  of 
increased  production,  the  property  will  correspondingly 
increase  in  value  when  measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 
One  will  offset  the  other. 

It  is  to  the  interests  of  the  money-lender  to  decrease 
the  quantity  of  money.  It  is  to  the  interest  of  the 
money-borrower  to  increase  the  quantity  of  money.  By 
demonetizing  silver  the  Republican  party  took  a  step  for 
the  benefit  of  the  money  lender.  By  increasing  the 
production  of  gold,  science  has  in  large  measure  offset 
this  evil. 

It  is  for  these  reasons  that  most  Democrats  are  sat- 
isfied with  the  gold  standard  as  long  as  present  condi- 
tions prevail.  Mr.  Angell's  article  is  an  intimation  that 
the  money  lenders  are  already  beginning  to  fear  for  their 
safety  and  if  gold  production  continues  to  increase  by 
leaps  and  bounds  the  chances  are  that  it  will  not  be 
long  before  the  money  owners  and  lenders  will  be  de- 
manding some  restriction  on  gold  coinage  similar  to 
the  restriction  that  was  put  upon  silver  coinage  by  the 
Sherman  law,  and  which  they  finally  concluded  was  not 
restriction  enough. 

All  this  goes  to  prove  that  the  present  gold  stand- 
ard law  is  not  irrevocable,  and  that  demand  for  a  change 
in  that  law  is  likely  to  first  come  from  the  money  own 
ers.  It  also  goes  to  show  that  a  money  standard  based 
upon  any  metal  is  not  a  perfectly  just  monc}-,  because 
any  metal  is  bound  to  fluctuate  in  value.  The  ideal 
money  of  the  futurq  will  be  so  based  that  it  will  have  the 
snme  purchasing  power  today,  this  year  and  next  year 
that  it  had  yesterday  and  last  year.  The  gold  standard 
does  not  give  money  that  stability  and  neither  would 
bimetallism.  However,  under  present  conditions  the 
gold  standard  is  nearer  the  ideal  than  would  be  a  bi- 
metallic standard.  But  while  this  is  true  at  present  it  was 
not  true  in  1873,  when  silver  was  demonetized,  nor  yet

IS  THE  STANDARD  IRREVOCABLE  ? 

The  September  number  of  Our  Dumb  Animals,  which 
is  published  at  Boston  as  the  official  organ  of  state  and 
national  humane  societies,  contains  the  following  inter- 
esting and  suggestive  article  on  gold  as  money,  signed 
by  George  T.  Angell,  its  editor: 

In  uur  last  niontlis  issue  we  had  an  article  on  sil- 
ver, which  brings  to  our  mind  that  while  there  might 
be  a  vast  danger  to  our  currency  in  tlie  enormou.s  in- 
crease of  silver,  there  may  be  also  a  gieat  danger  from 
the  enormous  increase  of  gold.  Of  course.  If  gold  were 
as  plentiful  as  soft  or  hard  coal  it  would  be  no  more 
valuat)le.  and  it  would  require  as  much  gold  to  l)uy 
what  we  want  as  it  would  now  require  of  coal.  Fifty 
years  ago,  or  thereabouts,  when  we  first  visited  Sara- 
toga Springs,  we  had  one  of  the  best  single  rooms  in 
the  liiitcd  States  hotel,  splendidly  fitted  and  fur- 
nished, and  were  charged  only  $2  a  day.  For  the  same 
we  would  probably  have  to  pay  now  anywhere  from 
^5  to  $10  a  day.  What  makes  the  difference?  Is  it  a 
fact  that  it  is  requiring  more  and  more  money  every 
year  to  purchase  that  which  we  want?  And  if  by  rea- 
son of  the  enormous  gold  mines  now  being  discovered 
and  developed,  larger  quantities  of  gold  shall  be  con- 
stantly required  to  make  purchases,  how  much  profit  is 
there  to  pet>ple  whose  property  is  Invested  In  bonds, 
annuities,  and  savings  banks?  And  what  kind  of  safe 
investments  can  be  found  which  will  advance  in  price 
as  fast  as  the  purchasing  power  of  money  depreciates? 
Two  of  the  trustees  of  the  permanent  funds  of  our 
Humane  societies  arc  gentlemen  holding  large  simis 
in  trust,  and  who  understand  from  day  ta  day  what 
are  tlie  best  and  .safest  investments.  But  the  above 
are  great  questions,  of  Importance  perhaps  to  tens  of 
thousand.s  uf  our  readers,  and  we  should  be  very  glad 
if  somebody  would  explain  the  matter  in  the  concise 
form  Tequirod  by  the  small  space  we  can  give  to  it  in 
our  little  paper. 

This  is  a  valuable  endorsement  of  the  quantative 
theory  of  money  as  advocated  by  the  Democratic  party 
in  1S96  and  1900.  It  is  all  the  more  valuable  as  an  en- 
dorsement because  it  is,  perhaps,  unconsciously  given. 

Mr.  Angell's  anxiety  over  this  question  of  gold  in- 
crease is  no  doubt  due  to  the  "Tact  that  the  money  owned 
by  the  societies  he  represents  is  invested  in  bonds,  an- 
nuities, savings  banks  and  other  loans.  His  questions 
may  be  answered  briefly  iir  this  way:  If  there  is  an  ap- 
preciable increase  in  the  quantity  of  gold  or  other 
redempticMi  money,  then  tlie  money  put  out  at  inter- 
est as  loans  will  be  reduced  in  value.  Money  invested 
in  actual  property  will  be  safely  invested  because,  if  the 
value  of  money  decreases,  the  value  of  the  property  will 
correspondingly  increase. 

An  increase  of  redemption  money  operates  to  the 
disadvantage  of  the  money  lender,  and,  conversely,  a 
decrease  in  redemption  money  operates  to  the  disad- 
vantage and  loss  of  the  money  borrower.  So  if.  as  Mr. 
Angell  fears,  gold  may  j'Ct  become  so  plentiful  that 
it  will  be  of  comparatively  little  value,  let  him  invest  his 
money  in  actual  property  or  those  things  which  represent 
actual  property  and  he  will  not  lose.  If  he  thinks  that 
gold  production  will  decrease,  let  him  lend  his  money 
on  bonds,  mortgages  and  other  such  securities  and  he 
will  come  out  a  winner  if  his  opinion  is  verified  bj-  the 
actual  fact. 

Since  it  is  a  practical  certainty  that  the  production  of 
gold  is  bound  to  increase  at  least  for  many  years,  and 
consequently  that  values  of  all  other  forms  of  property- 
are  sure  to  be  enhanced,  it  would  icem  to  be  the  part  of 
wisdom  for  money  .lenders  to  mike  only  short-time 
loans  and  turn  thetr  money  over  often,  but  a  better  plan 


GOVERNOR  GARVIN'S  STAND. 

Governor  Garvin  of  Rhode  Island  has  succeeded  in 
putting  the  legislature  of  that  state  on  record,  if  he 
served  no  other  useful  purpose,  in  calling  a  special  ses- 
sion of  the  legislature.  Owing  to  a  rotten  borough  sys- 
tem of  elections  it  is  almost  impossible  for  the  people  of 
!  Rhode  Island  to  dislodge  the  Republican  majority  in  the 
legislature,  although  they  have  twice  elected  a  Demo- 
cratic governor  on   Democratic  issues. 

The  governor  called  this  special  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture to  obtain  three  amendments  to  the  state  constitu- 
tion, none  of  which  was  desired  by  the  Republican  ma- 
jority of  both  houses,  but  which  are  strongly  desired  by 
the  people.  The  three  amendments  are  all  in  direction  of 
immediate  popular  control  of  legislation.  One  pro- 
vides the  "constitutional  initiative,"  under  which  5000 
voters  may  by  petition,  compel  the  submission  of  any 
special  and  particular  amendment  of  the  constitution  to 
the  people.  Another  provides  that  a  majority  of  both 
houses  may  override  the  governor's  veto.  The  third  re- 
moves the  present  constitutional  limitations  of  suffrage  in 
municipal  elections. 

All  these  are  democratic  in  their  tendency  and  cal- 
culated to  give  the  people  absolute  control  of  the  state 
government.  They  are  a  queer  lot  of  people  if  they  do 
not  rebuke  the  legislature  for  refusing  to  accede  to  the 
governor's  request  and  adjourning  without  taking  any 
action. 

At  any  rate.  Governor  Garvin  has  performed  his  duty 
in  the  matter,  and  it  is  now  up  to  the  voters  to  say 
whether  they  or  a  Republican  oligarchy  are  to  rule  in 
future. 


SOME   QUESTIONS. 

The  Herald  calls  attention  to  the  "labor  notes"  taken 
from  the  columns  of  the  Brooklyn  Eagle,  published  else- 
where on  this  page.  They  are  excellent  examples  of 
what  can  be  done  by  a  writer  filled  with  venom  against 
labor. 

First,  the  unions  are  charged  with  the  sole  responsi- 
bility for  the  fact  that  thousands  of  school  children  are 
without  seats  in  New  York  schools.  Are  they  also  re- 
sponsible for  the  fact  that  in  this  country  nearly  2,000,000 
children  between  the  ages  of  10  and  16  years  are  com- 
pelled to  toil  for  their  daily  bread  and  are  given  no  op- 
portunity to  attend  school? 

Next  it  is  insinuated  that  labor  unions  are  on  a  par 
with  the  Italian  Black  Hand  society  of  assassins.  Are 
they  also  responsible  for  the  fact  that  these  murderous 
Italians  are  encouraged  to  come  to  America  to  compete 
with  American  workingmen? 

Thirdly,  there  is  the  intimation  that  the  payment  of 
too  high  wages  is  responsible  for  the  shut-down  of  the 
Pullman  shops.  If  only  sufficient  wages  were  paid  to 
hold  soul  and  body  together,  who  would  there  be  to  pat- 
ronize Pullman  sleeping  cars?  The  chances  are  that 
there  would  be  less  of  these  cars  run  than'  there  are  to- 
day, and  consequently  fewer  manufactured. 

The  "walking  delegate,"  who  assisted  in  settling  the 
Manhattan  railroad  strike,  has  been  complimented  for 
his  moderation  by  other  newspapers  not  entirely  friendly 
to  organized  labor,  yet  the  Brooklyn  paper  condemns 
Mr.  Belmont  for  making  any  concession  whatever.  Sup- 
posing there  had  been  no  "walking  delegate"  and  sup- 
posing that  the  motormen  had  lost,  would  there  be  more 
happiness  in  New  York  as  a  result — or  less?  The  chances 
are  that  the  Manhattan  roads  will  be  able  to  continue  tc 
pay  good  dividends. 

It  is  intimated  in  the  concluding  paragraph  that  it  is 
the  purpose  of  organized  labor  to  "run  everybody's  bus- 
iness and  the  government."  The  Eagle  evidently  desires 
to  have  this  prerogative  reserved  for  the  few  who  already 
claim  that  privilege  as  a  right  of  the  "wealth  and  intelli- 
gence" of  the  country.

The  army  maneuvers  at  this 
point  brought  together  a  Northern  iCtii- 
mcnt  of  negroes  and  a  Soutne.ii  regiment 
of  whites.  If  the  reports  tiave  any  basis 
in  truth  a  most  dl.sgraceiul  incident  lias 
occurred.  A  white  soldier  was  reijrl- 
manded  for  refusing  to  .salute  a  negro  of- 
ficer, whereupon  a  Southern  officer  com- 
plimented the  white  soldier's  msulencc. 
An  officer  of  a  Maryland  regiment  is 
quoted  as  threatenintj  to  substitute  ball 
cartridges  for  blanks  and  to  meet  the.ii 
in  the  sham  battle. 

The  rankest  kind  of  prejudice  against 
the  blacks  alone  provoked  these  tiireat- 
enlng  outbursts.  Not  even  Uncle  Sam  s 
uniform  serves  to  protect  the  negro  from 
assault  and  the  right  to  live  is  denied 
them  by  pretentious  militia  off.cers  of 
the  South.  It  would  seem  that  if  the 
mere  presence  of  the  nogro  standing  in 
the  ranks  calls  for  an  attack  by  the 
Southerners,  the  South  is  In  no  tit  condi- 
tion to  solve  Its  grave  race  problem.  Tne 
negro  Is  prejudged.  He  is  louiid  by  the 
senses  to  be  a  negro  and  th.it  is  as  far 
as  his  privileges  extend  at  Manassas. 
A  few  Incidents  of  th.s  nature  will  rapla- 
ly  convince  the  American  people  that 
while  he  remains  In  the  South  the  negro 
ina^  efiua'ly  well  be  a  criminal  as  a  de- 
cent citizen,  there  being  no  apparent  pie- 
mium  on  the  latter.

WIFE  POISONER 


Looks  to  Iowa  Supreme  Court 
For  Help. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa.  Sept.  21.— The  su- 
preme court  now  about  to  convene,  will 
hand  down  opinions  upon  some  of  the 
most  important  and  noted  trials  held  in 
the  state.  Especial  interest  attaches  to 
several    murder    cases    which    have    been 


appealed  to  the  higher  court  in  the  hope 
of  saving  the  condemned  from  the  gal- 
lows. 

The  case  against  Ebenezer  S.  Blyden- 
burg,  of  Eldora,  convicted  of  having 
poisoned  his  wife  and  now  under  life  sen- 
tence, is  among  the  mo.st  noteworthy  that 
will  be  decided.  Another  ca.se  of  unusual 
Importance  Is  that  of  the  state  against 
Sarah  Gallagher,  of  Iowa  City,  who  was 
acquitted  of  the  charge  of  murder  and 
later  convicted  of  having  perjured  her- 
self in  testimony  given  in  her  own  behalf, 
at  her  trial  for  murder.  Murders  in  Mon- 
roe county,  and  In  which  convictions  have 
been  secured,  will  be  reviewed.  Among 
the  Ciises  from  that  county  are  the  fol- 
lowing: State  vs.  VjA  Edbert,  State  v». 
Thomas  Smith,  State  vs,  Boyd  Dover  and 
William   H.    Fuller. 

No  case  attracts  more  attention  than 
that  of  the  State  as.  Sophia  Kruger  of 
Howard  county,  charged  with  the  murder 
of  her  husband.  The  state  asserts  that 
the  woman  murdered  her  husbaml  and 
then  tied  a  stone  about  his  neck  and  cast 
his    lifeless   body   into   the   river. 

W.  A.  Richards,  convicted  of  engineer- 
ing the  robbery  of  Peter  Sullivan  and 
wife,  at  Hamilton,  will  have  his  case 
reviewed.  Richards  was  for  years  a 
deputy    I'nited   States   marshal. 

One  of  the  most  extraordinary  cases  to 
be  argued  is  the  appeal  of  August  Leuth 
of  Tipton,  who  was  convicted  of  having 
kidnaped  a  wealtliy  German  farmer  and 
his  wife  and  held  them  in  a  cave  for  J50,- 
000  ransom.  Tlie  woman  broke  from  her 
place  of  confinement  and  aroused  a  losse, 
which  captured  Leuth  sleeping  in  a  barn 
on  the  farm  from  wliich  the  German  and 
his  wife  had  been  kidnaped  the  night  be- 
fore. L.eull»  has  twice  broken  jail  and 
been   recaptured.

By     Far   Greater   Part 

Goes  to  the  Big 

Monopolies. 


New  York,  Sept.  21.— In  the  Demo- 
cratic campaign  text-book  soon  to  be 
issued  one  chapter  will  be  devoted  to 
the  tariff  and  combines.  This  chapter 
in  part  is  as  followa: 

"The  tariff  question  is  a  business 
proposition  that  concerns  every  man, 
woman  and  child,  for  it  taes  the  averx- 
age  home  $110  a  year,  or  more  than 
one-tenth  of  tlie  average  family's  in- 
come. But  only  a  very  small  part  of 
this  $110  can  be  cla.ssed  as  legitimate 
taxes.  Dy  far  the  greater  part  goes  to 
million  and  billion  dollar  monopolies, 
which  thrive  now  as  never  before  in 
this  country. 

"The  price  of  nearly  every  article 
used  In  the  home  Is  higher  becaues  of 
the  exorbitant  protective  tariff  that  the 
Republicans  are  'standing  pat'  on. 
Every  suit  of  clothes,  every  hat,  piece 
of  underwear,  pair  of  socke,  pair  of 
shoes,  collar  and  cuff,  every  tie  is 
dearer  because  of  the  tariff;  every 
dress,  piece  of  linen,  silk  or  cotton,  for 
the  household;  every  article  of  furni- 
ture in  the  house;  piece  of  cutlery, 
glassware  or  pottery  ware  in  the  dining 
room  or  kitchen;  piece  of  carpet  or  oil- 
cloth in  the  house;  pound  of  sugar, 
rice,  soda,  starch,  soap,  borax;  nearly 
every  article  of  food  on  the  table — all 
of  these  are  made  dearer  by  the  tariff. 
Few  people  realize  that  they  are  pay- 
ing tariff  taxes  when  they  are  trading 
at  a  store.  They  know,  or  at  lea.st  the 
\\omen,  who  are  the  pursers  or  com- 
missaries of  most  families,  know  that 
prices  have  greatly  increa.sed  during 
the  last  five  or  six  years,  and  that 
never  before  was  it  so  hard  to  supply 
the  household  needs  with  the  money 
at  their  disposal.  They  know  that  a 
dollar  does  not  go  as  far  as  it  used 
to  go,  though  many  do  not  suspect  Ihe 
cause. 

'•The  result  of  this  increa.sed  cost  of 
living  alike  is  too  self-evident  to  be 
denied. 

•'To  claim  that  a  protective  tariff 
does  not  raise  prices  is  absurd.  A  tariff 
that  does  not  raise  prices  is  not  'pro- 
tective.' The  very  object  of  so-called 
•protection'  is  to  enable  certain  manu- 
facturers to  demand  and  to  receive 
higher  prices  for  their  products  than 
they  could  uo  were  their  customers 
free  to  buy  in  the  cheapest  market. 

"The  Dingley  tarifC  art,  which  be- 
came a  lav.-  on  July  24.  1897,  rai.sed 
.duties  to  the  highest  point  ever  reached 
In  this  if  not  in  any  other  country.  Not 
only  are  the  Dingley  duties  as  high  as 
in  the  opinion  of  Republican  leadera  la 
necessary  to  protect  manufacturing 
industries,  but  those  duties  were  pur- 
posely made  higher  on  certain  classes 
of  articles  so  as  to  leave  a  trading 
margin;  that  Is  to  say,  so  that  there 
would  be  ample  protection  left  after 
this  margin  had  oeen  bartered  away  in 
the  reciprocity  agreements  which  were 
to  be  negotiated  under  sections  3  and 
4  of  the  Dingley  act.

and  1900.  and  which  would  have  reduced 
many  of  our  duties  by  20  per  cent, 
were  never  ratified."

Inner  Half  of  Big  Con- 
crete Pier  Is  Now 
Completed. 


This  evening  the  concrete  mixer 
v.hich  has  been  in  operation  since  June 
1  supplying  the  concrete  for  the  new 
south  pier  at  Superior  entry  will  close 
down  for  the  season. 

Assistant  United  States  Engineer 
Clarance  Coleman,  who  has  had  charge 
of  the  new  pier  work,  under  Capt. 
Charles  L.  Potter,  engineer  in  charge 
of  this  district,  said  yesterday  that 
with  the  closing  down  of  the  mixer 
plant  today  about  one  half  of  the  new 
pier  has  been  completed. 

This  means  that  1600  feet  of  the  new 
concrete  pier  is  completed  from  the 
harbor  line  outward,  including  both 
the  substructure  and  superstructure. 
During  the  interval  that  the  mixer  has 
been  working  an  immense  amount  of 
material,  estimated  at  about  90,000,000, 
has  passed  through  it.  and  18,000  cubic 
yards  of  concrete  has  ben  laid.  Of  this 
amount  80  per  cent,  or  about  14,400 
cubic  yards  has  been  laid  under  water. 
Tlie  depth  of  the  pier  under  water  aver- 
ages 23  feet,  while  that  portion  above 
the  water  line  at  the  present  level  is 
about  9  feet. 

The  figures  can  hardly  give  a  con- 
ception of  the  immense  amount  of  con- 
crete that  has  been  laid  during  the 
past  season  of  less  than  four  months. 
The  record  of  having  built  1600  feet  of 
concrete  pier  of  the  dimensions  of  that 
already  completed  at  Superior  entry 
has  never  before  been  equalled,  and  is 
claimed  by  engineers  and  contractors 
to  speak  volumes  for  the  speedy  and 
economical  way  of  accomplishing  such 
work.  It  took  many  months  to  get  the 
plant  constructed  and  in  working  or- 
der at  Superior  entry,  but  with  a  com- 
paratively small  crew.  Ass-istant  Engi- 
neer Coleman  has  been  able  to  build 
the  pier  very  rapidly. 

No  more  concrete  work  can  be  done 
until  the  trestles  are  taken  out  on  the 
inner  end  of  the  pier  work  and  pushed 
forward  into  the  lake,  where  the  re- 
maining half  of  the  pier  is  to  be  con- 
structed. Besides  rebuilding  the 
trestles  there  will  be  considerable 
dredging  work  for  the  trenches  and  a 
pile  dike  to  go  in.

BRIEF  TELEGRAMS. 

The  bodies  of  three  men.  who  had 
evidently  been  murdered,  were  found 
in  the  Meridoclti  Swamp,  a  dismal  lo- 
cality twenty-three  miles  from  Ster- 
ling, 111.  There  was  nothing  on  the 
bodies  to  identify  the  men,  who,  ap- 
parently, were  laborer.s.

day,    and    the    man    who   cannot    play    it 
leads  a  lonely  life. 

Sluff  is  cheaper  for  the  stranger  than 
poker,  for.  as  a  rule,  it  is  not  played  for 
money.  Drinks  for  the  crowd  is  the  usual 
penalty  for  losing  a  game,  and  strangers 
are  suppo.sed  to  buy  the  drinks,  in  any 
event.  Like  all  card  games  which  attain 
sudden  popularity,  sluff  is  easily  explained 
and  quickly  learned.  In  spite  of  its  sim- 
plicity great  skill  can  lie  developed,  and 
Arizona  holds  crackerjack  players. 

Ordinarily  a  game  takes  about  fltfeeo 
miuntes.  In  Pearce,  where  it  i.s  now  tho 
fashion  to  drink  whisky  with  beer  chasers, 
four  drinks  an  hour  are  regarded  as  none 
too  many. 

When  experts  get  at  the  cards  sluff  is 
liable  to  be  a  long  drawn  out  proposition. 
At  Tucson  they  have  a  record  of  a  game 
which  lasted  seven  hours. 

One  must  not  think,  however,  that  the 
players  waited  that  long  for  a  round  of 
drink.s.  Every  fifteen  minutes  or  so  they 
cut   the   cards   and    the   low   man   Ijought. 

It  is  not  possible  to  lay  hands  on  a 
written  or  printed  set  of  rules  of  the  game 
but  half  of  the  men  in  the  territory  can 
tell  one  how  to  pl.ay.  The  rules  differ  in 
minor  particulars  in  different  camps,  but 
this  is  the  way  it  is  generally  played: 

Sluff  calls  for  a  deck  of  36  cards,  tho 
cards  from  deuce  to  five  spot,  inclvLsive, 
being   thrown   out. 

There  are  120  points  in  the  game.  Aces 
count  11,  tens  10,  kings  4,  qut-ens  3  and 
jacks  2. 

Two.  three  or  four  may  play,  but  in  any 
case  only  three  hands  are  dealt.  The 
dealer  remains   out  when    four  play. 

The  cards  are  dealt  one  at  a  time  in 
four  hands  until  after  12  are  so  dealt; 
after  to  thref^  hands  to  the  end  of  the 
deck.  This  give.s  three  hands  of  11  cards 
and  a  widow  of  three  cards.  The  deal 
passes    after   each    hand. 

Tlie  plajer  to  the  right  of  the  dealer 
has  the  say,  and  may  frog,  solo,  .solo 
grande  or  pass.  If  the  frogs,  luaris  are 
trump;  the  widow  is  shown  and  taken  to 
hand   by  the  maker. 

If  he  solos  the  trump  must  be  diamonds, 
clubs  or  spades,  and  the  widow  is  not 
looked  at  until  the  conclusion  of  the  hand, 
when  the  maker  adds  any  counters  it  may 
contain  In  his  hand.  If  he  solo  grandes 
he  has  the  privilege  of  calling  the  trump. 

If  the  player  to  the  left  of  the  dealer 
frogB  the  others  may  solo  over  him.  The 
original  maker  then  solo  grandes  or  pass- 
es. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  game  each 
player  receives  chips  worth  120  points, 
usually  11  blues  and  10  whites.  When  one 
player  loses  his  stack  the  game  ends  and 
the  penalty  of  buying  a  round  of  drinks 
is  exacted. 

The  maker  must  win  60  points  to  malcu 
good.  For  all  under  that  he  must  pay;  for 
all  over  6<)  he  is  paid  by  each  of  his  op- 
ponents. If  four  are  playitig  and  the 
makes  loses  he  has  to  pjiy  the  dealer  as 
well,  but  if  th.e  maker  makes  good  the 
dealer   does   nf»t   pay. 

In  a  frog  each  point  pays  one;  in  solo, 
two;  in  soTo  grande,  three. 

Any  card  of  any  suit  may  be  led.  One 
must  follow  suit  is  possible.  If  out  of  suit 
a  trump  is  required. 

If  out  of  trumps  one  should  sjuff  if 
playing  third  in  hand,  and  ones  partner 
holds  the  tricks.  Sluffing  means  to  play 
one's   highest   counting  card. 

As  a  rule,  when  one  against  the  maker 
has  the  game  in  hand  and  takt-s  a  trick 
second  in  hand,  he  throipis  his  card  on  the 
table  as  though  he  desired  to  break  it, 
and    calls.    "Now.   —   you,    sluff!  ' 

When  a  player  is  out  of  suit  that  suit  is 
called  his  dink.  When  one  of  the  players 
can  force  the  maker  to  tiump  a  suit  it  is 
called  "having  his  dink." 

Arizona  people  tske  the  fame  seriously 
and  play  as  carefuli;'  as  if  the  stakes  were 
high.  It  is  thought  bad  form  to  be  gar- 
rulous during  the  play,  but  after  the  hand 
is  piayed  the  plays  art  carefully  analyzed.

I  witiiin  2c  01  $1.30  per  bushel  or  an  advance 
of  ioc  per  bustjei  from  the  low  point  last 
summer.  Even  the  most  radical  bull  on 
I  prices  must  admit  that  such  an  advame 
,  discounts  a  great  deal  of  damage  to  the 
i  crop,  and  it  is  certainly  a  price  at  whicli 
I  it  would   be  well  to  be  cautious. 

"iw  our  last  circular  letter  we  estimatei 
the  outlook   fir   our   American   crop   this 
year  ai  52u.i/0>b><M>  busliels.     Since  then  the 
government  estimate  has  appeared,  show-

"One  very  Interesting  feature  of  the 
I  wheat  situation  this  year,  and  of  the 
I  high  prices  in  America  sus  compared  with 
foreign  markets,  is  the  large  movement 
of  Paclfii;  coast  wIkmI  to  l.:astern  mar- 
kets. The  long  rail  haul  and  the  conse- 
quent high  freights  usually  prohibit  such 
a  movement,  but  yet  the  attractive  prices 
in  the  East  and  Hie  fact  that  foreign 
markets  will  not  tike  their  Pacific  coa-t 
shipments  at  as  favorable  a  price  has 
stimulated  sucli  a  movement.  It  Is  also 
an  interesting  fact  that  with  the  high 
prices  we  have  had  this  ye.ir.  the  prim- 
ary movement  has  been  stimulated  to 
where  it  has  exceeded  that  of  a  yeir  ago. 
and  yet  our  American  visible  has  not  in- 
creased as  fast  as  a  year  ago,  and  is  to- 
day less  than  one  year  ago.

large  shipments  from  Ru.ssia,  which  has 
placed  the  foreign  consumer  in  an  inde- 
pendent position  for  the  next  few  weeks  at 
least. 

P^rancc  has  also  entered  the  market  this 
fall  as  an  importer,  something  which  has 
not  been  very  generally  expected  of  her 
up  to  within  the  last  few  weeks.  If  she 
continues  to  imort  on  a  large  scale  it  will 
certainly  alYect  foreign  values  very  ma- 
terially, and  if  Rusia  should  be  export- 
ing now  beyond  her  strength,  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  later  movement,  we  may 
see  as  wild  markets  abroad  as  we  have 
already  had,  and  as  we  certainly  expect 
to  have  in  America,"

As  the  fall  season  comes  on  the  spe-
